Witli  a  population  exceeding  ihirty-two  millions,  with  a  fertile  soil 
yielding  most  of  the  Inxuiics  an«l  necessaries  of  life,  and  with  an  extensive 
sea-coast,  affording  many  excellent  harhors,  France  might,  under  a  more 
liheral  system,  have  fairly  laid  claim  to  tlie  highest  rank,  among  the 
commercial  i)owers.  Her  wars  and  revolutions,  and  the  conflicting 
opinions  of  her  statesmen,  on  the  suhject  of  political  economy,  have 
however,  greatly  retarded  the  developement  of  her  mercantile  resources. 
Prior  to  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.,  her  foreign  trade  was  confined  to  a 
narrow  circle.  iBut  as  soon  as  the  energies  of  his  minister,  Colhert,  were 
hi-ought  to  hear  on  this  important  hranch  of  industry,  it  assumed  a  new 
and  more  animated  aspect.  His  capacious  mind  could  not  fail  to  perceive, 
that  however  essential  ai-e  the  interests  of  agriculture  to  a  State,  yet  that 
these  are  never  hetter  pi'omoted,  than  by  the  active  co-operation  of  com- 
merce. It  may  he  well  doubted  howevei*.  whether  he  did  not  altogether 
fail,  in  the  means  he  a])i)lied,  to  the  advancement  of  his  purpose.  It  was 
the  opinion  of  Sully,  that  pasturage  and  tillage  were  the  two  great 
sources  of  French  prosperity.  Whilst  Colbert,  leaning  to  the  other 
extreme,  considered  manufactures  and  commerce  as  the  chief  promoters 
of  national  wealth.  To  the  former  of  these  he  gave  the  pre-eminence, 
believing  them  to  bo  the  basis  on  which  agriculture  and  commerce  could 
alone  be  secured.  To  foreign  and  internal  trade  was  allotted,  in  this 
theory,  but  a  secondary  station.  But  to  urge  them  both  forward,  into 
successful  operation,  it  was  deemed  necessary,  merely  to  surround  them 
with  such  defences,  as  would  pi'eclude  all  foreign  competition. 

The  exclusive  or  pi-otective  system  is  Justly  asci-ibed  to  this,  in  other 
respects,  most  able  minister.  As,  previously  to  his  tariff  of  1667,  this 
policy  seems  to  have  been  unknown  to  the  nations  of  Europe.  He  had 
been  a  jealous  observer  of  the  great  success  of  the  people  of  Holland,  not 
only  in  their  manufacturing  iiMhjstry,  but  in  their  prosecution  of  foreign 
trade.  The  latter  had  been  the  fruit  of  long  and  hazardous  application, 
united  with  simple  habits,  and  strict  frugality.  Whilst  the  former  had 
its  natural  origin  in  the  accumulated  capital,  thus  slowly  elaborated. 
By  this  remarkable  tariff,  prohibitory  duties  were  imposed  upon  all 
articles  of  manufacture,  and  this,  too,  at  a  time  when  the  different  me- 
chanic arts  in  France,  were  in  the  rudest  condition. 

The  blow  was  aimed  at  Holland,  and  was  met  by  a  decree,  prohibiting 
the  importaticm  of  the  wines  and  brandies  of  France.  By  the  peace  of 
1678,  some  of  the  duties  were  reduced,  in  favor  of  Holland;  in  conside- 
ration of  which,  the  prohibition  on  wine  and  brandy  was  removed.  But 
the  policy  was  followed  up,  in  the  intercourse  of  France  with  other  nations, 
and  became  incorporated  in  her  system.  And  so  prompt  were  the  French 
and  English  Governments  in  passing  acts  of  prohibition,  as  ultimately  to 
produce  a  state  nearly  of  commercial  non-intercourse,  between  the  two 
countries. 
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It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  effects  of  this  policy,  so  abruptly 
introduced,  have  been  pernicious  to  France.  And  among  the  most  inju- 
rious of  them,  luis  been  the  transmission  to  the  present  day,  of  the 
monopolizing  spirit,  thus  unhappily  engendered.  For,  when  it  has,  for 
so  long  a  time,  been  interwoven  with  all  the  ramifications  of  society,  it 
becomes  almost  impossible,  and  always  dangerous  to  shake  it  off.  The 
controversy  is  still  maintained  in  France,  between  the  friends  and  foes  of 
restrictions.  Of  late  years,  it  has  acquired  renewed  activity.  In  the 
numerous  memorials  and  essays,  issued  by  tlie  two  parties,  there  is  dis- 
played great  talent  and  ingenuity.  A  vast  fund  of  valuable  facts  and 
useful  statistics,  has  been  laid  before  the  public,  and  if  we  may  judge 
from  the  ameliorations  which  are  daily  taking  place,  it  is  but  fair  to 
conclude  that  the  advocates  of  liberality,  are  achieving  a  slow,  but  certain 
triumph. 

The  *'  Continental  System,"  as  introduced  and  enforced  by  Napoleon, 
gave  rise  to  several  new  branches  of  domestic  industry,  in  which  a  large 
amount  of  capital  was  embarked.  It  would  have  been  exposed  to  great 
hazard,  if  not  to  absolute  ruin,  had  tliat  system  been  hastily  subverted. 
The  manufacture  of  Sugar  from  the  beet  root,  may  be  noticed  as  an 
example  of  this.  In  1829,  there  were  in  active  operation,  no  less  than 
one  hundred  and  one  establishments  for  the  preparation  of  this  sugar, 
which  yielded  about  16,637,000  lbs.  It  was  then  stated  by  some  of  the 
persons,  engaged  in  this  business,  that  beet  r()ot  sugar  costs  the  producer, 
every  thing  included,  from  eighty  to  eighty-six  centimes  per  kilogramme, 
or  about  eight  or  nine  cents  per  pound,  but  that  they  looked  forward  to  a 
considerable  reduction  in  its  cost,  when  the  process  should  be  brought  to 
greater  perfection.  This  sugar  pays  no  impost  or  excise  of  any  kind,  and 
has  the  benefit  of  a  premium  equal  to  the  drawback  on  exportation,  that 
is  given  to  sugar  manufactured  from  the  colonial  raw  product.  The 
latter,  on  importation,  is  charged  with  a  duty  of  forty-five  francs  per 
hundred  kilogs.  And  with  all  these  adventitious  props,  it  is  yet  a  problem, 
whether  the  manufacture  of  beet  root  sugar  can  be  successfully  continued. 
Be  the  result  what  it  may,  it  is  obvious  that  the  consumer  is  heavily  taxed 
to  sustain  it.  A  memorial  has  been  recently  addressed  by  the  merchants 
of  Havre,  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  complaining  of  the  injustice  suf- 
fered by  the  commercial  interests,  in  the  preference  given  to  the  beet  root 
sugar,  and  praying  that  the  duty  may  be  taken  off  the  colonial  sugar,  or 
that  it  be  largely  reduced,  and  that  an  equal  tax  be  imposed  on  the  former. 
It  is  scarcely  probable,  that  this  just  request  will  be  complied  with.  Too 
much  capital,  too  many  persons,  and  too  many  adverse  interests  are 
involved. 

The  iron  trade,  as  well  as  the  manufactures  of  cotton  and  linen,  had 
been  greatly  extended  during,  and  perhaps,  in  consequence  of  the  long 
wars  of  Napoleon.  At  the  termination  of  hostilities,  the  French  Govern- 
ment would  have  been  warranted,  in  enacting  that  the  protection  duties 
should  sustain  no  abrupt  or  immediate  diminution,  but  should  be  reduced 
at  intervals,  and  in  small  proportions.  This,  however,  was  not  the  course 
pursued  by  the  ministers  of  Louis  XVIII.,  on  his  restoration.  They  even 
added  to  the  munificent  favors,  already  enjoyed  by  several  branches  of 
industry.  The  duty  on  foreign  iron  had  been  from  3  790,  two  francs  and 
twenty  centimes  the  metrical  quintal,  or  one  hundred  kilogs.  In  1814,  it 
was  raised  to  fifteen  francs,  and  in  1822,  the  duty  was  again  raised  to 
twenty-five  francs  the  quintal.     And  this  system  has  been  pursued  in  many 
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other  cases.  A  discriminating  duty  of  twenty  francs  the  ((uintal,  was 
imposed  in  1814,  on  all  foreign  sugar,  over  and  above  that  which  was 
laid  on  sugar  imported  from  Fi-eneh  roh)nies.  In  1816,  this  disci'iminating 
duty  was  raised  to  twenty-five  francs:  in  1820,  to  thirty  IVanrs;  and  in 
1822,  to  fifty  francs.  The  duty  being  now  forty-five  francs  the  (|uinta!  on 
su"-ar,  the  growth  of  the  French  colonies,  and  ninety-five  francs  on  sugar 
of  foreign  production. 

When  the  project  for  increasing  the  duties  on  sugar,  iron,  linen,  kc. 
was  under  discussioji,  the  merchants  of  Bordeaux,  Nantz.  Marseilles,  and 
the  other  great  commercial  cities,  and  the  wine  growers  of  tlie  Gironde, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  other  Departments,  presented  petitions  to  the 
Chambers,  expressing  their  conviction,  tiiat  the  imposition  of  the  con- 
templated duties,  would  be  fatal  to  Fiench  commerce,  and  at  the  same 
time  inflict  serious  injury  on  the  wine  growers,  and  silk  maimfactiirers. 
These  just  representations  were  without  effect;  but  the  event  has  shown, 
that  the  anticipations  of  tlie  memorialists,  were  hut  too  well  founded.  It 
is  stated  in  a  petition  from  Bordeaux,  that  before  the  revolution,  the 
exports  thence,  of  wine,  amounted  annually  to  one  hundred  thousand  tons; 
that  from  1820  to  1827,  they  averaged  but  fifty  thousand  tons:  that  there 
were  in  April,  1828,  no  less  than  six  hundred  thousand  tons  of  wine  in 
the  Gironde,  for  which  no  outlet  could  be  found:  and  tliat  the  glut  in  the 
other  Departments  was  proportionably  great. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  land  holders  and  merchants  of  the  Department  of 
the  Gironde,  in  the  memorial  presented  by  them,  that  the  quantity  of  w  ine 
annually  produced  in  France,  amounts  on  an  average  to  about  forty  mil- 
lions of  hect(ditres.  or  one  thousand  and  sixty  millions  of  gallons:  that  its 
value  is  not  less  than  from  eight  hundred  to  one  thousand  millions  of 
francs,  or  from  one  liundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundi-ed  millions  of  dollars, 
and  that  more  than  three  millions  of  individuals  are  employed  in  its  pro- 
secution. Here  then  is  an  agricultural  product,  of  a  ([uality,  in  which 
France  has  no  competitor,  which  even  now  affords  employment,  to  about 
a  tenth  i)art  of  her  population,  and  which  is  susceptible  of  an  almost 
indefinite  extension.  She  has  too,  in  this  simide  article  of  universal  con- 
sumption, the  means  of  driving  a  large  and  lucrative  tiade.  But  the 
prohibition  or  restraint  upon  foreign  importations,  must  necessarily  dimi- 
nish the  export  and  culture  of  hei'  natural  and  peculiar  staple.  For, 
interchange,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  is  the  inflexible  principle  which 
controls  the  commerce  between  nations.  It  was  sagaciously  remarked  by 
Chaptal,  in  his  work,  Sur  l^Industrie  Francaise,  that  the  *' French  Go- 
*'vernment  owes  the  most  liberal  encouragement  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
"vine,  whether  viewed  in  its  effects  on  consumption  in  the  interior,  or  in 
"its  connexion  with  our  foreign  commerce,  of  which,  in  fact,  it  forms  the 
"basis." 

It  is  gratifying  to  perceive  that  the  free  investigations  which  these 
subjects  are  receiving,  have  already  produced  considerable  relaxations,  in 
the  rigor  of  the  ancient  system,  and  it  may  be  fairly  anticipated,  that 
further  ameliorations  will  follow.  So  enlightened  a  people  can  scarcely 
permit  the  existence  of  trammels,  which,  whilst  they  cramp  the  national 
energy,  prevent  the  growth  of  those  maritime  meaus  of  defence  and  offence, 
which  are  alone  wanting  to  the  completion  of  her  power.  Already  is  the 
intercourse, between  France  and  Great  Britain,  on  a  comparatively  liberal 
footing.  And  that  which,  in  the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  would 
have  been  deemed  wholly  impossible,  or  looked  on  as  a  phenomenon,  is 
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now  in  common  practice.  The  governments  ol'  both  countries  seem  to  be 
indued  with  the  most  liberal  views,  and  disposed  to  bieak  down  existing 
obstacles,  as  I'apidly  as  tlie  old  iiabits.  and  inveterate  ])rejudices  of  their 
people,  will  allow.  By  the  conimeirial  treaty  of  1826,  l)etwcen  these  two 
powers,  the  dniies  of  tonnage  on  the  vessels  of  both  arriving  in  their 
respeclive  j)orts  are  equalized.  AH  articles  of  commei'ce  which  may  be 
legally  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  into  France,  in  British  vessels, 
are  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  if  imported  in  French  vessels,  and  vice 
versa.  The  colonial  ti-adc  is  opened  to  France,  agreeably  to  the  tci-ms  of 
the  act*  of  Parliament  of  1825.  and  the  same  facilities  are  extended  to 
British  sul)Jects  ti-ading  to  the  French  colonies. 

Before  the  American  revolution,  there  was  no  open  or  free  trade  between 
this  country  and  Fiance,  or  lier  colonies.  Occasionally,  when  her  harvests 
were  bad,  and  a  stipply  of  foi'eign  flour  became  indispensably  neces- 
sary, the  Government  made  purchases  in  the  British  colonies,  and 
im|)orted  it,  as  in  1772,  in  American  vessels.  This  limited  trade  was  not. 
even  under  such  emergencies,  open  to  private  competition.  The  policy  of 
France  was,  by  pi-ohibition,  to  encourage  and  j)rotect  her  own  farmers. 
But  a  rise  in  the  pi'ice  of  bread,  had  not  unfrequently  caused  insurrections 
in  that  country.  And  to  prevent  such  calamities,  the  Government,  when- 
ever a  scarcity  was  apprehended,  made  purchases  abroad,  and  sold  out  to 
the  consumers,  at  the  ordinary  rates,  and  of  course  often  at  a  loss.  Being 
the  only  importer,  it  was  enabled  so  to  regulate  the  supply,  as  to  prevent 
the  influx  which  an  open  trade  would  have  caused,  to  the  injury  of  the 
domestic  growers  of  grain.  This  could  »iot  however  be  always  regulated 
with  piecision,  aiid  in  1772  more  flour  was  imported  than  was  wanted 
for  home  consumption.  The  surplus  was  sent  to  England,  and  sold  at  a 
loss. 

An  unauthorised  trade  between  the  French  West  India  colonies  and  this 
country,  was  carried  on  to  mutual  advantage,  although  prohibited  by  the 
colonial  policy  of  France.  The  ])rincipal  articles  of  which  it  consisted, 
were  fish,  some  flour,  Indian  corn,  and  lumber  of  all  kinds,  for  which  the 
returns  were  made  in  molasses,  some  sugar,  and  specie.  The  transpor- 
tation of  these  commodities  was  effected  in  American  vessels.  The  trade 
was  very  lucrative  to  the  Americans,  besides  causing  an  increase  of  their 
shipping.  It  induced  them  also,  to  build  vessels  of  a  larger  size,  and 
adapted  to  such  a  commerce.  But  Great  Britain,  looking  with  a  jealous 
eye  on  the  rising  prosperity  of  her  continental  colonies,  and  desirous,  at 
the  same  time,  of  pi-omoting  the  interests  of  her  own  West  India  Islands, 
by  compelling  the  North  American  colonists  to  take  their  supplies  of  sugar 
and  molasses  from  them,  absolutely  intei'dicted  the  trade.  This  inteidic- 
tion  caused  serious  injury  to  the  Americans,  gave  great  and  just  offence 
to  them,  and  tended  to  sever  those  ties  of  affection  which  had  bound  them 
to  the  mother  country. 

The  commercial  intercourse  between  this  country  and  France,  remained 
in  this  state  of  interdiction  until  the  revolution.  In  1776,  the  ports  of 
France  and  her  colonies  were  opened  to  the  United  States,  for  all  the 
productions  of  the  latter,  except  bread  stuffs.  These  were  excluded  from 
France  proper,  but  not  from  her  colonies.  The  commerce  with  the  mother 
country  was  liowever  of  no  great  magnitude.  There  was  but  little 
confidence  reposed  in  each  other,  by  the  merchants  of  the  two  countries,

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There  were  also,  many  vexatious  forms,  restrictions,  and  tlifticulties  to  be 
encountered  in  the  French  ports.  Often,  too,  were  American  vessels  seized 
by  French  cruisers,  and  subjected  to  i^reat  loss.  Tliese  causes,  joined  to 
the  vigilance  of  British  cruisers,  orders  in  council,  French  deciees,  and 
a  long  embargo  in  France,  prevented  such  an  exjjansion  of  the  trade 
between  the  nations,  as  might,  under  more  fa\orable  auspices,  have  taken 
place.  It  became  very  impoi-tant,  however,  with  tlie  Fiench  colonies,  and 
was  carried  on  principally  in  small  fast  sailing  vessels. 

After  the  peace  of  1783,  many  of  the  difficulties  noted  above  were 
removed.  Still,  the  intercouse  between  the  two  counti'ies  had  no  great 
increase.  The  American  merchants  had  but  little  capital.  Nor  had  those 
of  Fi'ance  much  more.  But  the  British  merchants  and  manufacturers 
possessed  it  in  sufficient  abundance,  to  enable  them  to  supply  the  dcliciency 
of  the  Americans.  They  gave  a  credit  of  twelve  months  on  all  their 
exports  to  the  United  States,  and  permitted  bills  to  be  drawn  on  them 
for  two-thirds  of,  the  cost  of  any  shipment  consigned  to  tliem  by  the 
American  merchant,  whether  such  consignment  was  to  be  disjios'd  of 
in  England,  France,  or  Holland.  Thus,  American  produce  found  its  way, 
as  under  the  colonial  government,  to  France,  througli  Great  Britain.  A 
more  regular  course  of  trade  would,  no  doubt,  in  a  few  years,  have  taken 
the  place  of  the  unnatural  direction  it  had  assumed.  It  was  in  fact  begin- 
ning to  flow  in  the  proper  channel,  when  the  French  revolution  occurred. 
During  all  the  irregularities  and  disorder  which  that  event  produced,  it 
resembled  more  a  game  of  chance,  with  high  stakes,  than  the  order  and 
system  so  characteristic  of  useful  commerce.  The  risk  was  great,  the 
profits  large,  and  the  losses  ruinous. 

A  change  took  place  on  the  restoration  of  the  Bourbons,  and  it  was 
ardently  hoped,  that  a  fair  and  open  intercourse,  so  beneficial  to  both 
nations,  would  ensue.  But  new  difficulties  soon  arose.  France  imposed 
an  excessive  tonnage  duty,  on  American  vessels.  This  v.  as  followed  by 
a  like  imposition,  by  the  United  States,  on  French  shipping.  And  a  com- 
mercial warfare  w as  waged,  which  had  the  effect  of  again  throwing  the 
trade  into  an  unnatural  direction.  It  was  prosecuted,  for  the  most  part, 
through  Nice  for  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  ports  of  Holland  for  the 
North.  And  it  continued  in  this  condition,  until  the  convention,  entered 
into  at  Washington,  in  1822,*  finally  adjusted  the  terms  of  reciprocity, 
on  which  it  now  stands.  The  consequences  of  this  arrangement  are  such 
as  were  anticipated  from  it.  The  commerce  between  the  two  nations,  has 
increased  more  than  four  fold,f  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  cannot

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fail  to  receive  ciilaigement,  as  time  ami  experience  shall  unfold  its  immense 
advantages.  It  is  caiTied  on  ^vitllout  the  intervention  of  credit  on  either 
side,  and  consists  almost  entirely  of  an  interchange  of  commodities. — 
Fi'ance  receives  frem  the  United  States,  raw  hides,  salted  provisions,  wax, 
tallow,  hops,  flour,  rice,  sugai*,  coffee,  tobacco,  some  dye  woods,  cotton, 
quercitron  bark,  pot  and  pearl  ashes,  indigo,  spermaceti,  naval  stores,* 
Ace.  I'he  returns  are  wines,  brandy,  silks,  oil,  and  a  variety  of  manu- 
factures. 

The  following  comparative  summary  will  afford  a  view  of  the  extent  of 
the  trade  between  France  and  the  United  States,  as  it  existed  in  1831. 

Of  the  foreign  tonnage  which  entered  France,  the  four  nations  highest 
on  the  list  ranked:  1st,  British;  2d,  United  States;  3d,  Norway;  4t]i,  Two 
Sicilies. 

Of  the  foreign  tonnage  which  departed  from  France,  the  five  nations 
highest  on  the  list,  were:  1st,  British;  2d,  United  States;  3d,  Two  Sicilies, 
4th,  Sardinia;  5th,  Norway. 

The  total  tonnage,  foreign  and  French,  employed  in  the  commerce  of 
France,  was  794,410,  tons;  viz:  French,  333,216;  foreign,  coming  from 
the  countries  of  their  respective  flags.  366,835;  foreign,  coming  from 
countries  other  than  those  designated  by  tiieir  flags,  94,359.  Of  these 
last,  thei'e  is  no  enumeration  of  countries;  but  as  the  vessels  of  the  United 
States  are  largely  engaged  in  this  circuitous  trade,  it  may  be  estimated, 
that  of  this  class,  at  least  50,000  tons  were  of  their  flag,  which  would 
make  the  total  United  States  tonnage,  entering  France  in  that  year, 
118,000  tons,  and  being  more  than  one  seventh  of  the  whole — about  one- 
third  of  the  French,  and  one-fourth  of  the  foreign  tonnage. 

Of  merchandise  imported  into  France,  the  eight  nations  highest  on  the 
list,  were  in  amount  of  supply:  1st,  Sardinia,  2d,  United  States;  3d,  Bel- 
gium; 4th,  Austria;  5tiu  Spain;  6th,  Germany;  7th,  Switzerland,  8th, 
Great  Britain;  including  Gibraltar,  Malta,  and  the  Ionian  Islands. 

Of  the  sjjecie  imported  into  France,  the  three  nations  highest  on  the 
list,  in  amount  of  supply,  were:  1st.  Great  Britain,  and  her  dependencies 
in  Europe;  2d,  United  States:  3d,  Belgium. 

Of  the  merchandise  exported  from  France,  the  nine  nations  highest  on 
the  list,  were:  1st,  United  States;  2d,  Great  Britain,  and  her  European 
dependencies;  3d,  Spain,  including  the  Canary  Islands;  4th,  Sardinia 
Island  and  Continent;  5th,  Switzerland;  6th,  Germany;  7th,  Belgium;  8th, 
Mexico;  and  9tii,  Holland. 

Of  the  sj}ecie  exported  from  France,  Great  Bi-itain  stands  first,  and  the 
United  States  last,  on  a  list  of  twelve  nations,  to  which  expoits  of  specie 
were  made. 

Of  the  total  value  of  merchandise  imported  itito  France,  the  United 
States  supplied  about  one-tenth. 

Of  the  merchandise  imported  into  France,  and  retained  for  home  con- 
sumption, the  United  States  supplied  about  one-eigiit!i. 

Of  the  total  value  of  merchandise  exjjorted  from  France,  there  was 
exported  to  the  United  States  about  one  fifth. 


*  The  articles  contained  in  this  list,  are  considered,  by  the  royal  ordinances,  issued  to  carry  into 
effect  the  treaty,  as  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States.  By  a  circular 
letter  of  the  customs'  administration,  of  September,  1827,  copper,  lead,  and  tin,  are  excluded,  as 
not  being  products  of  the  United  States;  although  in  no  country  is  lead  produced  in  greater 
quantity,  of  better  quality,  or  at  lower  prices  than  at  their  mines. 
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Of  the  value  of  that  portion  of  exports  from  France,  ivldcli  proceeded 
from  her  soil  or  man iij'acf ares,  there  was  cxporte*!  to  the  United  State-s, 
about  one-fourth. 

These  statements  clearly  sh()^^,  that  France  lias  no  better,  if  any  so 
good  customer,  as  the  United  States.  No  one  of  them  relieves  her  from 
so  heavy  an  amount  of  the  surplus  ])rodn(tions  of  hei- soil  or  manufactures, 
and  none  take  a  larger  quantity  of  her  whole  annual  exportation.  And 
yet  the  intercourse  between  the  two  countries  is  not  on  that  footing  of 
liberality  and  perfect  reciprocity  which  it  merits,  and  which  the  policy  of 
the  United  States  holds  out,  to  the  acceptance  of  all  nations.  A  bare 
inspection  of  the  convention  of  1822,  manifests  the  timidity,  or  reluctance, 
with  which  the  French  ministry  ventured  on  its  stipulations.  The  imper- 
fections of  that  instrument  are  too  obvious  to  require  comment,  and  the 
removal  of  them  would  be  as  creditable  to  the  two  pov.ers,  as  it  would  be 
promotive  of  their  commercial  prosperity. 

There  are  several  an«)malies  in  the  tariff  regulations  of  France,  which 
are  worthy  of  attention.  Tiiey  seem  to  be  relics  of  the  ancient  system, 
or  arc  erroneously  retained  with  the  design  of  thereby  promoting  the 
industry  and  wealth  of  tlie  community.  Long  nsage  may  also  have  its 
effect  in  securing  to  them  the  favoi'  wiiich  tiiey  enjoy  with  the  Government 
and  a  portion  of  tiie  people.  Their  maintenance  requires  nup.erous  officers, 
a  cumbrous  detail  of  regulations,  ami  entails  an  expense  which,  it  is  pro- 
bable, greatly  exceeds,  all  things  considered,  any  advantage  the  public 
may  derive  from  them.  The  tendency  of  all  such  exceptions  to  any  general 
system,  adopted  for  tlie  collection  of  revenue,  or  the  quickening  of  industi-y, 
being  to  impede  the  rapid  movements,  so  necessary  to  the  merchant,  and  at 
the  same  time,  to  frustrate  the  very  purposes  they  were  iiitended  to  promote. 
During  a  general  peace,  all  nations  are  struggling  for  as  large  a  share  as 
possible  of  commerce,  and  the  more  simple  is  the  machinery  constructed 
for  It  by  governments,  the  more  accelerated  are  its  operations,  and  the 
greater  will  be  its  j)rospei"ity. 

Cotton  imported  from  tlie  United  States,  is  subjected  to  a  burden,  which 
although  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  French  mamifacturer,  can  have  but  a 
slight  effect  on  the  usual  amount  of  supply.  In  France,  as  in  the  Two 
Sicilies,  this  ai'ticie,  when  imported  from  the  Levant  or  Egypt,  pays  a 
lower  duty,  than  when  imported  from  other  places.*  The  former  is 
charged  with  a  duty  of  lifteen  francs,  if  brougiit  in  F'rench  vessels,  and 
twenty-five  francs,  if  in  foreign  vessels.  Wliilst  Ihat  coming  from  the 
United  States,  pays  twenty  francs  in  French,  and  thirty-live  francs  in 
foreign  vessels.  The  Levant  and  Egyptian  cotton,  is  transported  chiefly 
in  French  shipping,  and  tiiis  discriminating  duty  in  favor  of  th a  itrade, 
is  preserved  no  doubt,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  increasing  the 
tonnage  engaged  in  it,  and  in  that  generally  cai-ried  oji  by  France  in  the 
Mediterranean.  The  difference  is  equal  to  about  one  cent  per  pound, 
against  the  cotton  of  the  United  States. 

There  is  likewise  a  much  lieavier  duty  on  liax  seed,  imported  fi-oni  the 
United  States,  than  when  imported  from  the  Baltic;  the  Hrst  Jjaying  live 
francs,  and  the  latter,  but  one  franc  ten  centimes  per  hundred  kilo- 
grammes. 

Tobacco  is  a  monopoly  in  the  possession  of  the  Government.  It  can  be 
sold  only  to  the  Regie,  or  Administration  of  Tobacco,  and  is  regulated  by

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special  ciuutnieiils.*  Those  are  passed  for  limited  periods.  The  act  of 
1816,  was  coiitimicd  hy  a  law  of  1829,  and  was  to  remain  in  force  until 
1837.  A  new  act,  passed  in  February,  1835.  continues  the  system  until 
1st  January,  1842.  It  provides  that  the  purchase,  manufacture,  and  sale 
of  tobacco,  sliall  belong  exclusively  to  the  Government,  throughout  the 
whole  kingdom:  th:it  permission  to  cultivate  it,  be  given  by  a  board  of 
commissioners  appointed  in  each  i\rrondissement:  the  Minister  of  Finance 
designates  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  emj)loycd  in  the  culture,  and  so 
apportions  it  that  four-fifths  of  the  supply  siiail  be  of  French  growth;  this 
minister  also  fixes  the  price,  in  each  year,  which  will  be  given  for  the 
different  qualities  of  tobacco,  of  tlic  ensuing  crop:  tJ)bacco  in  leaf,  cannot 
be  removed  from  the  place  of  its  growth,  without  a  ])ermit;  no  one  but  a 
licensed  cultivator,  can  have  tobacco  in  leaf,  in  his  p(tss?ssion:  nor  manu- 
factured, unless  it  be  from  the  royal  inanufactories,  and  even  then,  the 
(fuantity  is  limited  to  ten  kilograunnes,  unless  the  parcels  have  on  them 
the  marks  or  seals  of  the  Regie. 

Re])eated  efforts  have  heen  made  to  break  up  this  monopoly,  with  its 
vexatious  and  complex  system  of  regulations.  But  the  treasury  receives 
so  large  an  incomcf  from  it,  as  to  have  i-endered  them  heretofore  fruitless. 
The  cultivation  of  tobacco  is,  at  the  same  time,  increasing,  which,  by 
adding  to  tlie  capital  and  labor  embarked  in  the  occupation,  will  tend 
more  effectually  to  prolong  the  existence  of  this  exclusive  privilege. 

The  importation  of  bread  stuffs,  is  also  regulated  by  a  special  law,* 
w  hich  ai)portions  the  duty  according  to  the  current  price.  The  prices  are 
made  up  monUily,  from  the  average  sales,  in  the  different  departments  of 
the  kingdom.  'These  are  divided  into  four  classes:  and  two  of  the  classes, 
into  smaller  subdivisions.  The  monthly  average  pi-ices  of  a  class,  or 
subdivision,  regulate  the  duty  of  importation,  in  Fi'ench  or  foreign  vessels, 
for  that  class  or  subdivision.  Thus  it  is  obvious,  that  the  duty  can  i-arely 
or  e\er  be  equal,  throughout  the  kingdom,  at  any  one  period.  And,  whilst 
at  Nantes  it  may  be  seven  francs  the  hectolitre,  it  may  be  sixteen  at 
Marseilles,  in  the  same  month. 

Great  exei'tions  have  been  made,  of  late  years,  in  ameliorating  the 
channels  of  intercommunication  between  tiie  diffei-ent  ])ai-ts  of  the  kingdom. 
New  canals  have  been  ojjened,  where  ju'acticable,  and  in  other  ({uarters, 
the  highways  have  been  improved,  or  railways  constructed.  By  the 
Frencli  revolution,  the  ancient  complicated  system  of  erecting  and  col- 
lecting the  public  income,  was  abolished.  According  to  that  system, 
different  revenue  laws  existed  in  the  different  towns  and  provinces.  And 
to  guard  against  the  violation  of  these,  a  multitude  of  oflicers  w  as  requii-ed, 
both  for  the  interior,  and  the  foieign  trade.  Many  of  the  towns  and 
provinces  were  charged  with  impositions,  from  which  others  were  ex- 
empted. And  the  transportation  of  merchandise  from  one  part  of  the 
territory  to  another,  w  as  often  exposed  to  greater  difficulty  and  expense, 
than  is  now  encountered  in  imjjortations  from  or  expoi'tations  to  foreign 
coimtries.  The  abolition  of  these  restraints,  and  the  great  facilities  now 
offered  by  the  multiplied  channels,  which  have  been  so  liberally  opened  to 
the  interior  commerce,  liave  added  surprisingly  to  its  extent.  Few^  coun- 
tries enjoy  so  large  and  valuable  an  internal  trade  as  France,  and  to  this 
source  may,  in  a  great  degree,  be  traced  the  wondeiful  rapidity  with  which 
she  has  l•eco^ered  from  the  impoverishment,  caused  by  the  wars  which 
followed   her  revolution.     But  her  scheme  of  economy  is  still  defective.

CONVENTION. 

The  Commercial  Regulations  of  France  with  the  United  States,  were 
determined  hy  a  Convention-*  of  Navigation  and  Commerce  signed  hy  the 
Plenipotejitiaries  of  the  two  Nations,  at  AVashington,  June  24,  1822. 

It  provides,  that  articles,  the  growth,  ])roduce,  or  manufacture,  of  the 
United  States,  imported  into  France  in  ships  of  the  United  States,  sliall 
pay  an  additional  duty  not  exceeding  20  francs  per  ton  of  merchandise, 
over  and  above  the  duties  payable  on  the  like  goods  when  imported  in 
French  ships  from  the  United  States. 

And  articles,  the  growtli,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  France,  imported 
into  the  United  States  in  Frencli  ships,  shall  pay  an  additional  duty  not  ex- 
ceeding three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  ton  of  merchandise,  over 
and  above  the  duties  payable  on  the  like  goods  imported  in  ships  of  the 
Uiiited  States  from  France. 

But  no  discriminating  duty  shall  be  levied  in  either  country,  on  tlic 
exports  from  the  other,  when  they  are  only  imported,  for  transit,  or 
re-exportation. 

A  ton  of  merchandise,  is  calculated  as  follows: 
>Vine,  four  61  gallo  i  casks,  or  244  gallons. 
Brandies,  ajid  all  liquids,  244  gallons. 
Silks  and  all  dry  goods  subject  to  measurement,  42  cubic  French  feet  in 

F'rance,  and  50  feet  American  measure  in  U.  S. 
Cotton,  804  pounds  Avoirdupois,  or  365  Kilogrammes. 
Tobacco,  1600  pounds  Avoirduj)ois,  or  725  Kilogrammes. 
Ashes,  Pot  and  Pearl,  2240  pounds  Avoirdupois,  or  1016  Kilogrammes. 
Rice,  1600  pounds  Avoirdupois,  or  725  Kilogrammes. 
All  weighable  articles   not  specified,   2240  pounds   Avoirdupois,    or  1016 
Kilogrammes. 

In  France,  the  ships  of  the  United  States  shall  not  pay  more  for  light 
money,  tonnage,  pilotage,  port  charges,  brokerage,  and  all  other  duties, 
over  and  above  those  paid  by  French  ships  (except  the  discriminating

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duties  abo\c  mciitioiied)  than  five  francs  per  ton  of  the  vessels,  American 
Register;  and  French  ships,  in  the  United  States,  shall  not  pay  more  than 
94  cents  (over  and  above  the  charge  on  United  States  vessels  for  these 
articles)  per  ton  of  the  vessels,  French  passport. 

This  Convention  to  be  in  force  for  two  years,  from  1st  October,  1822, 
and  aftei-,  until  the  conclusion  of  a  definitive  treaty:  or.  until  one  of  the 
j)arties  shall  have  declared  its  intention  to  renounce  it:  which  declaration, 
must  be  made  at  least  six  months  before  hand.  And  if  no  such  declaration 
be  made  by  either  party,  then,  from  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years, 
the  extra  duties  agreed  upon  by  this  convention,  shall  be  diminished  on  both 
sides,  one  fourth  of  their  whole  amount:  and  afterwai'ds,  by  one  foiirtli  of 
the  said  amount  from  year  to  year,  so  long  as  neither  party  shall  have 
dcclarcd^the  intention  of  renouncing  it*. 

TREATYf. 

A  Treaty  between  France  and  the  United  States,  was  signed  at  Paris, 
4th  July,  1831,  and  ratifications  exchanged  at  Washington,  2d  February. 
i8'^i2,  by  which  it  was  stipulated,  that  the  French  Goveinment,  in  order 
to  libei'ate  itself  from  all  the  reclamations  preferred  against  it  by  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  for  unlawful  seizures,  captures,  sequestrations,  con- 
fiscatiojis,  or  destruction  of  their  vessels,  cargoes,  or  other  property,  engages 
to  pay  a  sum  of  twenty-five  millions  of  francs  to  the  United  States,  who 
shall  distribute  it  among  tiiose  entitled,  in  the  manner,  and  according  to 
the  rules  it  shall  determine. 

And  it  w  as  stipulated,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose 
of  being  completely  liberated  from  all  the  reclamations  presented  by 
France,  on  beiialf  of  its  citizens,  that  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  francs,  sliould  be  paid  to  the  Government  of  France. 

It  was  also  stipulated,  "  That  the  wines  of  France,  from  and  after  the 
exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  present  convention,  shall  be  admitted 
to  consumption  in  the  States  of  tlie  Union,  at  duties,  which  shall  not  exceed 
the  following  rates  by  the  gallon,  (such  as  it  is  at  ))resent  used  for  wines 
in  the  United  States)  to  wit:  six  cejits  for  red  wine  iu  casks;  ten  cents  for 
white  v,i lie  in  casks:  and  twenty -tv/o  cents  for  wines  of  all  sorts  in  bottles. 
The  proportions  existing  between  the  duties  on  French  wines  thus  reduced, 
and  the  general  rates  of  the  Tariff  which  went  into  operation  on  the  1st  of 
.laiuiary.  1829,  shall  be  maintained,  in  case  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  should  think  proper  to  diminisli  those  general  rates  in  a  new  Tariff, 
In  consideration  of  this  stipulation,  wliicii  shall  be  binding  on  the  United 
States  for  ten  years,  tlie  French  Government  abaiidons  the  reclamations 
whicli  it  had  formed,  in  relation  to  the  8tli  ai-ticle  of  the  Treaty  of  cession 
of  Louisiana.  It  engages  moreover,  to  cstablisli,  on  the  long  staple  cot- 
tons of  the  United  States,  w  hich,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of

■^j\  (ite On  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  were  carried  into  effect, 

by  the  act  of  Congress  of  1832,  in  which  the  duties  on  French  wines,  are  established  at  the  rates 
•tipulated  in  the  treaty. 
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the  j)i'esent  convention,  Mliall  be  brought  directly  thence  to  France,  by  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States,  or  hy  French  vessels,  the  same  duties  as  on 
short  staple  cottons. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

There  are  two  systems  of  Weiglits  and  Mcasiiirs.  The  Metrical  oi- 
Decimal  System,  establislied  in  1795;  asid  the  "  Systcme  Usuel,"  made 
legal  for  retail  business  in  the  year  1812. 

The  system  of  1795  is  the  metrical  system,  with  decimal  divisions,  and 
a  new  nomenclature:  and  that  of  18 12  is  also  the  meti'ical  system,  but 
with  biimry  dixisions  and  the  ancient  denominations. 

The  decimal  system  is  used  in  all  wholesale  and  government  concerns, 
and  is  well  calculuted  to  facilitate  the  o[)erations  of  commerce;  hut  the 
binary  system  (that  is,  dividing  stand;irds  into  halves,  quarters,  eighths, 
&,c.)  is  round  more  cojivenicnt  in  tlic  inferior  departments  of  trade,  and 
particularly  in  retail  busiwess.  Tisc  former  system  is,  botis  by  its  Jivisions 
and  vocabulary,  admirably  adapted  for  universal  communication  among 
the  learned;  but  it  is  perhaps  too  scientiiic  for  those  to  Axiiom  the  business 
of  weighing  and  measuring  the  necessaries  ot  life,  is  chie-ly  committed  in 
every  country.  In  short,  the  deciu»al  and  binary  systems,  seem  to  unite 
ad>  aJitages  for  foreign  and  domestic  trade,  whic^h  perhaj)s  no  one  system 
could  possess. 

METRICAL  OR  DECIMAL  SYSTEM. 

The  fundamental  principle  adopted  in  France  for  the  Metrical  System 
of  weights  and  measuies.  is  the  distance  from  the  Equator  to  the  North 
Pole.  This  quadi'ant,  is  divided  into  ten  millions  of  equal  parts,  and  one 
of  these  parts  oi*  div  isions,  is  called  the  Metre,  which  is  adopted  as  the 
unit  of  length,  and  from  which,  by  decimal  multiplication  and  division,  all 
other  measures  are  derived.  The  length  of  the  quadi-ant,  was  ascertained 
by  Messrs.  Delambre  and  Mechain,  by  measiiring  an  arc  of  tlie  mei-idian 
between  the  pai-aliels  of  Dunkirk  and  Barcelona,  whicii  was  found  to 
contain  5.130,740  French  toises.  This  number  divided  by  ten  millions, 
gives  56.941328  French  inches,  which  is  the  Metre,  the  element  of  all 
the  other  measures;  and  is  e<|ual  to  39.3708  Englislj  inches.  Sn  order  to 
express  the  decimal  proportions,  the  following  vocabulary  has  been 
adopted : 

For  multipliers,  the  word  Deca,  prefixed,  means  10  times.

The  Metre  (as  before  stated)  is  the  element  of  long  measure,  and  is 
equal  to  39.3708  English  inches. 

The  Jlre,  which  is  a  square  Deca-metre  (or  100  scpiare  metres)  is  the 
clement  of  superficial  measures.     It  ctjuals  3.955  Englisli  perches. 

The  Stere,  which  is  a  Cubic  Metre,  is  the  element  of  solid  measui-es, 
atMl=35.317  cubic  feet  English. 
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The  Litre,  which  is  the  Cuhic  Deci-inetre,  is  the  element  of  all  liquid 
measures,  and  of  all  other  measures  of  capacity.  It  equals  0.26419 
English  gallons,  and  Hccto1itre=2.8379  Winchester  hushcls. 

Lastly,  tlie  Gramme  which  is  the  weight  of  a  Cuhic  Centi-nictre  of  dis- 
tilled water,  of  tlie  temperature  of  melting  ice,  (the  greatest  condensation) 
is  the  element  of  all  weights,  and  equals  15.434  English  grains  troy.

SYSTEME  USUEL. 

The  Sijstemc  Usnel,  has  the  Metrical  standards  for  its  basis,  but  their 
divisions  are  binary:  and  instead  of  the  new  nomenclature,  the  names  of 
the  ancient  weights  and  measures  are  used,  annexing  the  term  Usnel  to 
each.  Thus,  the  half  Kilogramme  is  called  Livre  Usvelle,  and  the  double 
Metre,  the  Toise  Usuelle,  &c. 

This  system  was  legalized  by  an  Imperial  Decree  in  18  12,  for  the  use 
of  letail  traders,  and  the  Decimal  system  was  continued  for  all  other  kinds 
of  business  and  measurement;  but  as  the  law  was  left  optional,  it  led  to 
many  dilhculties,  insomuch  that  in  I8l6,  the  Systeme  Usuel,  Mas  enforced 
by  a  Royal  Decree,  in  which  tlie  use  of  weights  or  measures,  decimally 
divided,  is  absolutely  prohibited  in  shops  or  any  departments  of  trade  con- 
nected witii  retail  business,  while  tlie  Decimal  system,  is  confirmed  for  all 
other  purposes. 

The  Toise  Usuelle  of  2  metres,  equals  6  feet  61  inches  English. 

The  Pied  Usuel  equals   }  of  the  Toise,  and  the  inch  -^\  of  the  foot. 

The  Aune   Usuelle   equals   3  feet  lU  inches  English. 

The  long  measures  are  also  divided  into  thirds,  sixths,  and  twelfths, 
which  are  easily  computed  from  the  foregoing  dimension  of  the  Toise  and 
Aune. 

The  Boisseau  Usuel  is  g  of  the  Hectolitre,  and  equals  0.35474  English 
bushels.  Mith  halves,  quarters,  kc  in  proportion. 

The  Litron  Usuel  equals  1,074  Paris  pinte,  or  2^  English  pints,  with 
halves,  quarters,  ^c.  in  ])ropoi'tion. 

Apothecaries  have  adopted  the  Systeme  Usuel,  in  compounding  medicines. 

Diamonds  are  still  weighed  by  carats  of  4  grains  each,  but  these 
grains  differ  from  the  foregoing.  Thus,  1  carat  equals  3.876  grains 
Poids  de  Marc,  or  3.798  grains  Usuels,  and  also  answers  to  201  Deci- 
grammes, or  3^^  English  grains. 
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The  Livrc  Usuelle=500  Gi-amines=94 13,575  Grains  Poids  dc  Marc 
or  7717  English  .2;rains,  and  all  its  divisions  and  multiples  in  ])roportion. 
Hence  the  cuniniori  jjound  of  France  equals  1  lb.  1  oz.  lOi  di-aclnns  Avoir- 
dupois: and  thereloie  the  Quintal  Meti-i({uc  oi"  100  Kilogrammes,  answers 
to  -2'20yVoV  ^^'  Avoirdupois. 

MONETARY  (SYSTEM. 

Accounts  ai'C  kept  in  Francs  of  10  Decimes  oi*  100  Centimes.  Before 
the  year  1795,  they  were  kept  in  Livres  of  20  sous  or  240  deuiers.  The 
Livre  and  Franc  were  formerly  of  the  same  value,  hut  the  Fi-anc  is  now 
li  per  cent  better;  thus,  80  i'rancs  equal  HI  livres;  and  hy  this  j)r(){)ortion 
the  ancient  moneys  have  heen  generally  con\erted  into  modei-n. 

The  coins  may  he  considered  under  two  heads;  namely,  ancient  and 
modern,  the  ancient  gold  coins,  are  Louis  of  24  Livres,  double  Louis  of 
different  dates,  and  vai-ying  in  value  as  above:  and  the  silver  coins,  arc 
ecus  of  six  livres.  with  halves,  quarters,  &c. 

The  modern  gold  coins,  are  Napoleons  of  40  and  20  Francs,  and  Louis 
of  the  same  weight,  fineness,  and  current  value. 

The  silver  coins,  are  pieces  of  5  Francs,  also  of  2,  1,  i,  i,  and  i  Francs. 

The  coins  of  billon*  and  coj)per.  are  pieces  of  1  and  2  decimes,  and  of 
1,  2,  3,  and  five  centimes. 

In  the  old  system  of  coinage,  the  absolute  fineness  of  gold  was  leckoned 
at  24  carats,  each  32  parts:  and  of  silver  of  12  deniers,  each  24  grains; 
but  in  the  new  system,  the  fineness  of  both  metals  is  decimally  expressed. 

There  ai'e  three  legal  degrees  of  fineness  for  wrought  gold:  the  first,  is 
To%%  *"*  --tIo  f^ai'ats;  the  second  -^%\\  or  20J^6_  carats;  the  third  -^y^\ 
01'  18  carats.  For  wrought  silver,  two  legal  degrees  of  fineness  are 
allowed:    the  first,  is  jVo°o  "^'  ^  'I  tlenip''^:   the  second  ^VW  "•*  ^l  deniers. 

According  to  the  law^  of  1803,  77  i  pieces  of  40  Francs,  or  150  pieces  of  26 
Francs,  are  to  be  coined  from  a  kilogramme  of  standard  gold,  of  -j\  fine. 

The  rate  for  silver  coins  is,  that  200  francs  must  be  minted  from  a  kilo- 
gramme of  standard  silver  of  ^^^  fine.  Pieces  of  billon  of  10  centimes, 
are  minted  at  -^\  fine.  The  fineness  of  coins  is  commonly  expressed  in 
milliemes. 

The  remedy  in  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins,  is  as  follows: 

Pieces  of  40  and  20  Francs  ^-^-^-^  in  the  weight,  and  the  same  in  fineness. 

Pieces  of  5  Francs  j-^^-^  do. 

Pieces   of  2  and  1  Fj-anc  j^g  ^  do. 

Pieces  of  }  and  h  of  Franc  jqVo  ^^^' 

'JMie  remedy  is  the  same,  w  hether  the  deviation  is  over  or  under  the 
standard  weight  of  fineness,  being  merely  considered  as  an  allowance  for 
accidental  error. 

From  the  above  regulations,  it  appears,  that  Gold  pieces  of  898  mil- 
liems  fine,  and  Silver  of  897,  are  admissible;  hut  it  has  been  fimnd,  by  a 
trial  of  the  coinages  of  six  successive  years,  that  the  average  fineness  of 
the  Gold  coins  was  899.740  milliems,  and  that  of  -the  Silver  coins 
899.588,  and  their  weight  was  found  equally  correct. 

In  tlie  Monetary  System  of  France,  the  coins,  if  accurately  minted, 
may  serve  also  as  weights.  Thus,  5  Francs  in  Copper,  50  in  billion,  200 
in  standard  Silver,  or  3100  in  standard  Gold,  should  weigh  1  kilogramme. 

'  Billon  in  a  copper  coin  having  a  small  admixture  of  silver. 
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Hence   1  of  minted  Gold,  is  worth  -  -  155  of  Silver, 

1  of  minted  Silver,  is  worth  -  -  4  of  Billon, 

1  of  minted  Billon,  is  worth  -  -  10  of  Copper. 

TARIFF  OF  I'HE  MINT. 

^^  hen  Gold  or  Silver  i?  carried  to  tiie  mint  to  be  coined,  or  exchanged 
for  new  coins,  a  dednction  called  retinne  is  made  for  expenses,  which, 
according  to  the  TariiTof  1803,  is  as  follows: 

TJie  price  of  the  kilogramme  of  fine  gold,  is  fixed  at  3434  francs  44 
centimes  -jY/o  ""  ^tuount  of  tlie  retinue  for  mint  expenses;  and  without 
the  retinue  at  3444  fr-ancs  44  centimes  ^Vo^o* 

The  jjrice  of  the  kilogr<  mme  of  fine  silver,  is  fixed  at  218  francs  88 
centimes  j\W  on  account  of  the  retinue,  and  at  222  francs  22  centimes 
yVo^  without  the  retinue.  Thus,  the  retinue  or  mint  deduction,  is  nearly 
A  percent,  on  gold,  and  exact!}  1 1  per  cent,  on  silver.  But  by  an  ordinance 
of  27  February  1835,  the  charges  for  coinage,  including  waste,  are  fixed 
for  a  kilogramme,  or  900  milliemes, 

of  gold  at  6  francs  instead  of  9, 
of  silver  ••  2       •'         *'         of  3, 
and  no  otiier  charges  whatever,  are  to  be  exacted  from  those,  who  carry 
gold  or  siher  to  the  mints,  for  coinage. 

LAWS  OF  EXCHANGE. 

Throughout  France,  the  Usance  of  Bills  is  30  days,  not  including  the 
date.  Bills  are  draw  n  at  several  days  sight,  or  at  a  fixed  day,  at  Usance, 
at  double  Usance,  and  at  sevei'id  Usances. 

Since  the  1st  of  January  1808,  no  days  of  grace  have  been  allowed  in 
France,  and  every  bill  must  be  paid  on  tlie  same  day  that  it  becomes  due. 
There  is,  however,  in  certain  cases,  a  very  liberal  allowance  of  time  called 
Delais,  which,  with  various  other  regulations,  are  explained  in  the  follow- 
ing Laws  of  Exchange: 

m\.  Bill  of  Exchange  must  be  accepted  on  presentation,  or  at  latest, 
within  24  hours  after  presentation.  Non-acceptance  is  proved  by  an  act, 
called  Protet  fante  ([''acceptation, 

A  Bill  of  Exchange  at  sight,  is  payable  on  presentation. 

The  becoming  due  of  a  Bill  of  Exachangc,  at  one  or  more  days;  at  one 
or  more  jnonths;  at  one  or  more  usances;  or  at  :>iight;  is  fixed  by  the  date 
of  accej)tance.  or  by  that  of  the  protest  in  default  of  acceptance. 

A  Bill  of  Exchange  ])ayable  at  a  fair,  becomes  due  on  the  eve  of  the 
day  fixed  for  the  close  of  the  fair,  or  on  the  day  of  the  fair,  if  it  lasts  only 
one  day. 

If  a  Bill  of  Exchange  fall  due  on  a  legal  fair  day,  it  is  payable  on  the 
eve  of  that  day. 

The  holder  of  a  Bill  of  Exchange,  drawn  from  the  Continent,  or  from 
the  Islands  of  Europe,  and  payable  in  the  European  possessions  of  France, 
either  at  sight,  or  at  one  or  more  days,  months,  or  usances  at  sight,  must 
demand  payment  or  aceptance,  within  six  months  of  its  date,  under  penalty 
of  losing  all  claim  on  the  endorsers,  and  even  on  the  drawer,  if  the 
latter  has  made  provision. 
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The  Delai,  is  eiglit  months  for  Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  from  the 
Levant,  and  from  the  northern  roasts  of  Africa,  on  the  European  posses- 
sessions  of  France:  and  reciprocally  fi'oni  the  Continent  and  the  Islands 
of  Euro])e,  on  the  French  estahlishments  on  the  Levant,  and  on  the  north 
coasts  of  Africa. 

The  Ddai,  is  one  year,  for  Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  from  the  western 
coasts  of  Africa,  as  far  as  and  including  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

One  year,  is  also  allowed  for  Bills  diawn  fi-om  the  Continent  and  Islands 
of  the  West  Indies,  on  the  European  possessions  of  France:  and  recipro- 
cally from  the  Continent  and  Islands  of  Europe,  on  the  French  possessions 
or  estahlishments  on  the  western  coasts  of  Africa,  and  the  Contin'mt  and 
Islands  of  the  West  Indies. 

The  Belai,  is  two  years,  for  Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  from  the  Conti- 
nent and  Islands  of  the  East  Indies,  on  the  European  possessions  of 
France:  and  reciprocally  from  the  Continent  and  Islands  of  Europe,  on 
the  French  possessions  or  establishments  on  the  Continent,  and  Islands 
of  the  East  Indies. 

Tiie  same  penalty  shall  take  place  against  the  holder  of  a  Bill  of 
Exchange  at  sight,  atone  or  more  days,  montiis,  or  usances  at  sight  di'awn 
from  France,  or  from  the  French  possessions,  or  establishments,  and  payable 
in  foreign  countries,  if  he  do  not  demand  payment  or  acceptance  within 
the  delais  above  pescribed,  for  each  of  the  respective  distances. 

The  above  delais  of  eight  months,  one  year,  or  two  years,  are  doubled 
in  case  of  maritime  war. 

The  above  regulations  however,  shall  not  prejudice  any  contrary  stipu- 
lations that  may  intervene  between  the  taker,  the  drawer,  and  even  the 
endorsers. 

Tiie  holder  of  a  Bill  of  Exchange,  must  demand  payment  the  day  thai 
the  term  expires. 

Refusal  of  payment,  must  be  jjroved,  the  morning  after  the  day  of 
expiration,  by  an  act,  called  Profetfaute  de  paiement.  If  this  day  fall  on 
a  legal  fair  day,  protest  is  made  the  following  day. 

The  holder  is  not  excused  from  making  protest  in  case  of  non-payment, 
either  by  the  protest  in  case  of  non-acceptance,  or  by  the  death  or  failure 
of  the  person  on  whom  the  bill  of  exchange  is  drawn. 

In  case  of  the  failure  of  the  acceptor,  before  the  term  of  the  bill  expires, 
the  holder  may  protest,  and  bring  liis  action. 

Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  from  France,  and  payable  beyond  the  conti- 
nental territory  of  France  in  Eui'ope,  being  protested,  the  drawers  and 
endorsers  residing  in  France,  shall  he  sued  within  the  following  Delais: 

Two  months,  for  hills  payable  in  Corsica,  the  Isle  of  Elba  or  Capraia, 
England,  and  the  States  on  the  confines  of  France. 

Four  months,  for  bills  payable  in  other  European  States. 

Six  months  for  bills  payable  in  the  ports  of  the  Levant  and  the  north- 
ern coasts  of  Africa. 

One  year,  fiu'  bills  payable  in  the  western  coasts  of  Africa  extending 
as  far  as  and  including  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  also  in  the  West 
Indies. 

Two  years,  for  bills  payable  in  the  East  Indies. 

These  delais,  shall  be  observed  in  the  same  proportions,  in  proceeding 
against  drawers  and  endorsers,  residing  in  the  French  possessions  not 
situated  in  Europe. 
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Tlie  above  delais  of  six  months,  one  year,  and  two  years,  shall  he 
douhled,  in  times  of  a  maritime  war. 

BANK  OF  FRANCE. 

In  1716,  an  Institution  was  established  in  Paris,  called  the  Bank  of 
France,  which  in  1718,  took  the  name  of  tlie  lioyal  Bank.  It  was  planned, 
in  some  respects,  like  the  Bank  of  Amsterdam,  and  was  intended,  among 
other  objects,  to  pay  oif  certain  debts  incurred  by  trading  companies,  but 
it  did  not  prove  successful.  It  was  afterwards  revived  under  different 
forms  and  designations  until  the  year  1803,  when  it  was  established  on  its 
present  footing. 

The  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  its  constitution  and  operations: 

It  was  established  under  a  grant  of  40  years.  Its  capital  was  70  mil- 
lions of  francs,  divided  into  70  thousand  shares  of  1  thousand  francs  each. 
The  shares,  which  are  also  called  Jlctions,  have  been  lately  increased  to 
90  thousand.  Tiie  dividends,  are  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly.  There  is  also,  generally,  a  reserve  from  the  Bank  profits,  which 
is  invested  in  the  5  per  cerit.  consolidated  stocks,  to  be  divided  among  the 
holders  of  bank  stock,  at  the  expiration  of  the  charter. 

The  Bank  of  France,  issues  its  own  notes,  payable  in  specie  to  bearer  on 
demand,  and  no  note  is  circulated  for  a  less  sum  than  500  francs.  It 
keeps  cash  for  others,  nearly  on  the  same  plan  as  private  bankers,  and  the 
accounts  thus  opened,  are  called  comptes  courants.  It  discounts  bills  of 
exchange,  and  other  commercial,  as  well  as  government  paper.  The 
bank  also  advances  money  on  pledges  of  different  kinds,  such  as  gold  and 
silver  in  bars  or  in  coin;  also  on  government  or  other  paper  securities, 
which  are  convertible  into  cash  at  early  periods. 

The  Bank,  likewise,  undertakes  the  care  (as  deposites  in  its  chest)  of 
different  articles  of  value,  such  as  gold  or  silver  in  ingots,  or  in  coin, 
diamonds,  foreign  bills,  actions,  rentes,  title  deeds,  and  securities  of  all 
kinds.  The  charge,  for  this  assurance  of  safety,  is  the  g  part  of  1  per  cent. 
on  the  value  of  each  deposit,  for  every  period  of  six  months  or  under. 

No  person  can  open  an  account  at  the  Bank,  either  for  keeping  cash,  or 
discounting  bills,  without  a  written  application  to  the  Governor,  accompa- 
nied by  the  recommendation  of  three  persons  known  to  the  Bank. 

No  bills  arc  discounted  that  have  more  than  three  months  to  run,  and 
this  term  is  occasionally  contracted.  All  bills,  thus  presented,  must  be 
guarajitied  by  three  approved  signatures;  but  tv,()  are  accepted  under 
certain  circumstances. 

The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Bank,  is  vested  in  a  Council 
General,  consisting  of  20  members:  viz.  17  Regents  and  3  Censors,  who 
are  nominated  by  200  of  the  principal  proprietors.  The  King  appoints 
the  Governor  and  Deputy  Governor:  the  former  must  be  possessed  of 
100  bank  shares,  and  the  latter  of  50  shares. 

The  Governor  every  year  makes  a  Repoit  of  the  state  of  the  Bank, 
called  the  Compte  Rendu,  which  contains  a  full  and  particular  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  such  as  its  issues,  assets,  discounts,  loans, 
rentes,  actions,  deposites,  ^c.  From  these  Reports,  it  appears  that  the 
I)istitution  is  in  a  state  of  very  active  operation,  and  increasing  prosperity.

Tin  cases  in  which  goods  are  sometimes  packed  are  to  be  charged  with 
the  duty  on  tin,  and  the  actual  tare  must  be  deducted  from  the  articles 
they  contain. 

The  net  weight  of  liquids,  taxed  according  if>  weight,  as  acids,  distilled 
watei-s,  oils,  preserves,  syrups,  &c.,  must  be  ascertained  by  estahlishinp- 
the  tare  of  the  articles  containing  them.  These  pay  separately,  as  bt,ttles 
or  pottery,  or  ten  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  if  of  metal. 

The  duties  are  payable  according  to  the  net  or  gross  weight  of  the 
merchan«lise,  as  a  general  rule. 

The  general  rule  b;.  that  the  duties  are  payable  on  the  united  weight 
of  the  goods,  the  cases,  casks,  &c.,  containing  thenri,  and  the  oil  cloths, 
cords,  (Sec,  which  cover  the  whole. 

Exceptions  become  necessary  for  goods  the  packages  of  which  are  out 
of  pnjportion  to  tlie  bulk,  and  where  the  duties  are  heavy.  These  excep- 
tions are  established  by  law.  such  as  cotton,  indigo,  sugar,  kc.y  and 
includes  all  goods  taxed  on  the  importation  or  exportation  at  more  than 
40  francs  per  100  kilogrammes,  which  pay  on  the  net  weight 

Xet  weight  is  cither  real  or  legal.  The  first  is  that  ascertained  by- 
actual  examination,  wlien  it  is  mentioned  or  refjuired  in  the  orio-inal  decla- 
ration. When  not  so  mentioned,  or  not  ia  time,  the  legal  weight  is  substi- 
tuted, according  to  the  foregoing  table.

The  scale  of  tonnage  duty  upon  French  Vessels,  whether  engaged  in 
the  large  or  small  coasting  trade,  or  \\hetl:er  they  come  from  our  Colonies 
and  Com])toii-s  out  of  Europe,  does  not  in  any  case  admit  of  modification 
of  the  preceding  rates. 

Tliat  which  generally  oppresses  foreignej-s,  is  singular:  but  special 
regulations  vary  the  amounts  under  certain  circumstances.  These  apply 
as  follows: 

1st.  To  Sjjanish  vessels.  They  are  treated  in  the  ports  of  France,  as 
to  duty  \vhich  does  not  apply  to  merchandise,  as  Fi-ench  vessels. 

2d.  To  English  vessels  coming  from  poits  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
from  Britisli  ])Ossessions  in  Europe.  By  ordinance  of  Htli  February,  1826, 
French  and  English  vessels  coming  w  itli  or  w  ithnut  cargoes  trom  British 
ports  in  Europe,  w  ere  as  to  tosmage  duty,  treated  on  the  footing  of  perfect 
equality;  to  equalize  this,  French  vessels,  which  previously  wei'e  free  of 
tonnage  duty  on  their  arrival  from  foreign,  were  subjected  as  specified  in 
the  treaty,  to  3  francs  75  centimes  per  ton,  as  stipulated  to  be  paid  as 
foreignei's  by  English  vessels. 

3d.  To  American  and  Mexican  vessels.  Vessels  of  the  United  States 
and  of  Mexico,  pay  tonnage  duty,  a  fixed  sum  of  five  fiancs  per  ton, 
instead  of  4.1 2|,  which  are  at  this  day  for  all  foreign  vessels,  the  stipula- 
tion of  previous  laws.  In  consequence  of  this  fixed  sum,  vessels  of  the 
United  States  and  of  Mexico,  are  to  be  ti-eated  as  French  vessels  as  to 
the  application  of  all  the  taxes  which  have  a  discriminating  tariff  for  fo- 
reigners; this  is  immediately  api)licable  to  the  duty  of  pilotage,  of  bro- 
kerage, and  of  all  those  that  custom-house  officers  receive,  to  wit:  The 
dock  duty,  at  Havre  and  Rochelle,  and  the  duty  of  sauvetage  at  Quille- 
beuf. 

4th.  To  foreign  vessels  which,  bound  from  a  foreign  to  a  foreign  port, 
are  forced  by  stress  of  weathi*r  or  otherwise  to  enter  a  French  port, 
without  transacting  any  commercial  operations;  such  vessels  will  only  be 
subject  to  50  centimes  per  ton,  if  laden  wholly  or  in  part,  or  25  centimes 
per  ton,  if  in  ballast. 

5th.  To  foreign  smuggling  vessels  of  30  tons  or  under,  and  to  foreign 
vessels  of  which  the  tonnage  does  not  exceed  eighty  tons,  when  arriving 
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in  ports  of  the  Channel  in  ballast,  or  Avith  merchandise  subject  at  least  to 
20  iVaiirs  the  100  kiU)gi'amnies.  as  folbtws:  Siniii!;,£^lers  to  load  French  pro- 
ductions, pi'oliibitixl  in  Knglaiul,  or  foreign  gin  and  teas  ])laced  in  enlrejiot, 
and  other  vessels  to  load  with  oysters,  and  will  onjv  pay  for  port  charges,  1 
franc  25  centimes  per  ton. 

6th.  To  steam  ])ackets  exclusively  destined  for  the  transportion  of 
passengei'S  and  their  eflects.  They  will  only  pay  tonnage  duty  at  the  rate 
of  one  ton  for  every  passenger,  they  may  have  on  board. 

DUTIES  OF  STORAGE. 

Storage,  by  the  custom-house,  can  only  be  charged  a\  hen  goods  are 
forcibly  detained  for  alleged  breaches  of  the  law,  in  any  of  the  following 
cases: 

1st.  When  goods  are  abandoned  or  proprietors  unknown,  MJien  the 
charge  for  storage  is  i  centime  daily  for  50  kilogi-amnies  gross. 

2d.  When  it  is  necessary  to  discharge  a  vessel  arriving  in  distress,  and 
storage  is  furnished  by  the  custom-house.  I'he  charge  then  is  ^  per  cent, 
on  tiie  value. 

3d.  When  declaration  of  entry,  in  detail,  is  not  made  within  the  three 
days.  This  being  considered  as  want  of  attention,  the  chai-ge  is  1  per 
cent,  on  the  value. 

Diplomatic  Agents,  being  entitled  to  receive  free  of  duty,  all  articles 
for  their  own  use,  coming  from  their  respective  countries,  i)i  the  first  year 
of  their  mission;  tiiose  articles  are  exempt  also  from  custom-house  charge 
for  stoiage. 

QUARANTINE. 

A  royal  ordinance  of  4th  April,  1835,  directs: 

1st.  Vessels  coming  from  the  United  States  of  America,  with  clean  bills 
of  health,  shall  not  in  future  be  subject  to  any  quarantine  of  observation. 

2.  Bales  of  cotton  coming  from  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  not 
in  futui-e  be  opened  or  sent  to  the  Lazaretto,  when  the  vessels  which  brins 
them  have  foul  bills  of  health. 

TOBACCO. 

Foreign  tobacco  cannot  be  sold  in  France  for  consumption,  except  to  the 
Administration  of  Tobacco.  But  it  may  be  stored  for  12  montlis,  and  re- 
exported at  a  trifling  expense  of  entrepot,  ami  may  be  sold  to  individuals 
for  re-exportation.

In  the  table  of  imports  into  France,  for  the  year  '&31,  the  quantity  of 
tobacco  imported,  is  stated  to  be  1,411,681  kils.,  valued  at  2.30,  and 
amounting  to  3,246,866  fs.;  of  which  only  the  value  of  163,238  was  re- 
ceived by  French  vessels.

Administration  of  Tobacco. 

On  the  5th  November,  1833,  the  Director  gave  notice  of  a  ^^coucours,'' 
for  the  purchase  of  foreign  tobacco  by  the  Regie;  that  samples  would  be 
received  fi-om  the  1st  March  to  the  1st  June,  then  next  ensuing,  and  that 
the  quantities  and  qualities  required  would  be  as  follows:

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CORSIC A.—Special  Regulations. 

Merchandise  exported  fi'om  the  French  continent  Tor  tliis  island  is  not 
subject  to  any  duty  of  cxpoi't  or  import;  nevertheless,  when  the  export  to 
foreign  countries  is  prohibited,  they  camtot  be  ship])ed  (Voni  the  continent 
to  Corsica  excejjt  un(hn-  a  special  permission  of  government. 

Manufactures  of  France  arriving  in  Corsica,  ai'c  exem])t  from  duty, 
subject,  however,  to  tlie  export  duty  of  the  general  tarifV,  if  tiiey  arc  defin- 
itively shipped  to  fori'ign  countries. 

All  the  products  of  the  soil  of  Corsica,  shijvpcd  from  tlie  island  for  France, 
uinler  bond  for  delivery  and  certificates  of  the  magistrates  attesting  their 
origin,  arc  free  of  export  duty  of  the  island,  aiul  are  adn)itted  free,  at  Tou- 
lon, Marseilles,  CeUe,  and  Agde. 

The  olive  oils  of  Corsica,  are  received  in  the  ports  of  the  Mediterranean 
free  of  duty,  w  itiiout  tlie  necessity  of  being  accompanied  w  ith  certificates  of 
origin:  whereas,  tliosc  coming  from  foieign  countries  are,  on  their  impor- 
tation into  Corsica,  subject  to  the  duties  of  the  general  tariff. 

All  other  merchandise,  or  articles  exported  from  Corsica  to  Franre,  pay 
on  entry,  the  duty  of  tlie  present  tariff,  as  if  coming  from  a  foreign  country. 

By  products  of  the  soil  of  Corsica,  aie  only  meant,  fruits,  honey,  yellow^ 
wax,  wines,  skins  which  have  received  no  workmanslii]);  accordingly 
brandy,  prepared  skins,  salt  provisions,  &c.,  are  considered  as  if  coming 
fronti  a  foreign  country.

General  Regulations  for  the  Commerce  of  the  French  Colonies* 
DEPARTURES. 

The  commerce  of  the  colonies  is  confined  to  French  vessels  measuring 
not  less  than  60  tons,  and  of  which  the  officers,  and  at  least  three-quarters 
of  the  crew,  are  French. 

The  outfit,  and  the  returns,  are  only  permitted  in  the  ports  which  have 
a  nominal  entrepot. 

Every  owner,  before  he  commences  to  load  his  vessel,  must  make  known 
his  intention  to  the  custom  house. 

All  Frencli  products,  those  nationalized  by  payment  of  the  duties  of  the 
tariff,  even  those  of  which  the  export  is  prohibited,  shipped  for  the  colonies, 
are  exempt  from  duty,  with  the  exception  of  raw  materials  to  be  manufac- 
tured, such  as  rabbit  fur,  rags,  he,  which  are  prohibited. 

Copper  boilers,  coj)per  and  sheathing  nails,  not  French,  taken  from  the 
entrepots  to  be  shipped  for  the  colonies,  ^Aill  be  subject,  at  the  time  of  ship- 
ment, to  a  duty  of  12  frs.  pr  100  kiiS. 

Exotic  tobacco  in  leaves,  and  of  foreign  manufacture,  may  be  expedited 
from  the  entrepots  at  the  simple  duty  of  rc-exj)ortation. 

Special  ])crmisions  are  also  given,  to  withdraw  foi-eign  merchandise  from 
the  entrepots,  to  be  sliipped  to  the  colonies,  according  to  tlie  regulations 
appertaining  to  each  kind. 

The  destination  of  those  products  whencesoever  they  may  have  come, 
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slinll  be  piiiiraiitiod  hy  bond  and  sernrity:  a  default  in  returning  certificates 
of  discliarge  wil!  siibjcct  the  party, 

1st.  To  the  payment  of  double  duty  of  entry  according  to  tariff,  for  all 
foreign  nierrliandise  withdrawn  from  ihe  entrepots. 

2(1.  To  double  duty  of  export  on  such  articles. 

Sd.  To  a  fine  of  500  frs.,  as  well  us  confiscation,  if  it  be  a  question  of 
objects,  the  export  of  which  arc  proliibited  to  foreigners:  oi-  of  objects  pro- 
hibited to  entry,  and  re-exported  irom  the  entrepots  to  French  colonies. 

Frciich  articles  taken  for  the  victualling  of  vessels,  ai'e  exempt  from  all 
dutv;  but  nothing  can  be  withdraw  n  from  the  entrepots  for  this  purjjose. 

V'essels  expedited  for  the  colonies,  may,  on  paying  the  duties,  export 
French  articles  not  prohibited  to  be  exported,  to  countries  not  in  Europe 
which  may  be  on  their  route,  or  beyond  the  colony  of  their  destination. 
This  facility  is  also  extended  to  foreign  merchandise  withdrawn  from  the 
entrepots. 

RETURNING  FROM  THE  COLONIES. 

The  direct  return  to  the  mother  country  of  vessels  despatched  from  the 
colonies,  is  indispensable  for  obtaining  the  colonial  privileges,  and  the 
following  documents  must  be  produced: 

1st.  Register  as  a  French  vessel. 

2d.    Clearance. 

3d.    Copy  of  the  "role  d'equipage." 

4th.  Log  Book. 

otli.  Manifest  of  Entry. 

6th.  List  of  cargo. 

rtli.  Discharge  of  Colonial  Bond. 

8th.  Receipts  for  duties  of  import  and  export  of  the  colonies. 

9th.   Certificate  of  tonnage. 

In  addition,  there  must,  for  Bourbon  and  Cayenne,  be  certificates  of 
origin,  to  be  furnished  by  the  authorities  of  tiie  colony. 

Articles  of  the  growth  of  Senegal,  such  as  senna,  sarsaparilla,  6cc., 
must  be  accompanied  with  regular  certificates  of  origin. 

iieturn  cargoes  from  French  colonies,  may  be  comj)Osed  of, 

1st.  Productions  of  the  colonies  admitted  into  France  at  privileged  duties. 

2d.  French  merchandise  brought  back  for  want  of  sale. 

3d.  Merchandise  not  enjoying  privileged  duties.

SPECL\L  REGULATIONS  FOR  MARTINIQUE  AND  GUADALOUPE 

The  products  of  France,  and  those  nationalised  by  the  payment  of  im- 
port duty,  Jiot  comprised  in  the  Tables  below,  No.  1  and  2,  arc  subject,  on 
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their  arrival,  to  a  simple  import  duty  of  l  per  cent,  on  llieir  vaIiH\  \\liich 
is  returned  when  those  products  are  re-expoi'tcd,  no  matter  under  what  Hag. 

Foreign  products  contained  in  those  tables,  may  be  ini])oi'ted  IVoin 
foreign  countries  under  any  flag,  on  paying  as  follows: — For  mercluindise 
of  Table  No.  1,  the  duties  specified  therein;  and  for  those  of  No.  2,  a  duty 
of  five  centimes  per  100  kils. 

Merchandise  of  similar  kinds,  proceeding  from  the  soil  or  industry  of 
France,  or  those  which  have  tlicre  been  nationalised  by  payment  of  duty, 
are  only  subject,  on  their  arrival  in  those  colonies,  to  a  duty  of  five  cen- 
times per  100  kils..  provided  they  are  carried  thither  direct  from  France 
in  French  vessels. 

These  same  articles,  withdraN\n  from  Frencli  entrepots,  and  carried  in 
same  manner  to  those  colonics,  are  there  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as 
those  coming  direct  from  foreign  countries;  that  is  to  say,  on  ])aying,  as 
the  case  may  be,  tiie  duties  of  Table  No.  1,  or  the  only  duty  of  five  cen- 
times, according  to  Table  No.  2. 

Foreign  iron  and  steel  not  worked;  that  is  to  say,  drawn,  flattened,  not 
tinned,  trifileric,  steel  not  cast,  forged,  flattened,  or  fiknl,  may  be  with- 
drawn from  an  entrepot  and  be  sliipjied  by  French  vessels,  on  payment 
of  only  one-fifth  of  the  imj)Oit  duty. 

The  articles  enumerated  in  Tables  No.  1  and  2,  may,  as  v,ell  as  all  ai'ti- 
cles  received  from  France,  be  re-cx})orted  from  one  colony  to  anotlicr,  but 
only  by  French  vessels;  tliey  will  there  lie  received  duty  free,  on  condition 
however,  that  the  importe!  of  merchandise  contained  in  Table  No.  1,  shows 
that  the  duties  have  been  paid  in  the  colony  of  original  importation. 

Foreign  vessels  as  well  as  French,  may  export  to  foreign  countries  free 
of  duty,  articles  and  merchandise  imported  into  the  two  colonies,  whether 
from  France  or  elsewhere;  but  these  exportations  can  only  be  allowed  from 
the  ports  opened  by  article  2d  of  the  ordinance  of  5th  February,  1826,  for 
the  importation  of  foreign  mei-chandise  enumerated  in  Tables  No.  1  and  2. 

These  ports  are,  for  iMartini([ue,  St.  Pierre.  Foit  Royal  and  Trinity, 
and  for  Guadalou])e,  Basse  Terre,  and  Point  Peter.  The  ordinance  of  20th 
September,  1828,  adds  tiie  Port  du  Moule  of  Grand  Terre,  (Guadaloupe.) 
and  the  port  of  Grand  Bourgof  the  Island  Marie  Galante. 

FLOUR. 

By  a  royal  ordinance,  foreign  wheat  flour  may  now  be  imported  iiito 
the  colonies  of  Martinique  and  Guadaloupe  at  all  times,  whatever  may  be 
the  current  price  of  said  article  in  France,  or  in  these  colonies,  without 
any  special  authorization,  on  condition  of  paying  a  permanent  duty  of 
twenty-one  francs  fifty  centimes,  per  bari-el  of  ninety  kilogrammes. 

The  ordinance  restraining  the  importation,  is  repealed.

CAYENNE. 


All  foreign  merchandise  admitted  to  entry  in  France,  even  iron  and 
Rteel  not  wrought,  may,  in  being  witiulrawn  from  the  entrepots,  be  exported 
to  Cayeime  on  paying  only  the  duty  of  re-exportation. 

By  a  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  dated  10th  of  July  1824,  woods 
for  building,  coming  direct  from  Cayenne,  in  French  vessels,  and  accom- 
panied with  a  certificate  of  origin,  shewing  that  they  arc  the  growth  of 
French  (iuyana,  destined  for  the  arsenals  of  France,  are  assimilated  to 
common  woods  of  construction. 

The  ])roducts  of  Cayenne,  admitted  to  colonial  ])rivileges,  must  be  ac- 
companied with  certificates  of  origin,  by  the  authorities  of  the  colony. 
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SENEGAL. 

Independently  of  the  French  artirles  oi' merchandise,  of  wliicli  the  expor- 
tation to  French  colonies  is  perniitted,  free  of  duty,  coEninerce  is  allowed 
to  withdraw  from  our  entrepots  for  Senegal,  on  payment  only  oftiic  duty 
of  re-exportation,  the  following  articles:

The  natural,  foreign  productioiis  of  Europe,  are  received  in  entrepots 
in  the  islands  of  Goree,  and  may  be  carried  thither,  by  vessels  of  all  nations 
on  paying  the  duties  of  the  following  tariff; 
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T.flltlFF  OF  DUTIES,  to  be  paid  on  landing,  for  merchandise  reccivedin 
the  entrepot  of  Goree,  and  for  being  ultimately  applied  to  consumption.

All  merchandise,  natural  or  manufactured,  other  tiian  what  is  designated 
in  the  foregoing  table,  is  prohibited,  unless  coming  from  France  in  Fi-ench 
vessels  direct,  or  in  passing  by  St  Louis  of  Senegal. 

Mercitandisc  recci\ed  in  entrepot  at  Goree,  must  be  re-exported  within 
one  year,  or  pay,  as  duty  of  consumption,  and  besides  the  duty  of  entre- 
pot, the  double  of  what  is  fixed  hy  the  tariff  of  entrepot  for  merchandise 
received  by  foreign  vessels. 

Gum,  brown  wax,  cailudra  wood,  morfit  and  undressed  skins  brought 
from  the  coasts  Africa  to  Goree,  can  orily  be  exported,  under  boiid,  for 
Fi'eucli  ports. 

Foreign  tobacco  in  leaf,  and  fo!'e!g?i  woo;ls.  placed  in  entrcjiot  at  Goree, 
may  be  intreiluced  into  St.  Louis  of  Senegal  liy  Fi-ench  vessels,  subject  to 
a  duty  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  value. 

Merchandise  withdrawn  from  the  entrepot  of  Goree,  may,  on  paying  tiic 
duties  of  consumption,  he  employed  in  harter  with  tlie  other  French  pos- 
sessions on  the  coast  of  AlVica. 

Finally,  French  vessels  may  import,  direct  from  foreign  countries,  into 
Goree  and  the  other  French  establishments  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  iron 
and  steel  unwrought,  and  gunpowder  of  all  kinds,  free  of  duty. 

ST.  PIERRE  AND  MIQUELON. 

French  vessels  destined  for  those  Islands,  r^ay,  like  those  which  go  to 
our  colonies,  receive  on  board,  free  of  duty  and  under  bond,  articles 
laden  in  this  kingdom,  and  subject  only  to  the  duty  of  re-exportation,  foreign 
ai'ticles  not  prohibited  to  entry,  v/it-hdrawn  from  entrepot. 

Fi'ench  fishing  vessels,  who  take  on  board  from  the  entrep6ts  foreign 
merchandise  not  prohibited  to  entry,  may  likewise  load  coasting  articles 
not  similar  to  the  first,  when  they  go  to  touch  elsewhere  before  taking 
their  final  departure  for  those  Islands. 

BOURBON. 

As  Bourbon  receives  foreign  merchandise  in  its  entrepots,  it  is  necessary 
to  arrange  the  products  received  from  this  Island  into  two  classes.     The 
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first  comprises  those  of  the  growth  of  the  Island;  the  second  those  of  its' 
commerce  with  foi-eigners. 

The  products  of  the  growth  of  the  Island,  the  origin  of  which  is  establish- 
ed by  certifiates  of  the  administrators  of  the  colony,  enjoy  colonial  privi- 
leges, or  where  there  are  no  colosjial  privileges,  of  the  moderation  of  duties 
accorded  to  merchandise  coming  from  French  establishments  in  India. 
Those  coming  from  the  commerce  of  Bourbon  with  foreigners,  and  which 
are  accompanied  with  manifests  attested  on  departure  from  the  colony,  and 
those  decliired  to  be  of  its  growth,  but  not  accompanied  with  certificate  of 
origin,  are  treated  as  coming  from  the  French  establishments  in  India. 

Commerce  may  withdraw  from  French  entre|)6ts,  and  export  to  Bonrbon, 
under  the  duty  of  re-exportation,  foreign  merchandise  not  prohibited  to 
enti-y  there,  by  the  regulations  of  the  Island.  Unwrought  iron  and  steel 
are  not  prohibited  this  destination,  until  after  payment  of  one  fifth  of  the 
import  duties. 

Excepted  from  the  abo\  c  permission,  are  tissues  of  wool  and  of  cotton. 

Copper  boilers,  co|)per  and  sheathing  nails,  may  be  withdrawn  from  the 
entrepots  and  shipped  to  this  colony,  on  paying  a  duty  of  six  francs  for 
five  myriagrammes  or  twelve  francs  the  100  kilogrammes. 

FRENCH  ESTABLISHMENTS  IN  INDIA. 

Expeditions  of  French  vessels,  equipped  and  registered  in  a  port  of  the 
kingdom,  proceeding  direct  fi'om  a  port  of  entrepot,  (or  from  Toulon,)  for 
the  French  establishments  in  India,  will  enjoy  the  following  pi'ivileges: 

French  merchandise,  of  which  the  export  is  not  prohibited,  may  be  ship- 
ped free  of  duty  on  such  destination. 

The  bond  given  to  ensure  such  destination  must  he  satisfied  within  a 
delay  of  eighteen  months. 

The  signers  and  securities  will  cease  to  be  held  accountable  for  the  truth 
of  the  certificates  of  unlading,  six  months  after  the  delivery  of  said  certificates 
to  the  custom-house  where  the  bonds  were  given. 

Foreign  merchandise  may  be  expoi-ted  from  French  entrepots  for  these 
establishments,  on  paying  only  the  duty  of  re-exportation. 

Returning. 

To  enjoy  the  benefit  of  moderated  duty,  granted  to  products  brought  by 
French  vessels  from  countries  out  of  Europe,  the  following  are  necessary: 

1.  The  outward  and  return  voyages  must  be  from  and  to  the  poi'ts  of 
entrepots,  or  the  port  of  Toulon. 

2.  It  must  be  shewn  that  the  vessels  have  been  equipped  and  registered 
in  the  ports  of  the  kingdom. 

3.  Manifests  must  be  produced,  attested  by  the  French  authorities* 
The  condition  of  direct  return,  which  is  rigorously  enforced  for  impor- 
tations from  French   colonies  of   cultivation,    is  not  imposed  upon  that 
which  arrives  from  the  French  establishments  in  India. 

Sugars  coming  from  Chandernager  and  from  Pondicherry  are  treated 
on  their  arrival  in  France  as  those  from  the  Island  of  Bourbon. 

ALGIERS. 

In  1833,  the  territory  protected  by  the  French  army  had  about  three 
leagues  of  semi-diametres  ol    a  circle;   the  greatest  part  of  this  space 
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lielongs  to  Europeans;  the  soil  is  of  viirions  qualitii^,  and  produces  the 
same  plants  6icc.  as  the  south  of  France. 

First  in  inipoi'tance  is  i\\¥  OIi\  c  tire.  Two  oil  mills  have  been  erected 
by  the  French,  anil  have  already  demonstrated  ihat  tlie  same  olives  with 
\\  iiich  the  Arabs  make  oil  of  inferior  (juality,  will  pi-»ducc  oil  similar  to 
that  of  Aix. 

Next  in  importance  is  the  MuUierry  ti'ce,  to  the  culture  of  which  great 
encouragement  is  given.  An  individual  has  j)lanted  these  valuable  trees 
in  giral  mnnbers,  and  lias  been  the  first  to  exhibit  on  a  large  scale,  and 
witli  entire  success,  tlieir  ada[)tation  to  the  rearing  of  silk  worms. 

Tiie  same  individual  has  discovered,  undei-  brandjles  in  the  gai'den  of 
of  the  Dey,  several  plants  of  the  Sugar  Cane,  and  which  he  is  also  culti- 
vating. 

The  cultivation  of  the  vine  promises  also  tiic  most  favoi-able  I'esults.  As 
to  Grain,  it  is  known  Mliat  immense  (puintities  the  Romans  received  fi*om 
Barbary. 

The  i)opulation  of  Algiers   and  its  environs  was,    in  January,   1833, 
£4,000  souls,  thus  constituted:

PASSPORTS. 

Admission  to  any  of  the  French  ])ossessions  in  Northern  Africa,  may  be 
refused  to  any  person  who  is  ujiprovided  with  a  passport  for  the  authorities 
of  the  country  from  whence  he  embai-ked. 

The  passport  of  any  foreigner  ai-riving  there,  must  have  the  signature 
of  the  French  Consul  residing  at  the  place  of  departuie;  or  if  there  be  no 
Consul  at  such  place,  then  at  the  nearest  port  thei'eto. 

On  the  arrival  at  Algiers,  of  any  vessel  or  steamboat,  a  police  officer 
goes  on  board,  and  receives  from  tiie  passengers  tiieii-  passports:  or  if  they 
have  none,  the  reasons  wliy  they  ai'e  unprovided  with  them.  Foreigners 
receive  no  carte  de  sureU,  until  their  passports  are  approved  by  the  Consul 
of  their  respective  nations. 

Steamboats  i)ly  regularly  between  Algiers  and  Toulon. 

A  perfect  tolerance  in  religion  prevails,  and  Catholics,  Musselmans,  and 
Jews,  exercise  their  religious  worship  without  interference  of  any  kind,  and 
without  confusion.

The  General  in  Chief  issued,  on  tlie  17th  of  September,  1830,  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

Article  1.  The  duty  on  anchorage,  fixed  heretofore  at  100  francs  for 
French  and  foreign  vessels  enteiing  the  port  or  harbor  of  Algiers,  shall, 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  be  reduced  to  50  francs  for  vessels  of  50  tons 
and  under;  to  75  francs  for  vessels  of  50  to  100  tons;  vessels  above  100 
tons,  and  none  other,  are  to  pay  the  duty  of  100  francs. 

Article  2.     No  duty  is  exacted  on  vessels  of  less  than  five  tons. 

Article  3.  Vessels  equipped  for  the  fisheries  are  also  exempt  from 
xluty. 

Article  4.  All  vessels,  Frcncli,  Algerine,  and  foreign,  entering  the 
port  or  anchoring  in  the  Jiarbor,  are  requested  to  send  their  manifests  to 
the  custom-house,  wit!i  a  detail  of  their  cargoes,  within  24  hours. 

Article  5.  Nothing  is  allowed  to  be  discharged  or  taken  on  board 
without  written  permission  of  the  ciistom-iiousc,  under  penalty  of  fine  and 
confiscation. 

Article  6.     This  fine  is  fixed  at  200  francs. 

Article  7.  If  goods  are  discharged  Avhich  are  not  in  the  manifest, 
or  if  goods  arc  taken  on  board  witliout  permission,  the  captain  of  the 
vessel  will  be  condemned  to  pay  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  the  goods,  and 
to  a  fine  of  200  francs. 

Article  8.  The  infractions  above  mentioned  inflicting  fine  and  con- 
fiscation, shall  be  decided  by  proces  verhaux,  signed  by  at  least  two  officers 
of  the  customs,  and  referred,  in  cases  of  appeal,  to  the  Tribunal;  which 
shall  decide  definitively. 

Article  9.     The  custom-house  duties  are  fixed  as  follows,  to  wit: 

On  imports  by  French  or  Algei'ine  vessels,  4  per  c;  and  by  other  vessels, 
6  per  c.  on  the  value  of  the  merchandise. 

On  exj)orts  by  French  or  Algerine  vessels,  1  per  c;  and  by  other  vessels, 
2|  per  c.  ad  valorem. 
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Articlk  10.  Gold  and  silver,  in  coin  or  ingots,  (French  coin  excepted,) 
•sliall  i)a\  a  duty  of  3  francs  per  kilogrannnc  for  gold,  and  twenty  centimes 
per  kilogramuK'  for  silver,  provided  the  quantity  exceeds  five  kilogrammes 
of  gold,  and  twenty-five  of  silvei*. 

Articlk  11.  In  lieu  of  tlie  duties  of  Odrou  there  sliall,  on  importa- 
tion, be  levied  one  tenth  of  the  inij)ort  duties  as  fixed  above  on  the  follow- 
ing ai'tides:  Coal,  garlic  and  onions,  oranges  and  lemons,  straw,  butter, 
soap,  bougies,  melons,  oli\  es. 

AiiTicLK  12.  Tlie  value  of  ai-ticles  subject  to  duty  shall  be  !-i'gulated 
every  montii  by  public  notice,  in  a  Council  of  Commerce,  presided  by  the 
Commissary  of  tlie  King.  This  notice  shall  be  exhibited  in  the  custom- 
houses, an<l  published  in  the  usual  form. 

Articlk  14.  The  preceding  regulations  are  applicable  to  all  the  ports 
of  the  kingdom  of  Algiers  where  custom-houses  are  established. 
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Until  tlie  I'cign  of  Peter  the  Great,  the  Ibi-eign  comnierre  of  the  vast  re- 
gions now  composing  the  Enipii'e  of  Rnssia,  was  so  inconsiderahlc  as  to 
have  attracted  but  little  attention.  What  there  was  of  it  fell  chiefly  to  the 
Knglish,  Haiise  Towns,  and  Dutch.  The  trade  with  England  was  carried 
on  through  the  instrumentality  of  a  company,  incorporated  in  1554,  called 
the  Hussia  Company.  This  incorporation  received  several  valuable  privi- 
leges from  the  Czar,  which  were  continued  for  nearly  a  century,  and  then 
ceased  entirely. 

The  Hanse  Towns  had  an  establishment  at  Novogorod,  in  the  interior 
of  Russia,  long  before  the  other  provinces  of  that  country  were  freed  from 
the  Tartan  yoke,  or  their  union  under  one  prince.  The  towns  of  Riga, 
Dor])t,  Parna,  and  Revel,  in  Livonia,  were  members  of  the  League,  and 
through  tliem  some  trade  was  prosecuted  with  Russia  and  Poland. 

Novogorod  has  the  reputation  of  having,  at  a  very  remote  period,  been 
a  city  of  extensive  commerce,  and  immense  opulence.  Its  possessions  or 
jurisdiction  extended  to  Archangel,  and  into  Livonia,  and  it  had  enjoyed  a 
long  career  of  prosperity.  But  it  fell,  under  the  arm  of  conquest,  and  lost 
with  its  independence  and  republican  institutions,  the  greater  part  of  its 
trade,  and  all  its  splendor.  The  city,  with  its  dependent  territories,  be- 
came incorporated  in  the  dominions  of  the  concjueror,  and  have  been  divi- 
ded into  several  provinces.  The  founding  of  St.  Petersburg  at  a  later 
day,  gave  the  final  blow  to  the  prosperity  of  Novogorod,  and  extinguished 
its  commercial  grandeur. 

In  tlie  laudable  efforts  made  by  Peter  the  Great,  to  reclaim  his  country 
from  l)arbarism,  and  to  introduce  the  arts  of  civilization,  none  were  ])ushed 
on  with  greater  zeal  than  those  made  to  promote  the  advancement  of  com- 
merce. The  building  of  ships,  training  of  seamen,  opening  of  harboi's,  and 
the  establishniLMit  of  ports,  were  subjects  deemed  wortliy  his  personal  atten- 
tion. He  invited  foreigners  to  frequent  his  empire,  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  trade.  oi-  to  leside  tiiere,  in  the  exercise  of  their  skill,  whilst  he  aimetl 
in  his  treaties  to  give  the  most  liberal  encouragement  to  commerce. 

The  founding  of  his  new  metropolis,  St.  Petersburg,  had  the  eftect  of 
bringing  his  people  into  immediate  commercial,  as  well  as  political  inter- 
course, with  the  rest  of  Europe.  Its  happy  position  on  the  Neva,  and  )iear 
to  the  head  of  the  Gulf  of  Fitdand.  made  it  in  a  few  years  after  its  estab- 
lishment, the  emporium  of  his  dominions.  By  means  of  the  rivci",  the  lake 
Ladoga,  and  the  water  communications  thence  to  the  Volga,  it  secures 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  supi)lies  of  tlic  immense  extent  of  the  empire. 
Through  these  channels  the  provinces  bordering  on  the  Caspian  transmit 
their  produce  to  the  capital,  and  the  metals  and  furs  of  Siberia,  with  the 
costly  productions  of  China,  are  conveyed  in  like  manner,  to  this  distant 
mart.  And  the  magazines,  warehouses,  and  bazaars,  of  this  great  metropo- 
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lis,  are  stored  whh  all  the  productions  of  Asia,  tlic  wines,  oils,  and  manu- 
factures of  western  Europe,  and  the  sugar,  coffee,  and  cotton  of  America. 

By  fortifying  the  port  of  Taganrog,  on  the  sea  of  Azov,  the  same  enter- 
prising soA  ereign  intended  to  secure  an  outlet  through  the  Black  Sea,  for 
the  produce  of  southern  Russia.  No  part  of  the  empire  enjoys  so  temperate 
a  climate,  or  so  fertile  a  soil,  as  the  provinces  conterminous  to  that  sea.  The 
passage  thence,  through  the  Bosphorous,  being  in  the  possession  of  a  foreign 
and  hostile  state,  it  was  earnestly  desired  by  the  emperor,  to  obtain  the 
mastery  of  theEuxine,  and  having  achieved  this,  the  navigation  to  the  Me- 
diterranean would  be  within  his  control.  He  equipped  large  and  powerful 
squadrons,  to  drive  the  Turkish  fleets  before  him,  and  lavished  jai'ge  sums 
of  money,  and  immense  labor,  towards  tlie  accomplisliment  of  his  great  de- 
sign. But  the  success  of  these  efforts  was  not  commensurate  with  the 
magnitude  of  the  enterprise;  and.  either  tlirough  inexperience,  or  the  supe- 
rior skill  of  his  adversaries,  joined  to  the  tempestuous  winds  which  prevail 
in  that  sea,  the  attempt  almost  entirely  failed.  Had  it  prospered,  an  eai-lier 
development  must  have  been  given  to  the  industry  of  Russia.  Success  too, 
would  probably  have  caused  an  important  i-evolution,  v.ot  only  in  the  course 
of  trade  of  European  nations,  but  have  changed,  materially,  their  relative 
mercantile  greatness. 

The  sagacious  views  of  this  great  prince  have  never  been  forgotten  by 
his  successors.  All  their  wars  with  the  Ottoman  empire  liavc  been  excited 
not  more  by  the  desire  of  acquiring  territory,  than  for  securing  a  free  and 
uninterrupted  trade  to  the  Mediteri'anean.  It  is  a  matter  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  Russian  people.  For,  if  this  channel  v/ere  permanently  open 
to  them,  and  free  from  the  danger  of  hostile  interposition,  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  their  produce  would  pass  through  it  to  foreign  markets.  The 
Volga,  the  Oural,  the  Don,  the  Dniester,  the  Nieper,  the  Bog,  all  flovving 
to  the  south,  and  communicating  with  each  other  by  canals  or  roads  of  the 
easiest  construction,  now  afford  the  means  of  a  cheap  transportation. 
Whereas,  the  course  of  the  interior  trade  hitherto,  has  beoi  to  convey  the 
produce  at  great  expense,  against  the  current  of  these  streams,  to  St.  Pe- 
tersbui'g,  or  other  northern  ports.  The  Russian  domain  now  embraces 
an  immense  extent  of  the  coast  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  her  conquests  and  di- 
plomacy have  realized  the  long  sighted  schemes  of  the  emjieror  Peter.  In 
addition  to  Taganrog,  there  are  now  on  the  Azov,  and  Euxine,  the  ports  of 
Odessa,  Kertch,  Marionpoul,  Theodosia,  Cherson,  &c.,  through  which  a 
very  large  ti-ade  is  carried  on  with  all  parts  of  the  world.  And  Russia  is 
at  this  day.  virtually  the  mistress  not  only  of  the  Caspian,  but  of  the 
Black  Sea. 

The  agricultural  and  mining  resources  of  Russia  are  very  great,  and  the 
products  of  these  branches  of  industry,  constitute  the  bulk  of  her  exports. 
It  would  seem  that  her  most  judicious  jwlicy  siiould  be  to  j)ush  them  to  the 
greatest  extent,  by  giving  them  full  scope,  tlirough  the  interciianges  of  an 
unrestricted  foreign  commerce.  Her  policy  is.  however,  rigidly  exclusive, 
and  anti-commercial;  her  rulers  preferring  the  advancement  of  manufactures. 
Infinite  exerti(ni,  with  a  great  expenditure  of  treasure,  and  of  labor,  have 
been  exhausted,  in  forcing  them  into  existence.  And  what  is  more  re- 
markable is,  that  these  exertions  liave,  for  tiie  most  part,  been  made  by  the 
crown,  individuals  not  being  possessed  of  capital  adequate  to  the  object,  in 
the  outset.  But  the  advantages  of  the  monopoly  of  a  whole  empire  held 
out  to  private  capitalists,  are  so  inviting  as  to  have  induced  them  also  to 
embark  their  funds  largely  in  these  occupations. 
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The  ancient  and  ruder  manufactures  of  tlie  country,  such  as  sail  ch)tli, 
(•or(hijr(',  and  tlie  household  fahrics  of  the  peasantry,  have  been  h)n!:^  con- 
•Uicted  exclusively  by  iiidix  idnals.  Whilst  many  of  the  more  costly  pro- 
ducts, such  as  cottons,  glass,  porcelain,  ^:c..  were  chielly  ouned  by  tlie 
sovereign.  Theie  need  no  other  proof  than  the  mere  statement  of  these 
facts  to  manifest  the  unfitness  of  the  pursuit  to  the  condition  of  the  country. 
Skill  and  capital  arc  evidently  wanting.  The  fabrics  could  be  obtained 
chea])er  abroad.  And  labor  finds  a  more  j)i'ofitable  rennmeration  in  other 
employments,  more  congenial  to  the  habits,  circumstances,  and  condition 
of  the  people. 

These  opinions  seem  to  have  no  weight  in  Russia,  as  to  tlieir  practical 
soundness,  but  are  tivated  ratlier  as  vain  theories.  At  the  periodical  ex- 
hibitions v\liicii  are  made  of  their  manufactures,  great  satisfaction  is  de- 
rived from  the  ])rogress  they  are  making,  and  large  calculations,  on  the 
beneficial  results  to  the  general  prosperity,  are  indulged  in.  The  following 
statements  and  deductions  are  intended  to  afford  a  gratifying  representa- 
tion of  the  increase  of  national  w  ealth,  as  flowing  fi-oni  the  encouragement 
given  to  manufactures.  They  arc  displayed  with  all  the  contidence  and 
complacency  so  characteristic  of  the  advocates  of  monopolies,  and  leave 
entirely  out  of  view,  the  heavy  tax  which  the  domestic  consumers  are  com- 
pelled to  pay  for  their  supplies,  as  well  as  the  enormous  loss  to  the  stock 
and  labor,  thus  forced  from  their  appropriate,  into  unnatural  positions. 

In  commenting  upon  the  restrictive  commercial  system  of  Russia,  and 
upon  the  alleged  vexatious  regulations  of  her  custom-houses,  the  German 
Gazette  of  St.  Petersburg,  remarks  as  follows. 

•*  >Ve  are  aware  of  the  attacks  to  which,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  our 
ommercial  and  custom-house  regulations  have  been  subjected.  Several 
writers,  those  especially  of  periodical  works,  haAC  kindly  labored  to  prove 
tiiat  they  retard  and  injure  the  prosperity  of  Russia." 

**Our  enlightened  Gov  ernment  has  adopted  this  system,  not  in  following 
visionary  theories,  but  in  studying  the  essential  interests  of  the  Empire, 
and  have  accordingly  persevered  in  sustaining  and  in  strengthening  it; 
whilst  those  by  whom  it  is  attacked,  shew,  ether  that  they  are  uninformed 
as  to  the  true  interests  of  Russia,  or  that  they  seek  their  own,  at  the 
expense  of  our  interests:  or  indeed,  that  they  fear  the  prosperity  of  our 
country.  Facts  only,  can  disabuse  persons  thus  prejudiced  against  our 
commercial  and  custom-house  system.  These  facts  shall  be  furnished 
from  the  results  of  our  commerce  for  a  fixed  period,  where  the  system 
in  question  has  had  time  to  develope  itself,  compared  with  periods  Which 
preceded.  They  arc  supplied  by  official  documents  from  1824  to  1834, 
comjjared  with  the  10  years  from  1814  to  1824."

''In  tbe  last  10  years,  scarcely  one  has  passed  without  events  which 
have  been  injurious  to  the  commerce  of  the  empire. 

"•  In  1824J  a  di-eiidful  inundation  of  St.  1'etersburg,  rendered  it  necessary 
to  aflord  such  indulgences  as  injured  tlie  revenue  of  the  customs  3,894,322 
roubles. 

'•In  1826  and  1327,  the  war  with  Persia  suspended  all  commerce  with 
the  Caspian  Sea,  and  witli  the  southern  provinces  of  Caucasus. 

"In  1828  and  1829,  the  war  with  Turkey  arrested  all  commerce  by  the 
Bhick  Sea,  the  sea  of  Azopli,  and  in  Bessarabia. 

"In  1829,  1830  and  1831,  the  irruption  of  the  cholera  into  different  pro- 
vinces of  the  empire,  greatly  interfered,  as  well  with  external  commerce, 
as  with  tliat  of  the  interior. 
15 
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"  In  1831  and  1 83:2,  the  war  with  Poland,  and  the  trouhle  sin  the  Govern- 
ments of  the  west,  caused  a  cessation  of  all  commercial  affairs  in  tliose 
countries. 

"Finally,  in  1833,  a  failure  of  crops  in  several  of  the  Governments, 
diminished  the  exports  of  grain,  and  consequently  the  demand  f«r  foreign 
merchandise. 

"This  expose  shows, 

"1st.  That  the  imports  have  increased  300  millions,  and  consist  princi- 
pally in  objects  necessary  for  our  mainifactures.  Among  tliose  objects  tlie 
import  of  silk  alone  has  decreased,  because  that  which  was  received  from 
abroad  is  in  part  replaced  by  the  silk  received  from  wdthin  the  Caucasus. 
In  general,  other  articles  have  doubled. 

"2d.  The  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  has  increased  almost 
one-fourth,  without  counting  the  extension  of  those  wliich  previously  exist- 
ed, and  the  workshops  erected  by  the  peasants  of  the  villages. 

**3d.  Our  exports  have  increased  125  millions.  Among  those,  hemp 
shows  a  diminution,  which  is  in  part  replaced  by  tiie  increased  export  of 
yarns,  cables,  and  cordages.  It  is  principally  in  tallow,  flax,  wool,  leather, 
and  even  grain,  that  the  augmentation  is  perceptible,  notwithstanding  the 
great  progress  which  agriculture  lias  made  in  other  parts  of  Europe,  and 
in  the  United  States, 

"4th.  Finally,  the  number  of  vessels  arrived  in  ballast  in  our  ports  has 
been  5000:  the  course  of  bills  to  bearer  has  advanced  10  per  cent.;  the. 
public  funds  have  experienced  nearly  an  equal  rise:  the  course  even  of  as- 
signats  has  im|)roved:  the  customs  have  produced  an  increase  of  277  mil- 
lions. What  then,  are  the  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  this  expose  of 
the  result  of  our  commercial  and  custom  house  system?  The  principal, 
and  the  most  important  are, 

"1st.  That  the  system  has  not  impoverished  Russia;  for,  if  she  can  pay 
300  millions  for  foreign  articles  (which  are  not  of  indispensable  necessity,) 
more  than  she  paid  for  the  ])receding  10  years,  she  has  certainly  found 
means  to  convei-t  into  capital  her  own  surplus. 

"2d.  The  comj'ort  and  happiness  of  the  people  generalhj  have  made  rapid 
progress.  Every  one  kno^^s,  that  if  long  before  the  introduction  of  the 
present  system,  the  higlier  classes  were  accustomed  to  the  use  of  articles 
of  luxury,  (composed  principally  of  imported  goo<]s,)  an  increase  so  con- 
siderable in  the  importation  of  such  merchandise,  can  only  be  caused  by 
the  inferior  classes.     Daily  experience  confinns  this. 

'•Sd.  The  increase  in  the  importation  of  articles  proper  to  sustain  onr 
manufactures,  produces  great  economy  of  capital,  and  very  considerable  ad- 
vantages: for,  if  foreigners  employed  those  articles  to  manufacture  goods 
for  us,  the  price  of  purchase  would  necessarily  augment  since,  independ- 
ently of  the  raw  material,  we  \\oh1(1  have  to  pay  for  th?  v;orkmanship. 
Now,  the  sums  paid  for  materials  benefit  Russian  operations,  and  su])ply 
them  not  only  with  the  means  for  paying  their  taxes,  but  for  improving 
their  condition.  Let  it  be  added,  that  the  employment  in  manufactures, 
checks  those  irregular  habits  in  which  the  operatives  would  be  tempted  to 
indulge  in  our  long  winters,  when  the  works  of  agriculture  are  suspended, 
and  would  thus  have  a  salutary  effect  upon  morals. 

"4th.  Our  system  of  commerce  is  not  injiirious  to  ai^riculture:  for.  not- 
withstanding the  reproaches  made  to  us  by  those  who  know  not  Russia,  in 
assuring  us  that  her  prosperity  depends  upon  her  devotedness  to  agrieul- 
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hire,  tlje  exportation  of  its  produce  lias  augmented.  To  judg!'  ol"  tliis  by 
the  tallow,  the  leather,  the  wool,  wliicli  has  been  exported  I'roni  Russia,  the 
industry  of  our  cattle  has  sui-passed  all  expectation,  wiiilst  that  of  manu- 
factures advances  regularly  in  its  progress. 

"5th.  The  formalities  of  our  cnstoiti  houses  are  not  so  vexatious  as 
foreigners  profess  to  believe.  If  these  complaints  were  well  founded, 
foreign  vessels  would  not  voluntarily  enter  our  ])orts,  especially  those  in 
ballast.  Now,  on  the  contrary,  5000  vessels  in  ballast  for  the  last,  more 
than  for  the  preceding  ten  yeai-s,  have  entered  our  ports,  expoi-ting  our 
products,  and  animating  our  commerce  and  our  industry. 

'•6th.  Mtliongh  the  rates  of  bills  to  bearer,  and  those  of  assis^nats,  and  of 
public  funds,  have  improved,  this  result inadeijuately  presents  the  importance 
of  those  which  foxc  from  commerce  and  manufactures.  15  ut  we  nuist  contem- 
plate the  diilicult  circumstances  in  whicli  Russia  was  placed  during  the 
last  10  years:  three  considerable  wars,  tlie  cholera,  and  finally  a  famine! 
Similarcircumstances  have,  in  other  countries,  been  most  extensively  felt; 
with  us.  their  iiiiluonce  has  been  comparatively  weak. 

"Can  tiiere  he  a  stronger  proof  of  the  solidity  of  our  credit? 

♦•rth.  Finally f  the  ij^reat  increase  of  rerenue  from  our  customs^  whilst 
filling  our  Treasnry,  has  been  productive  of  general  advantage;  for,  after 
having  sui)])lied  Government  Avith  the  means  of  defraying  an  important 
part  of  tlic  indespensable  expenses  of  the  Empire,  it  has  given  to  it  the 
power,  V,  ithout  augnientation  of  taxes,  to  alleviate  the  condition  of  the  in- 
dustrious poor  on  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  to  cause  those  to  participate 
in  the  public  expenses  who  are  exempt  from  direct  taxes.  It  is  thus, 
that  the  tariffs  of  Russia  iiave  a  double  advantage:  that  of  encouraging 
internal  industry,  and  of  imposing  a  charge  as  just  as  it  is  imperceptible 
for  tliose  who  iiave  to  pay  it,  and  of  whom  the  collection  is  alike  easy  and 
uncostly. 

"Fronj  all  these  facts,  the  general  and  certain  conclusion  may  be  drawn, 
that  the  present  system  secures  to  tiie  Empire  great  and  certain  advanta- 
ges, which  completely  justify  the  measures  taken  by  the  Government  to 
sustain  and  strengthen  it.*' 

Besides  smaller  fairs,  tliere  are  two  great  annual  ones  in  Russia.  The 
first  is  held  at  Koursk,  in  June,  and  the  second  at  Makarief,  on  tlsc  Volga, 
in  July.  The  latter  is  resorted  to  by  traders  from  all  parts  of  the  world; 
and  in  the  capacious  bazaars  built  by  the  Em])eror  for  their  accommoda- 
tion, may  be  seen  Chinese,  Tartars,  Persians,  Hindoos,  Turks.  Armenians, 
and  Europeans,  assembled  to  interchange  or  sell  the  ])roducts  of  their  re- 
spective countries.  The  value  of  mei'chandise  brouglit  to  this  fail*,  is  esti- 
mated at  100,000,000  roubles.  It  consists  of  the  iron  of  Siberia,  of  which 
a  large  amount  is  sold;  salt  from  Orenborg,  manufactures  of  Britain;  the 
linens  of  Germany;  siks  of  Persia:  the  teas  of  China;  v.ines  of  France; 
and  the  productions  of  America.  The  principal  highways  leading  to  the 
fair  are  guarded,  so  that  the  merchant  may  pass  with  his  commodities  or 
funds,  in  i)erfect  security. 

The  t:-a(!e  between  Russia  and  China  is  of  great  value  as  to  the  articles 
of  whicli  it  consists,  and  is  strictly  one  of  barter.  The  interchange  of 
commodities  takes  place  at  Kiaciita  on  tiie  river  Salenga,  and  at  some  dis- 
tance south  of  the  great  lake  Baikal.  Here  the  Russian  goods  are  depo- 
sited in  warehouses,  which  are  visited  by  the  Chinese  merchants,  and 
selections  made. 
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Some  trade  is  also  prosecuted  Nvith  the  Tartars  in  Central  Asia.  The 
course  is  across  the  Caspian  to  the  bay.of  Balkan,  and  thence  by  caravans 
over  a  barren  steppe  to  Khiva.  The  passage  from  Astrakhan  to  this 
Tartar  town,  by  land,  is  throngii  a  waste  and  impracticable  country, 
infested  too,  by  wandering  hordes,  ever  ready  to  plunder  the  traveller. 
Another  route  is  From  Orenburg  by  caravans,  tlirough  the  steppes  of  the 
Kirghis.  From  Khiva  to  Bokhara,  the  capital  of  Bokharia,  a  rich  and  fertile 
country,  some  trade  is  prosecuted  by  the  Russians,  but  as  yet  to  no  great 
extent.  It  has,  however,  for  some  time,  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
Russian  Government,  and  if  the  sclieme  be  practicable,  with  so  barbarous, 
predatory,  and  erratic  a  people  as  the  Tartars,  and  tlirough  a  region  pre- 
senting so  many  difficulties,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  more  regular 
intercourse  will  be  established.  They  entertain,  however,  the  strongest 
prejudices  against  the  Russians,  and  the  utmost  jealousy,  political  as  well 
as  fanatical,  of  all  foreigners. 

It  will  be  seen  hy  the  following  tables  that  the  commerce  between  the 
United  States  and  Russia,  does  not  increase,  but  is  rather  stationary.  The 
imports  from  thence  into  the  United  States,  far  exceed  the  exports  thither. 
Nor  is  this  state  of  the  trade  likely  to  undergo  any  material  change,  unless 
what  is  scarcely  to  be  anticipated,  Russia  sliould  become  a  large  importer 
of  American  cotton.  There  are  few  other  articles  of  American  ju'oduction, 
which  she  can  require  in  any  large  quantity.  And  it  is  probable,  that  as 
the  growth  of  hemp,  and  the  working  of  the  iron  mines  in  the  United  States, 
shall  be  so  extended  as  to  be  proportionate  to  tlie  wants  of  the  community, 
the  imports  from   Russia  will  undergo  a  corresponding  diminution.

RUSSIA.  in 

CONVENTION. 

Article  1st.  It  is  agreed  that  in  any  part  of  the  great  ocean,  coinniojily 
called  tlie  Pacific  Ocean, or  South  Sea,  the  respective  citi/eiiK  or  snhjocts  oi" 
the  high  contracting  powers  shall  be  neither  disturbed  nor  irstrained, either 
in  navigation  or  in  fishing,  or  in  tiie  power  of  resorting  to  the  coasts,  upon 
points  \vhich  may  not  already  have  been  occupied,  for  the  puipose  of  trading 
with  the  natives,  saving  always  the  restrictions  and  conditions  determined 
by  tlie  following  article: 

Art.  2d.  With  the  view  of  preventing  the  rights  of  navigation  and  of 
fishing,  exercised  upon  the  great  ocean,  by  the  citizens  and  subjects  of  the 
jiigh  contracting  parties  from  becoming  the  pretext  for  an  illicit  ti'ade,  it  is 
agreed  that  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  not  resoi-t  to  any  port 
where  there  is  a  Russian  establishment,  w  ithout  the  permission  of  i\\v  go- 
vernor or  commander:  and  that  reciprocally  the  subjects  of  Russia  shall  not 
resort,  without  permission,  to  any  establislnnent  of  tlie  United  States,  upon 
the  North  West  coast. 

Art.  3d.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  hereafter  there  shall  not  he  foi-med 
by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  under  the  authority  of  the  said 
States,  any  establishment  upon  the  North  West  coast  of  America,  nor  in 
any  of  the  islands  adjacent,  to  the  A''ortJi  of  fifty-four  degrees  and  forty 
minutes  of  north  latitude;  and  that  in  the  same  mannei',  there  shall  be  none 
formed  by  Russian  subjects,  or  under  the  authority  of  Russia,  South  of  the 
same  parallel. 

Art.  4th.  It  is  nevertheless  understood,  that  during  a  term  of  ten  years, 
counting  from  the  signature  of  the  present  convention,  the  ships  of  both 
powers,  or  which  belong  to  their  citizens  or  subjects  respectively,  may  re- 
el j)rocally  frequent,  without  any  hindrance  whatever,  the  interior  seas, 
gulfs,  harbors,  and  creeks,  upon  the  coast  mentioned  in  the  preceding  arti- 
cle, for  the  purpose  of  fishing  and  trading  with  the  natives  of  the  country.* 

Art.  5th.  All  spirituous  liquors,  fire  arms,  or  other  arms,  powder,  and 
munitions  of  war  of  every  kind,  are  always  excepted  from  this  same  com- 
merce permitted  by  the  preceding  article;  and  the  two  powers  engage  reci- 
procally, neither  to  sell,  or  suffer  them  to  be  sold,  to  the  natives,  by  their 
respective  citizens  and  subjects,  iu)r  by  any  person  who  may  be  under 
their  authority.  It  is  likewise  stipulated,  that  this  restriction  shall  never 
aifoi'd  a  pretext,  nor  be  advanced  in  any  case,  to  authorise  either  search  or 
detention  of  the  vessels,  seizure  of  the  merchandise,  or  in  fine,  any  measure 
of  constraint  whatever  towards  the  merchants  or  the  crews  who  may  carry 
on  this  commerce;  the  high  contracting  ]»owers  reciprocally  reserving  to 
themselves  to  determine  upon  the  penalties  to  be  incurred,  aiul  to  inflict  the 
punishments  in  case  of  the  contravention  of  this  article,  by  their  respective 
citizens  or  subjects.

*  J^ote. — The  ten  years  of  exemption,  as  stipulated  in  this  article,  expired  in  April,  1834;  and 
notice  has  been  given  hy  the  governors  of  the  Russian  possessions  in  that  quarter,  to  the  masters 
of  American  ships  then  trading  there,  that  they  could  no  longer  claim,  under  tlie  convention,  the 
right  of  landing  and  frequenting  at  all  the  landing  places  belonging  to  Russia  on  the  Aiuerican 
coast.  It  is,  therefore,  now  necessary  for  all  American  vessels  resorting  to  any  point  on  that 
coast,  where  there  is  a  Russian  establishment,  to  obtain  permission  of  tlie  governor  or  (Mminandcr. 
conformably  to  the  stipulations  of  the  2d  article  of  the  convention. 
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A  convention  similar  to  the  t'oi-cgoing  was  entered  into  between  Russia 
and  Great  Britain,  in  February,  1825.  In  tbe  3(/  article  of  this  convention 
it  is  stipulated,  that  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the  possessions  of  the 
high  contracting  parties,  upon  the  covist  of  the  continent,  and  the  islands  of 
America,  to  the  north-west,  shall  be  drawn  in  the  manner  following: 

Commencing  from  the  southernmost  point  of  the  island  called  Prince  of 
"Wales'  Island,  whicli  point  lies  in  the  parallel  of  54  degrees  40  minutes 
north  latitude,  and  between  the  131st  and  the  133d  degree  of  west  longi- 
tude, (meridian  of  Greenwich,)  the  said  line  shall  ascend  to  the  north,  along 
the  channel  called  Portland  Channel,  as  far  as  the  point  of  tlie  continent, 
where  it  strikes  the  56th  degree  of  north  latitude:  from  the  last  mentioned 
point,  tlie  line  of  demarcation  shall  follow  the  summit  of  the  mountains 
situated  parallel  to  the  coast,  as  far  as  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  141st 
degree  of  west  longitude;  and  finally,  from  the  said  point  of  intersection, 
the  said  meridian  line  of  the  141st  degree,  in  its  prolongation,  as  far  as  the 
Frozen  Ocean,  shall  form  the  limit  between  the  Russian  and  British  pos- 
sessions on  the  continent  of  America  to  the  north-west. 

Prince  of  Wales'  Island  to  belong  wholly  to  Russia.  And  by  article  6th 
it  is  agreed  that  British  sui)jects.  from  wliatever  (juarter  they  may  arrive, 
whether  from  the  ocean  or  fron)  the  interior  of  the  continent,  shall  forever 
enjoy  the  right  of  navigating  freely,  and  without  any  hindi-ance  whatever, 
all  the  rivers  and  streams  whicli,  in  their  coiii-se  towards  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
may  cross  the  line  of  demarcation,  upon  the  line  of  coast  described  in  arti- 
cle 3d  of  the  present  convention. 

The  ten  years  of  exem])tion  stipulated  for  in  this  convention  expired  in 
February.  1835.  The  exemption  is  the  same  as  is  contained  in  the  4th 
article  of  the  convenuon  with  the  United  States. 

TREATY. 

In  the  name  of  the  most  Holy  aud  Indivisible  Trinity: 

The  United  States  of  America,  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all  the 
Russias.  equally  animated  with  the  desire  of  maintaining  the  relations  of 
good  understanding,  w  hich  have  hitherto  so  happily  subsisted  between 
tiieir  respective  States,  and  of  extending  and  consolidating  the  commer- 
cial intercourse  between  them,  have  agreed  to  enter  into  negotiations  for 
the  conclusion  of  a  treaty  of  navigation  and  commerce:  For  which 
purpose  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  conferred  full  powers 
on  James  Buchanan,  their  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipo- 
tentiary near  His  Imperial  Majesty;  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
all  the  Russias  has  conferred  like  powers  on  Sieur  Charles  Robert 
Count  de  Nesselrode,  his  Vice  Chancellor,  Knight  of  the  Oi'ders  of 
Russia,  and  of  many  others,  &c:  and  the  said  Plenipotentiaries  having 
exchanged  their  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  concluded 
and  signed  the  following  articles: — 

Article  I.  There  shall  he  between  the  territories  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties,  a  reciprocal  liberty  of  commei'ce  and  navigation.  The 
inhabitants  ot  their  respective  States  shall,  mutually,  have  libei'ty  to  enter 
the  ports,  places,  and  rivers  of  the  territories  of  each  party,  wherever 
foreign  commerce  is  permitted.  They  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sojourn  and 
reside  in  all  parts  whatsoever  of  said  territories,  in  order  to  attend  to  their 
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affairs,  and  they  shall  enjoy,  to  that  eftect,  the  same  security  and  ])rotcctioii 
as  natives  of  the  country  wherein  they  reside,  on  condition  of  their  suhniil- 
ting  to  tl»c  laws  and  ordinances  theie  i>revailing,  and  j)articuhirly  to  the 
regulations  in  force  concerning  commerce. 

Article  II.  Russian  vessels  arriving  either  laden  or  in  hallast,  in  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  of  America;  and  reci|)i-ocally,  vessels  of  tlie 
Uunited  States  arriving,  either  laden  or  in  hallast,  in  the  ports  of  the 
Empire  of  Russia,  shall  he  treated,  on  their  enti-ance,  during  theii*  stay, 
and  at  their  departure,  upon  the  same  footing  as  national  vessels,  coming 
fi'om  tlie  same  ])lace,  witli  respect  to  the  duties  of  tonnage.  In  regai-d  to 
light-house  duties,  pilotage,  and  ])ort  charges,  as  well  as  to  the  fees  and 
perquisites  of  puhlic  othcers,  and  all  other  duties  and  charges,  of  whatever 
kind  or  (k^iiominatioii,  levied  u])on  vessels  of  commerce,  in  the  name  or  to 
the  ])rofit  of  the  (Tovernment,  the  local  authorities,  or  of  any  ])rivate  esta- 
blislimcnts  whatsoever,  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  reci[)r()cally 
treat  each  other  upon  the  footing  of  the  most  favored  nations  \\  ith  whom 
they  have  not  treaties  now  actually  in  force,  regulating  the  said  duties  and 
charges  on  the  basis  of  an  entire  reciprocity. 

Article  III.  All  kind  of  merchandise  and  articles  of  commerce,  which 
may  be  lawfully  imported  into  the  ports  of  tlie  Empire  of  Russia  in  Rus- 
sian vessels.  !nay,  also,  be  so  imported  i]i  vessels  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  %\ ithout  paying  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges,  of  whatever 
kind  or  denomination,  levied  in  the  name,  or  to  the  profit,  of  the  Govern- 
ment, the  local  authorities,  or  of  any  private  estahlishment  whatsoever, 
than  if  the  same  merchandise  or  articles  of  commerce  had  been  imported 
in  Russian  vessels.  And  reciprocally,  all  kinds  of  merchandise  and  arti- 
ticles  of  commerce,  which  may  be  lawfully  imported  into  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  vessels  of  the  said  States,  may.  also,  l)e  so 
imported  in  Russian  vessels,  without  ])aying  other  or  higher  duties  or 
charges,  of  whatever  kind  or  denomination,  levied  in  the  name,  or  to  the 
profit  of  the  Government,  the  local  authorities,  or  of  any  jjrivate  establish- 
ments w  hatsoever,  than  if  the  same  merchandise  or  articles  of  commerce 
had  been  imported  in  vessels  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Article  IV.  It  is  understood  that  the  stipulations  contained  in  the  two 
preceding  articles,  ai-e,  to  their  full  extent,  applicable  to  Russian  vessels 
and  their  cargoes,  arriving  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  of  America; 
and  reciprocally,  to  vessels  of  the  said  States  and  their  cargoes,  arriving 
in  the  ])orts  of  the  Empire  of  Russia,  whether  the  said  vessels  clear  direct- 
ly from  the  poi-ts  of  the  counti-y  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  or  from 
the  ports  of  any  other  foreign  country. 

Article  V.  All  kind  of  meichandise  and  articles  of  commerce,  which 
may  be  lawfully  exported  fi-om  the  ports  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  national  vessels,  may,  also,  be  exported  therefrom  in  Russian  vessels 
without  |)aying  other  oi-  higher  duties  or  charges,  of  whatever  kind  or 
denomination,  levied  in  the  name,  or  to  the  profit  of  the  Government,  the 
local  authorities,  or  of  any  private  establishments  whatsoever,  than  if  the 
same  merchandise  or  articles  of  commerce,  had  been  exported  in  vessels  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  And  reciprocally,  all  kind  of  merchandise 
and  articles  of  commerce,  which  may  be  lawfully  exported  from  the  ports 
of  the  Empire  of  Russia  in  national  vessels,  may  also  be  ex])oi-ted  there- 
from in  vessels  of  the  United  States  of  America,' without  paying  other  or 
higher  duties  or  charges  of  whatever  kind  or  denomination,  levied  in  the 
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name,  or  to  the  profit  of  the  Govcriiinent,  the  local  authorities,  or  of  any 
private  establishments  whatsoever,  than  if  the  same  merchandise  or  articles 
of  commerce  had  been  exported  in  Russian  vessels. 

Article  YI.  No  higher  or  other  duties  sliall  be  imposed  on  tlie  impor- 
tation into  the  United  States,  of  any  article,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
Russia;  and  no  higher  or  other  duties  sliall  be  imposed  on  the  importation 
into  the  Empire  of  Russia,  of  any  article,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
the  United  States,  than  are,  or  shall  be,  payable  on  the  like  article,  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country.  Nor  shall  any 
prohibition  be  im])osed  on  the  importation  or  exportation  of  any  article  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States  or  of  Russia,  to,  or  from  the 
ports  of  the  United  States,  or  to  or  from  the  ports  of  the  Russian  Empire, 
which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  all  other  nations. 

Article  VII.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  the  preceding  articles  II, 
III,  IV,  V  and  VI,  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  coastwise  navigation 
of  either  of  tiie  two  countries,  which  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Par- 
ties reserves  exclusively  to  itself. 

Arlicle  VIII.  The  two  Contracting  Parties  sliall  have  the  liberty  of 
having  in  their  respective  ports,  Consuls,  Vice  Consuls,  Agents  and  Com- 
missaries, of  their  own  appointment,  who  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges 
and  powers,  as  those  of  the  most  favored  nations;  but  if  any  such  Consul 
shall  exercise  commerce,  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  same  laws  and 
usages  to  which  the  private  individuals  of  their  nation  are  submitted,  in 
the  same  place. 

The  Consuls,  Vice  Consuls,  and  Commercial  Agents,  shall  have  the 
right,  as  such,  to  sit  as  judges  and  arbitrators  in  such  differences  as  may 
arise  betw  een  the  captains  and  crews  of  the  vessels  belonging  to  the  nation 
whose  interests  are  committed  to  their  charge,  without  the  interference  of 
the  local  authorities,  unless  the  conduct  of  the  crews,  or  of  the  captain, 
should  disturb  the  order  or  the  tranquillity  of  the  country,  or  the  said 
Consuls,  Vice  Consuls,  or  Commercial  Agents  should  require  their  assist- 
ance to  cause  their  decisions  to  be  carried  into  effect  or  supported.  It  is, 
however,  understood,  that  this  species  of  judgment  or  arbitration  shall  not 
deprive  the  contending  parties  of  the  right  they  have  to  resort  on  their 
return,  to  the  judicial  authority  of  their  country. 

Article  IX.  The  said  Consuls,  Vice  Consuls  and  Commercial  Agents, 
are  authorized  to  require  the  assistance  of  the  local  authorities,  for  the 
search,  arrest,  detention  and  imprisonment  of  the  deserters  from  the  ships 
of  war  and  merchant  vessels  of  their  country.  For  this  pui'pose  they 
shall  apply  to  the  competent  tribunals,  judges  and  officers,  and  shall,  in 
writing,  demand  said  deserters,  proving  by  the  exhibition  of  the  registers 
of  the  vessels,  the  rolls  of  the  crews,  or  by  other  official  documents,  that 
such  individuals  formed  part  of  the  crews;  and  this  reclamation  being  thus 
substantiated,  the  surrender  shall  not  be  refused. 

Sucii  deserters,  when  arrested,  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
said  Consuls,  Vice  Consuls,  or  Commercial  Agents,  and  may  be  confined 
in  the  public  prisons,  at  the  request  and  cost  of  those  who  shall  claim  them, 
in  order  to  be  detained  until  the  time  when  they  shall  be  restored  to  the 
vessels  to  which  they  belonged,  or  sent  back  to  their  own  country  by  a 
vessel  ef  the  same  nation  or  any  other  vessel  whatsoever.  But  if  not  sent 
back  within  four  montlis,  from  the  day  of  their  arrest,  they  shall  be  set  at 
liberty,  and  shall  not  be  again  arrested  for  the  same  cause. 
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Hovvevei'.  if  the  dosortoi-  should  he  (oiind  to  have  comniittHl  any  crime 
or  orteiice,  his  siinviidei- may  hciU'layed  milil  the  trihimal  hel'ore  which 
his  case  shall  he  (lei)eii(liiig.  siiall  have  pronounced  its  sentence,  and  such 
sentence  shall  have  been  carried  into  effect. 

Airnci.E  X.  The  citizens  and  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties  shall  have  ])o\ver  to  disjjose  of  tlieir  personal  goods  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  other,  by  testament,  donation,  or  otherwise,  and  their 
representatives,  being  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  other  party,  shall  succeed 
to  their  said  personal  goods,  v>  hetlier  by  testament  or  ab  inlestafo,  and 
may  take  possession  thei-eof,  either  by  themselves,  or  by  otiiers  acting  for 
thein,  and  dispose  of  the  same,  at  will,  paying  to  the  profit  of  the  respec- 
tive go\  ernments,  such  (hn's  only  as  the  isihabitants  of  the  country  wherein 
the  said  goods  are,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  in  like  cases.  And  in  case  of 
the  absence  of  the  representative,  such  care  shall  be  taken  of  the  said 
goods,  as  would  be  taken  of  the  goods  of  a  native  of  the  same  country  in 
like  case,  until  the  liiwful  owner  may  take  measures  for  receiving  them. 
And  if  a  question  should  arise  among  several  claimants  as  to  which  of 
them  said  goods  belong,  tlie  same  shall  be  decided,  iSnally,  by  the  laws 
and  JiKJgi's  of  the  land  wherein  tlie  said  goods  are.  And  where,  on  the 
death  of  any  ])erson  iiolding  real  estate,  within  the  territories  of  one  of  the 
High  Contracting  S'arties,  such  rciil  estate  would,  by  the  law  s  of  the  land, 
descend  on  a  citizen  or  subject  of  the  otlier  party,  who  by  reason  of  alien- 
age may  be  incapable  of  liohiiisg  it.  lie  shall  be  allowed  tjje  time  fixed  by 
tlie  laws  of  tlie  country,  and  in  case  the  laws  of  t!ie  country  actually  in 
force,  may  not  have  fixed  any  such  time,  he  siiall  then  he  allowed  a  reason- 
able time  to  sell  such  real  estate  and  to  withdraw  and  export  the  proceeds 
without  molestation,  and  without  paying  to  the  profit  of  the  respective 
govei-nments  any  other  dues  tlian  those  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country  wherein  said  real  estate  is  situated,  shall  be  suhject  to  pay,  in 
like  cases.  But  this  article  shall  not  derogate,  in  any  manner,  from  the 
force  of  the  laws  already  published,  or  w  hich  may  hereafter  be  published 
by  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Russias,  to  prevent  the  emigration 
of  his  subjects. 

Artici.k  XI.  If  either  party  shall,  hereafter,  grant  to  any  other  nation, 
any  {)ai'ti(ular  favor  in  Jiavigation  or  commerce,  it  shall,  immediately, 
become  connnon  to  the  other  party,  freely,  where  it  is  freely  granted  to 
such  olliei-  nation,  or  on  jfieiding  the  saine  compensation,  when  the  grant 
is  conditional. 

Artic^k  XII.  Tlie  present  treaty,  of  which  the  effect  shall  extend,  in 
like  manner,  to  the  kingdoiu  of  I'oland,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  appli- 
cable thereto,  shall  continue  in  force  until  llic  fii-st  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  oui*  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tliirty-nine,  and  if,  one 
year  before  that  day,  one  of  the  High  Contractijig  Parties,  shall  not  have 
announced  to  the  other,  by  an  official  notifi("ition,  its  intention  to  arrest 
the  oj)eration  thereof,  this  treaty  shall  remain  obligatory  one  year  beyond 
that  day.  and  so  on,  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  which  shall  commence 
after  the  date  of  a  similar  notification. 

Article  XIII.  The  present  treaty  shall  he  approved  and  ratified  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  said  States,  and  by  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  all  the  Russias,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in 
the  City  of  Washington  within  the  space  of  one  year,  oi*  sooner  if  possible. 
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In  faith  whereof,  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
present  treaty,  in  duplicate,  and  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  their  arms. 
Done  at  St.  Petershuig  the  ei^^Jfecntu  December,  in  the  year  of  Grace  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  tiiirty-tvvo .

SEPARATE    ARTICLE. 

Certain  relations  of  proximity,  and  antei'ior  engagements,  having  ren- 
dered it  necessary  for  the  Imperial  Government  to  regulate  the  commercial 
relations  of  Russia  with  Prussia  and  the  kingdoms  of  Sweden  and  Norway 
by  special  stipulations,  now  actually  in  force,  and  which  may  be  renewed 
hereafter;  which  stipulations  are,  in  no  manner,  connected  with  the  exist- 
ing regulations  for  foreign  commerce  in  general;  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties,  w  ishing  to  remove  from  their  commercial  relations  every  kind  of 
ambiguity  or  subject  of  discussion,  have  agreed,  that  the  special  stipula- 
tions granted  to  the  commerce  of  Prussia,  and  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  in 
consideration  of  equivalent  advantages  granted  in  these  countries,  by  the 
one  to  the  commerce  of  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  and  by  the  other  to  that 
of  the  Grand  Dutchy  of  Finland,  shall  not,  in  any  case,  be  invoked  in 
favor  of  the  relations  of  commei'ce  and  navigation,  sanctioned  between  the 
two  High  Contiacting  Parties  by  the  present  treaty. 

The  present  separate  article  shall  have  the  same  force  and  value  as  if  it 
were  inserted,  word  for  word,  in  the  treaty  signed  this  day,  and  shall  be 
ratified  at  the  same  time. 

In  faith  whereof,  we,  the  undersigned,  by  virtue  of  our  respective  full 
powers,  have  signed  the  present  separate  article,  and  atfixed  thereto  the 
seals  of  our  arms. 

Done  at  Saint  Petersburg,  the  oighTeemh  of  December',  in  the  year  of  Grace 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two.

Public  exhibitions  of  Russian  mannj'uctures  and  industry. 

The  first  of  those  exhibitions  was  in  1829.  The  second,  was  in  1833, 
and  is  thns  described  by  a  French  writer,  as  having  taken  place  in  Saint 
Petersbnrg. 

Eight  large  halls  were  appropriated  to  the  display  of  ai'ticles,  which 
were  classed  in  33  sections. 

Section  1st.  Metals,  and  artides  in  cast  iron.  It  is  this  hraiich  of  in- 
dustry which  seems  to  succeed  best  in  Russia.  In  niaiiy  re.sj)ects  she  can 
sustain  competition  with  foreigners.  We  particularly  i-emarked  large 
works  of  cast  metal,  nail  making,  iron  I'ollcd  for  covei-ing  houses.  Fire 
arms,  although  still  inferior  to  those  of  France,  are  improving.  White 
arms,  other  than  the  sabres  and  poignai-ds  of  Asiatic  description,  made  at 
Halooui'k,  in   Siberia,  are  generally  inferior. 

Skc.  2d.  Machines,  Models,  <^'c.  We  have  especially  admired  a  steam 
engine  of  high  pressure,  120  horse  powor.  The  p:incij)al  articles  exhibited 
were  fi-om  the  impei-ial  works,  and  jjarticularly  from  the  "■tec.fonologicai 
institute.'"' 

Sec.  3d.  Mathematical,  physical  and  surgical  instruments.  The  surgical 
instruments  were  quite  ordinary. 

Sec.  4th.  Chemical  products.  The  progress  of  manufactures  requiring 
these,  has  caused  some  improvement  in  their  preparations.  Two  essential 
(qualifications  are  stil!  wanting  in  tlieir  dyes,  bj-illiancy  and  permanencv. 

Sec.  5tli.  Sugars  and  sirups.  The  refining  of  sugar  of  cane,  is  with 
difficulty  maintained,  notwithstanding  the  low  price  of  raw  sugar,  wiiich  is 
very  lightly  taxed  on  importation.  The  manufacture  of  sugai*  from  beet 
root,  has.  of  late  years,  been  greatly  increased,  in  some  of  the  govei-nments 
of  the  interior,  owing  to  the  low  ])rice  of  labor,  and  to  the  difficuUv  of 
transporting  colonial  sugar. 

Sec.  6th.  Soaps.  The  best  Russian  soaps,  ai-e  those  of  Casan.  Peters- 
burg has,  however,  exhibited  some,  which  nearly  equalled  those  of  the 
factories  of  Tartary. 

Sec  rth.  Bous^ies.  or  iva.x  candles.  The  high  price  of  the  transjjarent 
bougies  exhibited,  will  not  permit  competition  with  the  ordinary  bougies. 

Sec.  8th.  Equipages.  Taste  and  elegance  of  forms,  recommeml  less  the 
coacli  milking  of  Petersburg,  than  the  solidity  of  the  leather  and  iron. 

Sec  9th.  Paper  for  writing  and  for  hangings.  These  two  manufactures, 
the  last  especially,  are  almost  stationary.  Tiie  imperfection  of  jjaper  for 
hangiugs  |)i"ej)ared  in  Russia;  the  strict  prohibition  of  impoi'ted  paper,  pre- 
vents recourse  to  this  species  of  decoration. 

Sec  10th.  Tissues  of  flax  and  hemp,  linen  thread.  Sail  cloth,  and  other 
cloths,  maintain  their  reputation.  In  fine  cloths  there  is  no  improvement 
since  1829,  except  perhaps  in  the  weaving  and  bleachijjg  of  damask  table 
linen.  The  imperial  spinning  works  of  Alexandrowski,  has  produced  up 
t-i  No.  140  in  bro\v)i,  and  120  in  white,  but  their  high  prices  do  not  permit 
them  to  be  extensively  used  in  weaving. 

Sec  11th.  Leather  and  skins.  Next  to  industry  in  iron,  that  of  leather 
is  among  the  first  in  the  empire.  The  youft.  or  leather  of  Russia,  pre- 
serves always  its  superiority  over  similar  foreign  products.  The  morocco 
of  Casan  and  tlie  sole  leather,  arecpiite  inferior  to  the  morocco  of  England 
and  the  sole  leather  of  France  and  Belgiinn. 

Skc.  12th.  Taffetas,  gummed  and  oil  cloth.

Sec.  13tli.  Iluir  doth,  for  fnrnitnre. 

Sec.  14th.    Various  manufactures. 

The  articles  of  these  thiee  sections  wete  not  susceptible  of  remark. 

Sec.  15th.  Tobacco,  The  culture  of  the  tobaccos  of  Turkey,  and  of  Asia 
Minoi',  has  become,  in  the  middle  of  the  empire,  and  especially  in  the  Cri- 
mea, the  object  of  speculations  to  which  the  extent  of  national  consumption 
promises  great  advantages. 

Sec.  16th.  Bronzes.  Some  candelabras  and  pendulum  clocks  were  remark- 
able for  the  perfection  of  the  gilding:  but  the  forms  of  the  articles  entirely 
of  Russian  creation  were  generally  deficient  in  grace  and  elegance. 

Sec.  17th.  Silver  and  plated  uare.  The  most  important  article  was  a 
silver  vase,  antique  in  form,  valued  at  7  or  8,000  rubles;  as  in  the  case  of 
the  bronzes,  this  article  sinned  against  taste  in  its  form. 

Sec.  18th.  Porcelain,  queensware,  pottery.  The  china  of  the  Imperial 
manufacture,  maintained  at  great  expense  near  Petersburg,  cannot  be 
compai'ed  with  the  French  of  second  order,  and  the  prices  are  exorbitant. 

SEc.l9ht.  Cristals,  glassware.  Those  of  imperial  manufacture  are  perhaps 
the  only  articles  of  luxury  that  Russia  can  export  to  Europe  with  success. 
Belgium  buys  largely. 

Skc.  20th.  Tissues  of  cotton.  Russia  seems  approaching  te  competition 
with  England  and  France;  Asia  (sffers  an  immense  outlet  for  common 
cotton  fabrics. 

Sec  21st.  Tissues  of  wool;  cloths  and  carpets.  An  equally  extensive  de- 
mand is  found  for  common  Russia  cloths  in  the  consumption  of  the  middle 
classes,  the  clothing  of  the  army,  and  the  commerce  witli  China,  Persia, 
and  Armenia.  7'liis  manufacture  has  greatly  increased,  and  has  been 
impi'oved  by  competition.  The  markets  of  Petersbui-g  and  Moscow  may 
he  considered  as  closed  against  foreign  common  cloth,  no  matter  what 
modification  may  be  given  to  the  tariff.  The  light  or  ladies'  cloth,  used  in 
Asia,  particularly  received  praise. 

A  grand  carpet,  from  tlie  Imperial  manufacture,  and  priced  at  6,000 
rubles,  did  not  meet  purchasers.  The  preparing  of  wool  is  not  sufficiently 
understood  to  give  success  to  such  work. 

Sec  22d.  Musical  instruments. 

Sec.  23d.  Furniture  and  cabinet  wares.  A  handsome  exliibition. 

Sec  24th.   Huts,  of  heaver,  straw,  and  silk. 

Sec  25th.  Book  trade,  book  binding.  Printing  improves;  binding  begins 
to  approacli  the  Fi-encli,  always  much  sought  after  in  Petersburg. 

Sec  26th.  Glove  making.  Tlie  inferioi'ity  of  Russian  gloves  is  such,  that 
notwithstanding  th.c  very  high  duties,  French  gloves  are  in  genei-al  use 
among  the  rich. 

Sec  27th.  Lacquered  ware. 

Sec  28th.  Tissues  of  fine  cottons.  The  manufactuic  of  these  tissues 
has  been  extended  since  1829,  but  lias  not  made  much  progress. 

Sec  29th.  Tissues  of  pure  and  mixed  silk.  Watered  silks,  ribbons 
especially,  have  greatly  increased.  The  progress  is  less  perceptible  in 
common  ribbons,  in  gauzes  and  other  fancy  articles.  The  tissues  exhibit- 
ed, offered  a  very  imperfect  imitation  of  the  products  of  Lyons  and  of  St. 
Etienne.  Not  sufficient  taste  or  variety  in  the  figures,  nor  of  permanency 
in  the  colors.  The  cultivation  of  the  mulberry  tree  has  made  but  little 
progress  in  the  provinces  within  and  beyond  the  Caucasus;  there  are  two 
great  obstacles,  a  desire  of  change,  and  continual  revolts  among  the  moun- 
taineers, have  paralyzed  the  efforts  of  Government. 
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The  organsonage  of  silk  is  confessedly  at  a  stand:  quite  in  its  infancy, 
in  the  hands  of  peasants,  who  alone  attend  to  this  important  part  of  the 
work  of  ])re])arin_^  silk. 

The  silk  of  Caucasus  and  Georgia  can  only  be  used  for  common  work. 
The  silk  stuffs  ap|)rovcd  at  the  exhibition,  were  made  from  Italian  silk,  of* 
whicli  Russia  is  estimated  to  require  about  6,000  pounds. 

Sec.  30th.  ^/taw/.s,  scarfs  <^'c.  A  single  maiuifactory  of  Moscow  pre- 
sented articles  somewhat  superior  to  those  of  last  exhibition.  Some  arti- 
cles of  goats'  hair,  were  marked  at  extravagant  prices. 

Skc.  31st.  Embroidered  and  spangled  shiffs  in  gold  and  silver.  Public 
attention  was  particulai-ly  atti'acted  to  tliese  tissues,  specially  intended  for 
religious  ceremonies,  which  are  both  vei-y  frequent,  and  very  pompous  in 
Russia.  They  have  not  the  brilliancy,  nor  the  richness  of  the  brocades  of 
Lyons,  but  their  quality  is  ^ery  fine,  and  the  prices  higher.  This  part  of 
the  exhibition  ought  preferably  to  interest  foreign  merchants,  who  must 
have  perceived  much  improvement  and  progress. 

Sec.  32d.  Gold  and  silver,  fine,  spnn;  false  gold,  spun;  works  in  fine 
and  false.  This  section  comprises  lace  work  generally.  All  w liich  be- 
longs to  military  equipment  has  reached  a  remarkable  degree  of  perfec- 
tion.    The  prices,  however,  are  much  higher  than  those  of  France. 

Sec.  33d.  Medals  and  coins.  Those  which  have  been  struck  under  the 
present  reign,  do  not  appear  superior  to  the  coins  and  medals  of  the  pre- 
ceding reign. 

••To  sum  up.  The  exhibition  of  1833,  will  probably,  in  its  result, 
encourage  a  ])erseverance  in  the  system  of  absolute  j)rohibitions  and  ex- 
cessive restrictions,  adopted  for  the  j)rotection  of  Russian  industry,  in  like 
manner  as  the  exhibition  of  1829,  had  contril)uted  to  aggravate  the  rigor 
of  this  system. 

'•All  idea  of  softening  the  rigor  of  the  tai-iffs,  if  suggested,  on  beholding 
the  rich  manufactures  of  the  country,  would  cede  to  the  clamors  of  those 
engaged  therein  claiming  exclusive  patronage;  upon  the  faith  of  which,  the 
largest  foi-tunes  have  been  invested.  It  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  indeed, 
that  in  the  greatei-  part  of  Russian  manufacturing  establishments,  raw 
materials,  (lirectors,  managers,  workmen,  process,  machinery,  all  is 
foreign;  it  will  require  a  long  time  before  so  many  new  establishments  can 
be  well  seated  on  the  soil. 

••The  exhibition  of  1833,  as  well  as  that  of  1829.  attests  also  that  im- 
mense sacrifices  have  been  submitted  to  by  all  orders  of  the  nation,  and  a 
great  degree  of  activity  imparted  to  all  minds. 

"Moscow  seems  still  to  produce  more  and  better  than  Petersburg;  but, 
comparatively,  tJie  progress  of  manufactures  in  Petersburg,  where  they 
have  been  more  recently  commenced,  has  been  more  rapid. 

••Experience  ought,  by  this  time,  to  have  answered  the  important  ques- 
tion, as  to  the  capal)ility  of  those  engaged  in  manufactures  to  supply  there- 
with the  wants  of  the  nation,  conformably  to  the  qualities  and  prices  shown 
at  the  exhibition. 

*'()fticial  rejjorts  attest,  that  the  number  of  establishments  in  Russia  has 
increased  142  in  the  course  of  the  year  1832;  that  the  workmen  employed 
in  these  new  works  amount  to  10,465;  making  the  total  number  of  estab- 
lishments 5,599,  and  of  operatives  therein  284,000. 

"A  great  number  of  manufacturers  of  cloth  from  Saxony  and  the  north 
17 
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of  Germany,  who  were  established  in  Poland,  attracted  by  the  advantage- 
ous offers  held  out  by  Government,  have  transported  their  workmen  and 
machinery  to  Petersburg,  to  Moscow,  and  to  other  towns  in  the  interior 
of  Russia. 

"The  Jews  of  Gallicia,  obliged  to  relinquisli  their  contraband  trade, 
organized  on  the  frontiers  of  Poland,  have  quit  Brody  to  pass  into  Molda- 
via and  to  Odessa,  where  they  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  trading  in 
the  products  of  Russian  industry." 

MANIFESTO 

Of  the  Emperor  Alexander,  in  regard  to  Merchants. 

The  annals  of  our  country  testify  how  highly  the  body  of  Russian 
merchants,  while  enriching  the  Empire  with  tlic  fruits  of  commerce,  have 
adorned  themselves  with  the  characteristic  virtues  of  good  citizens. 

Since  our  accession,  we  have  observed  with  satisfaction  the  meritorious 
examples  their  conduct  has  afforded.  We  have  observed  through  every 
mercantile  class,  proofs  of  noble  liberality,  of  patrietism,  and  of  ])articular 
attachment  to  our  person;  we  have  derived  the  most  heartfelt  joy  from  the 
sentiments  with  which  they  have  shewn  themselves  inspired;  and  upon  the 
most  eminent  of  tiieir  order  have  been  conferred  from  the  Tiirone  rewai'ds 
and  distinctions  proportioned  to  their  deserts.  But  these  distinctions, 
however  honorable  to  individuals,  do  not  suffice  for  the  exaltation  of  their 
whole  order. 

The  general  character  and  title  of  this  order  merit  from  us  some  general 
mark  of  respect;  some  general  advancement  in  the  scale  of  public  estima- 
tion. A  fresh  memorial  is  required,  to  define  its  existence  in  the  CoHStitu- 
tion  of  the  Empire. 

Steady  in  this  persuasion,  we  now  grant  and  confirm  forever  to  our 
faithful  body  of  merchants,  new  privileges  and  distinctions,  and  new  means 
for  the  extension  and  consolidation  of  their  commercial  undertakings,  on 
the  principles  established  below. 

Section  I. 

Of  mercantile  Vartnershij)s  or  Companies. 

nirthiT"^''"'  Art.  1.  It  is  our  wish  that  the  faithful  body  of  merchants 
should  (principally  with  a  view  of  increasing  their  consequence 
in  foreign  trade)  hereafter  carry  on  business  under  the  forms 
of  partnership.  No  person,  however,  is  compelled  thereto  by 
law,  which  only  recommends  this  new  line  to  notice. 

The  form  of  partnership  shall  by  law  be  twofold:  1st,  a 
full  partnership.  2d,  a  partnership  in  trust.  There  is,  besides 
these  two,  a  kind  of  partnership  by  shares,  composed  of  several 
persons  singly  contributing  certain  sums,  a  fixed  number 
whereof  constitute  the  joint  stock.  But  as  its  object  is  to 
promote  important  schemes  of  public  establishments,  this  sort 
of  company  must  be  confined  to  the  Sovereign,  not  directly 
appertaining  to  the  mercantile  world. 

fJiiTpSmw^      Art.  2.    A  full  partnership  consists  of  two  or  more  j)artners 
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inscribed  in  like  guilds,  agreeing  to  trade  in  conunon,  under 
their  common  names.  This  is  denominated  a  mei'cantile  house, 
under  their  names  or  firm:  the  partners  in  this  house  answer 
for  all  its  debts,  jointly  and  severally,  to  the  Cull  extent  of  their 
fixed  and  moveable  j)roj)erty.  The  mutual  conditions  between 
the  partners,  their  engagements  with  others  under  their  com- 
nu)'^i  firm,  the  term  of  continuance  and  of  the  dissolution  of 
their  partnership,  are  all  left  to  be  settled   by  mutual  contract. 

The  contract  concluded  between  the  partners  in  the  com- 
mencement of  their  concerns,  if  not  incompatible  with  any 
fundamental  princijjles  here  established,  or  with  the  civil  and 
commercial  rights  of  the  public,  shall  have  the  force  of  law. 

Art.  3.     A  partnershii)  in  trust,  consists  of   one  op  jiiore  •''^''"='i''^»  ''"'^  ■ 

o      .  ..  ■  .11  1  !•    •  c  partnership    ih 

partners  of  the  same  guild,  w  ith  the  addition  ot  one  or  more  trust. 
subscribers,  who  entrust  the  former  with  certain  sums  out  of 
their  ow  n  property,  to  be  employed  in  trade  in  a  greater  or  less 
proportion.  This  is  denominated  a  mercantile  house,  under  the 
name  of  Partners  &  Co.  The  partners  in  this  kind  of  house 
are  subject  to  tl:e  same  rules  laid  down  for  full  partnerships  by 
article  2d.  In  regard  to  subscribers,  the  two  following  are 
added : 

a.  A  subscriber  who  gives  his  capital  in  trust,  answers,  in 
case  of  failure,  only  for  the  amount  of  his  subscription. 

b.  A  subscriber  can,  in  that  capacity,  make  no  engagement 
for  the  trading  firm.

same  or  like  guilds,  yet  father  and  son,  or  grandson  in  the  «'iJ  subscribers. 
male  line,  and  two  brothers  Mith  one  another,  may  open  a  joint 
comnK'rcial  house,  provided  one  of  them,  the  eldest,  pays  the 
tax  on  the  caj)ital,  to  the  guild.  Other  children  and  relations 
cannot  be  partners  in  the  same  house,  without  being  individu- 
ally inscribed  in  the  same  or  like  guilds.  Other  children  and 
relations  not  individually  inscribed  in  the  same  or  like  guild, 
may  he  subscribers  to  the  house,  but  the  quality  of  subscribers, 
does  not  determine  the  nature  of  their  possession  or  calling. 

A  pai'tner  in  one  mercantile  house,  cannot  become  a  partner 
in  another;  because,  by  article  2d,  a  partner  is  responsible  with 
his  whole  property,  for  the  debts  of  one  house. 

Art.  5.    Amercantilehouseof  either  description,dates  its  civil  Legal   form  ©f 
and  commercial  existence,  from  the  time  of  presenting  an  extract  ulThoua"!"^""' 
of  its  co-partnersiiip  terms  to  the  magistracy  and  dome,  and  of 
notifying  its  establishment  to  its  commercial  friends,  by  printed 
circulars.     The  said  extract  must  specify — 

a.  The  nature  of  the  partnership,  whether  full,  or  on  trust. 

B.  The  christian  name,  country,  family  name,  habitation, 
and  occupation,  of  only  the  actual  partners. 

C.  The  signature  and  seal  of  the  partners  empowered  to 
direct  and  conduct  the  concerns. 

D.  The  amount  of  capital  brought  in  by  the  partners,  and 
by  the  subscribers,  and  to  name  the  latter  or  not  at  their 
option. 

The  Dome  reports  to  the  Minister  of  Commerce  for  his  in- 
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formation,  every  new  partnership,  with  all  the  particulars 
stated  to  it.  It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  declaration  of  capi- 
tal to  the  Dome,  in  no  case  implies  an  obligation  to  pay  tax  on 
that  amount.  A  trading  house  of  either  description,  enjoys 
the  commercial  privileges  of  the  guild  to  which  its  partners 
belong.  ^ 

Section  II. 

Of  the  admission  of  the  JS^oMlitij  to  trade. 

Principles  of  ad-      Article  6.     The  tenor  of  the  preceding  section,  implies  of 
mission.  Itsclf,  that  the  Russian  nobility,  are  admitted  to  share  in  mer- 

cantile partnerships.  Sucli  is  expressly  our  wish,  and  such  it 
was,  when,  on  the  4th  November,  1802,  we  granted  to  the 
nobility  the  right  of  foreign  trade. 

Our  motive  is  to  strengthen  the  bond  of  union,  betwixt  the 
two  orders  in  the  Empire,  and  to  aiford  the  nobility,  not  serving 
in  military  or  civil  posts,  an  opportunity  of  promoting  the 
public  good,  through  the  channel  of  commercial  industry. 

In  pursuance  of  this,  every  nobleman  is  now  authorized,  (if 
not  in  the  service  of  the  Crown  or  on  duty  in  his  Government,) 
to  inscribe  himself  in  a  guild,  on  the  principle  of  the  municipal 
code  in  the  following  manner: 

He  is  allowed  to  be  inscribed  in  the  first  or  second  guild, 
but  excluded  from  the  third,  as  avowedly  of  no  advantage. 

When  inscribed  in  a  guild,  he  pays  the  tax  on  capital,  and 
is  liable  for  town  dues  and  other  cliarges,  both  personal  and 
real.  He  then  enjoys  all  the  privileges  of  the  guild.  He  is 
autliorized  either  to  open  a  mercantile  house,  in  conformity  to 
articles  2  and  3,  or  to  join  as  partners  in  any  such  house. 
Further  eiucida-  Articie  7.  It  is  undcrstood,  that  his  becoming  liable  for 
tionsof  tiieprin- (j^ies  in  the  body  of  merchants,  on  the  footing  of  a  merchant, 
does  not  exempt  him  from  the  obligations  and  dues  of  the  body 
of  nobility.  He  is  personally  eligible  to  the  offices  of  the  town, 
and  when  lie  serves  in  them,  is  exempt  for  those  three  years, 
from  serving  in  the  Government.  Serving  amongst  the  mer- 
chants, exempts  him  from  serving  in  the  capacity  of  a  nobleman, 
but  serving  as  a  nobleman,  does  not  exempt  him  fi-om  serving 
in  the  body  of  merchants.  It  is  farther  understood,  that  in 
regard  to  mercantile  transactions  or  disputes,  he  is  amenable 
to  the  higher  and  inferior  courts  as  a  merchant*  excepting  in 
cases  of  high  misdemeanor  or  capital  crimes,  in  which  he  is 
subject  to  trial  as  a  nobleman. 

In  his  mercantile  engagements  he  is  allowed  to  employ  bills, 
conformably  to  1st  part  of  the  statutes  of  bankruptcy,  and  in 
cases  of  failure,  to  settle  his  affairs  according  to  the  regulations 
there  laid  down.  But  in  engagements  and  differences  relating 
merely  to  his  estates,  he  is  again  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  2d  part  of  the  statutes  of  bankruptcy. 
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Section  III. 

Of  foreign  Merchants  in  Kitssin. 

Art.  8tli.     The  civil  and  commercial  riglits  ol"  loreij^ti  mcr-  <^euerui    prinei- 
chants,  who,  in  times  of  peace  and  war,  have  enjoyed  in  former'"'* 
rcii^ns,  and  continue  to  enjoy  in   ours,  particular  favors,  are 
from  lienccforward  estahlished  on  tlie  folh>\ving  principUis: 

1st.  The  rights  of  being  inscril)ed  in  a  guild  of  Russian  mer- 
chants, shall  be  confined  to  real  Russian  merchants. 

2d.  No  foreigner  has  a  right  to  be  inscribed  in  a  Russian 
guild,  unless  either  he,  or  a  wife  after  the  decease  of  her  hus- 
band, should  be  thought  worthy  to  become  a  perpetual  subject  of 
the  Russian  em])ire. 

3d.  No  foreigner,  who  docs  not  become  a  perpetual  subject, 
can  enjoy  the  rights  and  privileges  attached  to  the  guild,  still 
less  can  he  claim  any  sort  of  exclusive  preference,  in  point  of 
civil  rank,  ir.  the  exercise  of  a  profession  in  trade  or  in  shipping. 
These  regulations,  are  from  henceforward,  to  be  co;isidered 
as  general,  fundamental,  and  irrevocable. 

Art.  9.     From  the  special  attention  of  the  sovereign  to  the  AppiiciiiK.n     or 
privileges  of  foreign  merchants,  the  following  temporary  ex-  VTnM'orary ^""ex- 
ceptions are  admitted.     Foreigners   already  inscribed  in  the  "^"i"'""^- 
guilds,  may  remain  upon  their  present  footing,  for  six  months 
from  this  date,  in  the  course  of  which,  it  is  left  at  their  option 
to  become  perpetual  subjects,  or  at  the  expiration  of  this  term, 
to  take  the  rights  belonging  to  foreign  merchants,  as  they  are 
cleai'ly  defined  below  in  article  13th,  and  the  following: 

Merchants  of  Armenian  exti-action,  and  domiciliated  in  Rus- 
sia, to  whom,  on  the  part  of  the  public,  exclusive  exceptions, 
suitable  to  the  particular  cii'cumstances,  were  granted,  must  in 
the  course  of  six  months,  take  their  own  measures  in  conformity 
to  the  ordinances  of  the  manifesto,  enjoying  in  other  respects  the 
benefits  of  the  legal  forms  established  in  their  behalf. 

AVc  should  wish  that  this  race,  so  devoted  to  the  Russian 
throne,  might  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  the  municipal  code,  and  the 
new  immunities,  which  so  essentially  augment  atid  surpass  all 
exclusive  ])rivileges  hitherto  granted. 

To  those  foreigners  who  are  inscribed  in  the  guilds  of  the 
maritime  towns  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  Sea  of  A z off,  is  allowed 
the  rigiit  of  continuing  in  the  guilds  till  revisal.  To  prevent 
all  doubt,  it  is  hereby  declai-ed,  that  foreigners  at  the  ports  of 
the  Black  Sea,  and  Sea  of  Azoft",  enjoying  the  rights  of  guilds, 
only  in  the  governments  of  Cherson,  Ekaterinoslav,  and  Tau- 
richesky,  do  not  cai-ry  the  rights  of  the  guilds  further,  and  can- 
not transfer  their  inscriptions  to  the  guilds  of  other  towns  on 
the  borders  or  island,  except  those  only  on  the  said  coast,  neither 
are  they  aUowed  any  where,  but  in  those  particular  governments, 
the  rights  of  foi-eign  guests. 

Art.  lOth.    The  commercial  rights  bchmffinsj:  to  foreiffn  mer- 1''''»""'  "f  (""f- 
f^hants  in  Kussia,  are  comprehended  under  two  descriptions: 
That  of  guest,  or  that  of  itineiant  merchants. 
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By  guest,  is  uiiderstood  a  foreign  merchant,  who,  for  the  sake 
of  certain  privileges  in  wholesale  trade,  ])artially  assumes  the 
character  of  citizen  in  mai'itime  or  frontier  towns,  ajid  over 
and  above  the  taxes  imposed  by  tariff  and  other  ordinances, 
pays  li  per  cent,  on  the  capital  he  may  declare  exceeding  the 
sum  of  50,000  roubles. 

By  itinerant  mercliant,  is  meant,  every  foreigner,  who,  car- 
rying on  wholesale  business  in  general  at  the  exchange,  or 
Avithin  the  limits  of  the  custom  house,  (ami  not  in  the  interior 
of  the  town.)  pays  over  and  above  the  duties  imposed  by  tariffs 
and  other  ordinances,  one  and  a  quarter  per  cent,  on  the  sum  of 
25,000  roubles,  provided  he  continues  to  trade  more  than  six 
months:  consequently,  till  the  ex|)ii-ation  of  six  months,  he  is 
to  pay  nothing;  but,  after  tiie  ex])iration  of  a  year,  he  must 
either  assume  the  rights  and  obligations  of  a  guest,  or  quit  the 
Empire,  or  remain  only  as  a  foreigner  out  of  business. 

Travelling  traders,  not  Europeans,  are  excepted  from  the 
conditions  prescribed  for  guest  or  itinerant  merchants.  In 
their  favor,  some  relaxation  fi'om  the  strict  sense  of  this  mani- 
fest being  admitted,  special  regulations  for  its  execution  on 
their  behalf  will,  from  time  to  time,  be  issued.  Such  excep- 
tion applies  expi'essly  to  all  that  part  of  tlie  frontiers  where 
particular  tariffs  (and  not  the  general  one,)  are  in  force. 

Whereas,  by  article  1st  of  chap.  2d  of  custom  house  law^s, 
it  is  strictly  proliibited  for  foreigners  to  ti-adc  one  with  another 
for  sale  or  barter;  so  it  is  hereby  confirmed,  that  no  foreign 
merchant,  whether  guest  or  itinerant,  shall,  clandestinely  or 
openly,  resell  or  barter  bis  goods  to  a  foreigner  of  either  de- 
scription, or  to  any  but  a  Russian  merchant,  nor  employ  a  Rus- 
sian subject's  name  for  that  purpose.  If  a  subject  be  detected 
in  such  practices,  lie  is  to  be  dismissed  from  the  jjort  by  the 
general  voice  of  the  Russians  trading  on  the  exchange,  and 
delivered  over  to  a  court  of  justice. 

Foreigners  of  either  description  having  once  bought  goods 
by  wholesale,  cannot,  on  any  account,  not  even  under  the  pre- 
text of  the  non-arrival  of  ships,  resell  or  barter  the  said  goods 
in  Russia  to  other  hands,  neither  sell  nor  barter  the  said  goods 
written  for  fi-om  abroad  to  any  foreigner,  but  in  either  case 
only  to  a  Russian  merchant.  To  the  due  observance  of  this, 
brokers  are  enjoined  by  Government;  and  whoever  is  convict- 
ed in  aiding  in,  or  conniving  at,  such  transactions,  shall  be  de- 
livered over  to  a  court  of  justice;  and  the  foreigner  presuming 
to  transgress  in  this  respect,  shall  suffer  tlie  infliction  of  i)en- 
alties  when  instances  of  their  misbehaviour  are  brought  to 
light. 

If  a  foreign  guest  or  itinerant  merchant  write  for  any  article 
not  in  the  w  ay  of  trade,  but  merely  for  domestic  use,  eitlier  for 
himself  or  others,  he  may  in  that  case  convert  it  to  such  use, 
without  the  intervention  of  a  Russian  merchant. 

It  is  understoed  of  course,  that  no  foreignei*  (guest  or  itin- 
erant) denied  the  rights  of  ihe  guilds,  can  trade  by  retail  in 
his  own  house,  in  lodgings,  or  at  the  Gostinoy  Dvor  open  for 
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that  purpose,  a  ship,  or  magazine,  or  any  other  establishment 
of  the  same  nature. 

The  retiiiiations  of  tliis  article  arc  laid  down  as  general, 
fundamental,  and  iri'cvocable,  and  shall  be  carried  into  full 
effect  on  the  expiration  of  particular  ti-eaties.  into  which  condi- 
tions incompatible  lierewith,  have  been  admitted. 

Art.  11  til.    A  foi-eign  guest  is  jiermitted,  in  the  place  Avhere^'ipllts«■rf<>rcign 
he  is  inscribed,  to  hold  houses  eitiier  in  oi*  out  of  town  for  his  ^"  "*"■ 
own  residence. 

Besides  the  tax  on  capital,  he  is  liable  for  all  town  dues  and 
otlier  charges  on  real  property,  but  not  eligible  to  serve  in  the 
magistracy.  He  is  pernuttcd  to  dri\ e  in  a  carriage  with  two 
or  foiu'  hoi'scs. 

He  is  confirmed  in  the  rights  of  establishing,  acquiring,  hold- 
ing, and  conducting  fabrics  or  manufactures,  carried  on  by  the 
labor  of  free  work  people.  He  is  allowed  to  deal  in  exchange 
busiuess  upfui  foreign  places. 

He  is  permitted  to  fabricate  or  manufacture,  to  purchase  or 
import,  for  iiisownuse  all  necessary  materials  and  instruments, 
to  sell  by  wliolesale  in  the  town,  as  well  as  in  the  fabric  or 
manufactory,  the  produce  of  his  art,  to  export  the  same  over 
the  frontiers  for  his  own  or  other  account,  in  his  ow  n  person  or 
through  the  means  of  Russian,  or  even  of  foreign  merchants. 
This  pi'oduce,  to  jn-event  fraud,  must  be  mariced  w  ith  the  stamp 
or  seal  of  the  magistracy  of  the  place. 

A  foreign  guest,  though  not  a  fsibricant  or  manufacturer,  has 
a  right  throughout  the  Empire,  to  purchase  by  wholesale  for 
expoi'tation,  of  goods  from  Russian  mei'chants,  or  landholders, 
but  not  from  ])easants  or  country  people;  moreover,  only  in 
towns  and  country  places,  directly  out  of  the  hands  of  mer- 
chants, and  not  to  collect  goods  from  the  boors  at  their  ow  n 
dwellings. 

He  is  authorized  to  transport  goods  so  purchased,  to  a  mari- 
time place  or  frontier  outlet,  as  mentioned  above  in  Article 
10th. 

A  foreign  guest,  though  not  a  fabricant  or  manufacturer,  is 
authorized  to  write  out  from  abroad,  for  allowed  articles  of 
import,  to  sell  them  by  wholesale  on  the  excjiange  and  in  the 
town,  but  is  restricted  from  sending  them  on  account  of  any 
jierson  wliomsoe\ ei-,  to  any  other  town  or  country  place  to  be 
disjiosed  of  by  wholesale.  He  is.  however,  permitted  to  des- 
patch the  goods  of  his  own  importation  to  the  three  piincipal 
fairs,  viz:  the  Coranna,  the  Makairef  and  the  Irbittsk,  free  of 
the  transit  duty,  which  is  henceforward,  totally  abolished.  He 
is  authoi-ized  to  lay  up  goods  bought  for  exportation,  or  imported 
from  abroad,  on  rent  in  government  or  town  warehouses,  or 
in  those  under  his  own  house,  or  belonging  to  other  private 
individuals  by  agreement,  and  to  sell  them  from  thence  by 
Nvholesale. 

A  foreign  guest,  is  permitted  to  quit  Russia  and  return  to 
liis  own  country,  on  comjilying  with  the  stipulations  expressed 
in  the  129tli  article  of  the  municipal  code. 
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e^gl.'^euef/in'pan-      ^'^T.    12.     Tljc  sauic  Commercial   rights  and  obligations, 

iiersiiip.  attach  to  a  mercantile  firm  as  to  an  individual  guest,  with  the 

condition  that  each  ])artuer  should  j)ay  tax  on  the  capital, 
dechired  in  conformity  to  the  3d,  4th  and  10th  articles. — 
Though  the  liouse  in  question,  should  have  Russian  subjects 
amongst  the  number  of  its  full  or  subscribing  partners,  it  does 
not  thereby  acquire  any  extension  in  point  of  commei'cial  rights; 
it  continues  in  all  its  relations  and  through  all  its  transactions, 
within  the  description  of  guest  as  to  trade,  rank,  and  courts  of 
lav^^  conformablv  to  the  treaty  existina;  with  the  nation  to  which 
it  beiojigs  in  tlie  charactei'  of  subject.  Further:  said  house  is 
obliged  to  conform  to  all  the  r'igulations  laid  down  as  above  in 
article  5th. 

Rights  of  itiiie-  Art.  13.  An  itlnerajit  merchant  is  permitted  to  drive  in  a 
carriage  and  pair.  He  is  permitted  to  purchase  at  the  exchange, 
goods  of  Russian  merchants  by  wholesale  for  exportation,  but 
not  in  the  town  or  in  country  places,  or  generally  in  any  part 
of  the  interior  of  the  Empire:  also,  to  write  for,  and  dispose 
by  wholesale,  of  the  goods  written  for  to  Russian  merchants. 

He  is  permitted  to  lay  up  goods  on  rent  in  government  or 
town  warehouses,  or  in  private  cellars  by  agreement,  articles 
both  of  import  and  export.  In  general,  none  ot  the  rights 
besides  those  belonging  to  foreign  guests  attach  to  the  itinerant 
merchant. 

Wholesale  trade.  Art.  14.  For  the  morc  accurate  explanation  of  the  term 
wholesale  trade,  as  applied  to  foi-eign  traders,  we  commission 
the  body  of  native  merchants,  established  at  Moscow,  and  those 
at  the  port  of  St.  Petersburg,  to  draw  up  a  plan  of  regulations 
conformable  to  these  respective  privileges,  to  be  presented 
through  the  Minister  of  Commerce  for  our  revisal. 

We  commission  tlie  body  of  merchants  to  define  the  sense  of 
the  term  wholesale  trade: 

a.  Either  according  to  the  quantity  of  vessels  or  chests  in 
Avhich  goods  are  imported,  reckoning  by  measure  and  number; 
or 

b.  According  to  the  value  in  cases,  whei'e  it  may  be  practi- 
cable to  ascei'tain  any  just  criterion  of  weight,  liquid  contents, 
or  solid  measure;  or 

c.  According  to  other  guide  for  integral  description,  bearing 
always  in  mind  that  no  plan  of  wholesale  trade  absolutely 
Invariable,  or  permanently  adapted  to  the  various  revolutions 
occurring  in  every  branch  of  human  industry,  can  possibly  be 
devised. 

After  completing  the  plan  for  foreign  trade,  the  body  of  mer- 
chants in  the  two  capitals,  is  to  j)roduce  another,  also  through 
the  Minister  of  Commerce,  for  the  wholesale  trade  of  the  interior. 

Section  IV. 

Of  Distinctions  and  Honors  in  the  Body  of  Merchants. 
Explanation  of      Art.  15th.  Tliougli,  according  to  law,  every  person  who  de- 
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dares  a  certain  capital,  has  a  right  to  be  inscribed  in  a  guild:  a'''|.eai^JJ^*Xant' 
still,  according  to  public  opinion,  betwixt  one  merchant  and 
another,  there  exists  an  essential  diftcrence. 

In  order  to  coniirm  this  general  opinion,  the  law,  hencefor- 
ward, will  not  cont'ound  the  contractor.  Tanner  of  reveiuies,  or 
shop  keeper,  with  the  real  nierchant.  under  wliich  aj)pellation  is 
understood  only  such  as  trade  by  wholesale  witiiin  the  empire, 
to  a  sea  ])ort,  or  over  the  boi'ders,  as  well  as  a  ship  ownei-,  and 
banker  having  no  other  trade  but  bill  negotiations  and  exchange 
business. 

To  contracts  and  farms,  the  body  of  merchants  are  admitted, 
subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

A  contract  or  farm,  when  the  aggregate  annual  amount  ex- 
ceeds 12,000  roubles,  cannot  be  taken  by  a  merchant  of  the 
third  guild,  nor  where  it  exceeds  50,000  roubles,  by  one  of  the 
second  guild. 

A  real  nierchant  of  the  first  guild,  is,  for  distinction  sake,  to 
be  styled  and  sign  himself  a  merchant  of  the  frst  ranky  others 
simply  to  be  styled  and  sign  themselves,  merchants  of  the  first 
guild. 

One  who  carries  on  business  by  wholesale,  and  also  trades 
by  retail,  or  in  a  shop,  or  besides  his  wholesale  trade,  engages 
in  contracts  or  farms,  is  not  comprised  within  the  meaning  of 
mercJiants  nf  the  first  rank. 

A  j)erson  who  unjustly  styles  himself  a  merchant  of  the  first 
rank,  shall  be  deprived  of  that  title  Vv  henever  any  body  informs 
against  him.  and  proves  the  charge.  The  observance  of  this  is 
entrusted  to  the  well  disposed  body  of  merchants,  and  to  the 
Dome,  which  is  to  keep  a  register  of  the  merchants  of  the  first 
rank,  filled  up  and  altered  every  year,  according  to  the  increase 
or  diminution,  and  to  report  the  same,  annually,  to  the  Minister 
of  Commerce.  In  this  manner,  the  highest  step  of  mercantile 
prefei-ment  will,  henceforward,  he  characterised,  not  as  a  mere 
title  or  rank,  but  as  a  I'eward  of  enlightened  assiduity  and  use- 
ful enterprise. 

Art.  16.  The  rights  of  the  second  guild  are  confirmed  with  Somo  modifiea- 
modification,  that  a  merchant  of  this  guild  shall  not  participate  ofgnuds.'^"^ 
in  the  business  of  exportation  or  importation,  consequently  that 
he  has  no  legal  right  to  traflic  with  a  tbi'eigner  by  way  of  barter, 
sale,  or  ]nirchase:  this  being  an  exclusive  right  of  the  first  guild. 
Under  this  restriction,  however,  is  not  to  be  understood  the 
trifling  trade,  by  barter,  among  the  peasants  on  the  frontiers, 
in  ai'ticles  of  their  own  manufacture,  and  requisite  for  their  own 
household  use. 

The  rights  of  the  first  guild,  are  confirmed;  and  moreover,  a 
merchant  of  this  class,  acquires,  in  general,  an  unlimited  right  to 
import  and  to  export  goods,  in  his  own  name,  through  all  the 
outlets  and  sea  ])orts,  even  in  those  provinces  in  which  particu- 
lar regulations  exist,  and  in  like  manner  by  inscribing  himself 
there  in  the  number  of  gjiests  belonging  to  the  town,  he  may 
enjoy  all  the  commercial  privileges  in  those  places  granted  by 
the  municipal  code,  to  the  utmost  extent. 
18 
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New  favors.  Art.  17.     The  mercantile  guilds  are  empowered  to  cxclude  a 

merchant  convicted  of'tVaudulent  bankruptcy,  or  rendered  unwor- 
thy by  other  crimes,  as  also  a  man  of  rank  who  has  forfeited  his 
honor,  and  a  nobleman  deprived  of  liis  dignity  by  the  sentence 
of  a  conrt.  Past  examples  of  this  nature  we  desire  may  be  buried 
in  oblivion.  We  grant  permission  to  the  body  of  merchants 
at  the  capital  and  government  towns,  on  the  principles  of  the 
52d  article  of  the  Municipal  Code,  to  reject  from  the  third 
guild  all  persons  who  have  suftered  condemnation  in  a  civil 
court,  or  are  of  notoriously  vicious  conduct,  without  waiting, 
in  the  latter  case,  the  decision  of  a  court  of  law. 

The  additional  qujirter  per  centum  imposed  on  mercantile 
capital,  instead  of  being  annexed  to  the  imperial  revenue,  is 
henceforward  granted  to  the  towns,  in  the  view  tliat  it  may 
form  part  of  a  fund  to  be  raised  for  the  salaries  of  persons 
chosen  to  serve  in  the  community  of  merchants,  which  fund  is 
to  be  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  until  a  further  order  concerning 
its  application. 

In  token  of  our  regard  for  the  dignity  of  the  order  of  mer- 
chants, we  graciously  exonerate  all  the  three  guilds  from  their 
pecuniary  contributions  for  the  levy  of  recruits;  and  direct 
that  in  all  future  levies,  the  tax  should  be  abolished  from  the 
government  accounts. 

Merchants  of  tlie  first  guild  universally  are  permitted  to 
drive  in  a  carriage  witli  two  or  four  horses.  Native  merchants 
of  the  first  rank  only  are  eligible  to  the  most  respectable  oflfices 
in  the  magistracy;  on  native  merchants  of  the  first  rank  (females 
excepted)  we  confer  exclusively  the  prerogative  of  appearing 
at  our  Court;  to  them  we  exclusively  grant  the  right  of  wearing 
swords,  or  to  such  as  keep  the  national  dress,  sabres. 

Both  these  grants  in  favor  of  merchants  of  the  first  rank 
apply  only  to  the  individuals  declaring  their  capitals,  and  do 
not  extend  to  their  ciiildren,  or  other  branches  of  their  families 
who  do  not  severally  declare  their  capital.  It  is  undeistood 
that  neither  should,  in  its  nature,  be  perpetual,  but  both  to  con- 
tinue only  while  the  person  retains  his  title  as  a  merc!)ant  of 
the  first  rank. 

That  the  memory  of  the  families  of  such  merchants  may  be 
preserved  to  future  ages,  we  direct  the  Minister  of  Commerce 
to  open  a  velvet  l)Ook,  entitled  "Velvet  Book  of  distinguished 
Mercantile  families;"  this  book  is  to  be  divided  into  two  parts: 
in  the  first  are  to  be  inscribed  the  families  of  merciiants  in  the 
third  generation,  who.  througii  the  two  preceding  generations, 
that  is.  fronj  grandfather  to  father,  may  have  maintained  irre- 
proachable characters  in  the  highest  guild. 

The  respectable  name  of  such  third  lineal  descendant  is  to  be 
inscribed  at  full  length,  a)id  after  him  his  heirs  in  a  riglit  line 
continue  to  be  inscribed,  while  the  name  preserves  their  high 
commercial  dignity  untarnished.  In  the  second  part  are  to  be 
inscribed  the  collateral  branches  of  those  families,  not  even 
excepting  sucli  as  may  once  foi'lVit  their  title,  but  arise  again 
and  acquire  fresh  wreaths. 
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Reckoning  from  the  day  wlien  tl>e  Mitiistei-  of  Conimeire 
notified  tlie  first  o])cning  of  the  book,  in  ronipliancc  with  our 
pai'titiilar  desire,  the  surcessive  inscriptions  are  not  to  he  re- 
newed oftener  than  on(  e  in  six  years. 

The  documents  or  which  titles  are  founded  must  always  he 
examined  w  ith  the  utmost  strictness. 

When  a  single  merchant  of  the  first  rank  brings  forward 
documents,  the  Dame,  at  the  time  of  elections,  must  apply  in 
his  behalf  to  the  governor  of  the  capital  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  candidate  loi-  a  place  in  the  book  must  invite  in  |)erson 
s(>n»e  of  the  principal  nobility  to  appear  as  witnesses;  on  their 
appeai'ing  befoie  an  assembly  of  the  distinguished  body  of 
merchants,  the  family  of  the  said  candidate  is  to  be  inscribed 
in  this  book  of  commemoration,  the  signatures  of  the  witnesses 
must  be  affixed,  and  the  year  of  oui-  reign  specilied. 

This  book  is  ()])ened  for  Russian  merchants  of  the  christian 
faith,  in  cases  wliere  it  is  clearly  proved  that  the  father  and 
grandfather,  as  well  as  the  candidate  himself,  carried  on  trade 
in  the  Russian  dominions  as  a  merchant  of  the  highest  guild. 
For  niei  chants  of  the  Mohanmiedan  faith,  we  direct  a  book  to 
be  opened  in  the  city  of  Cazan. 

Art.    18.     Havins;  thus  laid  open  to  the  whole  mercantile  consequences  of

community  new  sources  ior  tlie  acriuirement  ot  wealth,  confer- 
red from  the  throne  adequate  distinctions,  and  exalted  its  gen- 
eral character:  actuated  by  motives  of  justice,  and  duly  esti- 
mating the  a(Ulitional  public  importance  annexed  to  the  body  of 
mei-chants;  we  perceive,  that  the  proportions  hitherto  estab- 
lished for  the  declaration  of  capital,  will  by  no  means  corres- 
pond w  ith  the  dignity  it  has  acquired.  On  this  head  we  mean 
to  publish  a  now  plan  of  regulations. 

Art.  19.     The  title  of  eminent  citix^en,  having  been  indis- Abniui.ingcheu- 
criminately  conferred  on  diflferent  kinds  of  merit,  is  no  longer  ;|^e°u. '"""""'"" 
to  be  held  by  merchants.     It  is  recommended  to  those  w  lio  now 
bear  this  name,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  general  right  of  in- 
sci'iption  in  the  guilds:  the  said  appellation  of  eminent  citizen 
only  i-emains  for  men  of  learning  and  artists. 

Art.  20.     Lastly,  in  testimony    of  our  imperial  anxiety  for  conciusu.H 
the  success  of  commerce,  we  grant  to  the  faithful  body  of  mei*- 
chants  of  botli    capitals,  and  of  Government  towns,  the  riglit 
in  case  they  should  observe, 

1st.  That  ti-ade  is  not  conducted  in  conformity  with  the  in- 
tentions and  statutes  of  our  imperial  power. 

2d.  That  the  rights  of  merchants  arc  suffered  to  decline 
through  ignorance,  negligence,  or  ill  design  of  those  who  should 
preserve  them.  To  present  a  report  of  the  same  through  ma- 
gistrates to  the  Minister  of  Commerce,  that  he  may  either  in- 
terfere witli  the  power  entrusted  to  him,  or  refei'  to  our  own 
inspection.  We  impose  upon  him  the  obligation  of  pi'otecting 
the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  the  mercantile  order  in  their  full 
force,  that  they  may  in  no  degree  be  invalidated  by  the  intlu- 
ence  of  local  authorities,  or  by  the  unwariness  of  the  merchants 
themselves. 
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We  order  this  our  niaiiifesto,  by  \\hicli  the  memorial  of  the 
municipal  code  is  still  farther  couiiiined  and  extended,  to  bo 
enrolled  in  the  number  of  the  fundamental  statutes  of  the 
Empire.  We  order  the  Supreme  Senate,  to  ))repare  a  copy 
thereof  on  parchment,  with  the  full  enumeration  of  all  our 
titles,  to  be  presented  for  our  signature;  after  which,  we  will 
direct  the  deed  to  be  confirmed  witii  our  imperial  seal,  and  to 
be  delivered  to  the  body  of  merchants,  that  they  may  keep  it 
as  a  perpetual  secnrity  of  the  rights  with  which  they  are  there- 
by invested.  In  the  full  assurance  that  such  improvements 
will  be  considered  as  a  solemn  ])ledge  of  our  imperial  esteem 
for  the  body  of  merchants,  we  join  our  prayers  m  itli  theirs, 
that  the  Almighty  may  shed  his  blessings  upon  our  pious  inten- 
tions, and  bestow  upon  our  Empiie  plenty  and  wealth  as  fruits 
of  the  industry  exerted  by  the  ordeis  thus  elevated  to  new 
importance.

Custom  House  Regulations  for  Commerce  with  Europe. 

FIRST  PART. 

Geueral  Organix>ation  of  Custom  Houses. 

Ch  APT  Eli    1st. 

Of  the  Establishment  of  Custom  Houses  and  their  Division  in  Classes. 

§  1.  There  shall  be  established  on  tlie  frontiers,  and  on  the  coasts,  as 
well  as  in  tlie  interior  of  the  empire,  and  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  custom 
houses  and  barriers  for  the  importation  of  foreign  goods,  and  the  exporta- 
tion of  Russian  products. 

§  2.  Custom  houses  for  European  Commerce,  whether  by  land  or  by 
sea,  are  divided  into  four  classes. 

^  3.  Those  of  the  first  class  are  custom  houses  of  entrepot.  All  foreign 
articles  not  prohibited,  may  be  imported  into  these  either  by  land  or  sea. 
All  the  other  custom  houses  may  send  merchandise  thither  to  have  the  du- 
ties acquitted.  The  merchants  mIio  enjoy  this  privilege  of  entrepot  may 
permit  their  goods  to  remain  eight  months,  and  all  others  six  months. 
Both  may  postpone  the  payment  of  duties  until  the  expiration  of  those 
periods. 

The  custom  houses  for  entrepot  are  those  of

It  is  not  permitted  in  the  custom  liousc  oC  Taganrog,  to  imi)ort  articles 
subject  to  coutagioJi.     These  arc  only  admitted  according  to  (|iiarantine 
regulations. 

"^  4.  Custom  houses  of  the  second  class,  embrace  those  of  tlie  frontiers, 
and  of  the  coasts,  whither  may  be  carried,  lor  the  payment  of  duties,  all 
goods  without  exception  of  whicli  the  entry  is  not  prohibited,  or  else  may 
forwai'd  those  same  goods  to  one  of  the  entrepots,  and  there  make  jjaymoit 
of  the  duties. 

The  tei'm  of  payment  for  duties  in  custom  houses  of  the  second  class,  or 
for  expediting  merchandise  to  a  custom  house  of  entrepot,  is  two  montlis. 

The  Minister  of  Finance,  however,  to  encoui'age  the  fabrics  of  the  inte- 
rior is  authorised  to  admit  to  entrepot  duriiig  six  months,  and  without  pay- 
ing tlie  duties  before  the  expiration  of  that  term,  certain  articles  of  mer- 
chandise; forcxam})le,  cotton  cloths,  intended  to  be  printed,  brown  sugar,  kc. 
The  bureaus  of  the  principal  custom  houses,  are  at 
Revel,

Grodno, 
Mohileff,

And  in  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  at 
Lublin,

Duties  cannot  be  paid  at  Revel,   nor  at  Libau,  upon  foreign  goods  des- 
tined for  Moscow,  Wilna,  Riga.   Petersburg,    or  other  towns,  which  liave 
custom  houses   of  entrepot.     These  goods,  after  the  consignee  shall  have 
made  bis  entry,  and  has  given  a  guarantee  conformably  to  the  regulation 
for  foreign  merchandise  in  entrepot,    must  be  sealed  and  transported  for 
payment  of  the  duties  to  the  p  ace  of  destination. 

It  is  not  permitted  to  import  by  the  custom  house  of  Eupatorie,  any  but 
merchandise  not  liable  to  contagion,  and  which  are  admissable  according 
to  quarantine  regulations. 

§5.     The  custom   houses  of  the  third   class  are  those  of  the  frontiers, 
and  of  the  coasts,   which   are  called  "'of  declaration.'*     It  is  permitted  to 
imjjort  through  those  custom  houses,  goods  not  prohibited,  and  the  duties 
may  thei'c  be  paid  on  such  as  are  designated  in  Table  A,  annexed  to  the 
tariff.     Other  articles  must  be  sent  to  custom  houses  of  entrepot.     The 
term  of  their  expedition,  as  also  that  tor  payment  of  duties  on  articles  of 
the  Table  A,  is  one  month  from  the  time  of  importation.

There  shall  likewise  be  established  in  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  custom 
houses  of  declaration,  which  belong  to  those  of  the  third  class,  but  they 
will  collect  no  duties  upon  merchandise  imi)orted;  they  will,  for  payment 
of  duties,  be  forwarded  to  principal  custom  houses,  as  is  prescribed  in  the 
6th  part  of  this  ordijiance.

§  6.  The  custom  houses  of  the  fourth  class,  comprise  the  custom  houses 
and  barriers  of  the  frontiers,  and  of  ports  ^^  here  it  is  only  permitted  to 
import  the  articles  contained  in  Table  A.  The  payment  of  the  duties  to 
which  they  are  lable,  must  be  made  within  a  mouth  from  the  time  of  im 
portation,  and  it  is  not  permitted  to  forward  from  those  custom  houses  and 
barriers,  articles  entered  therein  to  any  otlier  custom  house  for  settlement 
of  the  duties.

Of  all  goods  of  which  entry  is  permitted  through  the  customs  of  the 
fourth  class,  the  custom  houses  of  the  Black   Sea  can  only  admit  those 
which  are  not  liable  to  contagion,  and  which  are  permitted  by  the  quaran- 
tine regulations. 

§  7.  In  addition,  are  established  on  the  the  line  of  frontiers  between 
Russia  and  Poland,  custom  houses  of  control,  which  arc  classed  with  those 
of  the  fourth  rank. 
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Their  bureaus  are  at 

Goniondk, 

Chowclitchencsk, 

Zcclianovcz, 

Nourez, 

Preboroosk, 

Brest-Letoosk. 

Oustiloiijcsk. 
The  five  first  of  these  custom    houses   ^^  ill   only  ])ei'niit  those  articles  to 
])ass  which  are  designated   in   Table   A,  after  they  have  j)aid  duty  in  the 
custom  houses  of  Warsaw,  Lublin,   and   Novodvoi'sk.     The  two  last  will 
permit  all  articles  to  be  sent  on  to  Russian  entrepots, 

^8.  Exports  of  Russian  merchandise  may  be  made  through  all  the 
custom  iiouses  and  barriers  of  the  fourth  class  indisci'iminately,  and  even 
tliroiigh  those  of  conti-ol.  The  duties  may  be  paid  to  the  custom  houses 
boi'dering  upon  Russia,  that  is  those  of  Polangen,  Gorchdoff,  and  Tour- 
bourg,  and  to  the  custom  houses  boi-dering  upon  Austria,  that  is.  those  of 
Droiijkopol,  Radziviloif,  Voh>tochki,  Gourjatin,  and  Isakoutcsk,  as  well 
as  in  all  maritime  custom  houses. 

But,  in  the  intermediate  custom  houses,  between  the  Emj)ire  of  Russia 
arul  the  Kingdom  of  Poland,  duties  will  not  be  collected  on  merchandise 
exjjorted.  unless  at  the  desire  of  the  exporter.  When  goods  pass  without 
acquitting  the  duties,  they  are  to  be  collected  in  Russian  principal  custom 
houses,  or  in  those  of  declaration  which  are  established  in  the  kingdom  of 
Poland. 

§  9.  The  custom  houses  and  barriers  in  advance  of  Kronstadt,  which 
depend  upon  the  entrepot  of  St.  Petersburg;  of  Bolderaje,  which  depends 
upon  that  of  Riga;  of  Port  Baltic,  which  depends  upon  the  principal  of 
Revel;  and  the  custom  house  of  Magdebourg,  which  depends  upon  that  of 
declaration  of  Neva,  collect  no  duties  on  merchandise  imported;  and  for  the 
transportation  of  those  goods  to  the  respective  custom  houses,  they  will 
conform  to  the  instructions  which  are  given  to  them.  In  resjject  to'  mer- 
chandise exported,  those  custoui  houses  will  collect  the  duties  upon  what 
belongs  to  the  captains  and  to  passengers. 

§  10.  Every  custom  house  and  every  barrier  must  have  placed  ovei- 
the  door  of  entry  an  escutcheon,  with  the  arms  of  the  Empire,  with  this 
inscription:  Custom  ikjuse  of ;  or.  Barrier  of . 

Chapter  2d. 

Arrondisment  of  the  different  custom  houses:    §  11,  12,  I3. 

Chapter  3d. 

Of  custom  house  Guards. 

§  14.  To  prevent  imports  and  exports  evading  the  duties,  the  custom 
houses  will  have  an  establishment  of  surveillance  on  the  coasts  and  fron- 
tiers of  the  Empire,  as  well  as  on  the  line  of  control  between  Russia  and 
the  kingdom  of  Poland. 

§  15.  The  surveillance  of  the  custom  houses  will  be  confided  to  detach- 
ments of  the  custom  house  guards. 
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These  detachments  will  he  composed  of  10  to  15  gcnd'armes,  according 
as  the  situation  of  the  frontiers  or  the  coasts  may  require. 

§  ir.  At  the  distance  of  every  fifteen  verstes  there  will  he  a  detachment 
of  guards. 

^18.     There  will  he,  for  tliree  detachments,  an  inspector  and  assistant. 

^  I  9.  The  guard  of  each  arrondisment  will  depend  immediately  upon 
tiie  chief  of  the  arrondisment.  But  the  guard  of  the  arrondisment  of 
Theodosia  and  of  Taganrog  will  be  under  the  orders  of  tiie  commanders 
of  tliose  two  towns. 

§  20.  The  gend'armes  of  the  guard  of  the  customs  will  be  selected 
preferably  among  the  military  of  subaltern  rank,  discharged  with  certifi- 
cates of  good  conduct. 

§  21.  The  gend'armes  of  the  guard  of  the  customs  will  wear  upon  their 
breasts  and  upon  their  uniforms,  a  plate  with  the  cypher  of  his  Imperial 
Majesty,  and  with  the  inscription,  Guards  of  the  Customs,  and  the  No. 

§  22.  The  inspectors  of  the  guards,  their  assistants,  and  the  gend'ar- 
mes on  duty,  will  carry  side  arms  and  fire  arms. 

§  23.  Tbe  principal  customs  will  employ  and  keep  on  service,  at  sea 
and  on  the  rivers,  cutters  and  boats  which  can  be  armed. 

§  24.  The  line  of  the  frontiers  from  the  extremity  of  Russian  territory 
will  extend  two  verstes  into  the  interior.  The  guard  is  bound  to  visit  this 
line  night  and  day,  in  each  direction,  as  well  on  the  frontiers  as  on  the 
coasts. 

§  25.  The  guards  of  the  customs  will  not  collect  any  impost,  nor 
receive  any  retribution;  its  only  duty  is,  closely  to  watch  the  coasts  and 
frontiers. 

§  26.  Those  employed  as  guards  of  the  customs  are  vigilantly  to  watch 
over  the  prompt  execution  of  the  laws,  to  prevent  contraband.  It  is  their 
duty  to  seize  all  smuggled  goods,  as  well  as  the  persons  engaged  therein, 
and  to  conduct  them  without  delay  to  the  nearest  custom  house,  that  they 
may  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

SECOND  PART. 

Chapter  1st. 

Importations  by  Sea. 

Section  1st.     Entry  of  Vessels. 

§  27.  Tiie  entry  of  vessels  coming  from  foreign  countries,  and  the 
importation  of  merchandise  by  sea,  are  only  permitted  in  tlie  ports  desig- 
uated  Im  the  regulations. 

§  28.     Excepted  form  this  rule  are — 

1st.  Fisliing  boats  and  other  small  embarcations  laden  w  ith  fresh  fisli 
for  the  supply  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  sea  shore,  and  also  vessels  arriving 
from  the  interior  of  Russia,  laden  with  the  products  of  agriculture  and  of 
industry. 

2d.  Merchandise  saved  from  vessels  shipwrecked. 

§  29.  Captains  and  masters  of  merchant  vessels  of  every  nation,  with 
or  without  cargo,  when  they  approach  a  Russian  port,  must  always, 
except  in  case  of  a  tempest,  come  to  anchor  near  the  first  revenue  tender, 
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and  if  even  driven  beyond  this,   must  cast  anchor,  without  entering  the 
l)ort  as  soon  as  the  storm  will  permit. 

^SO.  If  a  cajjtain  or  master  of  a  vessel  contravene  this  preceding  arti- 
cle, the  revenue  boat  will  lire  upon  him,  and  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  five 
silver  roubles  to  tiie  crown. 

§  31.  During  the  months  when  the  navigation  is  open,  there  must  always 
be  an  oftirer  of  the  customs  on  board  the  revenue  boat.  He  is  always  to 
accompany  the  commaiuler  of  the  boat,  whenever  the  latter  boards  vessels 
newly  arrived,  to  examine  his  passports  and  certificates  of  (juai'autine,  if 
coming  from  places  whence  such  certificates  are  necessary.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  oiiicer  of  the  customs,  to  demand  of  the  captahi  his  bills  of  lading, 
seal  them  up  and  return  them.  He  will  then  enter  in  his  book,  the  name 
of  the  vessel,  that  of  the  captain,  of  what  nation,  from  whence  coming  and 
whether  with  or  without  a  cargo. 

So  long  as  vessels  just  arrived,  are  within  view  of  the  cutter,  the  custom- 
house ollicer  must  vigilantly  watch  that  they  neither  load  nor  unload  any 
articles  of  merchandise,  and  if  detected  therein,  the  ottender  must  be 
seized  and  conducted  to  the  custom-house. 

The  oiiicer  is  required,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  report  to  the  custom-house, 
all  vessels  boarded  from  the  cutter,  as  well  as  those  which  may  have  passed 
without  being  boarded. 

§  32.  In  those  ports  wiiere  there  are  inspectors  of  the  customs,  they 
siiall,  as  a  vessel  enters,  proceed  on  board,  seal  up  the  hatches  and  all 
other  openings,  rendering  it  impossible  to  discharge  any  tiling.  It  is  pre- 
scribed to  those  inspectors,  as  also,  those  of  the  maritime  frontiers, 
carefully  to  prevent  vessels  when  proceeding  from  the  cutter  to  the  port, 
from  receiving  or  discharging  any  articles.  The  offender  and  the  articles 
to  be  seized  and  sent  to  the  custom-house. 

§  33.  As  soon  as  a  vessel  shall  have  entered  the  port,  an  officer  will 
proceed  on  board  and  compare  the  number  of  seals  with  those  reported  by 
the  inspector.  He  will  leave  on  board,  an  officer,  to  wliom  he  will  give  a 
list,  indicating  the  number  and  places  of  tiie  seals.  He  will  then  enter  in 
his  b«ok,  the  arrival  of  the  vessel,  w  ill  receive  from  the  captain  the  envelope 
containing  his  bills  of  lading,  and  will,  without  delay,  despatch  him  to  the* 
custom-house,  with  his  report,  in  which  he  will  indicate:  1st.  The  names 
of  the  vessel  and  captain.  2d.  Of  what  nation.  3d.  Whence  from  and 
length  of  passage.  4th.  Whether  laden  or  not.  5th.  Whether  the  hatches 
awd  other  openings  have  been  duly  sealed  by  the  inspector.  6th.  What 
objects  are  in  the  cabin  and  other  places  not  susceptible  of  being  sealed. 
7th.  What  places  have  been  sealed,  their  number  and  the  name  of  the 
officer  left  in  charge  of  the  vessel. 

§  34.  In  maritime  ports  w  here  there  are  neither  cutters  nor  inspectoi-s, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  vessels  to  receive  from  the  cajitain 
his  bills  of  lading,  to  seal  the  hatches  and  other  openings,  and  immediate- 
ly afterwards  to  present  the  bills  of  lading  to  the  custom  house  with  his 
rejiort,  comprising  all  that  is  ordered  in  §  33,  except  the  article  5. 

§  35.  Every  bill  of  lading  presented  to  the  custom-house  with  the  re- 
port of  the  superintendent  of  vessels,  will  be  signed  by  the  director  gener- 
al, and  with  the  seal  of  the  customs  atHxed. 

§  36.  If  a  captain  resists  the  placing  of  the  seals,  the  inspector  or  the 
superintendent  of  vessels  shall  give  notice  to  the  custom-house,  which  shall 
take  immediate  and  rigorous  measures  to  affix  the  seals,   and  ta  reinforce 
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the  guard,  IT  on  examination  the  captain  be  found  guilty,  a  fine  of  500 
silver  roubles  shall  be  levied  on  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  crown. 

§  37.  An  inspector  of  the  customs,  or  a  superintendent  of  vessels,  who 
shall  permit  a  vessel  to  enter  the  port  without  having  affixed  the  requisite 
seals,  and  who  docs  not  ofier  justifiable  reasons  for  the  omission,  shall  be 
dismissed. 

§  58.  Places  of  anchoring,  and  permissions  to  change  those  places,  de- 
pend on  the  maritime  administration  of  the  port. 

In  ports  where  there  is  no  maritime  administration,  the  designation  will 
be  made  by  the  superintendents  of  vessels. 

Section  2d. 

OJ  the  Presentation  of  Manifests. 

^  39.  Every  captain  of  a  vessel  is  obliged  within  24  hours,  unless  ])re- 
vented  by  the  weather,  to  present  himself  at  the  custom-house.  His  bills 
of  lading  will  be  returned  to  him,  and  he  is  to  deliver  a  manifest  of  his 
cargo,  or  a  declaration  of  his  arrival  in  ballast,  written  in  tiie  language 
with  which  he  is  most  familiar. 

§40.  Any  captain  who  does  not  present  himself  at  the  custom-house 
within  24  hours,  and  does  not  deliver  his  manifest  within  48  hours,  sball 
pay  a  fine  to  the  crown  of  10  roubles. 

§41.     The  manifest  of  the  captain  must  exhibit, 

1st.  The  name  of  vessel  and  captain,  and  to  what  nation  belonging. 
2d.  "Whence  from;  length  of  passage;  and  name  of  consignee.  Sd.  The 
tonnage  and  draft  of  water.  4th.  The  articles  comprising  the  cargo, 
with  the  marks  and  numbers,  and  the  numbers  to  be  in  letters,  not  in 
figures,  of  all  the  packages,  &c.;  the  names  of  the  persoys  to  whom  the 
goods  are  to  he  delivered,  or  to  specify  if  they  are  consigned  to  order. 
5th.  The  number  of  passengers,  and  the  effects  belonging  to  each.  6th. 
The  ot  jects  which  belong  to  the  captain  and  to  the  sailors,  includiiig  there- 
in their  clothes  and  provisions,  and  rigging  of  the  vessel,  designating  their 
'  quantity  and  quality.  7th.  The  names  of  the  sailors,  and  the  nation  of 
each  individual.  8th.  The  number  of  bills  of  lading  for  the  entire 
cargo. 

In  fine,  if  the  captain  by  stress  of  weather  has  been  obliged  to  throw 
any  part  of  his  cargo  overboard  for  preservation  of  his  vessel  and  cargo, 
or  if  from  any  cause  whatever  he  has  discliarged  any  part  f)f  his  cai-go  in 
another  port,  he  will  declare  this  by  protest,  and  will  state  it  in  his  man- 
ifest. 

§42.  The  captain's  manifest  must  ccmform  to  his  bills  of  lading,  and 
the  notes  of  lading;  which,  with  iiis  signature  affixed,  must  be  ]>resented 
to  the  bureau  of  the  customs,  together  witli  his  passport  and  certificate  of 
quarantine,  if  he  have  one. 

§43.  Bills  of  lading  must  accompany  all  merchandise  imported  into 
Russia.  This  document  is  exacted  in  the  ports  of  the  AVhite  Sea,  of  the 
Baltic,  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  of  the  sea  of  Azof,  with  the  exception  only 
of  meichandise  coming  from  the  Ottoman  provinces,  and  laden  in  Russian 
or  Turkish  vessels. 

44.     The  bills  of  lading  must  specify, 
1st.     The  name  of  the  shipper.     2d.     The  place  of  shipment,  and  the 
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ikstinatioK.  3il.  Tlie  kind  wf  goods  contained  in  each  package  expressed 
in  general  terms:  thus,  merchandise  of  cotton,  wool,  silk,  steel,  earthen 
ware,  ciiina,  glass  ware,  sugar*,  coffee,  k.c.  4th.  The  (juantity  of  each 
kind  in(licate(l  in  net  or  gi'oss  weight,  separately  for  eacJi  package,  or  for 
all  together:  for  example,  JOG  hhds.  of  sugar  relinod  or  not  refined,  weigh- 
ing together  so  many  pounds  net  or  gross;  10  cases  of  pi'unes  weighing 
together  so  many  ])ounds  net  or  gross  weight:  200  cases  earthen  wai'c 
weighing  together  so  many  pounds  net  or  gross;  200  hales  of  cloth  weigh- 
ing together  so  many  pounds  net  or  gross,  k,c.  When  articles  of  different 
kinds,  such  for  example  as  tools,  implements  of  iron,  steel,  or  other  metal, 
tScc.  the  wet  or  gross  weight  of  each  package  must  he  separately  designa- 
ted under  the  appellation  of  "hardware."-  5th.  The  name  of  the  captain 
and  of  tlie  vessel.  And  6th.  The  net  rate  of  freight.  The  hills  of  lading 
must  he  signed  hy  the  ca|)tain,  and  if  any  he  presented  which  ai'e  not  signed, 
tlie  otlicers  of  the  customs  will  cause  tiiem  to  he  immediately  signed. 

<^45.  The  impoi't  duty  on  liquids  heing  payahle  hy  measure,  the  bills 
ol'  lading  must  specify  the  quantity  contained  in  each  vessel  or  the  contents 
of  the  whole. 

Liquids  contained  in  hottles  or  flasks,  packed  in  cases  or  other  packages, 
must,  in  the  hills  of  lading,  have  the  number  of  packages  and  the  contents 
of  eacli  designated. 

^46.  Articles  paying  duty  by  the  package  according  to  the  tariff,  such 
as  tar  and  pitch,  are  not  subject  to  a  specification  ot'  weight  or  measure  in 
the  hills  of  lading. 

Nor  will  such  specification  he  required  for  rude  articles  of  the  mineral 
kingdouj  used  for  ballast,  such  as  salt,  plaster,  alabaster,  marble,  &c., 
when  not  in  packages. 

<vi4r.  If  goods  are  imported  by  sea  without  bills  of  lading,  or  if  the 
bills  of  lading  have  interlineations  or  erasures,  or  if  they  are  not  according 
to  prescribed  formalities,  or  if,  on  visiting  the  vessel,  they  are  found  to 
differ  from  the  real  state  of  the  cargo,  in  all  such  or  other  cases  of  inform- 
ality, the  goods  will  be  subject,  besides  the  regular  duties,  to  an  addition 
of  10  per  cent,  up  on  the  same. 

1^48.  Goods  free  of  duty,  will  he  admitted  without  bills  of  lading,  and 
in  case  of  irregularly  are  exempt  from  fine. 

()49.  Bills  of  lading  aie  not  required  for  goods  belonging  to  the  cap- 
tain, to  the  j)assengers  or  sailoi-s,  except  super  cargoes  who  are  not  exempt 
from  presenting  their  l)ills  of  lading  and  their  invoices. 

<^  50.  If  bills  of  lading  giving  the  weights,  do  not  express  whether  it  is 
gross  or  net,  relercncc  will  be  made  to  the  declai'ation  of  the  merchant. 
But  the  goods  will  j)ay  the  additional  duty  prescribed  hy  §  47. 

§51.  GootKs  to  Older,  may  henceforth  be  imjjorted.  For  payment  of 
the  duties,  if  not  pi-ohibitcd  i)y  the  tariff',  they  are  to  be  proceeded  with 
according  to  the  rules  relative  to  imports. 

1$  52.  The  tonnage,  lasts,  or  number  of  sea  tons  of  every  vessel  must 
he  designated  exactly  in  the  captain's  manifest,  according  to  the  certificates 
of  tlie  place  where  the  vessel  was  built,  or  of  that  where  she  was  measured, 
or  according  to  the  acquittance  of  tonnage  dues  in  some  port.  If  mea- 
sured in  a  Russian  poi-t,  the  tcmnage  will  he  expressed  according  to  the 
certificate  of  such  port.  A  ca})tain  convicted  of  having  diminished  the 
measurement  more  than  10  lasts,  shall  pay  2  silver  loubles  for  every  last 
thus  diminished. 
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$  53.  If  a  captain  pretends  that  he  has  no  bills  of  lading  or  other  docu- 
ments relative  to  his  cargo,  he  shall  not  on  that  account  or  any  other,  be 
relieved  iVom  the  necessity  of  producing  his  manifest,  and  of  being  respon- 
sible for  its  correctness. 

§  54.  If,  after  having  presented  his  manifest,  the  captain  discovers 
that  he  has  through  error  specified  too  much  or  too  little  therein,  and,  if 
within  24  hours,  he  gives  information  thereof,  he  is  to  be  permitted  to 
make  the  necessary  correction.  Beyond  this  term,  he  cannot,  under  any 
pretext,  make  the  slightest  change  in  his  manifest. 

§  55.  The  director  or  other  ofhcer  of  the  customs,  is  required  to  receive 
the  manifest  of  every  captain,  to  note  the  day  on  which  it  is  presented,  to 
attach  to  it  the  bills  of  lading,  and  to  afiix  the  seal  of  the  customs.  He  will 
cause  it  to  be  translated;  the  original  will  be  enregistered  and  numbered, 
and  an  exact  copy  taken,  according  to  which  the  cargo  is  to  be  discharged. 

§  56.  These  formalities  being  complied  m  ith,  an  officer  of  the  customs, 
accompanied  by  tlie  superintendent  of  vessels,  will,  without  delay,  visit 
the  vessel,  whether  laden  or  in  ballast.  He  will  remove  the  seals,  affix 
others,  note  on  the  manifest  whether  it  is  found  to  be  correct,  or  wherein 
e'Toneous.  He  will  state  the  number  of  seals  affixed  by  liim,  and  the  name 
of  the  inspector  who  is  left  with  the  vessel.  He  will  then  sign  his  name 
to  the  whole.  During  this  visit,  the  captain  is  required  to  shew,  all  be- 
longing as  well  to  him  as  to  his  crew,  and  all  places  destined  to  contain 
cargo,  under  the  penalty  to  the  crown  of  100  silver  roubles. 

§  57.  Until  the  manifest  is  presented  and  the  visit  completed,  no  person 
is  permitted  to  board  or  to  leave  the  vessel.  All  the  passengers  and  crew 
must  consequently  be  examined  when  leaving  the  vessel,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain that  nothing  is  landed.  If  articles  are  discovered,  other  than  goods 
free  of  duty,  they  shall  be  confiscated,  and  the  party  sentenced  to  fine  as 
follows:  For  merchandise  liable  to  duty,  five  times  the  amount  of  duty. 
For  prohibited  goods,  double  the  value  thereof. 

§  58.  In  ])orts  where  there  are  two  custom-houses,  that  is,  one  at  the 
sea  shore,  and  one  'principal'  in  the  town,  the  first  will  immediately  forward 
to  the  second  the  original  declaration  of  the  captain,  sealed,  with  the  docu- 
ments of  his  cargo,  and  will  send  separately  the  translation  of  his  manifest, 
kc.  If  the  ship  cannot  get  up  to  the  principal  customs,  with  all  her  cargo, 
the  custom-house,  in  advance,  will  deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  vessels, 
legalized  co])y  of  the  manifest. 

§  59.  No  captain  is  to  proceed  to  the  principal  custom-house,  nor  quit 
the  station  allotted  to  him,  before  having  presented  his  manifest  at  the  ad- 
vanced customs. 

^  60.  Goods  cannot  be  transported  from  one  vessel  to  another,  until 
permission  is  obtained  from  the  customs.  In  contravention  of  this,  whoever 
may  be  the  proprietor,  if  even  the  imperial  court  itself,  or  whether  imported 
by  a  vefesel  of  w  ar,  or  of  commerce,  the  goods  shall  be  condemned  as  if  they 
were  conti'aband,  unless  they  be  such  as  are  duty  fi-ee. 

§  61.  The  captain  is  responsible  for  the  observance,  by  his  crew,  of  all 
the  regulations  of  the  customs. 

§  62.  The  captain,  no  matter  to  what  nation  he  belongs,  is  obliged,  in 
Russian  ports,  to  conform  strictly  to  all  the  regulations  of  the  customs. 

§  63.  Foreign  ships  of  war,  arriving  for  matters  of  commerce,  will  be 
<onsidered  as  meichant  vessels,  and  held  to  tlie  same  obligations  and  rc- 
«i)unsibilities.

Section  3d. 

OJ  the  Discharging  of  Cargoes. 

^  64.  Vessels  in  ballast  at  an  advanced  custom-house,  and  tliose  whicli 
can  proceed  to  the  principal  customs  without  discharging:^  any  part  of  iheir 
caro^o,  niny  do  so,  as  soon  as  their  manifest  has  been  delivered,  the  vessel 
visited,  and  the  seals  affixed. 

§  65.  If  vessels  cannot  proceed  to  the  customs  vvitlj  their  entire  cargo, 
it  is  permitted  to  lighten  them  by  trajisports. 

^  Q>6.  'Tliose  lighters  are  neither  to  he  laden  nor  disrhai-ged,  except  in 
presence  of  the  captain  of  the  ship,  or  his  substitute,  and  in  presence  of  the 
person  commanding  the  lighter. 

^  (})7.  The  hatches  of  the  lighter  are  to  be  sealed,  as  soon  as  she  is  laden, 
and  an  exact  report  made  to  the  customs. 

'^  68.  The  olHcer  of  the  customs,  as  soon  as  this  report  is  received,  will 
take  bills  of  lading  from  the  master  of  the  lighter,  and  will  send  him,  with 
a  jjassport  containing  all  the  requisite  formalities,  to  the  principal  custom 
house. 

«$  69.  If  desii-ed  by  the  captain  of  the  vessel,  or  owner  of  the  goods,  they 
may,  on  their  account,  place  a  person  on  board  the  lighter  to  superintend 
their  propei-ty. 

^  70.  The  advanced  custom  house,  makes  report  daily  to  the  principal 
customs,  of  all  arrivals  and  departures  of  vessels. 

(J)  71.  A  lighter  departing  from  the  vessel  before  the  re({uisite  seals  arc 
affixed,  shall  subject  the  master  thereof  to  a  fine  of  fifty  silver  roubles  to 
the  crown. 

§  74.  No  officer,  lett  in  charge  of  a  vessel  or  of  a  lighter,  shall,  on  any 
pretext,  absent  himself. 

(^  75.  Perishable  articles  are  excepted  from  the  general  law  in  reference 
to  ti-ansport  by  lighters.  They  may  be  hurried  forward,  under  orders  of 
the  pi-ojjer  autliority. 

$  76.  Vessels  may  discharge  from  sunrise  to  sunset,  except  on  holidays. 
In  the  ports  of  the  White  sea,  where  the  navigation  is  so  soon  closed,  vessels 
are  to  discharge  during  holidays. 

^75.  Vessels  must  not  discharge  in  the  night,  except  in  extraordinary 
cases,  necessary  to  save  some  vessel  or  cargo. 

^7G.  A  commander  discharging  at  prohibited  hours,  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
50  silver  roubles,  ami  the  inspector  in  chai-ge  shall  be  dismissed. 

^  77.  No  goods  must  be  unladen  except  at  permitted  places,  under  penalty 
of  100  silver  roubles  to  the  crown. 

<5  78.  The  ])ort  holes  of  vessels  must  be  closed  whilst  discharging,  except 
when  opened  by  order  of  the  officer,  under  the  ])enalty  of  25  silver  roubles 
to  the  crown. 

§79.  If  a  vessel  or  lighter  gets  aground,  the  inspector  who  has  been 
placed  on  board  must  immediately  inform  the  custom-house,  who,  con- 
jointly with  the  proprietor,  will  take  the  necessary  measures  for  preser- 
vation of  goods,  vessel,  and  lighter. 

•^iSO.  Vessels  or  lighters  proceeding  from  an  advanced  to  a  principal 
custom-house,  are  under  the  inspection  of  the  superintendents  of  vessels 
attached  to  the  latter. 

<^81.    If  a  vessel  or  lighter  arrive  witiiout  having  the    seals  affixed,  or 
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if  they  are  damaged,  tlur  shall  he  immediately  affixed,  and  a  report  mado 
to  the  principle  customs. 

§  82.  As  soon  as  a  vessel  has  anchored,  the  custom-house  will  deliver  a 
copy  of  the  captain's  manifest,  to  the  first  superintendent  of  vessels,  and 
to  the  inspector  of  custom-house  stores,  that  tlie  cargo  may  he  discharged 
and  received  tlierein.  In  ports,  where  there  are  no  puhlic  stores,  the 
goods  may  he  deposited  in  private  warehouses,  under  authority  of  the 
customs. 

§  83.  The  first  superintendent  of  vessels,  as  soon  as  he  has  received  the 
manifest,  must,  with  a  deputy,  examinine  the  seals,  and  place  inspectors 
to  superintend  the  unlading. 

§84.  In  ports  where  there  are  no  puhlic  lighters,  flat  bottomed  boats 
may  he  employed,  under  the  inspection  and  responsibility  of  the  superin- 
tendents of  vessels. 

§  85.  All  goods  discharged  must  be  accompanied  by  an  officer  to  the 
public  store,  where  they  will  be  received  by  the  storekeeper. 

§  86.  The  public  storekeeper  must  note  on  the  manifest,  what  packages 
he  has  received.  When  heavy  goods,  difficult  to  be  transported,  are  placed 
on  the  sliore,  they  are  under  the  care  of  the  officers,  who  will  give  receipts 
for  them  to  the  storekeeper. 

§  87.  When  a  vessel  is  discharged,  the  superintendent  and  inspector 
are  to  make  rejwit  thereof  to  the  customs. 

^  88.  Damaged  packages,  and  such  as  exceed  the  number  containued 
in  the  manifest,  shall  be  immediately  opened,  in  presence  of  an  officer,  the 
captain,  owner  or  his  clerk. 

<5  89.  The  unlading  of  a  vessel  or  lighter  being  completed,  the  officers 
of  the  customs  w  ill  carefully  search  every  part,  to  ascertain  if  any  thing  be 
concealed. 

§  90.  Discharged  vessels  and  lighters,  which  have  been  thus  visited, 
are  permitted  to  haul  off  as  designated  by  the  officer  of  customs. 

§  91.  Vessels  repoi'ted  to  be  in  ballast,  must  nevertheless  be  visited  as 
ordered  by  the  foregoing  articles. 

§  92.  xVs  sooji  as  a  vessel  is  discharged,  the  measurer  of  vessels  shall 
measure  her,  according  to  the  prescribed  rules,  to  ascertain  her  measure- 
ment in  lasts. 

^  93.  It  is  strictly  forbidden  to  all  Russian  and  foreign  vessels,  to  take 
on  board  goods  of  any  kind,  in  ports  or  places  not  designated,  under  penalty 
of  100  silver  roubles,  and  under  pain  of  confiscation,  and  other  payments, 
as  stated  in  §  57. 

§  94.  It  is  also  strictly  forbidden  to  captains,  merchants,  and  owners, 
to  open  any  package  on  board  the  vessel.  If  they  do,  and  if  even  no  in- 
jury be  done,  a  fine  shall  be  paid  of  100  silver  roubles. 

§  95.  Prohibition  is  equally  made,  to  all  boatmen  and  others,  to  take 
to,  or  receive  any  thing  from  vessels,  without  permission  of  the  customs, 
and  under  penalty  of  confiscation. 

Section  4th. 

Of  more  or  less  Packages  than  are  contained  in  the  Manifest. 

<$y  96.  If  in  unlading,  more  goods  or  packages  are  found  than  are  ex- 
pressed in  the  manifest,  but  »re  contained  in   the  bills  of  lading,  presented 
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at  the  same  time,  this  may  be  deemed  an  error,  and  may  he  corrected  with- 
out penalty. 

<$  97.  if  in  unlading  a  vessel,  more  packages  arc  found  than  are  entered 
either  in  manifest  or  bills  of  lading,  and  tliat  before  the  time  fixed  for  set- 
tling the  duties  the  owner  of  such  goods  proves  by  an  invoice  or  bill  of 
lading  that  they  were  shipped  for  his  account,  then  they  shall  be  delivered 
to  him  on  payment  of  the  duties,  and  an  addition  of  10  per  cent,  for  having 
imported  goods  without  bills  of  lading.  The  captain  shall  pay  a  fine  equal 
to  the  amount  of  duties  on  said  goods. 

§  98.  If  the  captain  omits  to  insert  in  his  manifest,  any  packages  he- 
longing  to  a  passenger,  and  the  latter  applies  to  claim  his  property  at  the 
customs,  the  captain  shall  be  asked  if  the  goods  belong  to  such  passenger. 
If  the  captain  answer  athmatively,  the  goods  shall  be  delivered  accordingly, 
and  the  captain  shall  pay  for  each  package  thus  omitted  a  fine  to  the  crown 
of  10  silver  roubles. 

^99.  If  the  goods  not  inserted  in  the  manifest  belong  to  the  captain 
himself,  they  shall  be  forfeited,  unless  the  articles  are  free  of  duty,  and 
then  the  penalty  must  be  as  in  i§i  57. 

^  100.  Packages,  or  articles,  neither  marked  in  manifest  or  bill  of 
lading,  if  not  claimed  before  the  duties  are  payable,  will  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  captain,  and  will  be  proceeded  with  as  in  §  99. 

§  101.  If  packages  called  for  by  manifests  and  bills  of  lading,  are  not 
to  be  found  when  discharging,  the  captain  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  duty 
thereon,  at  the  rate  of  similar  articles  of  first  quality,  and  the  captain  shall 
be  held  accountable  to  the  proprietor  for  the  goods  missing. 

§  102.  Goods  in  the  manifest  not  found  on  board,  and  for  which  the 
captain  presents  either  no  bill  of  lading  or  an  informal  one,  shall  be  reported 
to  tiie  customs,  and  the  invoice  demanded  of  the  owner,  which  shall  be  pre- 
sented within  '24  hours,  and  agreeably  to  which  the  captain  shall  pay  duty. 
If  such  invoice  be  not  j)roduced,  the  captain  shall  pay  for  each  missing 
package  a  fine  of  200  silver  roubles. 

§  103.  If  a  package  delivered  to  a  lighter  be  lost,  then  all  the  respon- 
sibility and  consequences  mentioned  above  fall  ujjon  the  commander  of  the 
lighter. 

Section  5th. 

Of  Ships^  Provisions  and  of  Permission  given  to  Captains  for  the  Sale  of  their 

Goods  by  Retail. 

§  104.  Captains  of  vessels  arriving  in  Russian  ports  from  places  be- 
yond the  Sound,  may  have  for  the  sujjply  of  tiieir  crew,  free  of  duty,  the  fol- 
lowhig  articles:  for  each  individual,  captain  included,  two  anchorsofrum,  or 
other  strong  liquor;  three  anchors  of  beer  and  porter;  one  anchor  of  w  ine; 
ten  jKJunds  of  coffee;  one  pound  of  sugar;  and  one  pound  of  tea.  Vessels 
from  ports  witiiiu  the  Souiul  can  only  thus  appropriate  one  half  the  above 
quantity — the  surplus  must  pay  duty. 

§  105.  Daily  suppliesof  provisions  for  the  crew,  such  as  bread, vegetables, 
fish,  poultry,  fresh  meat,  and  all  sorts  of  liquors,  may  be  freely  purchased, 
and  taken  on  board. 

§  106.  It  is  permitted  to  captains  and  crews  to  sell  by  retail  what  is 
mentioned  in  the  following  article,  if  their  own  property,  but  they  must 
pay  the  duties  thereon. 
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§  107.     The  following  are  the  articles: 

Fniit,  and  fresh  vegetables. 
Black  pudding, 
Dried  fish. 
Oysters, 
Cracknels, 
Biscuits, 
Girgerbread, 
Onions,  and  flower  seeds, 
Live  birds, 

Garden  trees  and  plants, 
All  other  articles,  after  payment  of  duty,  may  be  sold  by  wholesale,  but 
not  by  retail,  to  shop  keepers.

Vessels  coining  from  foreign  ports  to  complete  their  lading. 

§  lis.  Vessels  coming  from  foreign  ports  to  a  port  in  Russia,  for  com- 
pleting their  cargoes  with  Russian  goods,  must  make  known  their  object, 
and  must  prove  by  their  bills  of  lading  that  the  merchandise  on  board  is 
not  destined  for  a  Russian  port.  He  will  then  be  permitted  to  complete 
his  lading  svith  Russian  products,  and  will  only  pay  duty  thereon.  The 
officers  of  the  customs  will,  in  this  case,  prevent  the  landing  of  any  article 
clandestinely,  and  will  place  an  inspector  on  board  till  tiie  vessel's  de- 
parture. The  captain  who  may  desire  to  sell  a  part,  no  matter  how  small, 
of  his  cargo  not  prohibited,  will  make  his  report  to  the  customs  and  pay 
the  import  duties. 

§  1 14.  If  it  shall  be  discovered  that  the  captain  has  double  bills  of 
lading  indicating  the  destination  for  another  Russian  port,  all  articles 
except  such  as  are  not  liable  to  duty,  shall  be  confiscated,  and  the  captain 
dealt  with  according  to  §  1 1 1.

§  115  to  122.  Of  vessels  entering  Russian  ports  from  stress  of  weather 
or  in  distress.

§  123  to  130.  Relates  te  the  transportation  of  merchandise,  whether

Of  Exports  from  the  Custom  House. 

^  S'SS.  The  public  storekeeper  having  received  an  export  entry,  delivers 
the  goods  and  takes  a  receipt. 

§234.  If  an  attachment  be  laid  on  goods  to  adjust  an  average  «r  for  a 
contract  of  bottomiy.  it  must  be  settled  according  to  law. 

^  235.  All  articles,  if  even  addressed  to  the  Imperial  Court,  and  to  foreign 
diplomatic  agents,  must  pay  duty. 

§  236.  All  goods,  and  in  every  case,  even  in  virtue  of  judicial  decisions, 
must  pay  duty  previously  to  delivery. 

§  237.  Payment  of  duties  is  not  sufficient;  goods  must  be  visited  before 
they  can  be  delivered. 

§  238.  If  duties  are  not  paid  according  to  prescribed  periods,  the  goods 
shall  be  sold  at  auction,  according  to  the  regulations,  and  tiie  proceeds,  after 
deducting  duties  and  all  charges,  shall  be  held  for  12  months  from  the  day 
of  sale.  If  the  proprietor  does  not  appear  within  that  time,  or  if  he  fail 
to  exhibit  an  authentic  title,  the  proceeds  shall  be  placed  in  the  treasury, 
and  cannot  subsequently  be  claimed.

§312.     Those  who  are  permitted  to  trade  with  foreigners,  when  about 
to  make  a  shipment,  must  present  to  the  customs  or  barriers,  a  detailed 
declaration  of  the  articles  to  be  exported. 
§314.     This  declaration  must  contain — 

1st.  The  name  of  the  vessel  and  of  the  captain. 
2d.  The  destination  of  the  goods. 
3d.  Their  kind  and  quantity. 
4th.  Their  price,  and — 
5th.  The  signature  of  the  declarant. 
§314.     The  declaration  being  presented,  the  officer  will  note  the  date, 
will  enter  it,  word  for  word,  in  a  register,  and  will  then  add  these  words: 
«♦  To  be  visited  agreeably  to  law.-' 

§315.  It  is  permitted  for  the  captains  ©f  vessels  or  passengers,  to  make 
declaration  of  articles  which  belong  to  them,  or  to  the  equipment  of  tlie 
vessel,  such  as  rope,  firewood,  plank,  iron,  sail  cloth,  &c. 

§316.  To  promote  despatch,  advance  custom-houses,  even  where  there 
are  principal  ones  in  town,  may  receive  declarations  and  collect  the  duties 
of  export. 

§317.  Goods  which,  by  their  bulk  or  weight,  are  difficult  of  transportation 
to  the  custom  house,  may  be  visited  where  they  have  been  discharged. 
Those  easy  of  transportation,  must  be  visited  in  the  public  stores. 

§318.  Goods  entered  for  exportation,  must  in  the  public  stores  be 
weighed,  counted,  or  measured,  agreeably  to  tariff. 

§  319.  The  declaration  is  then  handed  over  to  the  calculator  of  duties, 
who  then  ascertains  and  marks  the  amount  of  dtuy  to  be  paid,  and  the 
cashier  will  note  the  amount  and  receipt  on  the  declaration,  and  register 
it  accordingly. 

§  320.  On  the  manifest  entered  in  the  register  must  be  noted,  the  arti- 
cles which  have  paid  duty,  and  the  amount  thereof. 
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Afiiil.  The  customs  will  delivei*  permits  to  export,  signed  by  an  officer, 
discriptive  of  goods  to  be  shipped. 

<5  512.  If  the  goods  when  visited  do  not  correspond  with  the  declaration, 
duties  will  be  colTected  according  to  the  visit,  and  an  addition  of  10  per 
cent,  on  amount  of  duty. 

§  323.  To  maintain  the  character  of  Russian  commerce,  the  officers  of  cus- 
toms must  prevent  shipments  of  ordinary  articles  or  triage,  unless  in  their 
character  as  such. 

§  324  to  347.     Details  of  the  loading  of  vessels  in  port. 

($  348  to  361.  Relate  to  the  departure  of  vessels,  which  must  each  pay 
five  silver  copecks  for  each  last  or  ton,  and  a  like  sum  on  arrival,  if  mea- 
suring more  than  ten  lasts.

General  Directions — Croxstadt. 

1st.  Every  vessel  must  stop  at  the  guardship  on  arrival,  or  if  forced  to 
pass  her  fi'om'  distress  or  stormy  weather,  must  anchor  off  the  harbor,  and 
not  enter  it  till  visited.  B'or  passing  the  guardship  without  stopping,  the 
penaPy  is  5  silver  roubles  for  every  shot  fired  by  the  guardship. 

2d.  At  the  guardslii|),  the  Sound  pass,  and  the  Elsineur*  bill  of  health 
must  be  produced,  and  if  with  cargo,  bills  of  lading  in  dii plicate.  After 
the  former  are  signed,  and  the  latter  sealed  under  cover,  tiiey  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  master.  The  penalty  for  not  giving  up  these  documents  is 
100  roubles  silver. 

3d.  All  masters  arc  requested  to  read  the  admiralty  instructions  handed 
to  them  by  the  officer  on  board  the  guardship  with  particular  care,  and  to 
attend  to  the  same.

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4th.     Every  ship  must  have  a  pilot  from  the  giiardship. 

5th.  Every  vessel  must  have  a  buoy  at  her  anchor  when  she  hrings  up, 
and  if  a  vessel  gives  another  a  foul  birth,  she  answers  for  all  cousequences 
should  any  damage  ensue. 

6th.  No  person  is  allowed  to  board  a  vessel,  or  leave  her  from  the  period 
of  quitting  the  guardship,  till  entering  the  harbor,  and  until  the  harbor 
masters  have  been  on  board  to  seal  the  hatches.  The  master  is  bound  to 
inform  them  of  every  secret  passage  to  the  hold.  The  penalty  for  not 
allowing  the  hatches  to  be  sealed  is  100  roubles  silvei'. 

7th.  On  entering  the  harbor,  the  master  must  produce  at  the  guardship 
at  the  Mole  Head,  the  Sound  pass,  bill  of  health,  passengers'  passes,  and 
make  a  true  report  of  his  crew.  To  the  harbor  masters  office,  he  must 
deliver  the  sealed  cover  w  ith  his  sealed  bills  of  lading. 

8th.  No  vessel  can  be  moored  or  moved  in  the  harbor  without  leave 
asked,  and  never  w  ithout  the  attendance  of  a  pilot.  The  penalty  for  shift- 
insj  the  vessel's  birth  without  leave,  is  50  roubles  silver. 

9th.  All  letters  must  be  given  up  on  arrival.  A  premium  of  20  copecks 
is  allowed  for  each  letter  so  delivered.  On  departure,  every  letter  must 
bear  the  post  office  stamp.  Tiie  penalty  for  concealing  letters  on  arrival, 
as  also  for  taking  any  on  board  when  departing,  without  the  post  office 
stamp,  is  25  roubles  for  cacli  letter.*

14th.  The  Sound  pass,  bill  of  health,  and  register,  must  also  be  brought 
to  the  custom  house,  with  the  declaration. 

15th.  Every  master  is  enjoined  to  attend  most  pai-ticularly  to  the 
writing  out  of  his  declaration.     No  alterations  are  admitted. 

16th.  It  is  highly  necessary  for  every  master  with  an  inward  cargo  to 
make  a  protest,  on  arrival;  the  time  limited  by  law  is  24  hours  after 
arrival. 

1 7th.     Tl»e  tonnage  of  the  vessel  must  be  correctly  entered. 

18th.  The  vessels  arriving  from  beyond  the  Sound  are  allowed  to  bring, 
duty  free,  for  provisions  for  every  man  on  board,  2  ankers  of  spirits;  1 
anker  of  wine;  3  ankers  malt  liquor;  lOlbs.  coffi^e;  lib.  tea;  and  1  pood  sugar. 

19th.  Ships  coming  from  within  the  Sound  are  allowed  half  the 
quantity. 

*  This  includes  unsealed  letters,  even  of  recommendation  or  introduction. 
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20tli.     Bills  of  health  required, 

21st.     Flags  to  be  hoisted  after  search. 

22d.  Master  required  not  to  leave  the  ship  after  finishing  his  duties  on 
shore,  till  it  is  searched:  oi',  if  forced  to  go  on  shore,  he  must  leave  his 
keys  with  a  confidential  person,  that  every  place  may  be  seai-clied. 

*23d.  No  master  is  permitted  to  go  up  to  St.  Petei'sbuig  till  such  time 
as  his  declaration  is  made  out,  and  his  sliij)  searched. 

24th.  No  master  is  peiniitted  to  begin  to  dincharge  any  goods  whatever, 
before  the  searchers  have  been  on  board  his  ship. 

25th.  Goods  must  not  be  moved  from  one  sliip  to  another  without  leave. 
Penalty  as  in  24. 

26th'.     Heavy  penalty  for  discharging  goods  in  an  illegal  place. 

2rth.     Heavy  penalty  for  jjutting  goods  into  concealed  ])laces. 

28th.     Penalty  for  opening  a  package  on  board,  100  roubles  silver. 

29th.  Goods  not  in  bill  of  lading  or  declaration  must  be  claimed  ^vithin 
the  time  stipulated  by  law. 

SOth.  Goods  in  bills  of  lading  and  declaration  not  found  on  board — a 
sum  equivalent  to  the  highest  duties  must  be  ])aid. 

3 1st.  If,  for  goods  entered  in  the  declaration,  there  are  no  bills  of  lading, 
and  which  are  not  found  on  board,  the  penalty  is  200  roubles  silver  per 
each  jjarcel  wanting. 

32d.     For  each  parcel  of  baggage  not  entered,  penalty  10  roubles  silver. 

33d.  Prohibited  goods  brought  to  order,  provided  the  master  cannot 
discover  the  owner,  the  penalty  is  two  roubles  silver  per  lb.,  gross  weight. 

34th.  Whilst  discharging,  the  ship's  port  holes  must  be  shut.  For 
keeping  them  open  without  leave,  a  penalty  of  25  roubles  silver  is  to  be 
levied. 

35th.     Masters  must  inspect  the  condition  of  lighters. 

36th.  Vessels  may  discharge  every  day  excepting  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, and  load  every  day,  including  Sundays  and  holidays. 

37th.     Working  hours  are  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

38th.  It  is  particularly  recommended  to  all  masters  of  vessels  to  settle 
for  his  ballast  before  they  are  loaded. 

39th.     Evei-y  master  must  apply  for  ballast  prahms  to  the  captain  of 
the  iimer  guardship. 

40th.  After  the  vessel  is  discliarged  of  her  cargo  or  ballast,  the  master 
must  give  information  thei'eof  to  the  harbor-masters  and  ship-measurers. 

41st.  No  person  must  break  bulk  of  a  cratt  without  the  presence  of  the 
custom  house  officer  attached  to  his  ship. 

42d.  Every  master  is  requested  not  to  begin  upon  a  craft  on  its  arrival 
from  St.  Petersburg,  till  he  has  a  regular  note  fi-om  the  officer. 

43d.  All  fresh  pro\  isions  actually  necessary  for  the  voyage,  as  well  as 
for  daily  consumption,  can  be  taken  on  board  without  entry. 

44th.  Every  master  is  paiticularly  requested  to  gi^e  immediate  infor- 
mation, should  any  part  of  his  cargo  be  out  of  order. 

45th.     Every  master  must  give  notice  of  his  progress  in  loading. 

46th.  Every  master,  when  about  to  clear  out,  must  produce  his  bills  of 
lading,  as  the  vessel  cannot  be  cleared  without  them. 

4rth.  Admiralty  passes  being  abolished,  masters  are  requested  to  come 
to  the  office  to  settle  accounts  and  receive  the  ship's  pass. 

48th.  Every  master  is  reipiested  to  watch  strictly  the  daily  laborers 
he  may  engage,  to  prevent  pilfering  and  fraud.

49th.  Tlie  smoking  of  segars  and  pipes  on  board  of  vessels,  or  on  the 
deal  yards,  and  in  the  streets,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

50th.     Cook  boats  may  be  hired  at  5  roubles  b.  n.  per  month. 

51st.  The  cook  house  is  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the 
police. 

52d.  Masters  of  vessels  are  most  seriously  requested  to  attend  to  the 
Admiralty  instructions  about  the  discharging  of  ballast  and  throwing  dirt 
overboard,  as  the  law  will  be  rigidly  enforced.  All  dirt  and  scrapings 
from  the  ships  must  be  taken  on  shore  in  boats,  to  a  place  appointed  by 
the  captain  of  the  inner  guardship. 

53d.  No  captain  must  turn  a  seaman  on  shore,  nor  send  him  away, 
without  a  written  discharge. 

54th.  Every  master  is  respoi»sible  for  his  crew,  and  for  their  adherence 
to  custom  house  regulations. 

55th.  Boats  of  merchant  vessels  must  land  at  the  regular  landing 
places  appointed  for  them. 

56th.  Provision  yerricks  must  not  be  lent  by  one  master  of  a  vessel  to 
another. 

57th.  The  penalty  for  leaving  t!ie  port  without  the  regular  passes,  is 
confiscation  of  the  ship. 

56th.  For  obstructing  custom  house  officers  in  the  execution  of  their 
duty,  500  roubles  silver  is  to  be  levied. 

59th.  Fires  are  not  allowed  in  the  mole,  under  any  pretext  whatever, 
nor  lights  in  any  part  of  the  vessel,  except  in  the  cabin,  and  there  in  a 
candlestick  with  water. 

BANKS. 

The  Assignation  Bank,  which  was  ojienod  at  St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow, 
has  branches  extended  to  all  the  principal  towiis  in  the  Russian  Empire, 
and  issues  its  notes  for  5,  10,  25,  50,  and  100  roubles.  This  Bank  was 
converted  into  an  Imperial  establishment  in  1786.  I'he  nmoutit  of  notes 
in  circulation  is  not  known,  but  they  have  become  the  regular  currency  ot 
the  country,  and  the  European  exchanges  are  quoted  in  reference  to  this 
currency,  and  to  its  par  in  silver,  according  to  the  variation  of  the  day. 

The  Commercial  Bank  of  Russia,  was  established  in  may  1818,  and  its 
provisions  are  of  very  extensive  utility.  It  receives  deposites  in  gold  or 
silver,  foreign  as  well  as  Russian  coin,  and  in  bars  and  ingots.  It  has 
a  dcpai'tment  for  transferi'ing  the  sums  deposited  in  it,  on  the  plan  of  the 
Hambro  Bank,  from  the  account  of  one  merchant  to  that  of  another,  as 
well  in  gold  and  silver  as  in  bank  notes  at  interest.  It  discounts  bills  and 
lends  money,  on  deposites  of  merchandise  of  Russian  produce  or  origin. 
Its  capital  consists  of  30,000,000  of  bank  note  roubles,  and  it  is  adminis- 
tered by  a  governor  and  four  directors,  appointed  by  government,  and 
four  directors  elected  by  the  commercial  body  of  St.  Petersburg.  The 
property  in  the  Bank,  is  protected  against  all  taxation,  sequestration,  or 
attachment,  and  it  is  enacted,  tliat  subjects  of  countries  with  which  Russia 
may  be  at  war,  shall  be  entitled,  at  all  times,  to  receive  back  their  depo- 
sites, without  any  reservation.  It  is  also  declared,  that  at  no  time  shall 
the  Bank  be  called  upon  for  any  part  of  its  capital,  to  assist  the  Govern- 
ment. All  deposites,  must  be  made  for  six  months  at  least,  and  be  repay- 
able at  or  before  that  period,  and  not  be  less  than  five  hundred  roubles; 
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sums  so  deposited  pay  i  per  cent.  Tlie  deposites,  if  in  bars,  irjgots,  or 
foreign  specie,  are  estimated  in  Russian  silver  coin,  and  so  registered 
in  the  attestation,  and  if  not  demanded  back,  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
expiration  of  six  months,  or  tbe  necessary  piemiiim  paid  for  tlic  ])roh)n-

days,  or  longer  than  six  months  to  run,  are  discountable,  and  tliejn-eference 
is  always  given  to  bills  of  the  shortest  date.  This  Bank,  has  branches  at 
Moscow,  Archangel,  Odessa,  Riga,  &c. 

EXCHANGES. 

The  variable  agio  of  the  bank  notes,  which  are  now  substituted  for  the 
silver  rouble,  will  make  exchanges  fluctuate  considerably,  as  the  paper 
rouble  decreases  or  Improves  in  value. 

Petersburg,  Archangel,  Moscow,  &c.,  draw  on  the  following  places,  and 
give  (more  or  less:) 

Amsterdam,  1  rouble  bank  notes  for  10  stivres  currency. 
Hamburg,      1  ditto  9  shillings  bancol 

London  I  ditto  10  pence  sterling. 

Paris  1  ditto  105 1  centimes. 

The  above  exchanges,  are  accompanined  by  the  quoted  agio  of  374 
copecks  paper  per  silver  rouble. 

Days  of  Grace — Bills  drawn  in  Russia,  which  are  payable  after  date, 

are  allowed  ten  days  grace;  but  if  payable  at  sight,  three  days  only. 

Sundays  and  holidays  are  included  in  both  cases.  The  ten  days'  o-race. 
are  allowed,  even  though  the  written  term  of  the  bill  should  be  elapsed 
before  it  is  presented  or  accepted.  But  bills  payable  at  so  many  days  after 
sight,  are  not  allowed  any  days  of  grace,  and  if  ihe  acceptance  be  delayed, 
the  term  is  reckoned  from  the  day  on  which  the  bill  was  presented. 

COINS  AND  CURRENCY. 

Accounts  are  kept  in  Russia,  in  bank  note  roubles  of  one  hundred  copecks 
each,  the  value  of  which  in  specie  is  fixed  from  time  to  time,  by  imperial 
decrees.  The  silver  rouble  is  worth  seventy-five  cents,  and  is  worth  gen- 
erally about  three  hundred  and  sixty  copecks  paper.  This  will  make  the 
paper  rouble  equal  to  about  twenty-one  cents. 

The  gold  coins  arc  the  imperial  and  half  imperial  of  10  and  5  roubles. 
The  only  gold  coin  struck  is  the  latter. 

The  silver  coins  are  roubles  of  100  copecks;  poltins  of  50  copecks,  and 
polpoltins  of  25  copecks.     There  are  also  pieces  of  5  altins,  or  15  copecks. 

The  cojiper  coins  are  pieces  of  1,  2,  5  and  10  copecks:  also  denushkas  or 
half  copecks;  and  jiotushkas  or  quarter  copecks. 

The  fineness  of  gold  and  silver  is  expressed  in  solotnicks;  the  pound  or 
other  weight  being  divided  into  96  solotnicks,  and  the  solotnick  into  96 
dolis.  The  half  imperial  contains  11'  solotnick,  of  pure  gold;  and  66  half 
imperials,  2  roubles,  and  88|  copecks,  are  to  be  coined  out  of  a  pound  of 
standard  gold.     The  half  imperial  weighs  4  dwt.  3i  grs.,  and  contains

91_3_  grains  of  pure  gold,  according  to  British  assay.     And  the  stamlard 
is  0  car.  Og  grs.  better  than  English.* 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Weights. — The  Russian  pound  is  the  same  for  gold,  silver  and  mer- 
chandise. It  is  divided  into  32  loths,  or  96  solotnicks,  and  answers  to 
6.318.5  English  grains.  Hence,  lOGlb.  Russian,  equal  90.26lb.  avoirdu- 
pois, or  40.93  kihtgrammes. 

40  Russian  jjounds  make  1  pood,  and  10  poods  1  berkowitz.  Thus,  the 
pood  weighs  36  lbs.,  1  oz.,  1 1  di*.  avoirdupois,  or  16.37  kilogrammes.  The 
ordinary  computation  among  merchants  is  tliat  the  pood  is  equal  to  36  lb. 
avoirdu])ois. 

Dry  MiiAsrRE. — The  principal  measure  for  corn,  is  the  chetwert,  which 
is  divided  into  2  osmincs,  4  ])ajacks,  8  chetweriks,  32  chetwertkers,  or  64 
garnets,  and  contains  5.952  English  bushels,  or  2.0972  hectolitres.  Hence 
100  chetwerts  equal  74|  quarters  English. 

LiqiiD  Measure. — The  oxhoft  is  divided  into  6  ankers,  12  stckars, 
18  vedros,  or  240  bottles.     The  vedro  contains  3.246  English  gallons. 

The  vedro,  is  divided  into  8  kruskas  or  osmens,  and  the  kruska  into  11 
charkeys  or  cups;  but  by  an  imperial  ukase  it  was  ordered  tliat  the  vedro 
should  be  divided  into  100  charkeys,  to  commence  on  the  1st  January,  1819. 

Long  Measure. — Tlie  English  inch  is  universally  adopted  throughout 
the  Russian  Empire,  except  in  levying  the  duties  on  wood  destined  for 
exportation,  when  the  Dutch  or  Rhineland  inch,  foot,  and  palm,  are  ordered 
to  be  employed.  The  arshecn  or  cloth  measure,  is  divided  into  16  parts, 
called  vershocks,  find  contains  28  English  inches.  The  sashine  or  fathom, 
is  tJjree  arshcens  or  7  English  feet. 

The  Russian  foot  is  13.75  English  inches,  and  the  Moscow  foot  13.17 
English  inches.  The  English  foot  is  very  generally  used  in  St.  Petersburg, 
as  also  the  Rliineland  foot. 

A  Russian  v,  erst  or  mile,  contains  500  fathoms,  or  1,500  arsheens,  equal 
to  3,500  English  feet.  Hence,  1  werst  is  5  furlongs,  12  poles,  English, 
or  1.066  Frencii  kilometre,  and  a  degree  of  the  meridian  is  reckoned  to  be 
about  104  wersts. 

Superficial  Measure. — The  land  measure,  called  dessetina,  contains 
2,400  Russian  square  fathoms,  or  21,600  square  arsheens,  which  equal 
1S,066|  English  s([uarc  yards,  or  2  acres,  2  roods,  32  perches,  answering 
to  109.26  French  acies. 

Goods,  how  sold.' — Hemp,  flax,  and  cotton,  are  sold  by  the  berquet; 
copper,  iron,  cordage,  horse  hair  and  tails,  linseed,  and  hempseed  oil, 
isinglass,  morocco  leather,  potash,  wax,  bristles,  and  tobacco,  are  sold  by 
the  pood;  sail  cloth  and  mats,  by  the  piece;  diaper  and  linen,  by  the  1,000 
arsheens. 

*  Foreign  roins  are  taken  to  the  Mint,  and  recoined  as  soon  as  possible.  They  do  not  circulate 
in  the  Empire,  but  are  received  in  payment  of  one  third  of  certain  excise  duties  only;  and  this  is 
done  to  draw  them  to  the  Russian  Mint.

All  articles  not  enumerated  in  the  present  tariff",  may  be  exported  with- 
out paying  any  duty  of  ex])ort. 

In  cases  of  the  importation  of  foreign  merchandise  not  specified  in  the 
present  tariff,  the  custom  house  bureaus  arc  required  to  assimilate  them  to 
the  article  which  is  most  analagou.s  thereto,  by  its  nature  and  its  quality. 

In  proceeding  to  such  assimilation,  it  is  tiie  duty  of  the  bureaus  of  the 
customs,  immediately  to  make  theii'  report  to  the  department  of  foreign 
commerce,  accompanying  the  same  with  samples.  They  may  deliver  the 
said  merchandise  to  the  owners,  on  receiving  the  presci-ibed  duties  of  the 
tariff,  taking  a  written  engagement  to  pay  wliatever  additional  duties  may 
be  levied  by  the  department. 

The  departments  of  foreign  commerce  will  examine  the  samples  sub- 
mitted to  it,  and  if  it  decide  that  the  assimilation  has  been  regularly  made, 
will  order  the  obligations  of  the  owners  to  be  cancelled;  in  a  contrary  case, 
it  will,  after  deciding  on  the  true  character  of  the  merchandise,  exact  the 
additional  duty,  or  return  the  excess,  as  the  case  may  be. 

To  establish  uniformity,  henceforward,  in  the  adjustment  of  duties,  the 
department  will,  with  the  permission  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  address 
a  circular  order  to  all  the  custom  house  bureaus  on  this  subject. 
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Tlie  biiiTaiis  of  the  customs  will  expose  themselves  to  the  most  severe 
resj)onsil)ility  in  cases  of  irrcgiilai' i)i*eiTic(litatc(l  assimilations. 

J\''ote. — The  huicaus  of  customs  arc  not  authorised  to  oppose  the  importation  of  articles  posi- 
tively comprised  within  the  expressions  "and  others  similar  of  all  sorts,"  or  "etcetera;"  but  in 
cases  of  doubt,  it  will  be  their  duty,  in  places  where  there  is  a  section  or  a  committee  of  the  coun- 
cil of  manufactures,  to  submit  the  matter  to  its  decision.  They  will  then  permit  the  articles  to 
pass,  accordiiis!:  to  that  with  which  it  is  forced  to  assimilate,  and  will  make  a  report  on  the  subject 
to  the  department  of  foreii^n  commerce.  But  if,  after  having  obtained  the  foregoing  decision,  the 
bureaus  of  customs  continue  to  have  doubts,  or  if  there  be  not  in  the  place  neither  section  nor 
committee  of  the  council  of  manufactures,  they  will,  in  the  first  place,  address  their  reports  to  the 
department.  The  bureaus  of  the  customs  will  expose  themselves  to  severe  responsibility  if  they 
permit  any  article  to  pass  improperly. 

When,  among  goods  imported  and  not  enumerated  in  the  present  tariff,  are  found  articles 
which,  by  assimilation,  have  been  declared  to  belong  to  the  class  of  prohibited  goods,  proceedings 
are  to  be  had,  conformably  to  the  .30th  article,  ii<ldilional,  of  custom  house  regulations. 

All  soi'ts  of  eirccts,  such  as,  clothing,  linen,  chaussure,  equipage,  and 
other  objects  belonging  to  ti-avellers  'arriving  in  Russia,  as  also,  those 
Nvhich  are  expedited  to  them,  through  the  custom-houses,  of  land  and  sea. 
may  pass  confoi-mably  to  the  special  regulations  concerning  the  effects  of 
passengers,  sanctioned  b\^  supreme  authority,  the  28th  January,  1831. 

Equipages  brought  by  the  Pifroscraphes.  shall  be  subject  to  duty,  con- 
formably to  the  regulations  for  the  Pjiroscraphes,  by  supreme  autliority, 
dated  3d  June,  1827.  Travellers  are  to  pay  this  duty  when  tlieir  equipa- 
ges are  delivered  to  them;  in  return,  a  certifscate  will  be  delivei'ed  to  them, 
on  presenting  which,  the  duty  paid  will  be  returned  to  them,  at  tlie  point 
on  which  they  repass  the  frontier  with  the  same  equipage.  They  will  pay 
for  one  carriage  of  four  or  two  places,  120  i-oubles,  for  a  calashe  80  roubles, 
for  a  carick  or  a  cabriolet  60  roubles  in  silver.

REGULATIONS  FOR  COLLECTING  THE  ADDITIONAL  DUTIES. 

Independently  of  the  duties  stated  in  the  tariff,  it  is  ordained,  that,  until 
farther  oi'dcrs,  there  shall  be  paid,  on  all  merchandise  imported,  an  addi- 
tional duty  of  |t!i,  that  is  to  say,  of  12^  per  cent,  on  the  duties  of  the 
tariff. 

The  additional  duty  to  be  collected  according  to  the  following  regulations: 

1st.  To  the  duty  of  the  tariff  is  to  be  added,  the  dwty  of  quarantine, 
and  to  this  total  sum,  the  one  eighth.  The  chai'ges  established  for  the  use 
of  cellars  and  stores  of  entrepot,  for  merchandise,  will  experience  no 
change. 

2d.  The  additional  duty,  will  not  be  levied  on  corks,  cork  wood,  sul- 
phur, medicinal  drugs,  enumerated  in  the  special  table,  except  on  white 
and  yellow  orpiment,  and  on  those  drugs  which  are  found  inserted  in  the 
present  tariff. 

3d.  The  accidence,  must  be  received  upon  the  primitive  duty,  without 
counting  the  additional  duty,  the  quintuple  duty,  imposed  on  merchandise 
permitted,  but  clandestinely  imjjorted,  since  the  publication  of  the  table  of 
nth  November,  1831,  is  to  be  levied  upon  the  additional  duty;  other  fines 
will  experience  no  change. 

4th.  The  additional  duty  will  be  collected,  on  all  goods  iuiportcd  con- 
formably to  the  i)resent  tariff,  in  all  the  ports,  and  all  the  custom-houses, 
situated  on  the  frontier  of  Europe. 
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5th.  At  Odessa,  the  additional  duty  on  goods  destined  for  the  internal 
consumption  of  the  town,  will  be  calculated  upon  the  fifth  part  of  the  duty 
to  which  those  articles  are  subjected,  according  to  the  new  regulations, 
but  the  additioHal  duty  upon  goods  transported  into  the  interior  of  the 
empire,  will  be  calculated  according  to  the  primitive  duty  complete,  or 
according  to  the  |th,  if  the  fifth  part  lias  already  been  paid.  In  all  cases 
the  additional  duty  goes  into  the  treasury  of  the  empire.

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BELGIUM. 


It  is  scarcely  to  be  anticipated  that  Belgium  ^vill  ever  become  a  qi-eat 
maritime  power.  Her  sea  coast  is  of  very  limited  extent,  lier  ports  few, 
and  the  inclinations  of  the  people  have  taken  a  different  dii'ection.  We 
find,  too,  that  from  the  remotest  times,  her  exports  and  imports  were  usually 
transported  by  tiie  English,  Genoese,  Venetians,  Dutch,  or  Spaniards. 
It  may  be  too  soon  to  say  who  will  be  the  carriers  to  and  from  foreign 
marts,  of  the  Belgians,  but  it  is  quite  probable  that,  as  in  former  days, 
they  will  be  foreigners;  like  the  people  of  France,  they  are  more  accus- 
tomed to  invest  their  capital  i>i  stocks,  m*  agriculture,  or  manufactures, 
than  in  shipping.  It  will  require  much  time  to  eradicate  such  fixed  habits, 
and  so  long  as  they  exist,  no  bounties,  however  seductive,  conferred  by  tiic 
government,  will  much  enlarge  tlieir  navigating  interest.  In  Holland,  as 
in  England  and  in  the  United  States,  the  investment  of  an  immense  amount 
of  capital  in  shipping  is  ventured  on  without  fear;  it  is  a  matter  to  which 
the  people  of  these  countries  have  been  long  habituated,  and  they  are  keen 
estimators  of  the  probable  results  of  such  investments,  as  compared  with 
others;  and  where  the  practice  is  so  common,  the  occasional  losses  of 
individuals  are  not  seriously  felt  by  the  community  at  large,  as  the  gains 
of  others  soon  restore  the  equilibrium.  But  where  these  adventures  arc 
unfreqnent,  such  losses  not  only  make  a  sensible  impression  on  the  general 
fund,  but  are  apt  to  deaden  the  ardor  for  like  enterprises,  and  to  prevent 
their  repetition  by  those  who  may  have  been  unfortunate. 

At  a  very  early  period,  the  ancient  provinces  of  Flanders  and  Brabant 
were  distinguished  for  the  industry,  mechanic  skill,  and  opulence,  of  their 
inhabitants;  and  notwithstanding  the  repeated  devastations  with  which 
they  have  been  visited,  they  have  alw  ays  been  able  to  maintain  most  of  their 
various  branches  of  industry,  to  preserve  their  accumulations  of  capital, 
and  to  efface  the  traces  of  the  frequent  wars  by  which  their  cities  and 
A  illages  were  ravaged.  It  required  time  to  recover  from  the  oppressive 
tyranny  of  the  Spanish  Viceroys,  and  to  repair  the  injuries  inflicted  by  the 
mei'ciless  rapine  of  their  soldiery.  The  persecution,  too,  of  tlie  Flemisli 
protestants  tended  still  further  to  dim  the  lustre  of  the  commercial  gran- 
deur of  the  Low  Countries;  to  escape  destruction  they  fled  to  England, 
Holland,  Sweden,  and  Germany,  carrying  with  them  their  skill  in  manu- 
factures, and  diffusing  throughout  their  adopted  countries  arts  wliich  were 
previously  nnknown  to  tlicm.  The  revolution  thus  caused  by  arbitrary 
power  had  the  effect  of  diminishing  the  wealth,  and  of  checking  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Netherlands  by  depriving  tliem  of  a  vast  monopoly,  and  by 
spreading  among  several  nations  a  knowledge  in  all  the  handicrafts  that 
had  been,  in  a  great  degree,  confined  to  one. 

The  woollen  manufactures  of  the  low  countries,  bad  tlieir  commencement 
about  the  close  of  the  tenth  century,  and  in  succeeding  years,  acquired  so 
great  an  ascendency,  as  to  engross  the  supply  of  northern  Europe.  The 
raw  material  was  drawn  from  England,  Spain,  France,  and  Germany, 
was  wrought  up  by  the  Ingcnnity  of  the  Flemings,  and  with  the  enhanced 
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value  thus  added  to  it,  was  returned  to  those  nations.  The  introduction 
of  this  valuable  fabric,  was  followed  by  that  of  manufactories  of  linen,  lace, 
tapestry,  silk,  cutlery,  &c.  The  scope  of  trade  was  by  these  sure  means, 
greatly  widened,  and  the  wealth  of  the  population,  made  a  steady  and 
rapid  progress.  Whilst  these  advances  were  made,  in  the  more  costly 
and  refined  products  of  labor,  tillage  was  not  neglected.  The  agricultural 
advantages  of  these  fertile  provinces,  are  very  great,  and  the  improvements 
in  this  essential  branch  of  industry  were  carried  to  the  highest  degree  of 
perfection.  All  that  perseverance  or  art  could  add  to  a  prolific  soil,  favor- 
ed by  a  genial  climate,  was  freely  bestowed.  Upon  this  solid  basis  seems 
to  have  rested  their  commerce  and  manufactures;  for,  whilst  the  latter 
have  often  been  seriously  impeded,  and  sometimes  entirely  suspended,  a 
highly  cultivated  land,  yielding  abundant  returns,  has  been  able  to  outlive 
the  storm,  and  wlien  it  had  passed  away,  to  reinstate  from  its  own  riches, 
the  other  branches  nearly  in  the  position,  wliicli  they  had  previously  occu- 
pied. 

Among  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  Belgians,  the  geographical  situ- 
ation of  their  country  is  not  the  least:  having  in  its  rear  and  on  both  flanks 
rich  and  populous  neighbors,  whilst  in  front  they  have  the  North  Sea, 
opening  to  Great  Britain,  and  to  more  remote  nations,  an  easy  intercourse 
with  them.  Tlie  access  to  France,  Holland,  and  Germany,  presents  all  the 
facilities  which  navigable  streams  and  canals  afford. 

So  long  as  Belgium  constituted  a  part  of  the  French  empire,  her  trade 
with  foreign  nations  was  interrupted  by  that  exclusive  system  of  policy 
which  Napoleon  enforced  against  Great  Britain;  its  tendency  was  to  confine 
each  nation  to  the  prosecution  of  a  home  trade,  in  exclusion  of  foreign 
intercourse;  to  throw  every  state  upon  its  own  resources,  and  to  force  it, 
however  impracticable  or  ruinous  tlie  task,  to  supply  all  its  own  wants. 
The  oppression  was  deeply  felt,  as  well  by  the  Belgians  as  by  the  other 
people  subjected  to  it,  and  who  had  cultivated  an  active  foreign  commerce. 
Every  effort  therefore  was  made  to  procure  relief  from  its  operation;  and 
although  the  "  continental  system"  w  as  as  rigidly  enforced  as  unlimited 
power  could  effect,  yet  it  was  daily  evaded  by  the  hardy  and  adroit  smug- 
glers of  the  British  Channel — so  difficult  is  it  to  repress  the  energies  of  a 
commercial  people,  or  to  sever  the  bonds  which  for  ages  had  connected 
them  with  the  merchants  of  other  States,  and  which  habit,  joined  to  pow- 
erful interests,  had  rendered  almost  indissoluble.  Such  precarious  and 
hazardous  traffic,  however,  brings  with  it  but  a  very  partial  relief:  its  influ- 
ence on  the  general  industry  is  scarcely  felt,  and  it  contributes  but  a  scanty 
portion  to  the  national  wealth.  During  this  trying  period,  the  agriculture 
of  Belgium  continued  to  flourish,  and  her  manufactures,  though  not  so 
extensively  worked,  were  still  preserved;  whilst  her  internal  trade,  and  that 
over  land,  with  Holland  and  France,  was  in  as  prosperous  a  condition  as 
the  tumults  and  irregularities  of  a  state  of  war  would  allow. 

After  the  "restoration,"  and  the  union  under  one  sovereignty  of  Belgium 
and  Holland,  every  kind  of  labor,  and  all  investments  of  capital,  became 
highly  productive.  And  in  no  period  of  the  history  of  these  provinces, 
were  they  so  flourishing,  as  during  the  short  existence  of  that  union.  The 
political  arrangement  referred  to  seemed  to  be  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
condition  of  the  two  countries.  Belgium  possessed  a  well  tilled  soil,  suc- 
cessful manufactories  of  all  kinds,  valuable  coal  mines,  and  an  extensive 
interior  trade.     Holland  possessed  colonics,  sea  ports,  ships,  mariners,  and 
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was  in  the  enjoy nuMit  of  all  those  various  ciuinnels  of  loiTie;!!  coinmerce 
>vith  wliirh  years  of  practice  had  rendeird  her  merchants  intimately  ac- 
quainted. To  obtain  possession  of  these  cliannels  requires  time,  knowledge 
of  trade,  and  pei'sevcrance.  All  had  been  turned  to  the  best  account  by 
the  Dutch,  and  during  the  many  vicissitudes  througli  \vhicli  they  have  strug- 
gled, in  the  pi-esent  century,  they  have  ever  clung  to  their  foreign  com- 
merce, and  have  easily  I'esuined  its  ancient  connexions. 

The  trade  between  the  United  States  and  Belgium,  does  not  as  yet  em- 
])l()y  much  capital.  It  is,  however,  |)i-o(itable  to  both,  and  is  susceptible  of 
considei-able  extension.  We  take  her  linens  of  every  variety,  woollens, 
cambrics,  lawns,  laces,  and  carpets,  and  pay  for  them  in  rice,  tobacco, 
cotton,  pot  and  pearl  ashes,  sugar,  coffee,  oil,  hides,  &c.  The  trade  gen- 
erally leaves  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  United  States,  whicli  is  refunded  by 
bills  of  exchange  on  London.  American  vessels  are  almost  the  sole  car- 
riei's  in  this  intercourse. 

No  commercial  treaty  has  yet  been  completed  between  the  two  counti'ies, 
although  it  has  been,  for  some  time,  in  a  train  of  negotiation.  The  absence 
of  tliis  sanction  has  )U)t  been  felt,  the  i-elations  being  most  amicable,  and 
the  comniercial  intercourse  resting  on  the  footing  of  the  most  favored  lui- 
tion.  Still  it  is  always  more  secure  to  have  it  placed  under  the  solemn 
guaranty  of  a  treaty. 

Antwerp  is  the  commercial  emporium  of  the  new  kingdom  of  Belgium. 
Its  position  on  the  Scheldt,  and  its  proximity  to  the  sea,  with  its  ancient 
renown  in  the  mercantile  world,  give  it  great  advantages.  Anterior  to  its 
pillage  by  the  troops  of  the  Duke  of  Farma,  in  1585,  it  had  no  e(jual  in 
wealth,  or  the  magnitude  of  its  commercial  ti'ansactions,  among  the  other 
cities  of  the  nortli  of  Europe.  From  that  day  its  fortunes  fell,  her  mer- 
chants were  ruined, or  fugitives  from  tiieir  country,  and  rival  cities  grasped 
a  trade,  now  lost  to  its  focmer  masters.  The  niggard  policy  which,  under 
tlie  treaty  of  Westphalia,  cl.sed  the  navigation  of  the  Scheldt,  sealed  tite 
decadency,  whicli  oppression  and  rapine  had  begun.  Enghuid,  and  more 
especially  Holland,  gained  what  Antwerp  had  lost.  And  during  the  cen- 
tury and  a  half,  in  which  this  fated  city  was  shut  out  from  the  great  bene- 
fits conferred  by  nature,  her  commerce  was  confined  to  the  interior,  and 
her  supjilics  of  foreign  produce  were  brought  by  the  Dutch  or  French,  or 
transported  through  the  country  from  the  sea.  The  invasion  of  the  re- 
publican armies  of  France,  released  her  from  bondage:  and  the  o{»ening  of 
the  Scheldt,  gave  fresh  impulse  to  her  commerce,  in  1803  the  iiarbor  w;.is 
iinjiroved,  warehouses,  for  the  reception  of  foreign  impoi-ts,  were  erected, 
capacious  docks  constructed,  and  the  whole  trade  of  the  city  revived.  Ves- 
sels of  the  largest  class  can  go  uj)  to  tlie  town,  w  ithout  difliculty,  and  every 
facility  is  aflforded,  both  by  tiie  government  and  the  merchants,  to  a  liberal 
transaction  of  business.  About  a  thousand  merchant  vessels  arrive  annu- 
ally at  this  jiort,  and  their  numbers  increase  iii  each  year.  The  harbor  is 
capable  of  holding  two  thousand  vessels. 

Ostend  is  the  port  next  in  importance  for  maritime  trade.  The  harbor 
is  now  capable  of  admitting  vessels  of  the  heaviest  burdeti,  and  is  of  easy 
approach.  The  various  canals  which  connect  this  town  w ith  Bruges  and 
other  interior  cities,  give  it  many  advantages.  But  it  is  not  now,  nor  lias 
ever  been  a  place  of  great  resort  for  foreign  commerce.  An  effort  is  now 
making  to  extend  its  trade  to  Algiers,  in  iron  and  cotton  fabrics,  and  to 
promote  expeditions  to  Sardinia,  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  the  clotiis, 
29 
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linens,  lace,  &c.  of  Belgium,  for  the  fruit,  olive  oil,  sumach,  &c.  of  Sardina, 
and  which  are  at  this  time  imported  from  Genoa,  in  foreign  vessels. 

Besides  articles  of  manufacture  tlicre  are  large  exportations  of  grain 
and  coal  from  Belgium.  The  wheats  of  this  country  are  of  very  superior 
quality,  and  are  much  esteemed  in  the  British  markets.  Oats  also,  and 
buckwheat,  are  sent  abroad,  in  considerable  quantities.  France  draws 
large  supplies  of  coal  from  the  collieries  of  Mons.  Whilst  Belgium  was 
under  the  French  government,  no  duty  was  paid  on  this  necessary  article. 
But  now,  the  French,  consumer,  although  tlicre  is  no  ample  source  to  meet 
his  demands  in  his  own  country,  is  compelled  to  pay  a  heavy  tax  on  foreign 
coal,  in  order  to  protect  the  mines  of  France.  And  yet  these  mines,  even 
when  worked  to  their  greatest  yield,  are  wholly  incapable  of  satisfying  the 
public  wants.  The  effect,  however,  of  this  policy  is,  not  to  diminish  the 
supply,  or  the  profits  of  the  Belgic  collier,  but  to  increase  the  price  to  the 
French  consumer. 

Vast  quantities  of  colonial  and  other  foreign  productions  are  passed 
through  Belgium  to  the  Rhine,  and  into  Germany  and  Switzerland.  This 
course  of  trade,  since  the  re-establishment  of  Antwerp,  is  becoming  every 
year  of  additional  magnitude,  so  great  are  the  advantages  of  this  over  the 
other  cities  of  the  North  Sea.  It  is  a  subject  that  engrosses  much  of  the 
attention  of  the  government  and  people.  Every  facility  is  afforded  to  the 
rapid  transportation  of  merchandise,  whilst  it  is,  at  the  same  time,  cheap 
and  perfectly  secure.  This  channel  to  Germany  will  be  preferred  by  many 
to  the  more  indirect  and  circuitous,  as  well  as  more  expensive  one,  througli 
Holland,  or  by  the  Elbe,  or  the  Weser.

Explanation  of  the  preceding  Account. 

1.  All  vessels  arriving  with  a  cargo  at  Flushing  are  accompanied  up  the 
river  by  two  custom-house  officers;  their  fees  are  1  Ag.  each  for  every  day 
they  remain  on  board,  coming  up  the  river,  and  4|g.  for  their  expenses 
back  to  Flushing. 

2.  The  pilotage  from  sea  to  Flushing  up  and  down  the  river,  and  back 
again  to  sea,  is  paid  according  to  the  draft  of  water  and  the  tariff. 

*  Guilders  and  centimes  or  hundredths.  The  guilder  is  equal  to  40  cents,  U.  S.  currency,  and 
2^  centimes  to  one  cent. 
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3.  No  vessel  is  allowed  to  go  in  or  out  of  the  dock,  or  move  in  the  river, 
without  having  a  pilot  on  hoard,  who  receives  Ig.  for  every  tide,  whetlicr 
large  or  small  vessels. 

4.  The  cliarges  for  clearing  in  and  out  of  Flushing  are  more  or  less 
according  to  the  size  of  the  vessel,  and  the  quantity  of  goods  on  hoard: 
they  seldom  overrun  20  to  QSi^,,  hut  if  liahle  to  quarantine  they  are  much 
higher:  the  doctor's  fees  alone  are  from  10  to  35g.,  according  to  circum- 
stances and  the  mimher  of  men  on  hoard,  hesides  other  exi)enses. 

5.  These  four  ai'ticles,  not  heing  regular  port  charges,  are  only  filled  in, 
lin  case  the  master  thinks  it  necessary  to  make  a  protest;  then  they  come  to

8.  The  tonnage  duty  on  all  vessels  assimilated  to  the  Dutch,  is  90  cen- 
tunes,  with  13  of  additional  duty  on  every  ton  measured  at  Antwerp,  and 
is  ordy  paid  once  within  the  year,  commencing  the  1st  of  January,  and 
finishing  the  31st  of  December;  whether  they  make  one  or  ten  voyages 
during  that  time,  to  any  port  or  ports  of  the  Netherlands,  they  only  pay 
the  in  and  outward  tonnage  duty  once,  at  their  first  entry. 

9.  Every  vessel  must  have  a  clearance  passport  from  our  custom-house;

Tlie  difference  in  the  port  charges  between  a  vessel  going  away  with  a 
cargo,  or  in  ballast,  o»ily  exists  in  the  pilotage,  the  brokerage,  and  some 
trifling  charges  as  stated  above;  but  then  she  saves  the  ballast;  all  the 
other  chaiges  remain  the  same. 


TARIFF    OF   DUTIES   ON   IMPORTS,  EXPORTS,  AND   TRANSIT. 
General  Regulations. 

Article.  1st.  Non-enumerated  articles,  sliall  pay  an  ad  valorem  duty 
of  tw o  per  cent,  on  impoitation;  one  per  cent,  on  exportation;  and  one  per 
cent,  on  transit 

Art.  2.  The  tare,  on  goods  rated  by  weight,  and  for  which  there  is 
no  established  tare  in  the  tariff,  shall  be  regulated  as  follows: 

For  all  wooden  casks,  without  distinction,  15  pounds  per  100  pounds 
gross  weight. 

For  all  packages  in  leather,  mats,  baskets,  cannisters,  linen,  and  the 
like,  8  lbs.  per  100  lbs.  gross  weight. 

Art.  3.  Declarants,  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  tare,  as  regu- 
lated by  the  tariff  and  the  foregoing  article,  are  at  liberty  to  pay  accord- 
in"-  to  the  net  weight  of  the  goods,  as  the  same  may  be  ascertained,  at  their 
expense,  by  the  customs  officers. 

Art.  4.  Liquid  merchandise,  which  not  being  liable  to  excise,  are 
rated  by  measuie,  and  are  not  included  in  article  122  of  the  general  law 
for  the'  collection  of  import,  export,  transit,  and  excise  duties,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  following  allowance  for  leakage: 

On  those  from  England,  Embden,  Bremen,  Hamburg,  and  other  neigh- 
boring places  known  by  the  name  of  Rhine  Coast,  and  those  from  France 
by  tlie  rivers,  six  per  cent.  On  those  coming  from  France,  by  sea,  ©r 
from  other  countries,  by  tiic  Rhine  and  Waal,  12  per  cent. 

On  those  from  other  more  distant  countries,  14  per  cent. 

Lastly,  12  per  cent,  for  whale  oil,  and  six  per  cent,  for  whale  blubber, 
without  regard  to  their  origin. 

Art.  5.  In  case  the  declarant  should  consider  the  deduction  allowed 
for  leakage  insufficient,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  paying  the  duty  on 
the  actual  quantity,  which  is  to  be  ascertained  as  provided  by  article  3  in 
regard  to  v,  eights. 

Art.  6.  Goods  of  domestic  origin,  on  their  reimportation,  shall  be 
assimilated  to  articles  oi  the  same  kind,  of  foreign  production. 
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Art.  7.  To  tlic  terms  of  the  last  section,  of  article  1 1  of  the  law  of 
the  li2th  July,  1821,  tliere  shall  he  lestorcd  a  tetith  of  tlie  duties,  for  snoods 
imported  orexpoited  in  national  vessels,  unless  the  iin}>or1ation  or  ex^jorta- 
tioii,  under  a  flag  specially  nationalised,  he  already  favored  in  the  general 
law  or  tarift'. 

This  provision,  relates  exclusively  to  exports  and  imports  hy  sea,  and 
to  national  vessels  furnished  Avith  sea  letters.

Article  1.  By  a  modification  of  the  tariff,  as  it  now  exists,  the  dutie; 
of  importation,  of  exportation,  and  transit,  on  CerealeSf  are  replaced  b^ 
those  fixed  in  the  annexed  table. 

Art.  2.  When  exportation  or  importation  shall  be  prohibited,  tha 
which  is  in  entropot  may  be  withdrawn,  to  be  re-exported,  by  sea  or  ii 
transit;  and  in  case  of  importation  being  prohibited,  the  real  export  shal 
be  guaranteed,  by  bond,  with  security. 

Art.  5.  All  grain  fraudulently  introduced  for  consumption,  withdrawi 
as  above,  or  evading  re-exportation  or  transit,  according  to  stipulatioji 
will  render  all  concerned  therein  responsible  for  the  contravention,  and  fo 
the  payment  of  a  fine,  equal  to  double  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  ac 
cording  to  the  price  of  the  day. 

Art.  4.  Government  will  cause  to  be  established,  weekly,  and  publish 
ed  in  the  official  journal,  the  average  price  of  wheat  and  rye,  to  be  ascer 
tained  every  Saturday,  by  the  care,  respectively,  of  the  provincial  author 
ities,  who  will  immediately  transmit  them  to  tiie  authority  designated  b; 
the  King. 

The  regulating  markets  are,  exclusively :  Arlon,  Antwerp,  Bruges,  Gand 
Hassett,  Liege,  Louvain,  Namur,  and  Mons. 

Art.  5.  When  the  average  prices  of  two  consecutive  weeks  are  such  a: 
to  produce,  in  virtue  of  Article  1,  cither  a  prohibition  or  a  change  of  im 
port  duty,  the  government  will  cause  proclamation  thereof,  and  Ai-ticle 
will  take  effect  from  the  seventh  day  after  the  date  of  the  proclamation 
For  this  purpose,  duplicates  thereof  will  be  sent  to  the  governors  of  thi 
respective  provinces.

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Tissues  of  Cotton. 

Originating  under  the  protection  of  tlic  continental  system, — (hiring 
which  those  tissues  made  rapid  progress — all  industry  in  cotton  manufae- 
tui'cs  was  neai'ly  annihilated  iis  Iklgium  hy  t!ie  general  jjacification  of  1814, 
A  few  yeais  afterwards,  the  encouragement  aJtbrded  by  t!ie  then  government, 
the  establishment  of  the  '•  General  Commercial  Society,"  and  particularly 
the  monopoly  which  it  enjoyed  in  tlie  colonies  of  Holland,  raised  it  suddenly 
to  the  highest  degree  of  prosperity,  and  thus  exhibited  its  importance,  until 
the  events  of  1830  again  arrested  its  progress.  The  statement  !)elow, 
which  may  he  considered  exact,  exhibits  the  quantity  of  cotton  manufac- 
tures, \vhite  and  printed,  exported  in  the  course  of  six  years — 1828  to  1833, 
both  inclusive.

A  new  society,  aut'iorized  and  encouraged  by  government,  has  been 
formed,  with  the  sole  object  of  reviving  cott(m  industry,  and  favoring  the 
exportation  of  its  products;  but  a  m  tjority  of  the  manufactui'ers  not  approv- 
ing the  measures  adopted,  it  is  possible  that  the  views  of  the  society  will 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Some  of  those  proprietors  flatter  themselves  with  sustaining,  if  aided  by 
government,  a  competition  with  the  Englisli  at  Singapore:  others,  less 
confident,  wish  the  object  of  the  society  to  be  confined  to  giving  activity, 
as  much  as  circumstances  will  permit,  to  the  export  of  cotton  fabrics  to 
Holland,  to  be  thence  shipped  to  Batavia  through  tiie  agency  of  Dutch 
merchants,  who  will  thus  act  as  agents  of  the  society,  and  will  give 
increased  developement  to  this  indirect  commeiTe,  already  mucli  restricted. 
Up  to  tlie  present  moment,  tlie  cotton  goods  of  Belgium  receive,  in  the 
market  of  Batavia,  the  preference  due  to  the  superiority  of  fabric  and  the 
habits  of  the  people;  but  it  is  doubtful  whether,  wlien  subjected  to  the  duty 
on  foreign  cotton  goods,  tliey  can  compete  with  British  manufactures. 
This  competition  has  become  prejudicial  even  in  the  markets  of  Belgium. 

Accordijig  to  calculations  presented  recently  in  a  petition  addressed  to 
the  Chamber  of  Representatives,  the  manufacture  of  cotton  employed 
295,000  workmen,  and  produced  in  common  years  83,200,000  francs  of 
tissues;  of  which  the  third,  being  27,733,000  francs,  were  exported  to  the 
ancient  openings  offered  by  the  Dutch  colonies. 

Tissues  of  Wool.  ^ 

The  cloth  manufacture  has  not  expei'ienced  in  the  same  degree  with  that 
of  cotton,  the  effects  of  the  separation  of  Holland  from  Belgium.  The 
extraordinary  armaments  of  tlie  last  three  years  gave  to  it  great  advanta- 
ges; and  independently  of  this  accidental  cause  of  activity,  it  has  retained 
the  advantage  of  supplying  the  consumption  of  the  interior,  without  having 
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lo  encounter  loreii^n  (<>ni|K'litM)n.  Tliis  nianiifacttisr,  tliercCoiT,  needs  ni» 
ineivivse  of  the  piesent  duty  of  7  pee  cent,  upon  rnirign  eli»tlis. 

1  A  nKMiioii'.  luldrcssed,  in  Noveinhci"  1833,  to  \\w  ^oveininentol'  Belcjinni 
by  the  Chaniherof  Coinnieeccof  Vei'i'iees,  estiniales  that  thi^  niuiHiractiii't's 
of  Veniers  and  the  jieighhoehood  emjjh^yed  then  4U,(>0()  hands,   and  pro- 

iduccd  annually  about  100,000  pieces  of  cloth,  valued  at  25,000,000  francs. 

Tissues  of  Linen. 

The  fabrication  of  linen  cloth,  as  ancient  in  Belgium  as  that  of  wool, 
and  for  a  long  time  one  of  the  most  nourishing  of  the  country,  has  not 
equally  well  maintained  itself  against  the  competition  of  foreign  fal)ri(;s, 
and  particularly  those  of  Great  liritaiw,  not  having  equally  advanced  in 
the  art  of  spinning  and  weaving.  The  consef|nence  is,  that  this  brancli  of 
industry,  it  is  believed,  may  ask  of  the  legislature,  a  protection  against 
foreign  competition,  as  well  by  restrictions  on  the  exportation  of  tlax,  as 
by  levying  a  duty  of  10  per  cent,  upon  foreign  linen  fabrics.  The  High 
Commisson  on  industry  and  commerce  of  Bruxelles,  charged  by  the  minister 
of  the  interior  to  report  upon  this  subject,  has  proposed  the  admission  of 
the  latter  demand,  and  the  rejection  of  the  first,  as  being  i)ijurious  to  Bel- 
gic  agricultural  interests. 

A  statistical  document  submitted  to  the  chambers  recently,  but  which 
dates  f)om  1825,  shows,  that  at  that  time,  there  were  sold  in  common  years, 
in  the  markets  of  Eastern  Flanders  alone,  179,000  pieces  of  linen,  and  that 
the  population  employed  \u  the  two  Flanders,  in  the  manufacture  of  linen, 
comprised  605,920  individuals.  Since  then,  this  branch  of  industry, 
already  less  nourishing  than  during  tlie  re-union  of  the  Belgic  provinces 
to  France,  has  constantly  declined,  and  certainly  cannot  compete  with 
Gi'eat  Britain,  Gei-many,  and  France,  otherwise  than  by  adopting  the  use 
j  of  the  perfect  machinery  wiiich  she  has  not  yet  brought  to  her  aid. 

Arms,  J^ail  making,  ^c. 

Among  the  mimber  of  branches  of  industry  which  have  suffered  but 
little  by  the  revolution  of  1830,  may  be  cited  that  of  the  manufacture  of 
arms,  nails,  and  glass  ware;  they  owe  this  fortunate  result  principally  to 
their  low  prices,  which  enable  them  to  compete  with  foreign  similar 
fabrics. 

Sugar  Refineries. 

The  Sugar  refineries  are  also  classed  among  those  branches  of  industry 
which  have  preserved  tiie  greatest  activity;  they,  however,  are  only  en- 
abled to  do  so,  by  the  sacrifices  which  the  State  has  imposed  upon  itself  in 
their  favor  and  they  re(juire,  in  order  to  attain  a  more  com])lete  develope- 
ment,  several  modifications  of  the  existing  tariff,  such  as  will  encourao-e 
the  increased  import  of  raw  sugar  into  Belgium,  and  thus  lower  the  price. 

Distilleries. 

Protected  by  a  new  law,  and  disengaged  from  the  shackles  which  im- 
peded their  progress  under  the  ancient  government,  the  distilleries  of  Bel- 
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gium  find  themselves,  recently,  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  number 
of  these  establishments  has  greatly  increased  during  the  year  1833,  and 
their  rapid  success  gives  reason  to  hope  tliat  they  will  very  soon  enrich 
Belgium  with  a  new  branch  of  exportation.

8  centimes  per  100  kilogrammes,  for  such  as  pay  import,  export,  and 
excise  duty  by  weight. 
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5  centimes  per  100  francs,  for  such  as  pay  duty  ad  valorem. 

In  ascertaining  the  storage,  reference  will  be  had  to  the  quantity,  value, 
or  Aveight,  stated  in  the  permit  of  entrepot,  delivered  by  the  administrator 
of  import,  export,  and  excise  duties. 

The  storage,  will  be  charged  monthly,  counting  from  the  date  wlien  the 
application  for  storage  shall  have  been  made  in  writing  to  the  director  of 
the  entrepot. 

All  goods  entered  for  entrepot,  shall  pay  at  least  one  month's  storage.

The  amount  of  storage  shall  be  collected: 

1st.  At  the  time  of  delivery,  for  such  articles  as  have  remained  less  than 
three  months  in  entrepot. 

2d.  At  the  end  of  every  three  months  of  the  year,  to  wit,  1st  Jaimary, 
1st  April,  1st  July,  1st  October,  for  goods  remaining  in  entrep6t  at  those 
periods  respectively. 

In  case  of  failure  to  i)ay  the  duties  of  storage  in  the  manner  prescribed, 
the  direction  may  proceed  to  the  recovery  agreeably  to  the  general  law  »f 
26th  August,  1 822. 
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J  No  treaty  has  been  made  between  the  United  States  and  Venezuela,  since 
its  separation  fi'oiu  the  govenunent  of  Colombia.  The  tieaty,  bowevcr, 
which  was  contracted  with  that  confederation  in  1S25,  is  still  in  operation 
as  well  as  regards  New  Granada,  as  Venezuela,  and  Equador.  1h  confor- 
mity with  its  provisions  and  the  decree  of  the  government,  issued  in  182G, 
the  commercial  relations  of  the  two  countries  stand  on  the  footing  that 
goods  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture,  of  either  party,  on  board  its 
vessels,  are  admitted  into  the  poi'ts  of  the  other,  on  the  same  terms  as  if 
imported  in  national  vessels.  The  cause  of  the  decree  referred  to  being 
issued,  is  stated  in  vol.  1,  p.  545,  and  the  treaty  will  be  found  in  from 
p.  547  to  549. 

The  currency,  weights,  and  measures,  in  Venezuela,  are  the  same  as 
those  used  in  Ncw^  Granada,  and  will  be  found  in  the  1st  vol.  p.  554. 

TARIFF. 

Venezuela  has  adopted  the  system  for  duties  on  imports,  that  prevailed 
in  Colombia.  It  consists  of  table  No.  1,  in  which  a  valuation  on  a  great 
variety  of  articles  is  established;  table  No.  2,  containing  a  list  of  goods 
subject  to  a  specific  duty;  and  table  No.  3,  containing  a  classification  of 
the  articles  paying  duty  according  to  the  value,  and  the  amount  per  cent, 
of  each  of  the  seven  classes.  These  tables  are  inserted  at  large  in  vol.  1, 
from  p.  555  to  596.  Reference  should  also  be  made  t©  the  article  JVew 
Granada,  in  that  volume,  for  export  duties,  and  such  other  regulations  as 
do  not  conflict  with  the  recent  enactments,  of  which  a  translation  is  now 
subjoined. 

CUSTOM-HOUSE  REGULATIONS. 

Numerous  changes  have  been  made  by  the  Congress  of  Venezuela,  in  the 
custom-house  regulations  of  this  part  of  ancient  Colombia.  Five  law  s,  all 
dated  12th  May,  1834,  and  which  were  to  go  into  operation  the  1st  Octo- 
ber following,  have  designated, 

1st.  The  ports  which  shall  be  open,  as  well  to  the  importation  of  foreign 
merchandise,  as  to  the  exportation  of  national  products. 

2d.     The  regulations  to  be  observed  in  custom-house  transactions. 

3d.     The  duties  on  imports. 

4th.  The  proceedings  to  be  had,  and  the  penalties  to  be  inflicted,  in 
cases  of  seizure. 

1.     Open  Ports. 

Article  I.  The  following  ports  are  declared  open  fhahilitadosj  for 
importation  and  exportation:  Aiigostura,  in  the  province  of  Guyana;  Caru- 
pano  and  Cumana,  in  that  of  Cumana;  Barcelona,  in  that  of  Barcelona; 
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La  Guayra,  in  that  of  Caracas;  Puerto  Cabello,  in  that  of  Carabobo;  La 
Vela,  in  that  of  Coro:  Maracaibo,  in  that  of  Maracaibo. 

Article  2.  In  the  province  of  Margarita,  the  ports  of  Pan^patar  and 
Juan  Griego,  arc  open  for  exportation  and  importation,  for  the  consump- 
tion of  the  island. 

Article  3.  The  shores  of  the  river  Oronoco,  are,  in  like  manner,  open 
for  the  exportation  of  cattle  and  mules,  in  the  space  com])rised  between 
Angostura,  and  tlie  post  of  Yaya. 

Article  4.  The  ports  of  Guiria  in  the  province  of  Cumana,  and  Ca- 
ranero  in  that  of  Caracas,  are  in  like  manner  declared  to  be  open  for  tli( 
exportation  of  their  products. 

Article  5.  The  law  of  14th  October,  1830,  passed  by  the  constituem 
Congress,  designating  the  open  ports  for  importation  and  exportation,  h 
repealed.

//.     Custom-house  Regulations. 

Article  1.  Visit  to  Vessels.  Manifest.  All  vessels  arriving  fron 
foreign  ports  in  ports  open  to  external  commerce,  shall,  at  the  moment  o 
coming  to  anclior,  be  visited  by  tlie  Administrator,  or  by  the  person  au 
thorized  by  him,  and  by  the  commandant  fcommandantej  of  active  service 
(resgnardoj  where  there  is  one,  with  a  cliief  (cabo)  and  a  superintendcii 
(celador;)  they  will  re(iuire  from  tiie  captain  his  vessel's  papers,  f patent 
de  navigacion.J  and  the  manifest  fsobordoj  of  his  cargo,  which  sJial 
express  the  class  and  name  of  tlie  vessel;  the  nation  to  wliich  she  belongs 
her  tonnage;  the  name  of  the  commander:  that  of  the  port  or  place  o 
exportation;  tlic  number  and  description  of  packages  fbultosj  composini 
the  cargo,  witli  a  description  of  their  marks  and  luniibers;  the  names  o 
consignees  according  to  bills  of  lading  (consirmientos;)  the  port  of  desti 
nation;  and  the  list  fnotaj  of  provisions  for  the  consumption  of  th. 
crew. 

There  will  be  left  on  board  one  or  more  inspectors,  fceladores,J  if  thi 
vessel  arrives  viith  cargo.  If  in  ballast,  a  manifest  (sobordoj  will  not  b' 
required;  but  the  other  pieces  (document&s)  or  papers  fnoticiasj  designat 
ed  will  be  carefully  examined,  to  ascertain  if  the  vessel  be  really  in  balhisl 

Article  2.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arrival  of  the  vesHiI 
the  captain  will  present  himself  at  the  bureau  of  the  Administrator,  au( 
will  make  declaration  that  he  has  no  other  articles  on  board  than  thosi 
specified  in  the  manifest,  fsobordo^J  and  agreeing  witli  tlie  bills  of  ladini 
signed  by  him;  he  will  sign  this  declaration,  but  reserving  the  privilege  t( 
correct  his  manifest  for  articles  omitted. 

Article  3.  The  ca])tain  who  does  not  present  his  manifest,  Csobordo^^ 
will  incur  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  will  be  compelled  tc 
present  it  in  twenty-four  hours,  collated  with  the  bills  of  lading,  whicl 
shall  be  returned  to  him  after  this  verification;  the  unlading  cannot  b( 
previously  commenced. 

Article  4.  Vessels  hound  to  Angostura  and  Maracaibo  will  be  ii 
charge  of  one  or  more  inspectors  from  Yaya  and  the  Fort  of  St.  Carlos,  t( 
prevent  the  uidading  of  any  articles  before  the  vessels  shall  have  been 
regularly  visited. 

Article  5.  Discharging.  Within  three  days  after  the  vassel  shall 
have  come  to  anchor,  the  consignee  or  proprietor  of  the  caigo  shall  make 
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cnown  at  the  rnstom-hoiise  wlietbcr  or  not  it  is  his  intention  to  discharge. 

If  the  miladiiio;  is  to  take  ])la(e.  in  whole  or  in  pai-t,  the  necessary  jjermit 

''permisoj  will  he  required    in   wi-itinj^  within  the  time  nientionecl,    ami 

»vhich  shall  state  whether  a  i)art  of  the  cargo  is  destined  to  other  foreign 

|)orts,  or  those  of  the  Repuhlic.     In  cases  Avhere  it  is  not  intended  to  nnload, 

lie  vessel  will  be  required  to  depart  within  six  working  fliahiles)  days 

liter  her  arrival,  except  in  cases  of  arrival  to  repair  damages,  ami  under 

liargc  of  inspectors,   in  which  case  the  vessel  can  only  he  permitted  to 

I'emain  as  long  as  may  be  strictly  necessaiy.     AVhen  the  ])roprictor  or 

I'onsignee  retains  on   board  a  part  of  the  cargo,  to  be  sent  to  other  ])orts, 

he  re-exportation  must  be  made  within  ten  days  following  the  dischai'ge 

)f  the  residue  of  the  cargo:  and  whilst  remaining  in  port,   one  or  more 

nspcctors  will  remain  on  board. 

Article  6.  No  unlading  can  take  place  without  permission  from  the 
ollector  and  comptroller. 

Article  7.  The  permit  to  discharge  will  be  delivered  to  the  comman- 
lant  to  have  it  carried  into  effect,  under  the  following  foi-malities:  1st. 
le  will,  in  writing,  order  the  inspectors  on  duty  in  the  vessel  to  permit 
he  unlading.  2d.  The  inspectors  will  take  account  of  ])ackages  discharg- 
ed, and  in  designating  the  marks  and  numbers,  will  class  them  by  cases, 
lales,  barrels,  trunks,  gvacabs,  kc.  He  will  compare  these  notes  with  the 
lackages  discharged,  and  if  they  agree,  will  deliver  them  to  the  comman- 
lant,  who  will  copy  them  into  a  register,  and  will  transmit  them  to  the 
ustom-house,  that  they  may  serve  for  reception  of  tlie  packages  into  stoi'c. 
I.  The  commandant  will  prepare  daily  a  list  (notaj  of  the  packages 
'ischarged,  according  to  the  separate  notes  received  from  the  inspectors, 
,nd  will  transmit  them  every  day  to  the  Administrator  of  the  Customs, 
n  order  that,  before  closing  the  expedition,  the  said  Administrator  or  the 
comptroller  may  confront  it  with  the  packages  deposited  in  the  custom- 
ouse  stores,  and  that  he  may  sign  it,  if  correct,  or  make  therein  such 
■ectifications  as  may  be  necessary.  4th.  Infiammable  articles  and  all  others 
vhich  are  not  in  packages,  objects  in  use,  may,  after  verification  by  the 
isitcrs,  be  expedited  from  the  strand  or  wharf  without  being  j)laced  in 
tore.  5th.  Discharging  will  take  place  in  custom-house  hours,  that  is  to 
ay,  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternnoon,  and  at 
he  i>laces  designated.  6th.  The  discharging  finished,  and  information 
hei-eof  given  by  the  captain  of  the  vessel  to  the  administrator,  the  latter 
»r  the  compti'oller,  accompanied  by  the  commandant,  will  proceed  to  visit 
he  vessel  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  articles  remain  on 
joard  except  such  as  were  declared  in  the  manifest  to  be  destined  to  other 
)orts.  7th.  The  visit  ccmipleted,  they  will  confront  the  manifest  fsohordo) 
.vitb  the  ([uotidien  notes  of  discharging,  and  if  they  agree  the  commandant 
vill  certify  that  the  unlading  is  completed. 

Article  8.  Invoices  and  Declarations.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after 
lotice  given  of  intention  to  discharge,  the  proprietor,  consignee,  or  agent, 
mist  i)resent  an  invoice  ffacturaj  or  declaration  (manifesto)  in  the 
Spanish  language,  with  the  prices,  measure,  and  value,  of  merchandise 
"oming  from  foreign  ports. 

Articu:  0.  ycrijicalion.  After  the  deposite  in  custom-house  stores  of 
all  the  articles  composing  the  lading  of  a  vessel,  other  than  those  exc(^pted 
in  article  7,  *^  4,  the  verification  will  be  made  by  the  Administrator  and 
♦  he  comptroller,  who  will  be  held  personally  responsible.     For  the  jxMt  of 
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Cumana,  the  depot  and  the  verification  prescribed  in  this  article  will  take 
place  at  the  entrance  of  the  river. 

Article  lOtli.  Damaged  Goods.  When,  at  the  time  of  verification, 
goods  shall  appear  to  be  damaged,  the  Administrator  and  the  Comptroller, 
assisted  by  a  merchant  named  by  the  interested,  shall  proceed  to  estimate 
the  damage,  and  no  duty  shall  be  levied  on  the  value  of  the  damaged 
goods,  (joods  once  removed  from  the  public  stores  can  receive  no  allow- 
ance for  damage. 

Article  11th.  Duties  and  Extra  Duties.  The  duties  of  importation 
will  be  conformably  to  the  tariffs  established  by  law,  or  according  to 
valuations  in  virtue  of  articles  10,  13,  14,  if  the  merchandise  is  imported 
by  national  vessels,  or  by  vessels  of  countries  having  with  the  Republic 
treaties  based  upon  reciprocity. 

When  the  importation  sliall  be  by  any  other  vessels,  and  when  the  duty 
is  specific,  thei-c  will  be  added  10  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  duty;  if  the 
duty  is  ad  valorem,  there  shall  be  an  addition  of  5  j)er  cent,  on  the 
valuation. 

Article  12.  To  enjoy  the  equality  of  duties  established  by  the  pre- 
ceding article,  between  national  vessels  and  those  of  countries  bavins 
ti'eaties  of  reciprocity,  it  must  be  shown  by  a  certificate  (certijication)  o 
the  collector  of  the  port,  that  all  the  articles  comprising  the  cargo,  an 
the  products  of  the  soil,  or  industry  of  the  nation  to  which  the  vessel  belongs 

Article  13.  Valuations.  The  valuation  of  merchandise  liable  to  a( 
valorem  duty,  will  be  made  by  two  viewers,  to  be  named  by  the  Adminis 
trator.  The  viewers  thus  named,  will  be  competent  for  all  question; 
relative  to  the  same  declaration  fmanifestoj. 

Article  14.  The  basis  of  the  valuation  referred  to  in  the  precedini 
article,  shall  be  the  price  current  of  the  market  in  which  such  valuation  i; 
made.  There  shall  from  this  valuation,  be  a  deduction  of  20  per  cent.  an< 
the  duties  shall  be  liquidated  on  the  balance. 

Article  15.  Contestations.  Doubts  entertained  by  the  Administra 
tor  as  to  the  denomination  of  merchandise  designated  in  the  manifest! 
f  declaration  J  of  the  importer,  shall  be  resolved  by  a  majority  of  the  comp 
troller  and  two  viewers,  as  is  prescribed  in  article  13  for  valuations. 

Article  16.  Viewers,  named  to  exercise  the  functions  mentioned  ii 
tlie  preceding  articles,  cannot  refuse  te  serve,  nnless  justified  by  an  ade 
quate  excuse  in  the  opinion  of  the  Administrator.  When  the  excuse  is  no 
admitted,  the  viewers  nominated,  shall  be  obliged  to  exercise  the  functions 
under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  200  dollars. 

Article  17.  Tares.  The  tare  on  articles  subject  to  duty  by  weight 
shall  be  deducted  as  follows: 

Grain,  fruit,  seed,  flour  of  all  sorts,  in  linen  bags,  2  per  cent. 

Articles  in  cases,  cajones,  barrels,  &c.  will  be  allowed  the  tare  market 
on  the  packages,  subject  to  rc-w  eighing  when  the  Administrator  shall  deen 
it  necessary. 

Article  18.  Gauging.  The  executive  power  shall  fix  for  tlie  cus 
toms,  the  weiglit  and  measure  for  liquids,  as  well  as  the  capacity  of  th( 
vessels  fenvasisj  containing  them,  until  tliey  shall  have  becji  regulate( 
by  law,  and  will  su])ply  the  custom-houses  with  tlie  acrometres  and  othei 
necessary  instruments. 

Article  19.  Jlllowances:  On  liquids,  in  wooden  vessels,  4  percent 
shall  be  allowed  for  leakage;  the  same  allowance  shall  be  made  for  damag' 
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•n  li(iui(ls  in  bottles,  cases,  and  barrels;  on  qucenswarej  china,  glassware, 
.11(1  crystals,  when  an  estimation  is  not  demanded  according  to  article  ]0. 

AiiTicr.E  20.  On  each  invoice  or  declaration  (manifesto)  mention  shall 
lie  made  of  the  verifications,  valuations,  and  estimations  of  damage;  and 
he  invoice  shall  be  signed  by  those  who  have  concurred  in  said  proceedings; 
fter  which  the  duties  shall  be  liquidated. 

Article  21.  Liquidation.  The  liquidation  shall  be  made  by  the  ad- 
iiinistrator  and  comptroller,  conformably  to  tariff",  and  witiiin  eight  days 
t  farthest.  There  shall  be  delivered  to  the  |)roprietor  or  consignee,  a 
lote  fplanillaj  of  the  duties,  regulated  by  the  above  two  authorities,  in 
I'der  that,  after  having  ascei'tained  that  it  is  conformably  to  law,  or  after 
laving  it  rectified,  he  may  return  it  signed,  that  it  may  be  annexed  to  the 
iocinnent  (expedienUJ  of  the  vessel's  entry. 

Article  22.  The  document  of  entry  which  ought  to  be  open  for  every 
essel,  as  basis  of  the  calculation  of  duties,  ought  to  be  formed  within  the 
LMi  (lays  which  follow  the  customs  verification;  in  this  intervjil,  the  mer- 
haiit  should  present  the  note  in  (juestion,  and  the  other  pieces  which  com- 
letc  the  document  of  entry.  This  expedicntc  will  consist,  1  st  of  the  sobordo 
m\  permit  to  discharge;  2d  of  the  original  manifestos  and  valuation;  3d 
f  the  daily  notes  (notas)  of  discharging,  examined  by  the  commandant;  4th 
f  the  proces  verbals  of  verifications  and  of  weighing;  5th  of  the  proces 
erbaux  of  seizures,  if  there  have  been  any;  6th  of  the  liquidation  (Liquida- 
■oii)  of  the  duties,  and  of  a  declaration  from  the  proprietor  or  consignee, 
tmouncing  when  the  duties  have  been  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid. 

Article  23.  Submissioiis.  The  proprietor  or  consignee,  will  guar- 
nteo  the  payment  of  the  duties,  with  one  or  two  securities,  to  be  approved 
>  the  administrator  or  comptroller.     He  will  sign  the  obligations  (paga- 

s )  upon  stamped  ])aper. 

AiiTicLE  24.     How  payable.     The  payment  of  duties  shall  be:

AirricLE  25.  If  payment  be  not  punctually  made,  process  shall  issue 
^;lillst  principal  antl  securities,  all  or  either,  not  only  for  the  amount,  but 
tr  costs  and  interest,  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  per  month. 

Article  26.  The  owner,  importer,  or  consignee,  failing  to  pay  or  se- 
ure  the  duties,  the  goods  shall  be  detained,  and  sold  at  public  sale,  and 
ie  excess,  if  any,  jjaid  over  to  those  interested  therein. 

Article  27.  If  the  proprietor,  importer,  or  consignee  of  goods,  con- 
ent  to  abandon  a  part  in  payment  of  duties,  or  if  they  desire  to  re-export, 
tiey  shall  be  permitted  to  do  so,  provided  that  the  abandonment  or  re- 
xportation,  be  declared  before  the  goods  are  withdrawn  from  the  custom- 
ouse.  In  the  first  case,  the  articles  will  be  sold  at  auction,  for  account  of 
lie  treasury;  in  the  second,  they  will  pay  oidy  1  per  cent,  per  month,  for 
lie  time  they  have  remained  in  the  custom-house.

This  is  confined  to  national  vessels. 

Foreign  vessels  are  allowed  to  transport  from  one  legal  port  to  one  oi'  more 
other  legal  ports,  such  part  of  their  cargo  as  has  not  heen  unloaded,  and 
which  has  been  declared  for  transit  for  another  or  other  ports;  and  also  to 
take  on  board  commodities  of  the  country  on  the  coasts,  rivers,  or  lakes 
where  they  are  produced,  or  arc  in  depot,  provided  such  vessels  comply 
with  the  laws  on  the  subject  of  importation  and  exportation. 

When  goods  are  to  be  transported  from  one  j)ort  to  another,  in  the  same

1 .  Goods  transported  by  foreign  vessels  from  one  port  to  another  of  thi 
Republic,  unless  all  the  formalities  of  the  law  be  complied  with,  or  if  thf 
original  manifest  and  certificate  be  lost,  adequate  testimony  must  be  ad 
duced  proving  the  same. 

2.  Goods  not  inserted  in  the  manifest  of  the  master  within  the  twenty 
four  hours  allowed  for  rectifying  that  document. 

3.  All  merchandise  loaded  or  unloaded  without  the  permit,  in  writing 
of  the  custom-house. 

4.  All  articles  landed  on  tlie  coasts,  in  the  bays,  harbors,  or  rivers,  oi 
found  on  board  lighters  for  the  puipose  of  being  lajided,  the  duties  on  whicl 
have  not  been  liquidated  or  their  payment  secured  at  any  custom-house 
the  same  penalty  being  applicable  to  the  vessel  and  her  equipment. 
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5.  AH  effects  carried  IVoju  one  port  to  another  withont  a  coasting 
crtificate. 

6.  Every  thing  foimd  on  board  after  unlading,  except  the  provisions 
jmd  goods  declared  to  be  destined  for  another  poi-t. 

I    7.     All   prohibited  articles  found  on  board,  and  which  may  exceed  the 
strict  necessities  of  the  equipage. 

8.  All  that  may  be  found  over  and  and  above  the  statement  in  the 
leclaration,  as  compared  with  the  goods  deposited  at  the  custom-house. 

9.  All  articles  the  quality  and  character  of  which  do  not  conform  to 
(he  description  in  the  bills  of  lading  or  declaration,  if  tlie  difference  be 
•iufficiently  great  to  warrant  the  suspicion  of  fraud.  This  difference  to  be 
(iscertained  by  the  controller  and  two  other  persons,  one  to  be  chosen  by 
the  administrator,  and  the  other  by  the  party  interested. 

10.  The  value  of  all  that  maybe  discovered  less  than  the  amount  stated 
in  the  bills  of  lading  or  declaration,  unless  it  be  proved  that  such  diminu- 
tion is  caused  by  tlie  articles  having  been  thrown  into  the  sea  from  neces- 
sity, or  that  they  have  been  trans-shipped  or  unladen  in  foreign  ports,  or 
the  size  of  the  package  shows  that  there  was  a  manifest  error,  and  that  it 
:ould  not  have  contained  more  than  was  found  in  it. 

1 1.  If  the  missing  articles  consist  of  one  or  more  packages  mentioned 
in  the  declaration,  and  if  the  deficit  cannot  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for, 
the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  from  200  to  500  dollars 
for  each  missing  package,  and  on  his  failure  to  pay  the  same,  he  is  liable 
to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

The  other  articles  relate  chiefly  to  the  courts  for  trial  of  seizures,  and 
appropriates  the  amount  that  may  be  recovered. 

J'.     Additional  Duty. 

Article  1.  There  shall  be  an  additional  duty  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 
importation  of  goods  liable  to  duty,  imported  through  the  custom-house  «f 
I'orto  Cabello,  to  defray  the  cost  of  construction,  for  a  road  from  Porto

VI.     Moneys. 

The  Senate  and  the  Chamber  of  Representatives,  &c.  considering,  first, 
that  the  great  scarcity  of  money  macuquina  fcutj^  which  is  felt  throughout 
the  country,  imperiously  requires  the  attention  of  the  Legislature;  2d,  that 
fcutj  money,  such  as  it  now  exists,  presents  in  the  currency  a  difference 
of  one  fifth,  relatively  to  money  not  cut;  and,  that  under  such  circumstaices, 
it  is  necessary  to  adopt  measures  to  obviate  the  injury  resulting  io  the 
agriculture,  commerce,  and  industry  of  the  nation,  decrees, 

Article  1.  In  all  tho  bureaus  fojidnas)  of  the  Republic,  shall  be 
received:  the  Spanish  dollar  (peso);  and  the  ounce  of  gold.  S;unish;  the 
dollars  (pesos),  and  the  gold  ounces  of  the  new  Republics  jf  America, 
provided  they  are  of  the  w  eight  and  denomination  of  the  pieces  mentioned, 
and  also  the  fractions  of  said  dollars  and  gold  ounces. 

Article  2.  Shall  also  be  received,  the  dollar  of  the  United  States 
and  its  parts,  to  wit:  the  half  dollar  Cmedio  duroj  or  piece  of  fifty  cents; 
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the  quarter  dollar,  or  piece  of  twenty-five  cents;  the  ^^th  of  a  dollar,  oi 
piece  of  10  cents;  the  ^^^th  of  a  dollar,  or  piece  of  five  cents. 

The  franc  (money  of  France)  at  20  cents;  the  piece  of  5  francs,  at  tho 
rate  of  a  hard  dollar. 

The  shilling  of  England,  at  25  cents. 

The  piastre  of  Portugal  and  Brazil,  equal  to  a  dollar. 

Article.  3.  In  all  recoA  eries  and  payments  of  the  national  treasury, 
in  trade,  and  in  all  private  transactions,  the  ounce  of  gold  shall  he  received 
at  sixteen  pesos,  or  good  dollars;  and  the  peso,  or  good  dollar,  at  ten  com- 
mon reals. 

Article  4.  Authorizes  the  government  to  import  from  the  United 
States,  and  to  put  in  circulation,  copper  cents  to  the  amount  of  20,000 
dollars,  and  copper  half  cents  to  the  amount  of  5000  dollars.

(a)  National  veisels  without  decks  are  exempted  from   this  duty. 

(b)  The  anchorage  and  tonnage  duties  are  payable  as  soon  as  the  vessel  has  entered  and  com- 
pleted her  unlading,  except  ta  cases  of  damage,  or  where  she  puts  in  just  after  her  departure. 

(c)  Vessels  which  do  not  taJw  a  pilot  are  not  liable  for  the  pilotage. 
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The  commerce  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  has  remained 
nearly  stationary  for  a  series  of  years;  nor  is  there  a  chance  of  its  making 
any  advance  so  long  as  the  political  convulsions  which  have  agitated  that 
kingdom  continue,  and  her  anti-commercial  policy  prevails.  This  condi- 
tion of  trade  is,  however,  by  no  means  peculiar  to  the  intercourse  with 
the  United  States:  all  other  nations  that  traffic  with  the  peninsula  are  in 
the  same  situation:  the  causes  which  exclude  one  shut  out  all. 

Whilst  Spain  ruled  over  empires  in  America,  her  rigidly  exclusive 
system  might  have  been  less  pernicious  in  its  consequences  to  her  industry 
than  it  must  now  be,  when  those  ti-ans-Atlantic  dominions  have  hec(»me 
independent  states.  Then,  Spain  and  her  colonies  were  a  woi'ld  of  them- 
selves; their  productions  were  different,  their  wants  variant,  and  to  all 
purposes  of  commerce,  an  immense  field  lay  open.  Had  the  government 
at  home,  and  the  administi'ation  abroad,  heen  conducted  with  liberality, 
or  on  sound  principles  of  economy,  the  peoj)le  of  both  could  not  have 
failed  to  attain  the  highest  reach  of  prosperity.  But  unliappily,  the  mother 
country  entertained  as  much  apprehension  of  the  advancement  of  her 
colonics,  as  she  did  of  any  foreign  communication  with  them.  No  encour- 
agement was  given  to  increased  or  varied  production;  the  main  object  was 
to  pour  into  the  cofiers  of  the  crown  the  largest  possible  amount  of  the 
])recious  metals;  fi-om  thence  they  were  distributed  among  the  noblesse, 
leaving  the  country  and  people  but  slightly  benefitted  by  the  acquisition. 
And  in  i-egard  to  other  artickt  of  commerce,  to  supj)ly  the  wants  of  Eu- 
ropean Sj)auiards  with  colonial  produce  sufficed;  when  this  point  was 
gained,  no  further  effort  was  made  to  stimulate  production,  by  diffusing  the 
surplus  among  other  nations.  The  energies  of  the  colenists  were  thus 
paralyzed,  and  their  teeming  land  abandoned  to  the  wild  condition,  in 
Avhich  their  invading  ancestors  had  found  it.  Thus,  in  the  two  quarters 
of  the  globe,  where  nature  had  so  profusely  granted  her  bounties,  those 
who  ougiit  to  have  been  enriched  by  them,  are  found  to  be  in  a  more  impo- 
vei'ished  condition  than  the  inhabitants  of  other  countries  endowed  with 
infinitely  less  advantages — such  has  been  the  effect  of  the  S3^stem  of  mo- 
nopoly carried  out  into  full  practice.  Nor  can  any  argument  more  strongly 
illustrate  the  impolicy  of  commercial  prohibitions,  as  a  system,  than  the 
example  of  Spain:  possessing  a  genial  climate,  an  active  population,  a  soil 
of  bounteous  fertility,  a  seacoast  of  great  extent,  numerous  harbors,  the 
noblest  colonies  ever  enjoyed  by  ar>y  nation,  and  boundless  treasures  of 
the  pi-ecious  metals,  she  has  been  for  years  the  least  prosperous  of  any  of 
the  i)owers  of  the  old  world  All  the  benefits  which  might  have  arisen 
from  such  a  combination  of  fortunate  circumstances  have  been  forfeited. 
The  conquests  in  America,  the  influx  of  wealth  from  the  mines  of  the  new 
world,  and  the  naval  ascendency  once  so  proudly  held  by  Spain,  have 
fallen;  and  she  now  ranks  as  an  inferior  power  in  commerce,  and  in  her 
naval  as  well  as  mercantile  marine. 
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Tfic  (lay  is  not  remote  when  the  recognition  of  the  independence  of  her 
Hjicicnt  colonics  v  ill  take  place.  When  it  does  happen,  there  can  he  no 
doubt  tliat  she  will  be  a  formidable  rival  to  those  who  have,  since  1810, 
enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  trade  with  the  Spanish  American  states. 
The  identity  of  language,  of  religion,  of  hahits,  and  the  national  ties 
which  hound  the  two  people  together,  will  have  predominant  influence  in 
favor  of  Si)ain.  And  it  will  depend  altogether  on  her  own  legislation 
whether  she  will  engross  the  bulk  of  the  trade;  this,  however,  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  an  entire  change  in  her  custom-house  regulations;  mono- 
})olies  of  the  crown  must  be  surrendered,  and  the  duties  be  brought  to  the 
revenue  standard,  or  to  something  like  an  equality  with  the  imposts  of 
other  nations.  And  should  such  a  revolution  take  place,  it  would  have  the 
effect  not  only  of  reviving  the  industry  of  Spain,  hnt  of  opening  to  all 
commercial  people  new  channels  of  trade. 

The  severity  of  the  Spanish  colonial  system  was  but  rarely  relaxed. 
Some  instances  of  indulgence,  however,  occurred,  particularly  in  favor  of 
Great  Britain.  By  treaty  with  that  nation,  British  merchants  were 
allowed  to  carry  a  certain  numhcr  of  slaves  annually  to  the  Spanish 
cohmies,  and  they  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity,  for  introducing 
at  the  same  time,  large  quantities  of  merchandise.  This  treaty  was 
not  renewed,  hut  the  British  were  allowed  to  cut  dyewoods,  and  mahoga- 
ny, in  Honduras.  In  this  privilege,  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States, 
then  British  colonists,  participated,  as  they  did  then,  and  have  done,  since 
their  independence,  in  what  w  as  termed  the  forced  trade.  This  hazardous 
trade  w  as  carried  on  in  armed  vessels,  laden  with  assorted  cargoes.  They 
tralHcked  along  the  coasts  with  the  Spaniards,  who  came  out  and  pur- 
chased the  goods  at  sea.  The  profits  were  very  great  to  those  who  were 
successful,  but  the  jjcrils  of  the  exposure  at  sea,  and  tlie  frequent  caj)tures 
made  by  the  Spanish  cruisers,  caused  more  of  loss  than  of  gain,  on  the 
whole  trade.  Another  remarkable  instance'  of  intercourse  with  the  colo- 
nies of  Spain,  ])roved  Ycvy  lucrative  to  the  Amei'ican  merchants  engaged 
in  it.  Dui'ing  the  French  Revolution,  it  was  found  impossible  by  the 
Spanish  Government,  to  receive  the  usual  supplies  of  money  from  Mexico,  so 
numerous  and  vigilant  were  the  cruisers  of  Great  Britain.  It  therefore 
sold  by  contract,  to  certain  European  bankers,  specie  deliverable  to  their 
order  in  Mexico,  granting  licenses  to  the  vessels  which  were  to  bring 
away  the  specie,  the  privilege  of  carrying  in  them  a  cargo  of  merchandise, 
and  to  dipose  of  it  in  the  Mexican  ports.  These  licenses  were  sold  to 
merchants  of  the  United  States,  who  by  means  of  fast  sailing  schooners, 
were  enabled  to  elude  danger.  The  goods  thus  introduced  into  Mexico, 
were  in  great  demand,  and  were  sold  at  enormous  profits,  realizing  large 
fortunes  to  those  who  had  it  in  their  power  to  purchase  the  licenses. 

Prior  to  the  American  Revolution,  the  then  British  colonies  being 
allowed  by  act  of  Parliament  to  trade  with  countries  south  of  Cape  Finis- 
terre,  some  commerce  with  Spain  w  as  carried  on  by  them.  All  articles  of 
colonial  produce,  except  tobacco  and  naval  stores,  were  carried  by  the 
colonists  to  the  Spanish  markets,  and  exchanged  for  wines,  fruit,  salt,  or 
specie.  Butthe  exportation  of  specie  being  prohibited,  it  was  only  obtained 
illegally,  and  the  excess  in  favor  of  the  Americans  was  generally  liquida- 
ted by  bills  on  London.  After  the  peace  of  1783,  a  more  open  trade  was 
carried  on  between  the  two  countries,  but  always  of  minor  consequence, 
owing  to  the  prohibition  on  tobacco,  and  tiie  high  duty  on  flour  and  Indian 
corn.

(  The  proliibition  on  tobacco  was  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging 
the  growth  of  that  article  in  the  Spanish  colonies.     Jiut  as  tiiese  posses- 
',  siojis  are  udw  so  greatly  reduced  in  extent,  it  can  scarcely  he  an  object 
I  to  persevere  in  the  policy;   and  if  tobacco  were  freely  admitted,  and  the 
I  whole  ti'ade  placed  on  a  more  lil)eral  basis,  thei-e  can  be  no  doubt,  that  it 
would    b<^    muc!i    enlarged,    and    to    mutual    benefit*      The   ])rovinces   of 
■  Spain,  on  the  Mediterranean,  are  not  able  to  supply  bread  stufis,  adequate 
to  the  consumption  of  the  country,   and  to  make  up  the  deficiency  it  is  al- 
most always  necessary  to  resort  to  importations.     If  a  mere  revenue  duty 
I  were  substituted  for  the  prohibitory  impost,  large  supplies  might  be  drawn 
from  the   United  States,    and  paid  for  in  wines,   brandy,    barilla,  and  the 
silks  of  Valencia.     These  articles,   with   fruit,    oli\  e  oil,  and  salt,   all  of 
1  which  might  he  furnished  by  Spain,  under  an  open  trade,  are  now  obtained 
by  the  United  States  from  France,  Portugal,  and  Italy. 

Although  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Spanish  posses- 
sions in  J^^ui'ope,  employs  but  a  limited  capital,  yet  the  whole  trade  with 
all  the  domains  of  Spain,  is  of  much  value.  The  great  bulk  of  it  is  with 
the  productive  Islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico.  The  balan(:c  is  largely 
against  tlse  United  States,  but  it  is  again  made  equal  by  the  profits  realised 
either  in  the  shape  of  freiglit,  or  on  the  sales  in  other  marts,  of  the  surplus 
not  wanted  for  our  own  consumption.  This  trade  seems  at  all  times  to 
have  been  an  object  of  jealousy,  not  only  to  Spanish  merchants,  but  to  those 
also  of  other  coujitries.  The  proximity,  however,  of  our  ports  to  these  fer-i 
tile  Islands,  and  their  general  dependence  on  us  for  provisions,  will  always 
give  us  tlie  ascendency  over  all  competitors,  so  long  as  any  intercourse  of 
foreigners  with  them  is  permitted.  This  intercourse  has  existed  from  ail 
early  period,  the  colonial  system  having  been  compelled  to  yield,  in  tliis  in- 
stance, to  the  imperious  necessity  of  procuring  from  abroad  the  bread  stuffs 
and  other  provisions  i-equired  for  consumption.  The  whole  amount  of  im- 
portations into,  and  exportations  from  Spain,  has  been  largely  reduced,  since 
the  revolt  of  her  continental  colonies  in  America.  But  the  most  authentic 
accounts  of  her  statistics,  exhibit  an  increase  in  the  produce  of  her  soil, 
and  in  her  trade  with  foreign  nations,  so  far  as  the  latter  is  confined  to 
exchanges,  strictly,  of  articles  of  domestic  production.  In  summing  up 
the  results  uf  the  commerce  of  Spain,  it  would  appear  that,  in

Making  an  average  value  of  importations,  of  §20,972,450,  which  k 
less  than  one-thii-d  of  their  amount  in  1784  and  1785.  The  average  ex- 
portations are  Si 3,745, 900.  It  vt'ouid  'seem  then.  ti)at  Spain  has  lost 
two-thirds  of  her  trade,  but  ti)is  is  not  absolutely  the  fact.  For,  exclu- 
sively of  her  colonies,  she  received,  fifty  years  ago,  an  importation  of 
811,000,000,  and  exported  goods   to  the  amount  of  25,600,000.   .  The 
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excess  of  the  former  over  the  latter  was  paid  for  in  the  precious  metals 
received  from  the  mines  in  America.  At  this  day,  her  imports  amount 
to  at  least  Sl6,000,000,  including  her  colonies;  and  without  them  to 
g 1 3, 000,000,  which  is  one-fifth  more  than  gl  1,000,000,  the  importations 
of  fifty  years  since.  Her  exports  of  national  products  are  double  their 
former  amount,  and  they  seem  to  have  increased  proportionally  with  the 
progress  of  her  agriculture.  The  apparent  difference  between  the  ancient 
and  the  existing  commerce  of  Spain,  arises  from  the  large  amount  of  the 
precious  metals  received  by  her,  and  whicli  have  been  estimated  to  have 
averaged  annually,  about  815,000,000.  It  required  about  three-fourths 
of  this  sum  to  pay  for  her  importations  from  abroad,  leaving  but  one- 
fourth  in  the  country. 

It  appears  that  the  population  of  Spain  has  doubled  in  the  space 
of  111  years,  its  greatest  progress  having  taken  place  during  the  present 
century.  In  the  last  thirty  years,  her  agricultural  products  have  increased 
more  tlian  one-third,  showing  that  instead  of  her  industry  being,  as  is 
generally  believed,  stationary,  it  has  made  some  advance.  The  loss  of 
her  colojiies  appears  to  have  had  the  beneficial  influence  on  her  people,  of 
rousing  them  from  their  inactive  dependence  on  their  possessions  abroad, 
and  of  forcing  them  to  rely  on  their  own  labor  for  the  supply  of  their 
wants.  Having  no  longer  the  gold  and  silver  of  the  new  world,  where- 
with to  purchase  their  supplies  of  foreign  commodities,  as  in  former  days, 
they  now  pay  for  them,  in  the  products  of  their  own  fertile  soil,  or  by  the 
avails  of  their  manufactures.  But  fettered  as  is  every  branch  of  indus- 
try, by  restrictions  on  foreign  intercourse,  on  the  intercommunication  of 
the  different  provinces  of  the  kingdom,  and  by  the  vexatious  system  of 
internal  taxation,  it  is  far  below  the  level  it  might  reach  under  a  wiser 
policy.  With  all  her  local  and  other  great  advantages,  her  whole  annual 
imports  exceed  but  little  the  annual  imports  of  the  United  States,  from 
her  own  possessions  alone.  And  exclusive  of  what  she  receives  from  her 
colonies,  they  fall  short  even  of  those  importations  of  the  United  States. 
As  compared  witli  the  results  of  industry  in  other  nations,  that  of  Spain 
shows  equal  inferiority.  The  following  table,  exhibiting  the  relative  pro- 
portions of  gross  production  to  population,  appears  to  have  been  framed 
on  accurate  data,  and  illustrates  in  a  simple  mode,  the  marked  disparity  in 
the  proceeds  of  the  industry  of  the  five  European  nations  to  which  it 
I'efers.

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"It  is  believed  that  the  valuation  of  the  product  ol"  Spanish  industry  in 
18S4,  is  a  miniiuuin  which  is  probably  much  below  tlic  truth;  and  that  it 
now  approaches,  in  mass,  )iearly  to  that  of  Prussia,  in  articles  of  manufac- 
ture; but  then,  relatively  to  the  po])ulation,  the  distribution  of  this  mer- 
chandise only  effects  (as  in  tlie  Austi-ian  empire)  a  participation  of  30  francs 
to  each  inhabitant:  that  is  to  say,  one  half  less  than  in  France,  and  the 
fifth  part  only  of  the  enormous  value  of  the  product  of  industry  in  the 
British  Isles,  divided  by  their  jji-csent  population." 

The  greater  part  of  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  Spain  arc  in 
Catalonia  and  Valencia;  the  efforts  of  the  government  to  advance  their 
prosperity  have  been  very  great,  and  by  rigid  prohibition,  the  monopoly  of 
the  supply  of  the  whole  kingdom  is  secured  to  domestic  industry.  But,  in 
extending  this  protection,  it  was  found  necessai-y,  at  the  same  time,  to 
secure  the  home  market  to  the  agriculturalist.  Thus,  the  prices  of  provi- 
sions have  risen  higher  than  in  neighboring  countries,  and  the  raw  materials 
necessary  for  the  manufactures  have  borne  a  proportionate  rise;  and  the 
consequence  has  been,  as  it  must  alw  ays  be  under  such  circumstances,  that 
the  people  of  Spain  are  driven  to  pay  more  for  food  and  raiment  than  they 
would  have  to  pay  if  left  at  liberty  to  purchase  where  they  can  buy  cheapest, 
and  to  sell  where  they  can  obtain  the  highest  price. 

The  principal  manufactures  are  plain  silks;  the  finer  and  more  skilful 
tissues  of  this  article  do  not,  at  this  day,  bear  any  competition  with  similar 
productions  of  the  French  artists.  Whilst  Spain  enjoyed  the  great  market 
of  her  colonies,  the  silk  manufactures  of  Valencia  employed  about  16,000 
workmen;  they  now  sustain  with  difficulty  about  4000. 

There  are  also  manufactories  of  linen,  but  they  seem  to  be  in  a  languish- 
ing condition;  those  of  wool  are  more  prosperous,  being  supplied  at  a  low 
rate  with  the  very  superior  raw  ma,terial  from  the  Hocks  of  Leon  and 
Estramadura.  Spanish  cloth  is,  in  every  respect,  equal  to  the  best  produc- 
tions of  the  English  or  French  looms.  To  these  must  be  added  manufac- 
tures of  iron,  porcelain,  cotton,  leather,  glass,  paper,  &c.

SPAIN. 
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TREATIES. 

There  luivc  been  negotiated  bnt  two  treaties  between  Spain  and  the 
United  States.*  The  first  was  ratilicd  on  3d  March,  1796.  and  einl)race.s 
the  subjects  ol'lriendsbij),  boundaries,  Indians,  and  navigation.  In  regard 
to  navigation,  it  provides  chieily  for  a  state  of  war,  either  between  the 
parties,  or  when  one  may  lie  neutral  and  the  other  engaged  in  hostilittes. 

By  the  6tb  article  the  contracting  parties  agree  to  protect  the  vessels  of 
e^ch  other  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  by  land  or  sea,  and  to 
restore  vessels  and  effects,  by  whomsoever  taken,  within  the  extent  of  said 
jurisdictions. 

Art.  7.  The  citizens  and  subjects,  vessels  and  effects,  ef  each  of  the  par 
ties  not  to  be  liable  to  embai'go  or  detention  for  any  military  expedition  or 
other  public  or  private  purpose  by  either  pai'ty.  Arrests  for  debts  or 
crimes  may  be  made,  and  shall  be  prosecuted  according  to  law. 

Art.  8.  Vessels  of  either  party,  forced  by  stress  of  weather,  pirates, 
or  enemies,  into  the  ports,  harbors,  bays,  &,c.  of  the  other,  to  be  received 
and  treated  with  humanity,  to  enjoy  all  favor,  protection,  and  help,  to 
rci'rcsh  or  repair,  and  freely  to  depart. 

Art.  9.  Vessels  and  goods  rescued  fi'om  pirates  to  be  restored  to  the 
lawful  owner  upon  due  and  suilicient  proof. 

Art.  10.  In  cases  of  wreck,  foundering,  or  other  injuries,  each  party 
to  extend  to  the  other  the  same  assistance  it  would  give  to  its  own  citizens 
or  sid)jects  under  like  circumstances;  nor  arc  duties  to  be  paid  on  goods 
landed  during  the  repairs  made,  if  reladen  and  carried  away. 

Art.  11.  The  right  of  devising,  of  donation,  and  of  inheriting,  as 
regards  ])ersonal  property,  is  secured  to  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  each 
party  within  the  dominion  of  the  other,  on  paying  the  legal  dues.  In  the 
absence  of  the  claimant,  the  property  to  be  taken  care  of;  and  where  there 
are  several  claimants,  the  award  to  be  made  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
country  in  which  the  property  is.  Aliens,  being  citizens  or  subjects  of 
either  pai'ty,  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  dispose  of  real  estate  descending 
to  them  in  the  dominions  of  the  other. 

Art.  13.  Merchant  vessels  of  one  jjarty  proceeding  to  a  port  of  an 
enemy  of  the  other,  must  exhibit  passports  and  certificates  showing  that 
the  goods  on  board  are  not  contraband. 

Art.  1 3.  In  the  event  of  war  between  the  contracting  parties,  the  mer- 
chants residing  in  the  dominions  of  either  are  allowed  one  year  from  the 
proclamation  of  war  to  remo\c  their  effects. 

Art.  14.  No  Spanish  subject  shall  take  a  commission  for  privateering 
from  a  nation  \vith  which  the  United  States  may  be  at  war,  against  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  against  their  property.  The  like  prohi- 
bition is  extended  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  faking  commissions 
against  the  subjects  of  Spain.  Offenders  in  cither  case  to  be  punished  as 
pirates. 

Art.  15.  Free  trade  with  an  enemy  of  either  party  allowed,  and  from 
one  port  to  another  of  such  enemy,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  Free 
ships  to  make  free  goods,  contraband  being  always  excepted;  free  ships

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also  to  protect  all  persons  on  board,  unless  tliey  be  soldiers  in  the  actual 
service  of  an  enemy.     See  Art.  12  of  treaty  of  1819,  postea. 

Art.  16.  Contains  the  usual  list  of  contraband  articles,  and  states  also 
those  that  are  are  not  contraband.  Except  to  such  towns  or  places 
as  are  besieged,  blocked  up,  or  invested,  entire  freedom  of  commerce  in 
articles  not  contraband  is  allowed.  Public  vessels  of  war  of  eitlier  party 
in  distress  at  sea  are  allowed  to  supply  themselves  with  necessaries  from 
the  cargoes  of  merchant  vessels  of  the  other,  on  giA  ing  receipts  for  the 
same,  for  the  purpose  of  making  ultimate  payment. 

Art.  17.  When  one  of  the  parties  is  engaged  in  war,  the  merchant 
vessels  of  the  other  must,  to  avoid  dissensions,  be  proxided  with  sea-letters, 
or  passjmrts,  showing  their  nationality;  and  when  loaded,  to  be  furnished 
also  with  certificates,  containing  the  particulars  of  the  cargo,  &c.  Vessels 
not  provided  with  these  documents  may  be  condemned,  unless  equivalent 
evidence  be  produced  at  the  trial. 

Art.  18.  Vessels  of  war  of  either  party,  visiting  merchant  vessels  of 
the  other  under  the  right  of  search,  to  remain  out  of  cannon  shot,  and  to 
board  in  a  boat  with  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom  the  master  of  the 
merchant  vessel  shall  exhibit  his  documents. 

Art.  19.  The  parties  to  appoint  Consuls  in  the  different  ports,  who 
are  to  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  powers  which  those  of  the  most  favored 
nation  enjoy. 

Art.  20.  Free  access  is  allowed,  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  to  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  either  party,  in  the  courts  within  the  dominions  of 
the  other.     Sec  vol.  1,  L.  U.  S.  p.  262. 

Treaty  of  ^mityi  SettlemenU  and  Limits  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain,  signed  at  Washington,  22rf  February,  1819,  and  the  ratijicaiions 
exchanged  on  the  22d  February,  1821. 

Art.  12.  Confirms  all  the  articles  of  the  treaty  of  1795,  excepting  the 
2d,  Sd,  4th,  21st,  and  the  second  clause  of  the  22d.  And  the  15th  article 
is  so  modified  as  that  the  neutral  flag  shall  cover  enemies'  property  only, 
where  such  enemies  recognise  the  principle,  and  not  of  others. 

Art.  13.  Sailors  deserting  shall  be  arrested  and  delivered  up  at  the 
instance  of  the  Consul,  upon  due  proof  being  aduced  by  him.  The  Amcii- 
can  Consul,  in  a  Spanish  port,  shall  exhibit  the  document  known  by  the 
name  of  Articles;  and  the  Spanish  Consul,  in  American  ports,  the  Roll  of 
the  vessel. 

Art.  15.  Spanisli  vessels,  laden  with  Spanish  productions,  coming 
direct  to  Pensacola  or  St.  Augustine,  to  be  admitted  without  paying  higher 
or  other  duties  on  their  cargoes,  or  of  tonnage,  than  will  be  paid  by  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States.  This  privilege  was  granted  for  twelve 
years,  commencing  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  ratifications,  and 
ceased  on  the  22d  May,  1833. 

The  other  articles  of  this  treaty  relate  to  the  cession  of  Florida  to  the 
United  States,  indemnity  to  American  citizens,  and  the  establishment  of 
boundaries.     See  6th  vol.  L.  U.  S.  p.  6 14. 

The  clause  of  article  22,  in  the  treaty  of  1795.  referred  to  in  article  12, 
granted  the  right  of  deposite  to  American  citizens  in  New  Orleans;  Loui- 
siana then  belonging  to  Spain. 
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For  gold,  the  given  wciglit  Is  expressed  in  carats  and  grains,  viz.  24 
carats  and  4  grains  to  one  carat.  By  tlie  Mint  regulations,  silver  is  to 
gold  as  16  is  to  1.  But  by  British  assay,  it  is  found  to  vary,  being  by  one 
assay  15.85,  and  by  another,  16.46  to  1. 

For  silver,  the  weight  is  divided  into  12  carats  or  dineros,  and  there  are 
24  grains  to  1  carat. 

The  term  National  is  applied  to  coins  Avhich  circulate  throughout  the 
Spanish  dominions,  and  Provincial,  to  tliose  which  circulate  in  Spain  only. 

The  issues  from  the  mints  since  l786,  arc  in  perfect  conformity  with  the 
legal  standard. 

Accounts  are  kept  differently  in  the  various  ports  of  Spain,  and  there  is 
also  much  variety  in  tlie  currency. 

In  Madrid,  Malaga,  and  Bilboa,  accounts  are  kept  in  reals  and  marave- 
dis.  In  Cadiz  and  Seville  they  are  kept  in  reals  and  maravedis,  and  also 
in  reals  and  quartos.     1  real  =  34  maravedis.     1  real  =  16  quartos. 

Sometimes  accounts  are  made  up  in  maravedis  only. 

The  four  chief  moneys  known  in  Spain  are  the  vellon,  old  plate,  new 
plate,  and  Mexican  plate.  The  real  vellon  is  the  20th  part  of  the  peso 
duro,  or  Spanish  dollar. 

The  real  of  old  plate,  or  plata  antigaf  is  of  greater  value  than  tlie  real 
vellon,  as  32  is  to  l7. 

The  real  of  new  plate  is  double  the  real  vellon. 

The  real  of  Mexican  plate  is  equal  to  2d  reals  vellon.

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WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 


The  original  standai'ds  of  Spanish  weights  and  measures,  arc  preserved 
1  the  following  cities,  viz.,  the  standard  of  long  measure  at  Burgos:  that 
f  dry  measure  at  Arila:  that  of  li![uid  measure  at  Toledo;  and  that  of 
eight  in  the  Archives  of  the  Supreme  Senate  at  Madrid;  copies,  however, 
i-c  distributed  througliout  tlie  kingdom. 

But  there  are  several  kinds  of  provincial  weights  and  measures,  the  fol- 
Dwing  being  the  legal  standards: 

Gold,  is  weighed  hy  the  Castilian  mark  of  50  Castilanos,  400  tomines, 
r  4800  grains.  Silver  is  weighed  by  the  same  mark,  but  is  divided  into 
)  ounces,  64  ochavos,  128  adarmes,  384  tomines,  or  4,608  grains. 

The  Castilian  mark,  also  called  the  mark  of  Colonea  and  Burgos,  con- 
ains  3.550J  English  grains,  or  230,043  grammes. 

1,000  dollars  should  ^\eigh,  according  to  the  mint  regulations,  1 17  marks, 
•  ounces,  Castilian  weight;  or  870  ounces  English  troy  weight;  hut  the 
ivcrage  weight  of  this  number  of  dollars,  is  found  to  be  866  ounces  troy; 
md  large  quantities  are  computed  accordingly. 

Diamonds  are  weighed  hy  the  ounce  of  140  carats,  or  560  Castilian 
;rains,  wliich  equal  431.48  English  grains.  Hence,  this  carat  weighs 
"ij^  English  troy  grains,  which  is  nearly  j\  of  a  grain  less  than  the  Eng- 
ish  diamond  carat. 

The  apothecaries'  weight  is  the  Castilian;  but  the  ounce  is  divided  into  8 
Jrachmas,  24  csccupolos,  48  obolos,  144  caractcrcs,  or  576  grains. 
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The  coinmci'c  ial  pomitl,  is  composed  of  2  Caslilian  marks,  oi-  16  ounces 
Tlic  ounce  is  divided  into  8  diaclimas,  16  adarmes,  oi*  576  grains.  Th* 
quintal  of  4  aiTobas,  oi*  lOOlbs,  answers  to  101.44lbs  avoirdupois,  or  46  kil 
ograinnies. 

The  cahiz,  a  measure  for  corn,  salt,  and  other  dry  goods,  contains  1£ 
fanegas;  the  fanega,  12  celemines.  The  celeminc  has  many  subdivisions 
as  5,  i,  8,  &c. 

The  fanega  measures  4,322  Spanish,  or  3,439  English  cubic  inches;  i 
therefore  equals  1,599  English  bushels,  or  0563  of  a  hectolitre;  hence,.' 
fanegas  are  nearly  equal  to  8  English  bushels,  or  1  quarter. 

The  moyo  of  wine,  contains  16  arrobas  or  cantaras;  an  arroba,  8  azum 
bias,  or  32  quartillos. 

The  arroba  of  wine,  or  great  arroba,  is  to  be  the  same  all  over  Spain 
being  regulated  by  the  standard  measure  of  Toledo,  which  contains  34lbsc 
river  water,  Castilian  weight,  and  measures  1,237^  Spanish,  or  981  Eiig 
lish  cubic  inches;  hence,  1  arroba  equals  4,245  English  wine  gallons,  o 
16,073  litres. 

The  arroba  of  oil,  or  lesser  arroba,  should,  likewise,  be  the  same  a 
over  the  kingdom:  and  the  standard  measure  of  Toledo  weighs  25lbs  of  oi 
or  261bs  9  oz  of  river  water,  Castilian  Meight,  and  measures  966|  Spai 
ish,  or  771  English  cubic  inches.  This  arroba  is  divided  into  4  quarti 
los,  or  100  quarterones  or  panillas,  and  answers  to  3.33  English  gallon 
or  12.63  litres. 

A  Spanish  botta,  contains  SO  arrobas  wine,  or  38i  of  oil.  A  pipe  is  2 
arrobas  of  wine,  or  34^  of  oil;  thus,  the  botta  equals  127^  English  galloni 
and  the  pipe  114|. 

The  Spanish  standard  foot,  called  tlie  Burgalese  foot,  is  divided  into  1 
pulgadas,  or  l44  lines,  and  equals  11.128  English  inches,  or  0.2826  of 
metre. 

The  palmo  measures  9  pulgadas,  or  12  dedos,  which  equal  8^  Englii- 
inches;  the  palmo  de  Riberia,  with  which  masts  &c.  ai'e  measured,  is  onl 
3  inches. 

Tlic  vara,  a  measure  for  cloth,  linen,  and  silk,  is  3  feet,  or  4  palmo; 
and  is  therefore  33.384  Englisii  inches,  or  0.847  of  a  metre. 

Tlie  braza  or  toisa  is  2  varas,  or  6  feet;  the  passo  5  feet;  the  estadel  1 
feet  or  4  varas;  the  cuerda  8i  varas. 

The  Icagua,  or  league,  is  divided  into  3  miles,  the  mile  into  8  estadio 
and  the  estadio  into  125  paces,  each  of  5  feet.  The  league  is  of  very  diff 
rent  lengths  in  the  different  parts  of  Spain:  on  roads  made  since  1766,  tl 
distances  are  laid  down  at  the  rate  of  8000  varas  to  the  league,  that  i 
7416  English  yards;  thus,  1  league  equals  4.291  English  miles,  or  6  7 
kilometres. 

The  judicial  league  is  5000  varas,  or  4635  English  yards,  and  therefoi 
equals  2.682  English  miles,  or  4.238  kilometres. 

Tlie  fanegada,  or  acre  of  corn  land,  is  various  in  different  parts  of  Spaii 
and  even  in  different  parts  of  Castile;  it  is,  however,  generally  undej 
stood  to  be  400  sc^uare  cstadels,  or  6000  square  varas,  which  equal  1  acr< 
21  perches  English,  or  45.97  French  ares. 

The  arranzada  (tiio  acre  for  vineyards)  is  the  same  all  over  the  countrj 
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contains  48,400  Spanisli  square  feet,  which  equals  n  rooils  33  perches 
inglish,  or  38. G9  Freucli  ares. 

Exchanges. 

At  Madrid  and  Seville  the  usance  for  hills  drawn  from  En2;land.  France, 
lienoa,  and  Leghorn,  is  60  days  after  date;  for  Anisterdain,  Hamburg,  and 
ither  j)laces  in  the  north  of  Kurope.  2  calendar  months. 

At  Cadiz  ajid  Bilboa  the  usance  from  France  is  1  month  after  date,  and 
I'oni  the  other  parts  of  Europe,  2  months  after  date. 

At  Barcelona  the  usance  for  all  foreign  hills  is  GO  days  alter  date. 

In  all  parts  of  Spain  the  usance  for  bills  drawn  from  Home  is  90  days 
Iter  date,  without  any  days  of  gi*ace. 

The  days  of  grace  for  all  other  hills  drawn  on  Madrid,  Seville,  Bilboa, 
nd  Barcelona,  are  14  days,  provided  the  hills  he  accepted  before  they 
ccome  due:  otherwise  no  days  of  grace  are  allowed.  Sucli  bills  nuist  be 
rotested  immediately. 

At  Cadiz  6  days'  grace  are  allowed  in  all  cases. 

In  drawing  hills  of  exchange  on  Spain,  it  is  customary  to  write  '^payable 
1  effective/'  in  order  to  distinguish  cash  from  vales  realcs,  which  are  of 
iiferior  value. 

Vales  Reales. 

Vales  reales  (or  royal  bonds)  arc  a  kind  of  paper  currency,  whi('h  was 
rst  issued  by  the  Spanish  government  in  1800,  in  bonds  of  a  certain  number 
f  pesos,  transferable  by  endorsement,  and  bearing  an  interest  of  4  per  cent, 
er  annum.  They  are  still  in  circulation  at  a  depreciated  and  fluctuating 
alue. 

Vales  reales  are  generally  quoted  at  so  many  per  cent,  loss;  thus,  they 
re  quoted  at  80  per  cent,  when  their  real  value  is  20  per  cent.  At  Cadiz, 
lovvever,  they  are  valued  in  hard  dollars:  thus,  a  vale  of  a  certain  num- 
-er  of  pesos,  is  quoted  at  a  variable  number  of  hard  dollars. 

The  following  regulations  with  the  tahles  of  duties,  are  the  same  as 
hose  contained  in  the  Digest  of  1823.  They  are  inserted  in  the  present 
•ompilation,  for  the  purpose  of  embracing  in  one  work,  all  the  commer- 
ial  regulations  of  foreign  powers  that  could  be  obtained,  and  at  the 
lame  time,  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  referring  to  the  former  Digest. 
5uch  modifications  as  have  taken  place  subsequently,  w  ill  be  found  in 
he  pages  following  the  tables  of  duties. 

Previously  to  tlie  restoration  of  the  royal  authority,  the  Extraordinary 
[:;ortcs  issued  temporary  regulations  of  commerce,  but  these  were  an- 
niUed  at  the  restoration,  and  the  following  organic  regulations  and 
ariff,  were  adopted  by  the  Cortes  and  King,  and  published  at  Madrid, 
October  5th,  1820,  including  likwisc  the  ratification  of  the  tariff,  as  de- 
:reed  by  the  Extraordinary  Cortes  at  Madrid,  December  30,  1821. 

ORGANIC  REGULATIONS. 
1st.    There  shall  be  established  a  general  standard  of  value  in  the  cus- 
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tom-liouses  tlirougliout  the  whole  extent  of  tlie  Spanisli  monarchy,  to  go 
into  operation  from  1st  January,  1821. 

2(1.  The  Cortes  shall,  in  each  year,  rectify  this  standard,  as  circum- 
stances may  require. 

3d.  The  form  of  this  general  standard,  for  regulating  the  custom-houses, 
shall  henceforth  he  conformed  to  the  plan  of  the  special  commission  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  hy  a  royal  order  of  the  13th  April,  1816,  simpli- 
fied in  the  following  manner: 

All  goods  shall  he  distrihuted  into  fifteen  classes,  and  those  belonging 
to  eacli  class,  in  alpliabetical  order,  under  its  proper  head. 

The  duties  upon  them  shall  be  determined  by  their  number,  weight,  mea- 
sui-e,  and  value,  in  a  fixed  quantity,  noted  on  the  right  of  the  list  of  articles. 

Tlie  regulations  for  importation  and  exportation  shall  be  placed  in  the 
two  divisions,  and  the  first  of  these  divisions  shall  consist  of  four  columns, 
that  is  to  say,  the  first  shall  express  the  number,  weight,  or  measure,  by 
which  is  to  be  determined  the  duties  of  importation,  exportation  and  con- 
sumption, without  any  alteration  of  the  unit  established  for  its  importation. 
The  second  column  shall  express  the  value  of  each  unit;  the  third,  the 
per  centage  duty;  and  the  fourth,  the  duty  which  the  fixed  quantity  ex- 
pressed in  the  unit  affixed  to  each  article  in  the  first  column  has  to  pay. 

The  second  division  is  of  the  head  of  exportation,  and  shall  consist  ol 
three  cohimns,  in  which,  referring  still  to  the  same  unit,  tiicre  shall  be 
expressed,  the  value,  percentage,  and  fixed  duty,  on  the  exportation  of  the 
same  goods. 

To  the  abovem.entioned  two  divisions,  shall  be  added  anotlier  for  con- 
sumption of  national  products  of  the  Peninsula,  and  of  the  Spanish  domi- 
nions in  America  and  Asia.  The  European  goods  shall  have  three 
columns,  expressing  tlie  value,  per  centage,  and  fixed  duty  on  each  unit  o( 
the  article;  and  the  ultra-marine  provinces  shall  have  two  columns,  ex- 
pressing in  the  first,  the  per  centage,  and  in  the  second,  the  amount  which 
each  unit  has  to  pay,  according  to  the  value  of  national  products  as  estab- 
lished in  the  eighth  column. 

And  lastly,  there  shall  be  added  a  thirteenth  column,  in  which  vsliall  be 
cxpi'cssed  t!ie  amount  of  tlie  duty  corresponding  to  t!ir  two  per  cent,  of 
administration  on  home  commerce;  the  said  two  ])er  cent,  being  calculated 
on  the  values,  in  the  second  or  eighth  column  as  the  case  may  be. 

4th.  One  uniform  duty  shall  be  paid  on  the  importation  or  exportation 
of  goods  in  foreign  commerce,  excepting  the  discrimination  between  those 
in  national  oi*  foreign  vessels. 

5th.  In  cases  where  importation  or  exportation  is  permitted  under  a 
foreign  flag,  tlie  same  import  and  export  duties  shall  be  paid,  with  the 
addition  of  one-third  more;  but  in  cases  where  certain  goods  are  exempt 
from  duty,  they  shall  be  equally  so  whether  belonging  to  foreigners  or 
Spaniards. 

6th.  Goods  once  subject  to  duty,  whether  of  importation,  exportation, 
consumption,  or  foreign  circulation,  shall  pay  the  same,  without  any 
allowance  of  draw  back  from  re-impor-tation,  re-exportation,  or  on  any  other 
account,  excepting  for  the  rectification  of  error  in  the  amount  of  the  duty. 

7th.  Neither  shall  any  premium,  bounty,  or  reduction  of  duty,  be  granted, 
with  a  view  of  encouraging  the  imj)ortation  or  exportation  of  any  species 
of  goods,  from  motives  of  utility,  security,  or  any  other. 
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Sill.  Ilelates  to  the  free  transportation  of  goods  inland,  with  or  without 
permits  as  tlie  case  may  be. 

9th.  The  circulation  of  all  kind  of  merchandise,  from  one  port  to  another 
of  the  Spanish  dominions,  is  only  permitted  to  vessels  nnder  the  national 
flag;  subject  to  t!ie  regulations  contained  in  the  two  following  articles, 
which  apply  to  all  countries  under  the  dominion  of  Sj)ain. 

lOtli.  National  goods,  circulated  or  expoitcd  coastwise, shall  he  subject, 
at  the  place  of  exportation,  to  a  duty  of  two  \)QV  cent,  for  tlie  chai-ges  of 
administration,  and  they  shall  be  free  of  duty  at  tlie  place  of  importation, 
except  such  goods  as  are  liable  to  tlie  ih\ty  of  consumption. 

11th.  Foreign  goods,  having  paid  the  import  duties  at  any  one  port  of 
the  Peninsula,  may  be  exported,  either  coastwise,  or  to  any  foreign  port, 
on  paying  the  two  per  cent,  duty  of  administration;  but  if  exported  to  any 
ultra-marine  ])ort  of  the  Spanish  inonai'chy,  they  will  be  subject  to  the  se- 
cond im))ort  dnt}^  to  which  foreign  merchandise  is  liable;  and  the  same 
rule  a|)plies  to  foreign  merchandise  exported  from  one  Spanish  colonial 
port  to  another,  oi*  to  any  port  of  the  Peninsula. 

12th.  National  vessels,  engaged  in  trans[)orting  foreign  imported  mer- 
chandise, or  national  produce,  from  one  Spanish  port  to  another,  if  they 
have  been  detained  and  paid  any  charges  in  a  foreign  port,  (although  no 
mention  is  made  of  such  detention  in  the  bill  of  health,  or  muster  of  the 
crew,)  shall  pay,  in  the  port  of  tlieir  destination  or  discharge,  all  the  du- 
ties of  importation  and  consumption,  on  the  goods  set  forth  in  the  bills  of 
lading,  even  though  the  permits  and  registers  may  state  that  the  duties 
have  already  been  paid.  They  shall  be  subject,  also,  to  the  penalties  for 
infraction  of  tlie  (piarantine,  maritime,  and  revenue  laws. 

13th,  14th,  15th,  I6th,  17th,  18th.  These  articles  relate  to  the  removal 
of  foi'eign  merchandise  from  the  warehouses  and  privileged  ports  where 
such  goods  may  have  been  deposited,  and  to  the  valuation  of  such  goods  in 
specially  licensed  ports.     They  are  to  us  unimportant. 

19th.  Foreign  vessels  sJiall  be  admitted  into  all  the  ports  of  the  Spanish 
monarchy,  on  the  same  footing  as  Spanish  vessels  are  admitted  into  the 
foreign  ports  of  the  nations  to  which  such  vessels  belong. 

20th.  A  foreign  vessel,  entering  into  a  Spanish  ])ort,  without  intention 
to  unload,  but  merely  to  avoid  or  repair  damages,  or  to  procure  necessary 
supplies,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  as  long  as  may  be  necessary  for  these 
purposes;  and  if  it  be  a  mercliant  vessel,  it  shall  be  treated  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  Spanish  vessel,  in  like  circumstances  would  be  treated  in  the 
nation  to  which  it  belongs,  paying  or  not  paying,  in  perfect  reciprocity,  the 
duties  of  tonnage,  anchorage,  and  the  other  charges  of  transit,  demurrage, 
free  intercoui'se,  and  quarantine. 

21st.  Foreign  vessels  of  more  than  eighty  tons  burthen,  may  export 
from  ports  of  deposite  of  the  first  class,  foreign  goods  of  lawful  commerce, 
and  of  the  produce  of  the  country  to  which  such  vessels  belong,  subject  to 
the  regulations  concerning  deposited  goods.  And  no  other  duty  t!ian  the 
two  per  cent,  of  deposite,  shall  be  paid  on  goods  so  warehoused,  and  re- 
exported, in  ports  so  privileged, except  the  period  allowed  for  warehousing 
be  exceeded,  and  they  be  considered  as  imported,  in  which  case  they  must 
pay  the  import  duties. 

22d.     In   like  manner,  foreign  vessels  above  eighty  tons  burthen,  may 
export,  from  ports  specially  licensed  for  this  purpose,  both  foreign  and  na- 
37 
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tional  goods,  upon  complying  with  the  rules  established  in  the  general 
tariff. 

23d.  Also,  foreign  vessels  of  the  same  burthen,  may  import  provisions 
and  I'aw  materials,  in  the  same  manner  as  tlie  importation  of  tliem  is  per- 
mitted by  license,  into  the  ports  of  Spain  from  foreign  countries,  and  all 
other  goods  which  are  not  subject  to  any  other  duty  than  tbat  of  adminis- 
tration, it  being  required  that  the  said  goods  shall  be  the  produce  of  the 
nation  to  which  tbe  vessel  belongs,  and  shall  pay  the  duties  without  the 
benefit  of  deposite.  and  shall  carry  the  goods  to  the  appointed  deposites. 

24tb.  Relates  to  the  custom-houses  on  the  frontiers,  and  the  regulations 
to  prevent  smuggling  by  land. 

25th.  Whatever  is  permitted  or  prohibited  in  any  part  of  tlie  Spanish 
monarchy,  shall  be  equally  so  in  every  part,  excepting  only  such  modifica- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  general  advantages  of  Spaniards. 

26th.  Places  of  deposite  for  maritime  commerce,  shall  be  established  at 
such  ports  as  the  Government  may  propose,  and  the  Cortes  ajjprove  of.  They 
shall  be  of  two  classes:  The  first  class  shall  be  for  the  deposite  of  national 
goods,  subject  to  the  duty  of  consumption,  and  also  of  foreign  goods.  The 
second  class,  shall  be  for  the  deposite  of  national  goods  only,  which  are 
subject  to  the  duty  of  consumption.  The  places  selected  for  this  purpose 
must  be  secure  and  well  fortified,  capable  of  defending  shipping,  possessing 
custom-houses,  warehouses,  and  a  junta  of  commerce,  composed  of  three 
individuals  chosen  by  the  merchants  of  the  place.  Respect  must  also  be 
had  to  the  facilities  for  the  greatest  cxjwrtation  of  domestic  produce. 

27th.  Relates  to  other  regulations  respecting  goods  deposited  in  licensed 
places,  and  belongs  to  the  internal  government. 

28th.  Goods  of  any  new  description,  not  recognised  in  the  general 
tariff,  shall  be  subject  to  duties,  payable  by  analagous  or  similar  goods. 
The  administrators  of  the  customs,  shall  execute  this  law,  without  any  de- 
tention of  the  goods,  and  give  information  respecting  such  transactions  to 
the  public  treasury. 

29.  The  prohibition  of  importation  or  exportation  of  certain  kinds  of 
goods  in  the  dominions  of  Spain,  shall  be  the  subject  of  a  separate  article; 
and  the  names  of  the  articles  shall  be  placed  in  alphabetical  order  in  the 
general  tariff,  that  they  may  be  acted  upon  separately  and  rectified  in  each 
session  of  the  legislature. 

30.  Ships,  both  national  and  foreign,  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of 
commerce,  and  the  sale  or  purchase  of  them  shall  be  permitted,  prohibited, 
or  regulated,  by  the  general  tariff  of  eacli  year;  and  all  those  which  belong 
to  Spanish  subjects  shall  become  naturalized. 

32.  In  determining  the  amount  of  duty  for  solids  and  liquids,  the 
weights  and  measures  of  Castile  shall  alone  be  employed;  and  as  it  respects 
money,  the  effective  reals  de  vellon,  and  not  the  nominal  or  imaginary 
reals,  shall  be  used. 

33.  The  maximum  of  duties  on  the  importation  of  foreign  goods  shall 
be  30  per  centum  on  the  valuation  of  the  general  tariff;  and  the  minimum 
for  administration  2  per  centum  for  their  impoi-tation,  re-exportation,  or 
their  coastwise  transit  by  sea  for  circulation  in  the  interior. 

The  maximum  for  exportation  of  national  goods  by  a  foreigner,  shall  be 
10  per  cent,  on  the  said  valuation;  and  the  minimum  2  per  cent,  either  for 
exportation  or  the  interior  circulation  by  sea  from  one  province  to  another. 
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The  maximum  on  national  goods,  subject  to  the  duty  of  consumption,  shall 
be  15  per  cent,  on  the  valuation,   without   any  limitation  of  the   minimum, 
because  there  are  some  goods  entirely  free  from  this  duty. 
Madrid,  October  5,  1820. 

DECREE  concerning   the  prohihiiion  of  the  importation  of   certain 

Goods,  ^c. 

1.  The  prohibition  of  tlie  im])ortation  of  foreign  provisions,  which  has 
been  established  by  former  tariffs,  and  by  the  decrees  of  tlte  Cortes,  shall 
continue  in  force. 

2.  The  following  are  added  to  the  list  of  prohibitions:  Biscuits,  of  all 
kinds,  rice,  ])astry,  ])ulses,  tares,  raisins,  chestnuts,  figs,  potatoes,  garden 
stuff,  salted  and  smoked  meat,  fat  and  lard,  salted  and  dried  fish,  and  their 
appurtenances,  spirits,  either  from  Vvine  or  cane,  saffron,  honey  and  other 
sweets,  from  any  foreign  country.  But,  from  this  gcnei'al  prohibition 
shall  be  excepted  at  present,  butter  and  cheese,  codfisli,stockfisli,  and  wine, 
the  importation  of  whicii  from  a  foreign  port  shall  be  subject  to  the  maxi- 
mum duty  of  30  per  centum. 

5.  The  importation  of  foreign  provisions  into  all  tlie  Sj)anisli  Islands 
shall  be  determined  by  the  local  authorities  thereof,  subject,  however, 
to  the  maximum  duty  of  consumption,  established  by  the  new  general 
tariff. 

4.  Foreign  provisions  shall  not  be  exported  from  Islands  where  they 
are  admitted  to  those  where  they  are  not,  nor  to  the  continent. 

5.  The  former  prohibition  of  foreign  manufactures  shall  be  maintained 
in  the  new  tariff. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  prohibitions  of  the  last  tariff,  all  those  manufac- 
tures which  were  pi-ohibited  by  former  ones,  such  as  of  wool,  silk,  and 
clay,  sail-cloth,  or  coarse  linen  cloths,  ropes  of  hemp  or  sedge,  all  kinds 
of  hats  and  caps,  bar  iron,  square,  round,  tiat.  of  all  kinds  and  dimensions, 
iron  lioops  for  coopering,  iron  manufactured  into  tools,  cooking  and  other 
domestic  utensils,  farriers'  tools,  bolts,  bits,  and  curbs,  nails  of  all  kinds, 
manufactures  of  brass,  tin,  or  iron,  in  any  vessels  or  receptacles  for  pre- 
serving liquor  in  cellars,  as  those  articles  have  been  prohibited  by  the 
tariffs  establislied  for  the  Indies.  Valuable  machines  and  instruments  of 
art  are  to  be  excepted. 

7.  All  shoes  and  clothing,  also,  harness,  and  saddles  for  horses  and 
carriages,  sl»all  be  prohibited  without  exception. 

8.  The  introduction  of  foreign  cattle  shall  continue  to  be  prohibited. 

9.  Silk  and  cotton  goods  coming  directly  from  the  East  Indies  in  Span- 
ish vessels  may  be  admitted  into  warehouses  of  the  first  class,  and  intro- 
duced according  to  their  quality  and  quantity,  by  regulations  hereafter  to 
be  made  by  the  Cortes  respecting  the  subject.

I       Respecting  raw  cotton,  hides,   tanned  leather,  codfish,  stock,  including 
sheep,  money,  fans,  and  other  things. 

1.  The  importation  of  raw  cotton,  the  product  of  any  foreign  country,  is 
prohibited,  with  the  reservation  of  the  following  article. 

2.  At  present,   and  until  tiic  cultivation  of,  and  commerce  in,  cotton, 
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shall  be  re-established  in  Europe,  and  over  ultra-marine  provinces,  the  im- 
portation of  raw  cotton  shall  be  permitted  from  Pernambuco,  u«>d  AsLn 
Minor,  subject  to  a  duty  of  15  percent,  in  Spanish  vessels,  and  20  cent,  in 
foreign  ones;  and  from  foreign  possessions  in  the  East  Indies,  subject  to  a 
duty  of  9  per  cent,  in  Spanish,  and  12  per  cent,  in  foreign  vessels. 

3.  The  importation  of  raw  cotton  into  the  Philippine  islands,  shall  be 
admitted  or  not,  in  quantity  and  manner,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  local 
authorities,  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  cultivation  and  growth  of  cot- 
ton, to  the  manufacture  of  it  in  those  islands. 

4.  Foreign  liides,  leather,  tanned,  curried,  or  manufactured,  are  exclu- 
ded without  exception. 

5.  Coarse  linens,  and  iron  implements  of  agriculture,  may  be  admitted 
into  the  ultra-marine  provinces,  by  authority  of  the  local  governors,  sub- 
ject to  suitable  duties,  until  the  manufacture  of  those  articles  is  established 
therein. 

6.  As  the  importation  of  stock  and  codfish  from  foreign  nations  may  be 
prejudicial  to  the  national  fisheries,  so  essential  to  the  revenue  and  to  the 
military  and  naval  force  of  the  State,  and  to  the  funds  acruing  from  salt 
Stc.  there  shall  be  imposed,  by  way  of  protection,  a  duty  of  48  and  74  pei 
cent,  on  such  fish,  according  as  the  same  is  imported  in  a  Spanish  or  in  i 
foreign  vessel. 

7.  Stock  of  all  kinds,  together  with  other  national  products,  shall  paj 
on  the  exportation  of  them,  only  the  interior  duties  of  administration,  a.' 
established  by  the  fundamental  regulations,  with  the  exception,  however,! 
of  merino  sheep,  the  exportation  of  which  is  absolutely  prohibited. 

8.  The  importation  and  circulation  of  foreign  money,  shall  be  subjec 
to  the  special  determination  of  the  Cortes,  and  for  the  purpose  of  avoitiins 
the  great  losses  which  Spain  sustains  by  the  premium  on  the  transit  o 
money,  between  the  ultra-marine  provinces  and  the  peninsula,  it  is  ordain 
ed,  that  henceforth  the  circulation  of  money  between  all  parts  of  the  Spa^ 
nish  monarchy  shall  be  free,  including  also  the  precious  metals  in  bars 
&c.  subject  only  to  the  regulations  for  inspection,  and  securities  for  it> 
transit  by  sea,  or  between  the  limits  of  the  custom-houses  and  the  contra 
registros,  whenever  the  amount  in  silver  exceeds  one  thousand  reals,  or  in 
gold  two  thousand. 

9.  The  importation  of  foreign  fans,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  funda- 
mental provisions  of  the  new  general  tariff. 

10.  Until  the  Cortes  shall  determine  otherwise,  every  country  which, 
by  the  constitution,  belongs  to  the  Spanish  monarchy,  shall  be  held  to  be 
a  part  of  the  same,  and  shall  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  this  new  tariff.

DECREE  respecting  the  abolition  of  the  monopoly  in  tobacco,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  free  trade  of  salt,  in  the  interior. 


1.  From  the  1st  March,  1821,  the  traffic,  commerce,  manufacture,  and 
sale,  of  tobacco,  whether  in  leaf,  in  cigars,  papers,  pajillas,  in  carrots, 
pigtail,  rappee,  in  fine  snuff,  in  any  form  best  suited  for  consumption,  shall 
be  free  throughout  the  peninsula,  and  the  adjacent  islands,  subject  only  to 
the  restrictions  imposed  on  other  goods  of  consumption. 
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2.  Tlie  Commission  of  Finance  sliall  report  to  the  next  Legisla- 
iurc,  for  its  examination  and  instruction,  vvliat  is  required  with  regard 
;o  the  cultivation  of,  and  free  trade  in  tobacco,  in  the  ultra-marine  pro- 
vinces. 

5.  Tobacco,  whether  of  the  ultra  marine  provinces,  or  of  a  foreign  coun- 
try, of  whatever  form  or  quality  it  may  he,  shall  be  subject  from  the  said 
1st  of  March,  to  a  duty  of  four  reals  de  vellon  the  pound,  on  its  importa- 
tion, either  by  sea  or  the  frontiers. 

4.  From  the  same  day,  the  interior  traffic  and  commerce  in  salt  shall 
1)6  free. 

5.  It  shall  be  sold  at  the  place  of  manufacture  for  20  reals  vcllo)i  the 
'anega,  when  intended  for  the  consumption  of  the  towns,  and  10  reals  the 
fancga,  when  intended  for  the  fisheries. 

6.  To  j)revent  the  salt  intended  for  the  fisiieries  being  employed  for 
iny  other  purpose,  the  public  trcasui-y  shall  obtain  the  necessary  informa- 
ion  respecting  the  quantity  which  will  be  required  by  means  of  a  re- 
gister. 

7.  Private  manufacturers  shall  continue,  as  at  present,  to  sell  exclu- 
iively  to  the  government,  the  salt  manufactured  by  them,  at  the  established 
)rices,  or  at  those  which  may  hereafter  be  established;  and  manufacturers 
established  on  the  coast,  and  having  liberty  to  sell  to  foreigners,  are  re- 
piired  to  pay  the  established  duties. 

8.  The  importatio!!  of  foreign  salt,  and  of  salt  exported  from  our  ports 
)y  a  foreigner,  is  absolutely  prohibited,  under  the  penalties  against  the 
mportation  of  contraband  goods. 

9.  Notwithstanding  the  liberty  allowed  by  the  preceding  articles,  the 
•estrictions  respecting  salt  and  tobacco  shall  continue  in  force,  until  a  sup- 
ply of  those  articles  can  be  safely  left  to  individual  interests;  the  public 
reasury  being  equally  interested  in  the  production  and  consumption  of 
obacco,  shall  concur  with  individuals  in  the  sale  of  salt,  and  the  purchase, 
nanufacture,  and  sale  of  tobacco,  in  the  same  way  as  they  do  now,  without 
iny  preference,  whether  it  be  agreed  that  the  sales  and  purchases  shall  be 
or  a  higher  or  less  price. 

10.  The  public  treasury,  shall,  in  the  mean  time,  adopt  the  necessary 
neasures  for  the  establishment  of  depots  of  salt,  at  the  most  convenient 
loints,  where  individuals  may  be  provided  with  it,  either  for  consumption 
)r  sale,  if  they  should  prefer  having  recourse  to  the  public  deposites  rather 
;han  those  of  individual  dealers. 

11.  The  same  shall  be  observed  with  reg.ard  to  tobacco,  and  it  shall  be 
supplied  to  towns,  of  those  classes  that  are  accustomed  to  consume  it.  So 
;hat  those  who  prefer  the  public  deposites  to  private  ones  may  be  accom- 
modated. 

12.  The  price  of  salt  and  tobacco,  sold  on  account  of  the  public  trea- 
sury, shall  be  fixed  by  the  government  each  year,  at  the  places  of  con- 
sumption. 

13.  Illicit  trade  in  salt  and  tobacco,  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  to  which  other  violations  of  the  revenue  laws  are  lia- 
ble.

5.  The  duties  are  to  be  calculated  on  the  total  value  of  the  goods,  i 
the  per  centage  marked,  and  not  by  the  figure  in  the  column  of  fixed  quar 
tity,  which  is  only  intended  to  give  an  approximation  to  the  duty  on  tli 
unit,  dropping  fractions. 

6.  In  the  remote  column,  on  the  right,  only  the  two  per  cent,  of  admii 
istration  is  marked. 

7.  Goods,  whether  national  or  foreign,  that  have  paid  the  duties  of  in 
portation,  exportation,  or  consumption,  are  exempt  from  the  duty  of  a( 
ministration,  as  only  those  things  which  are  exempted  fiom  the  former,  ai 
subject  to  the  latter.  In  like  manner,  goods  paying  import  duty,  are  e: 
empt  from  the  duty  of  consumption,  and  vice  versa.  Nevertheless,  in  ti 
cases  mentioned  in  the  10th  and  11th  articles  of  "Orgnaic  Regulation 
&c.,"  the  duty  of  administration  is  marked,  because,  whatever  the  goo( 
may  be,  if  they  are  not  subject  to  import  or  export  duties,  they  are  to  the: 
of  administration. 

8.  Allowance  shall  be  made  for  the  tare  of  goods  paying  duty,  as  no 
prevails,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

9.  The  exterior  envelopes  of  linens  and  other  fine  goods,  shall  aloi 
be  exempt  from  duty:  but  the  interior  envelopes  shall  be  subject  to  dui 
according  to  their  estimated  value.

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Modifications  of  the  General  Tariff. 

A  royal  order  of  20tli  April,  1833,  prohibits  the  introduction  into  Spaii 
of  window  glass,  and  of  lanterns. 

In  August,  1832,  the  Intcndant  General  of  the  Canary  Islands  put  ii 
force  a  royal  ordei*  which  places  American  vessels,  with  respect  to  th 
j)ayment  of  tonnage  duty,  on  the  same  footing  with  those  of  other  fiiendl 
nations.  No  tonnage  duty  will  be  levied  on  those  vessels  arriving  ii 
ballast,  or  laden  with  articles  the  produce  of  the  country  to  whicli  the. 
belong,  except  the  trifling  charge  of  anchorage,  &c. 

On  the  13th  July,  1832,  a  new  law  went  into  opeiation.  esjiecially  appli' 
cable  to  the  Canary  Islands,  in  virtue  of  which   foreign   mei'chandise  wi 
jjay  less   duty  than   i-equired  by  the  general   tai-ift'.     The  duty  on  seven 
American  jjroducts  is  considerably  n  iliiccd;  and  when  those  same  ])t0!lur 
are  imported  by  Spanish  vessels,  the  duties  are  still  farther  reduced  one  hal 

In  the  commencement  of  the  year  1833,  the  Intcndant])ublisliod,  by  ord( 
of  the  Queen,  dated  Januai-y  2,  a  law  recpiii'ing  that  all  foreign  msn-cliai 
dise  imported  into  the  Canary  Islands  shall  be  accomj)anied  by  an  invoic 
certified  by  the  Spanish  consul,  or  by  the  local  autliorities  of  the  phtc 
where  there  is  no  Sj)anisii  consul,  indicating  distinctly  the  marks  ai 
jiumbers  of  each  package,  as  well  as  the  Spanish  weight  en*  measure. 

Until  the  25th  April,  1832,  the  tissues  of  cottem,  intended  to  be  proli 
bitedan  enti'y  into  Sf)ain,  were  neveithelcss  introduced  in  limited  quantiti 
by  special  j)rivileges  obtained  from  Government. 

A  royal  orderof  the  ahove  date  revokes  all  jjrivileges  previously  granti 
and  limits  the  duration  of  benefits  arising  fronj  such  introduction,  upon  t 
alleged  necessity  of  suppressing  the  contraband  resulting  from  these  pi 
vilegcs. 
The  following  is  the  substance: 

1.  All  permissions  for  the  introduction  of  tissnes  of  cotton  are  revoke 

2.  All  tissues  introduced  in  virtue  of  those  pei-missions  must  be  sold 
the  places  where  they  are  found. 

3.  Tliose  tissues  cannot  circulate  beyond  such  limits,  under  the  penal 
of  confiscation. 

4.  Six  months  are  allowed  to  the  holders  of  such  tissues,  for  effectii 
their  sale,  dating  from  the  publication  of  this  order. 

5.  The  only  exception  to  the  preceding  article  is  in  favoi'  of  the  luuis 
Garcia  and  Moreno,  of  Madiid,  who,  for  the  sale  of  the  tissues  rmsaiiiii 
in  their  stores,  shall  be  allowed,  the  first  one  year,  and  the  second  t\ 
years,  of  delay. 

6.  Tissues  for  which  a  delay  of  six  months  is  allowed,  cannot  be  sol 
unless  they  are  sealed  by  the  custom-house,  independently  of  the  stamp 
black,  which  they  ought  previously  to  bear. 

7.  The  inventories  of  tissues  in  store  must  be  prepared  by  the  holdei 
indicating  the  numbers,  qualities,  and  whence  imported.  It  must  be  duj 
affirmed  upon  oath,  and  delivered  to  the  custom-houses  of  the  |novinces.  • 

8.  The  partial  inventories,  addressed  to  the  Director  General,  will  ser 
iis  a  basis  for  the  piepai-ation  of  the  general  table  which  is  to  be  placed  h 
fove  the  King. 

9.  At  the  end  of  six  months,  all  the  tissues  remaining  in  stores,  oth 
thaii  those  of  Garcia  and  Moreno,  must  be  deposited  with  the  Adniinistrl 
tors  of  the  Customs,  and  exposed  in  the  custom-house  stores  during  fiftc 
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[ys;  this  delay  expired,  nil  tissues  of  their  dccscnption  found  in  cii-ciilation 
'  th  or  ^^ith()ut  stamp,  will  be  confiscated. 

10.  The  tissues  ex])ose(l  in  the  cusloni  house  stores  may  either  be  re-ex- 
jrtcd  hy  tlieir  [)roj)rict(»rs  to  any  foirign  phice  except  Gibraltar  or  Lisbon, 
i|  be  sold  in  the  Siiid  stoi'cs  for  account  of  the  proprietors. 

11.  In  the  first  case,  the  proprietor  shall  declare  the  precise  place  of 
stination.  and  shall  give  bond  with  secuiity  to  pay  the  value  of  such 
isues  if  the  destination  is  not  accomplished  within  eight  months.  This 
ligation  to  be  annulled  on  producing  a  certificate  from  the  Spanisii  consul

A  royal  order  permits  the  importation  of  coin  into  the  port  of  Vinasez, 
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near  to  Bcnecarlo  in  Valencia,  on  condition  tliat  the  master  of  the  vesse 
after  landini^  the  money,  sends  his  manifest  to  the  custom  house  of  Valci 
ria.  Tliis  decision  is  ciiiefly  of  imijortance  to  French  merchants,  wl:

Discriminating  DiiUj. 

A  royal  order,  issued  in  1830,  imposes  an  additional  duty  on  all  mo 
chandise.  ])roducti(ms  and  effects,  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  unless  tl 
same  be  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  country  from  whcm 
they  are  impoi-ted,  This  duty  is  either  one  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  tl 
articles,  or/o?(r  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  duty  in  the  taiiff. 

Bread  Stnffs,  c^x. 

Gi-ain,  rice,  flour  and  vegetables  were  absolutely  prohibited  to  he  ii 
ported,  in  1826,  for  the  purjjose  of  securing  a  monopoly  to  the  grain 
Castile,  and  to  the  flour  of  Santander. 

Cattle. 

The  importation  of  cattle  is  also  so  greatly  restricted,  as  to  amount  tf 
prohibition,  except  in  cases  of  scarcity,  when  the  importer  is  secure  frci 
loss  by  the  high  prices  he  obtains. 

Cotton.

To  encourage  the  culture  of  cotton  in  the  kingdom,  a  royal  ordei'  ])roliibil 
the  imj)ortation  of  Egyj)tian  cotton,  and  imposes  a  duty  of  33  pei-  cent.  [ 
all  other.  ' 

Manufactures  of  cotton  and  coarse  wool,  with  some  fabrics  of  silk,  a 
also  excluded.     No  cotton  twist  under  No.  80  can  be  imported. 

Linen. 

An  extra  duty  of  four  maravcdies  per  vara  has  been  laid  on  all  man 
factures  of  flax  or  hemp. 

ROYAL  DECREE— Vuhlished  February  26,  1828.

1.  All  other  productions,  goods,  and  effects,  of  Spanish  America,  not 
)resscd  in  this  Arancel.  that  come  directly  under  the  national  dag,  will 
v' three  per  cent,  on  the  value  pointed  out  in  the  Arancel  of  free  commei-cc 
the  12th  of  October,  1778,  and  seven  per  cent,  under  foreign  dags. 
|2.  All  productions,  goods,  and  effects  of  Spanish  America  will  pay  no 
Jjier  royal  duties  than  those  required  according  to  their  kinds  at  their 
I  reduction  in  the  free  ports  of  Spain,  except  tiiat  which  is  paid  to  the 
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consulate  court  of  commerce,  and  others  mei-ely  local,  refcrrcil  to  in  tl 
royal  order  of  t!ie  12tli  of  Janiiar'v,  1827,  and  t'lat  of  the  balanza. 

3.  The  duty  of  rc-cinplazo  is  reduced  to  one  j)er  cent,  on  tiie  production.'

Hegalutions  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  custom   houses  for   the 
productions,  goods,  and  merchandise  from  America.

AiiTicT.E  1.  The  regulations  of  the  AranceL  and  the  articles  of  the 
I'eglamento,  approved  by  his  n)ajesty,  will  be  obsej-ved. 

The  formalities  necessary  to  secure  the  royal  interests  in 
the  despatch  of  goods  couung  fi-om  America,  and  every  thing  respecting 
im])ortation  and  exportation,  will  be  the  same  as  those  ohsei-ved  in  chapter 
7  of  t!ie  instrnccions  of  the  l6t!i of  Api-il,  I816,  with  tiie  excepticon  of  the 
modifications  that  have  i>ecti  made  in  this  imtrnccion.

Her  Majesty,  the  Queen  Governess,  in  consequence  of  the  observation.'

suppression  of  the  tonnage  duty  in  the  United  States,  which  is  represented 
by  the  Minister  of  the  United  States  at  this  court,  has  taken  place  there, 
and  not  in  any  other  case. 

BALLESTEROS. 

Jn  Jd  concerning  Tonnage  Duty  on  Spanish  vessels. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled:  That  no  other  or  greater 
dutv  of  tonnage  be  levied  in  the  poi-ts  of  the  United  States  on  vessels  owned 
wholly  by  subjects  of  Spain,  coming  i'n)m  a  port  in  Spain,  tiian  sliall, 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  ascertained  to  have  been  paid  on 
American  vessels  in  the  jiorts  of  Si)ain  previous  to  the  20tlj  October,  1817. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  vessels  owned  wholly  by  Spanish 
subjects,  coming  from  any  of  the  colonies  of  Spain,  eitiier  directly  or  after 
touching  at  any  other  ])ort  or  place,  shall  pay,  in  the  ])orts  of  the  United 
States,  the  same  rate  of  duty  on  tonnage  that  shall  he  levied  on  American 
vessels  in  the  S})anish  colonial  port  from  whence  sue!)  Spanish  vessel  shall 
have  last  dej>arted:  the  said  amount  to  be  ascertained  by  tlie  Seci-etary  of 
the  Treasury,  who  is  hereby  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  give  direc- 
tions to  the  officers  of  the  customs  of  the  United  States  for  the  collection  of 
such  duties,  so  as  to  conlorm  the  said  duties  to  any  variation  that  may  take 
place  in  the  duties  levied  on  American  vessels  in  such  Spanish  ports. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  the  President  shall  be 
s{\tisfied  that  the  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties  of  tojinage  levied 
by  any  foreign  nation  on  the  shij)S  or  vessels  of  the  United  States,  shall 
iiavc  been  abolislied,  he  may  dii-ect  that  the  tonnage  duty  on  the  vessels  of 
such  nation  shall  cease  to  be  levied  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States:  and 
cause  any  duties  of  tonnage  that  may  have  been  levied  on  tlie  vessels  of 
sucli  foreign  nation,  subsequent  to  the  abolition  of  its  discriminating  duties 
ofJonmige,  to  be  refunded. 

SiiC.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  secoml  and  thii'd  sections  of 
this  act  shall  be  in  foi-cc  and  take  effect  from  and  aftci-  the  1st  day  of 
January  next.  [Approved  July  13,  1832.] 

J\''avigation  of  the  Douro. 

.A  convention  was  made  31st  August,  1835,  between  Spain  and  Portugal 
for  the  free  navigation  of  the  river  Douro.     It  provides  : 
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Art.  I.  Tlic  navigation  of  the  river  Douro  is  declared  to  be  free  for 
the  subjects  of  the  two  powei-s,  without  any  restriction  or  condition  which 
may  favor  the  one  more  than  the  other,  througliout  the  whole  distance  that 
is  now  navigable,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made  so. 

Art.  2.  The  parties  engage  to  preserve  and  to  improve  the  capabilities 
of  the  rivei-,  for  na\  igatioii. 

Art.  3.  Tlie  tolls  and  the  system  of  police  shall  be  fixed  by  a  tariff 
and  I'cgulations,  the  pro\  isions  of  which  shall  be  uniforjn  and  perfectly 
equal,  as  is  the  practice  among  nations  having  a  right  to  the  waters  of 
the  same  river. 

Art.  4.  Foi'  framing  the  taiiff  and  regulations,  a  commission,  com- 
posed of  two  Spaniards  and  two  Portuguese,  shall  be  aj)pointed  by 
the  parties. 

Art.  0.  The  commissioners  to  me(>t  iii  two  months  tVom  the  signature 
of  the  treaty. 

Art.  6.  Neither  party  to  augment  the  tolls  that  may  be  adopted,  or  to 
impose  any  new  duty. 

Art.  7.  No  exclusive  privilege  to  be  granted  by  either  party,  either 
for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or  passengers  on  the  river. 

Art.  8.  Her  Faithful  Majesty  engages  to  establish  a  depot  at  Ojmrto, 
for  all  the  produce  and  merchandise  wiiich  may  come  from  Spain  by  the 
river,  in  Spanish  or  Portuguese  vessels,  and  destined  for  foreign  export,  op 
for  the  coast  of  the  Spanisli  jjcjiinsula.  Such  goods  to  be  cTiarged  only 
with  the  entrepot  duty  :  but  if  introduced  into  Portugal  for  consumption, 
the  regular  customs  duties  are  to  be  paid  on  the  footing  of  the  most  favored 
nation.     In  this  case  the  entrep-ot  duty  is  not  exacted. 

The  convention  may  be  modified  at  the  lequest  of  either  party,  twenty- 
five  years  after  its  ratification. 

Her  Catholic  Majesty  engages  that  a  port  of  entry  shall  be  established 
in  the  vicinity  of  Freganeda,  into  which  may  be  introiluced  merchandise 
from  Portugal,  subject  to  the  same  duties  that  are  paid  in  the  other  ports 
of  Spain. 
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Since  the  opening  of  the  Spanisli  Colonies,  in  1809,  to  foreign  inter- 
course, there  h;is  hecn  a  very  great  increase  in  the  population  and  in  the 
productions  of  Cuha.  Prior  to  this  judicious  relaxation  ol'tiie  ancient  policy, 
the  population  of  the  whole  island  amounted  to  al)out  .3()(),0()0  :  and  it  is,  at 
this  time,  notless  than  I.OOO.OOO.  The  chief  ai'ticle  ofexport,  sugar,  has.  in 
the  same  time,  risen  from  80,000.000  of  ])oun(ls,  to  at  least  200,000, 000, 
whilst  coffee  with  other  productions,  have  borne  a  ])ro])ortionate  aug- 
mentation, his  j)rosperity  has  been  much  accelerated  by  throwing  open 
to  commerce  numerous  ])()rts  which  were  formerly  denied  this  pi-ivilege. 
Havana  still  enjoys  the  great  bulk  of  tlie  trade  ;  but  the  otiier  important 
towns  have  been  gradual!}"  acfjuiring  a  share  of  it,  a)id  afford  !u>w  many 
facilities  to  the  j)ianter  and  merciiant.  In  addition  to  Havana,  ]Mat;-\nzas. 
Cuba,  I'nei-to-l*rinci})c,  Trinidad,  Baracoa,  Gibara,  Cienfriegos,  and 
Manzanillo,  have  been  made  ports  of  entiy. 

The  authorities  of  Cuba  make  frequent  .statements  of  the  population, 
production,  and  other  statistical  details  of  this  fertile  island.  These  are 
not  always  strictly  accui'ate,  but  arc  sutHciently  so  to  convey  a  general 
impression  of  the  great  value  of  this  important  S])anish  jjossession.  The 
following  is  one  of  these  documents,  of  which  a  very  faitlifiil  translation 
was  made  in  1832.  It  is  no  doubt  exaggerated  in  some  of  the  valuaticnis 
of  land,  capital,  and  ])roductions,  but  does  not  exceed  the  trutii  in  regai-d 
to  the  gi'eat  staple  articles.  And  it  has  the  advantage  of  exhibiting  the 
immense  resources  of  Cuba,  and  the  surprising  results  of  agriculture  in  a 
genial  climate  and  ])rolific  soil,  even  where  the  labor  bestowed  on  it  does 
not  enjoy  all  the  freedom  to  which  it  is  entitled  fi'om  the  hands  of  justice. 
and  vvisd(ym.

Coasting  vessels  conveying  tobacco,  to  any  of  the  poi-ts  of 
enti'y  of  the  ishmd.  will  be  ref|Mireil  to  liave  permits,  which  will  be  given 
by  tlie  custoni-hoiise  auihorities,  at  the  place  where  the  loading  has  been 
ctiVcted,  atid  if  at  t!ic  ari-ival  at  the  part  of  destination,  the  tobncco  <loes 
not  agree  with  the  ]}ci'!nit,  or  that  that  dncnmeiit  has  not  been  ]>rociired, 
in  either  case  it  will  pay  the  foreign  <i!ities  defmetl  in  thir;  tai'itf  f(;r  ex- 
porting in  foreign  vessels. 

AnT.  15.  Tlie  :idministrator  geiirral  vvil?  resohe  eJI  doubts  v.  isich 
may  ocenr,  not  only  on  the  delivery  of  t!ie  ujanifesis  and  invoices,  but 
also  a  ly  other  particulars  wiiich  relate,  to  or  are  connected  with  the 
cai'git,  or  its  sale. 

Art.  1().  With  the  view  of  affording  to  the  captain  as  well  as  io  the 
:onsignee  of  a  vessel,  the  o]!p)rttjnityof  examining  and  comparing  the  man- 
ifests, by  their  advices  or  hills  of  lading,  during  the  twelve  hours  allowed 
;o  make  any  additions  or  explanations  to  it,  said  manifest  will  remain 
with  the  administrator  general,  during  oiUcc  hours,  a?id  if  not  oiiice  iiours, 
ic  viill  send  it  to  the  custom-house  to  the  olfice  of  tlie  ReHp^narda,  in  charge 
)f  tir.^  cliief  o.'ficerof  the  levenue,  at  thatpSace,  or  t!ic  person  represeriting 
lim,  who  is  bound  to  produce  it  to  those  interested,  <luring  t!ie  twelve  liours 
illowed,  and  every  time,  during  titnt  period,  that  reqisest  is  made  to  see, 
)r  take  copies  of  it,  it  shall  be  allowed;  retaining  carefully,  in  his  custody, 
he  originals,  as  sacred  and  inviolable  documents.  3n  case  the  adnunis- 
rator  general's  oiljcc  is  open,  tlie  said  manifest  sliaii  tiici'o  b^  free  for 
nspection,  under  the  i-ules  refci-red  to. 

Art.  ir.  [n  e:vtraordinary  cases,  in  wdiich  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
ommerce  to  expedite  the  sailing  of  vessels,  to  save  insurance,  to  be  ready 
or  a  convoy,  or  for  other  similar  motives,  the  administrator  general  will 
;ive  particular  permission,  Sf)  that  loading  may  go  on  at  others,  as  v.cli 
.s  at  office  hours,  alway.s  seeing  tliat  it  is  not  prejudicial  to  the  royal 
nten^st.  He  \\\\\  also  give  orders  for  the  transjjorting  of  goods  to  the 
lepo.sile  warehouses,  as  well  as  from  thence,  for  cons;imption,\)r  exporta- 
ion.  after  tlie  jjaviijent  of  t\\^.  2  per  cent.  duty.  Ke  will,  also,  wiicn 
essels.  owing  to  their  build,  will  not  allow  the' discharge  of  the  wiiolc 
argo,  without  taking  weight  in,  allow  a  siiilicient  quantity  of  logwood 
Ind  counti-y  pi-odiice  to  be  t  ikeu  in.  He  will  see,  also,  that,  without  any 
Impiidiment.  or  new  demands  of  duties,  the  produce  of  the  countjry.  and' 
thcr  articles  of  exportation,  regularly  entered,  and  on  whidi  tiiedutics 
ave  been  jjaid.  may  pass  from  one  vessel  to  aiH)t,hcr,  whi:ii,  lor  want  of 
oom,  cannot  be  loadefl  in  the  ves.^el  for  which  intended;  and  lastly,  also 
>  the  arrangemeuts  of  tiie  war-bousing  operations,  and  the  translcr  of 
)g  wood,  and  other  articles  of  the  sa\ne  nature,  whiclj,  being  only  in 
I'ansitu,  niay  obtain  these  facilities. 

Art.   18.    When  articles  are  manifested  in  transitu,  their  owners  must 
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deliver  a  detailed  note  of  the  contents  of  each  package,  those  which  are 
to  be  landed  immediately  and  placed  in  security  in  one  of  the  custom- 
house waiehouses,  from  which  will  be  excepted  those  which,  from  tlieir 
hulk  or  kind,  may,  accoi'ding  to  the  jiKlgmeiit  of  the  administrator  gen- 
eral, remain  on  board,  and  those  which  will  he  landed  in  deposite  until  re- 
embarked,  unless  it  seems  proper  to  the  owners  to  pass  them  to  the  mer- 
cantile dej)Osite  warehouses,  or  for  Die  consumption  of  the  ])lacc;  in  which 
case,  tiicy  will  be  inspected  under  the  established  regulations. 

Art.  19.  The  permission  to  haul  into  tlie  quay,  tlie  orders  to  leave  it, 
permission  to  discharge,  and  all  matters  relative  to  these  pai-ticulars, 
appertain  to  the  powers  of  the  administrator  general. 

Art.  20.  Ail  national  or  foreign  vessels  may  load  with  molasses  in 
any  of  the  ports  of  entry  in  the  island,  or  sailing  in  ballast  from  one  of 
those  ports,  by  permission  of  the  administration  of  the  revenue,  there  to 
the  port  (not  of  entry)  where  they  wish  to  load,  requiring  from  the  con- 
signee, bonds  compelling  the  vessel  to  return  with  its  cargo  of  produce, 
to  the  same  port  of  entry  from  whence  she  sailed.  In  this  port  she  will 
undergo  a  search  visit,  and  will  pay  the  established  expoit  duties,  when 
she  will  be  furnisiicd  with  the  necessary  documents  to  prosecute  her 
voyage  from  the  island. 

Art.  21.  It  is  established  as  a  general  rule,  for  the  clearer  under- 
standing of  article  44  of  the  custom-house  instructions,  that  no  damaged 
jerked  beef  shall  be  admitted,  no  matter  from  whence  sliipped  ;  and  if,  of 
the  quantity  manifested,  a  part  proves  injured  so  as  to  require  its  being 
thrown  into  tiie  sea,  in  this  case  the  duties  will  be  paid  only  on  that  por- 
tion which  proves  sound,  without  any  deduction  or  release  of  the  6  or  14 
per  cent.,  according  to  whence  it  came,  which  must  be  settled,  when  the 
duties  are  calculated,  on  the  whole  amount  of  the  manifest.

Tonnage  Duty. 

All  vessels,  which  shall  enter  any  of  the  ports  of  entry  of  this  islanc 
shall  pay  12  reals  fuerte  for  each  ton  measurement,  if  foreign,  and  5  i 
national  vessels. 

Those  that  arrive  in  ballast,  and  intend  leaving  in  the  same  state,  shai 
be  exempted  from  the  above  duty ;  but  should  they  have  taken  in  any  pro 
duce  or  goods  they  shall  pay  the  full  tonnage  duty. 

Vessels  arriving  in  want  of  water  or  provisions,  will  be  exempt  from  tb 
tonnage  duty ;  but  should  they  unload  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their  cargo 
or  take  in  the  produce  of  the  country,  they  shall  pay  the  full  tonnage  dut) 

National  or  foreign  vessels,  which  have  loaded  goods  for  exportation  ( 
any  of  the  ports  of  entry  of  the  island,  and  secured  the  respective  tonnag 
duty  stated  in  this  tariff,  if  obliged  to  put  back  to  any  of  the  ports  to  repa 
damages  sustained  at  sea,  or  owing  to  other  accidents,  shall  be  exempt  froi  j 
having  again  to  pay  the  tonnage  duty.  jl 

National  or  foreign  vessels,  entering  the  port  of  Havana,  shall  pay  on" 
and  a  quarter  reals'for  every  ton  measurement,  for  the  maintenance  of  th 
dredging  machine,  over  and  above  the  foregoing  tonnage  duty. 
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Custom-House  Regulations. 

Every  master  of  a  vessel  is  bound  to  have  on  liis  arrival,  ready  for 
delivery  to  the  boarding  officers  of  the  revenue,  two  manifests,  containing  a 
detailed  statement  of  his  cargo,  and  in  the  act  of  handing  them  over,  has 
to  write  thereon,  the  hour  when  he  so  delivered  them,  talcing  care  that  they 
be  countersigned  i3y  t)ie  boarding  officers. 

Witiiin  twelve  hours  from  tliat  time,  he  can  make  an^r  alteration  he 
pleases  in  these  manifests,  or  deliver  in  new  ones  corrected. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  twelve  hours,  no  alteration  will  be  allowed ; 
^oods  not  placed  on  the  manifests  will  be  confiscated,  without  appeal,  and 
if  their  value  should  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  masters  of  vessels 
will  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  such  goods ;  if 
they  exceed  that  sura,  and  belong  to  the  master,  or  are  consigned  to  him, 
the  vessel,  freight,  and  other  emoluments  will  be  forfeited  to  the  revenue. 

Goods  on  the  manifest,  but  not  on  board,  will  pay  duties  as  if  they  Vv'ere 
)n  board. 

Goods  not  on  the  manifest,  but  which  are  claimed  in  time  by  a  consignee, 
•vill  be  delivered  over  to  the  latter;  but  the  master  will,  in  this  case,  be 
iubjected  to  a  fine,  equal  in  amount  to  the  value  of  the  goods, 
i    Gold  and  silver,  not  on  the  manifest,  or  claimed  in  time  b}'^  the  master  or 
I  consignee,  are  liable  to  a  duty  of  4  per  cent. 

Goods  falling  short  of  the  quantities  set  forth  in  the  manifests,  when 
janded,  and  not  being  included  in  the  invoice  of  a  consignee,  will  render 
!  he  master  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  package  so 
i  ailing  short. 

Every  consignee  is  obliged  to  present  his  invoice,  or  note  of  goods, 
vithin  48  hours  after  the  arrival  of  the  vessel ;  if  lie  omit  so  to  do,  such 
^oods  are  liable  to  a  charge  of  2  per  cent,  extra  duty. 

The  same  rule  applies,  if  such  invoice  do  not  contain  a  statement  of  the 
lumber  of  pieces,  contents,  quantity,  weight  and  measure. 

All  goods  imported  in  vessels  exceeding  80  tons  burden,  except  perish- 
ble  provisions,  bulky  articles  and  liquors,  may  be  placed  in  depot,  for  an 
iidefinite  time,  paying  1  per  cent,  inward,  and  1  per  cent,  outward,  on  the 
>rcceding  valuations  each  year. 

When  entered  for  home  consumption,  they  are  liable  to  the  correspon- 
ling  duty ;  if  sold  in  depot,  the  exporter  pays  the  outward  duty.

The  superior  authorities  of  Cuba  have  constituted  St.  Jago  a  port  of 
ntrepot,  with  all  the  advantages  attached  thereto,  now  enjoyed  by 
lavana. 
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Harbor  Regulations. 


All  masters  of  vessels  enteiivg  the  port  of  Havana,  omist  observe  tht 
fuUowins[  regulations. 

ARTicLe  I.  All  vessels  entering  this  port,  must  avoid  anchoring  in  tlu 
channel,  and  in  case  the  wind  will  not  allow  thcni  to  go  up  the  harbor 
they  must  anclior  near  the  east  side,  and  avail  of  the  first  opportunity  t< 
proceed  to  the  anchorage  destined  for  them,  which  is  in  the  proximity  o 
Casa  Blanca,  at  the  distance  of  forty  fathoms,  moored  head  and  stern,  and  tt 
extend  in  tiers  of  two,  from  the  guard  ship  in  a  line  to  the  King's  warehouse 
and  thence  in  tiers  of  three  to  tiie  wharf  of  D.  Juan  Perez.  Under  n< 
pretext,  whatever,  to  approach  a  man  of  war  nearer  than  a  cable's  lengtt 
otherwise  a  launch  will  be  sent  on  board  to  remove  said  vessel,  the  ex 
pense  of  which,  and  a  Ihie  of  filty  dollars,  shall  be  paid  by  the  master  o 
consignee  of  any  vessel  disol^eying  this  order. 

Article  2.  The  master,  on  coining  ashore,  must  present  himself  at  th 
harbormaster's  oflice,  with  a  list  of  passengers,  if  any.  If  lie  has  powdc 
on  board,  he  must  report  the  quantity,  in  order  to  make  the  necessary  di; 
positions  for  its  deposite ;  if  notice  is  given  of  any  being  concealed  o 
hoard,  he  (the  master)  shall  pay  a  peiuilty  of  eighty  dollars :  as  it  ht 
been  observed,  that  some  delay  its  deposite,  in  order  to  profit  time  to  hai 
1o  the  wharf,  and  others  keep  their  powder  on  I'oard  while  in  the  strear 
under  pretext  of  being  but  a  smail  quantity.  The  fh-iiig  of  arms,  of  i 
kinds,  in  the  harbor,  is  prohibited  under  a  penalty  of  lilty  dollars,  witho' 
permission  from  the  admiral,  and  giving  notice  at  this  office. 

Article  3.  Every  master  of  a  vessel,  at  the  lime  of  anchoring,  nm 
take  care  that  his  cables  do  not  get  foul  of  others,  as  he  will  be  liable  I 
make  good  any  damage  that  may  arise  from  his  carelessness. 

Article  4.  No  vessel  shall  be  fastened  to  the  buoys  which  are  plact 
to  indicate  the  sand  banks  in  the  channel,  nor  to  those  destined  for  tl 
vessels  of  war  ;  the  master  doing  so,  or  moving  a  buoy  from  its  place,  slu 
pay  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  also  the  expense  of  all  damaj 
which  may  result  from  a  violation  of  this  order. 

Article  5.  Tlie  master  intending  to  haul  his  vessel  to  the  wharf,  vm 
first  have  a  place  assigned  him  by  the  collector  of  customs.  He  shall  1 
no  means  lay  behind  those  fastened  to  the  wharf,  under  a  j^enalty  of  fif, 
dolhn-s.  and  a  liability  for  all  damages  that  might  follow ;  these  are  piij 
cipally  in  case  of  hurricanes  or  fire,  when  it  would  be  necessary  to  separji; 
a  vessel  from  the  wharf.  He  m.ust  also  place  fore  and  aft,  the  lower  yun 
take  in  the  jib,  and  flying  gib,  and  main  boom,  and  cockbill  his  aiichcrs, 
order  to  avoid  damaging  "other  vessels.  They  luust  be  distant  from  ea 
otlitr  ar  least  one  and  a  half  fe^ot  by  the  beam,  by  which  means  they  \v.\ 
haul  from  the  wiiarf  without  difficulty.  In  hauling  to  the  wLari,  cr  let 
ing  it,  or  mo\ing  from  one  place  to  another,  permission  must  fiist  be  hj 
from  the  harbor'master"s  office;  and  either  one  or  the  other  can  only  i^ 
done  from  daylight  until  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  or  Irom  sunset  till  da) 
but  by  no  means' can  they  remain  in  the  channel,  or  disturb  the  free  ingM 
and  egress  with  lines  or  ropes,  under  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  a  ■ 
payment  of  damages  they  n.^ay  occasion. 
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Article  6.  At  sunset,  fires  on  board  all  vessels  must  be  extinguished. 
The  cabin  light  may  be  continued  till  the  usual  hour  of  retiring,  provided 
it  is  kept  in  a  lancern  in  good  condition. 

Article  7.  No  vessel  can  take  on  board  or  discharge  ballast  without  a 
written  permission  from  the  harbormaster's  oilice,  Vv^here  tlie  place  will  be 
3ointed  out  from  which  it  must  be  taken,  or  where  it  must  be  discharged. 
dave  must  be  taken  to  place  a  tarpawlin  to  prevent  its  fallmg  in  the  water 
In  necrlect  of  this,  the  charges,  prescribed,  will  be  brought  against  tho 
Master.  Equal  care  must  be  taken  in  discharging  bricks ;  and,  on  no 
account,  must  any  straw,  sand,  or  sweepings,  be  thrown  overboard,  under 
I  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  ;  for,  if  there  be  any  on  board,  the  master  may  call 
it  the  harbormaster's  office,  after  putting  it  in  the  lannch,  in  order  to  tell 
dim  where  to  discharge  it. 

Article  8.  In  case  a  master  should  wish  to  caulk,  repair,  careeon,  heave 
iown,  or  fumigate  his  vessel,  he  must  first  obtain  permission  at  the  harbor- 
(naster's  oiiice";  but  by  no  means  will  it  be  allowed  at  the  wharf,  or  in  tho 
rtreara,  as  tliere  are,  for  this  purpose,  several  careening  places,  wlicre  it  may 
oe  done  without  danger  to  the  harbor.  It  is  hkewise  prohibited  to  heat  tar 
or  pitch  on  board,  as  this  can  only  be  done  on  shore,  and  vv'ith  the  greatest 
orecaution  :  it  being  understood  that  those  who  violate  this  article  shall  pay 
ipenalty  of  one  hmidred  dollars,  and,  also,  the  damage  resulting  therefrom. 

Article  9.  In  case  of  any  vessel  getting  unmoored,  and  being  in  danuer 
»f  stranding,  or  being  lost,  by  weather  or  other  accident,  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
ither  vessels  to  render  every  possible  assistance. 

Article  10.  A  master  of  a  vessel,  who  may  require  a  launch,  is  at  liberty 
fo  make  his  selection,  but  he  must  give  notice  to  the  harbormaster'  ofiice,  in 
()ider  to  have  it  examined,  as  prescribed. by  ordinance  ;  and  he  who  loads 
said  launch  v\^ithout  leaving  the  wales  two  inches  out  of  water,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

Article  11.  No  vessel  can  pass  the  shoals  and  channels  in  the  harbor 
ivitliout  taking  a  pilot,  to  which  purpose  the  master  may  call  for  one  at  the 
iiarbormaster's  office,  paying  said  pilot  five  dollars;  which  sum  is  allowed 
nim,  by  tariffs,  after  he  has  performed  his  dnty :  it  being  well  understood 
hat  the  master  who  does  not  call  for  a  pilot,  and  notice  being  given  ot  his 
aaving  passed  the  shoals  and  channels  without  one,  shall  pay,  in  addition 
.0  the  five  dollars,  the  penalty  incurred  by  violating  this  article. 

Article  12.  In  case  of  disturbances  on  board  amongst  the  sailors  at 
late  hours  in  the  e\''ening,  the  ma&ter  may  call  on  board  the  flag  sliip  for 
issistance,  until  the  morning,  when  he  may  get  an  order  from  the  liarbor- 
iBaster's  ofiice  to  lodge  them  in  jail.  No  master  of  a  vessel  shall  discharge 
lis  seamen  without  permission  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor 

Article  13.  Every  master  of  a  merchantman  must  hoist  liis  flag  when 
(le  sees  one  displayed  from  the  flag  ship.  The  day  before  he  goes  to  sea 
ne  may  call  at  the  harbormaster's  office  for  an  order  to  take  his  powder  on 
ward,  if  he  has  any  in  deposite.  No  vessel  will  be  allowed  to  leave  port 
Before  sunrise  or  after  sunset. 

Article  14.  It  is  likev/ise  prohibited  to  pass  backward  and  forward  in 
the  harbor  in  boats  after  gun  fire  in  the  evening :  on  the  contrary,  tliey  are 
exposed  of  being  carried  on  board  the  flitg  ship,  where  they  will  remain  at 
the  disposition  of  the  admiral. 

Article  15.  On  entering  the  port  these  instructions  will  be  handed, 
japratis,  to  the  master  by  the  boarding  officer. 
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The  wharf  dues  are,  on  Spanish  vessels,  6  reals  per  day,  on  the  vessels 
of  other  nations,  10  reals  per  day,  for  each  100  tons  of  their  register  mea- 
surement.

sland  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico,'either  directly,  or  after  touching  at  any  port 
>r  place,  laden  with  merchandise  subject  to  a  discriminating  duty  when  ex- 
erted from  the  port  of  Havana  in  American  bottoms ;  together  with  the 
ate  of  duty  to  be  exacted  from  the  aforesaid  vessels  departing  from  a  port 
»f  the  United  States,  with  a  cargo  destined  directly  or  indirectly  to  either 
)f  the  islands  before  described. 

The  form  of  the  bond  required  to  be  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the 
{d  section  of  the  act,  and  also  a  form  of  a  consular  certificate,  upon  the 
)rGduction  of  which  said  bond  is  authorized  to  be  cancelled,  are  annexed.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Se)iate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.

NOTICE, 


Article  1.  To  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  customs,  and  of  com- 
merce, it  has  been  considered  preferable  to  divide  this  taritf  into  one  of 
importation,  and  the  other  of  exportation — each  containing  six  columns, 
and  using  the  nomenclature  most  used  on  this  island. 

ARTICL13  2  Although,  in  the  list  of  dutiable  articles  of  importation, 
the  expression  for  consumption  is  introduced,  the  same  designated  appraise- 
ment will  regulate  those  also  entered  for  deposite. 

Articlp:  3.  The  goods,  produce,  or  national  effects  which  are  imported 
directly  from  qualified  ports  of  entry  of  the  Peninsula,  (Spain.)  adjacent 
island^,  and  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  will,  without' any  distinction,  pay  the 
duty  of  6  per  cent,  on  the  regularly  appraised  value,  excepting  fine  jewel- 
lery, which  will  only  pay  2  per  cent,  with  the  addition  of  one  quarter  per 
cent,  thereon,  for  the  co..'>:iilado,  v^'hich  will  make  them  understood  thus: 
6^  per  cent.  2|-,  18|-,  to  be  paid  according  to  the  classification  on  impor- 
tation. 

Article  ■%.  On  the  above  articles,  as  well  of  importation  as  exportation, 
defined  in  the  respective  headings  of  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  columns  of  the 
tariff,  tile  re  will  be  deducted  the  quotas  therein  expressed,  on  those  which 
will  be  partly  reloaded,  and  foreign  produce  which  might  prejudice  or 
rival  those  of  national  manufacture. 

Article  5.  Foreign  salt  v/ill  pay,  under  any  flag,  8  reals  per  fanega; 
and  salt  the  produce  of  the  island  shall  pay  2  reals  of  export  duty  per 
fanega.  but  will  be  fj-ee  of  import  duties  in  any  ports  of  the  island. 

Article  6.  Conformably  to  the  royal  ordinance  of  March  27.  1829, 
there  will  be  required  for  each  quintal  of  foreign  cordage,  owned  and 
imported  under  a  foreign  flag,  57  reals  plata.  and  the  same  foreign  cordage 
imported  in  Spanish  vessels,  from  a  foreign  port,  34  reals  plata,  and  the 
same  in  Spanish  vessels  from  a  national  port,  20  reals  plata;  there  shall 
be  no  alteration  in  duties  on  Spanish  cordage  imported  under  the  national 
flag,  which  will  continue  to  pay  the  present  duty  of  6  per  cent. 

Article  7.  On  vessels  arriving  in  ballast,  there  will  be  secured  un- 
alienably,  according  to  their  tonnage  and  flag,  their  quota  of  tonna^-e  duty, 
viz:  on  Spanish  vessels  of  the  class  of  lighters,  or  balandras,  (coasters,) 
:$4,  on  those  of  a  larger  class,  ,^8,  and  on  foreign  vessels  of  the  first  or 
smaller  class,  $8,  and  those  larger.  .Sil2. 

Article  8.  On  the  total  amount  of  duties  there  will  he  required  one 
per  cent,  extra  for  halavza. 

Article  9.  Importations  from  the  seceded  colonies,  it  is  understood, 
are  comprehended  in  the  respective  classifications,  and  will  pay  the  same 
duties  as  foreign  produce  or  goods. 
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Article  10.  All  articles  not  herein  defined,  or  now  known,  will  be 
valued  at  tlieir  current  value  where  imported,  and  Avill  pay  tlie  24  per  cent, 
duty  under  tlie  foreign  Has;;  of  16  per  cent,  under  tl:e  Spanish  thg.  and  of 
12  per  cent,  if  from  the  Peninsula  under  a  foreign  flag,  or  also  if  it  be 
foreign  produce  under  the  Spanish  flag;  well  understood  that  if  they  are 
of  Sjjanish  manufacture,  no  duties  will  be  demanded  except  those  already 
established;  Xhe  only  change  will  be  the  diflerence  in  valuation,  according- 
to  the  current  prices.  All  articles  or  machinery  for  agricultural  purposes, 
will  pay  18^  per  cent,  on  the  classification,  according  to  the  flag,  excepting 
those  declared  free  of  duties,  as  defined  in  tlie  accompanying  list  of  iree 
articles. 

Article  11.  Goods  entered  for  deposite  will  pay  at  their  entry  one 
per  cent,  and  again  one  per  cent,  on  departure. 

Article  12.  Various  goods  are  defined  in  this  tarifi"  by  the  number  of 
varas  or  yards  wliich  they  ought  to  contain,  as  "creas,  piece  of  72  varas," 
and  "Irish  bleached  linen,  or  cotton  imitation,  piece  of  25  yards,"  (fcc. 
Notice  IS  given  tliat  no  deductions  will  be  allowed  for  their  failing  to  con- 
tain the  QUQ  quantity — always  understood  that  they  do  not  exceed  by  6 
per  cent,  the  defined  measurement,  and  its  being  entered  on  the  clearance 
papers  at  the  despatching  custom-house. 

Article  13.  T'or  the  present,  and,  until  otherwise  determined,  tran- 
shipments and  re-exportations  will  be  permitted,  by  paying  the  2  per  cent, 
duty,  and  fiilfilling  the  conditions  expressed  in  the  nine  articles  of  the 
decree  issued  Irom  this  Intendency  on  the  1 1th  of  June,  1824. 

Article  14.  All  articles  imported  for  consumption,  if  re-exported  for 
any  ultra-marine  place,  will  be  free  from  all  export  duties,  but  no  return 
will  be  made  of  the  import  duties. 

Article  15.  Spanish  produce  which  shall  have  gone  to  a  foreign  port, 
no  matter  for  what  cause,  if  imported  in  this  island,  will  pay  the  same  duty 
as  if  the  produce  of  the  last  port  of  departure. 

Article  16.  All  merchandise,  produce,  or  effects  from  ultra-marine 
places,  which  have  paid  the  in^port  duties  for  consumption,  may  freely  send 
them,  either  by  sea  or  land,  with  proper  permits,  to  an'y  of  the  ports  in  the 
island,  with  returning  permits.  They  may  also  free^r  tranship  the  produce 
of  this  island  from  one  port  to  anotlier  in  it,  taking  notice  that  the  carriers 
must  have  return  permits. 

Article  17.  The  transhipments  by  sea.  expressed  in  the  last  article, 
must  exclusively  be  made  in  Spanish  vessels,  and  on  no  account  in  foreign 
vessels. . 

Article  IS.  Captain.s  or  supercargoes  of  Spanish  vessels,  from  foreign 
pons,  must  hand  in,  on  the  first  custom-house  visit,  to  its  oflicer,  a  manifest 
of  that  date,  affirmed  by  him,  com]:)rehending:  his  whole  cargo,  specifying 
the  bales,  casks,  fee.  and  their  contents ;  aud  if  he  intends  proceeding  to 
other  ports  of  entry  in  the  island,  with  the  whole,  or  part  of  his  cargo, 
when  he  will  receive  a  permit  for  the  ports  he  desires,  he  being  required  to 
return  the  permits,  and  in  every  port  lie  must  paj-^  up  the  duties  for  such 
parts  of  the  cargo  as  was  there  discharged. 

Article  19.  Foreign  vessels  which  do  not  unload,  or  which  discharge 
only  part  of  tlieir  cargo,  and  which  take  the  balance  to  other  places,  will 
have  to  hand  in  a  manifest,  as  mentioned  for  Spanish  vessels,  when  they 
will  be  allowed  to  go  where  they  please,  and  in  lieu  of  the  (guia)  permit,  he 
will  be  furnished  with  a  certified  copy  of  his  original  manliest,  which,  after 
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being  translated  by  the  royal  interpreter,  will  remain  deposited  in  the  ar- 
chives of  the  custom-hoase  of  the  port  where  he  made  his  first  entry. 

Article  2>).  Spanish  vessels,  Irom  Spanish  ports,  which  proceed  with 
part  of  their  cargo  to  otiier  ports  of  this  island,  or  elsewhere,  will  have  re- 
corded on  the  respective  pages  of  their  certified  list  of  cargo,  the  parts  of 
their  cargo  discharged  at  each  port,  until  the  discharging  is  completed,  and 
at  the  bottom  of  the  certified  carw  list,  will  be  sriven  a  certificate  referring 
to  the  records  on  its  respective  pages,  which  shall  be  done  in  the  prescribed 
form,  for  the  safeguard  of  the  captain  and  supercargo  in  continuing  their 
voyage,  without  requiring  a  return  permit,  which  document  will  be  given 
by  the  custom-house  at  the  ultimate  port  of  discharge. 

Article  21.  The  tare  will  be  regulated  by  the  tariff  approved  by  tliis 
Intendency,  February  17,  1825,  of  which  a  copy  will  accompany  this  tariff, 
for  the  information  of  commerce. 

Article  22.  The  punishments  which  are  once  adjudged  will  be  irre- 
inissible,  and  will  be  incurred  also  by  those  who  forget  the  sacred  social 
duties  of  truth  and  good  faith  ;  and  that  no  one  may  allege  ignorance,  the 
decree  on  this  subject  of  the  year  1822,  is  subjoined  hereto. 

Article  23.  The  licence,  or  permission  to  haul  in  at  the  mole,  the  orders 
for  le-:vving  it,  permits  for  loading  or  unloading,  and  all  those  relative  to  these 
particulars,  will  proceed  from  the  royal  custom-house,  wliere  application 
must  be  made  by  those  interested  in  those  matters,  as  well  as  when,  in  extra- 
ordinary cases,  in  what  interests  commerce,  for  the  prompt  sailing  of  vessels, 
permission  is  required  for  extra  l)usiness  hours,  or  days  for  loading  and  un- 
loading. 

Article  24.  The  administrator  will  solve  all  doubts  which  may  occur, 
not  only  those  relating  to  the  manifests  or  invoices,  but  also  respecting  any 
other  particulars  concerning  the  interest  of  the  royal  revenue,  and  the  pro- 
tection of  commerce.

Decree  issued  front  this  Intendency  the  19///.  Jidu,  1822,  and  to  tohich  re- 
ference is  made  in  the  22d  article  of  this  tariff. 

Article  1.  The  captains  or  supercargoes  of  foreign  vessels,  must  de- 
liver at  the  custom-house  visit,  which  will  be  maie  whilst  anchoring,  a 
manifest  of  the  cargo,  signed  and  sworn  to,  and  deiining,  in  parcels,  the 
casks,  bales,  «fec.  of  which  it  is  composed.  This  manifest  shall  be  certified 
at  the  end,  and  signed  on  each  of  its  leaves,  by  the  boarding  officer,  in  the 
presence  of  the  captain  or  supercargo. 

Article  2.  If  any  captain  or  supercargo  deliver  an  incorrect  or  faulty 
manifest,  or  refuses  making  one,  at  the  very  instant  of  so  doing,  he  will  be 
fined  the  sura  of  one  hundred  dollars,  without  its  affecting  any  additional 
tine,  which,  owing  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  may  be  inflicted. 

Article  3.  Within  the  first  twenty  four  hours,  at  furthest,  the  captain 
or  supercargo  must  personally  appear  at  the  custom-house,  with  his  con- 
signee, and  deliver  a  manifest  containing  a  detailled  statement  of  his  cargo, 
with  the  original  invoices,  and  he  will  also  ratify  the  oath  that  he  has  not 
on  board  of  his  vessel  any  goods,  &,c.  except  those  by  hiin  declared,  and  the 
interpreter  will  certify  to  this  on  the  same  manifest  or  invoices  when  trans- 
lated. 
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Ar.ticle  4.  For  failing  to  deliver  the  detailed  manifest  wiihin  the  twenfy- 
four  liotirs,  as  stated  in  the  foregoing  article,  and  ratifying  and  swearing  to 
the  same,  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  will  be  imposed  on  the  captain  or 
supercargo,  and  if  any  difterence  is  found  between  the  manifests  which 
shall  amoant  over  three  per  cent,  the  excess  shall  be  confiscated,  but  if  not 
exceeding  three  per  cent,  the  dilierence  of  dntics  will  be  received. 

Article  5.  If  the  captain  is  not  hijnself,  or  has  no  supercargo,  and  has 
not  the  invoices  and  individnal  manifests  and  entries,  the  consignee,  or  the 
persons  concerned,  are  held  bound  to  make  the  entries  and  to  ]  resent  the 
original  invoices  within  the  twenty-four  hours,  as  stated  in  article  3  ;  which 
shall  be  translated  by  the  royal  interpreter  within  the  forty-eight  hours 
next  succeeding  their  delivery. 

Article  6.  Nothing  must  be  taken  on  board,  or  landed  from  a  vessel, 
before  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  manifest  or  invoices,  without  the  know- 
ledge and  permit  of  the  custom-house.  If  attempted,  or  done,  no  matter  of 
how  little  valne,  the  article  landed  will  be  seized  and  condemned. 

Article  7.  If  goods  are  transported  from  one  vessel  to  another  in  the 
bay,  without  the  knowledge;  and  consent  of  the  custom  house,  both  the 
goods  and  the  boat  which  conveyed  them  will  be  condemned. 

Article  8.  Goods  li-audulently  landed,  and  seized  by  the  custom-house 
officers,  besides  their  own  forfeiture,  shall  be  immediately  valued  as  per 
the  rule  laid  dov/n  in  the  tarifi',  or  if  it  does  not  contain  the  valuation,  by 
the  current  wholesale  prices  of  the  port.  If  the  value  exceed  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  the  vessel,  from  whence  landed,  is  owned,  or  part 
owned,  by  the  captain  or  supercargo,  the  vessel  and  all  its  appurtenances 
.shall  be  condemned. 

Article  9.  The  discharging  of  vessels  shall  always  be  done  within 
office  hours,  as  expressly  ordered  by  his  Majesty,  and  at  the  wharf  and 
place  designated  by  the  custom-house. 

Article  10.  The  goods  and  articles  which  have  to  be  inspected, 
weighed,  or  measured,  must  not  be  remioved  from  one  place  to  another 
without  a  permit  from  the  custom-honse.  The  infraction  of  these  two 
articles  will  cause  the  seizure  of  the  articles  landed  or  removed. 

Article  11.  It  is  expressly  forbidden  to  sell  any  article  whatever  by 
retail  on  board  of  vessels  :  those  seized  as  such  will  be  condemned. 

Article  12.  Goods,  and  other  articles,  manifested  for  transit  or  re-ex- 
portation, if  landed,  or  are  intended  to  be  fraudulently  introduced  into  the 
country,  Avill  be  seized,  wherever  found,  and  condemned.  In  this  case,  if 
the  goods  seized,  on  being  valued,  as  directed  in  article  8,  amount  to  five 
hundred  dollars  or  more,  and  the  vessel  is  owned,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
the  captain  or  supercargo,  added  to  the  condemnation  of  the  goods  seized, 
will  be  that  of  the  vessel,  and  all  its  appurtenances. 

Article  13.  The  stores  aiid  provisions  of  the  voyage  must  also  be 
entered  on  the  manifest ;  and  if  there  appears  to  be  a  considerable  excess, 
taking  into  consideration  the  length  of  the  voyage  and  the  number  of  the 
regular  consnraers,  duties  will  have  to  be  paid  on  the  excess. 

Article  14.  The  baggage  of  passengers  comes  under  the  same  restric- 
tions and  inspection  :  and  if  any  real  fraud  is  discovered  to  be  intended,  the 
whole  will  be  condemned. 

Article  15.  Will  be  excepted  from  this  rule,  by  the  express  orders 
of  his  Majesty,  the  pontifical  dresses,  &.c.  of  the  illustrious,  and  right  reve 
rend  archbishops  and  reverend  bishops. 
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Article  16.  Cargoes  of  produce,  and  other  goods  of  the  country,  for 
exportation,  will  conform  to  the  present  established  rules.  Molasses,  or 
any  other  article  not  subject  to  being  weighed,  must,  indispensably,  be 
measured,  and  inspected  on  the  wharf,  at  which  the  boats  lay  which  are  to 
take  it  off.  Without  these  formalities  it  cannot  be  embarked ;  and  those 
who  would  evade  them,  or  attempt  it,  will  lose  its  \-alue  by  condemnation, 
and  be  liable  to  further  fines. 

Article  17.  The  officers  of  the  customs  who  do  not  comply,  as  bound, 
in  seeing  the  execution  of  this  decree,  either  through  neglect,  evil  inten- 
tions, or  personal  interest,  will,  without  fail,  be  severely  punished,  according 
to,  and  with  all  the  rigors  of,  the  law. 

Article  18.  The  preceding  regulations  will  be  put  in  force,  as  regards 
vessels  trading  with  St.  Thomas,  Santa  Croix,  and  the  adjacent  islands,  on 
the  1st  of  August  next ;  for  those  from  Curafoa,  St.  Martins,  St.  Bartholo- 
mew, and  the  adjacent  islands,  August  20th;  from  Martinico,  Granada, 
Guadaloupe,  and  the  adjacent  islands,  August  30th  ;  from  the  island  of 
Trinidad,  September  10th ;  from  Barbadoes  and  Jamaica,  September  20th ; 
from  the  United  States,  October  20th  ;  and  for  the  ports  of  France,  the 
Hanseatic  towns,  Italy,  Germany,  England,  and  Holland,  in  Europe,  on 
the  20th  of  January,  1823. 

"-  Article  19.  For  the  greater  publicity  of  this  decree,  and  that  none 
may  plead  ignorance,  it  shall  be  translated  into  French  and  English,  and 
printed  in  three  columns  in  the  three  languages,  and  communicated  to  their 
Excellencies  the  Governors  of  the  West  India  islands,  and  to  his  Majesty's 
consuls  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  England,  Holland,  France,  the 
Hanseatic  towns,  Germany,  Genoa,  Naples,  and  Venice  ;  copies  sent  to  the 
royal  custom-houses  in  this  province,  to  the  superintcndency  of  the  Havana, 
and  to  all  the  officers  and  administrators  of  the  customs. 

Done  with  all  the  prescribed  formalities,  in  the  name  of  his  Majesty.

Desirous  to  do  away  all  the  doubts  and  inconveniences  which  experience 
and  casnaities  every  day  cause  in  tlie  o}.erations  of  tlie  custom-house,  and 
to  the  commerce  of  tlie^je  ports — and  considering  that  it  is  of  the  first 
importance  to  suspend  any  regulation  which  ol  structs  the  administratioUj  , 
and  which  is  prejudicial  to  the  mlerest  of  the  royal  treasury — considering  the 
notice  given  by  his  Majesty,  in  his  sovereign  and  royal  decree  of  the  6tli  of 
February,  of  the  present  year — and  having  obtained  the  corresponding  advice  j 
and  information  ii  om  the  customs  of  this  capital — I  have  resolved  that  for  the 
present,  and  until  otherwise  resolved,  the  ibllo wing  regulations  shall  be 
and  reniain  in  torce : 

Art.  1.  Hereby  is  permitted  th(^  transhipment  of  all  kinds  of  goods 
for  all  the  ports  of  Spanish  Amicrica  united  to  the  mother  country,  and  to 
those  of  foreigir  nations,  friends  or  allies,  as  well  in  neutral  as  in  Spanish 
vessels,  by  tlieir  paying  a  duty  of  2  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  exports. 

Art.  2.  If  the  transhipment  and  re-exportation  is  for  any  other  port 
in  the  island,  it  will  lully  pay,  at  the  first  port  of  entry,  not  only  the  regular 
import  duties  on  the  goods,  but  also  the  two  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the 
exports. 

Art,  3.  All  articles  of  commerce  liable  to  duty,  and  manifested  en 
arrival  ior  the  privilege  of  transit  and  re-exportation,  if  transhipped  in 
the  bay  to  another  vessel,  Spanish  or  loreign,  bound  to  a  Spanish  port  not 
on  the  island,  or  a  foreign  port,  shall  pay  the  two  per  cent,  stated  in  art.  1. 
Art.  4.  Nevertheless,  if  re-exported  in  the  same  vessel  which  imported 
them,  without  having  been  removed  therefrom,  no  duty  v/hatever  shall  be 
required. 

Art.  5.  Nor  shall  such  part  of  the  cargo,  which,  owing  to  damage  or 
had  quality,  is  therefore  re-exported  without  having  been  landed  in  any  of 
the  ports  of  this  island,  be  required  to  pay  any  duty. 

Art.  6.  The  articles  of  commerce  mentioned  in  the  three  preceding 
articles,  if  landed  and  stored,  will  pay  the  full  amount  of  duties,  but  a 
credit  of  sixty  days  (counting  from  the  day  of  their  landing  and  being 
inspected)  will  be  allowed,  on  giving  bonds  for  its  payment  to  the  cu.'tom- 
house,  under  the  required  security  of  the  consignee,  or  another  responsible 
person. 

Art.  7.  All  articles  of  commerce  landed  and  stored  will  be  allowed  to  be 
re-exported  in  national  or  foreign  vessels  from  this  island,  previous  to 
having  been  fully  four  months  stored,  and  the  duties  returned,  deducting 
therefrom  the  two  per  cent,  as  established  by  article  1. 

Art.  8.  After  the  four  months  allowed  for  drawback  of  duties  shall 
have  expired,  it  will  only  depend  on  ciicnmstances  and  weighty  causes  and 
reasons,  such  as  being  at  a  great  distance  from  the  owners,  and  the  necessity 
of  awaiting  tlieir  orders  or  advice,  which  may  cause  its  being  granted;  in 
which  case  one  month  more  may  be  allowed  lor  drawback. 

Art.  9.  Articles  merely  deposited  on  shore,  will  remain  free  of  duty, 
duties  being  required  only  on  those  sold  to  pay  those  interested,  or  by  their 
wish. 

Therefore  this  iscommunicatedto  whoever  it  does  concern,  and  published 
for  the  information  of  all.

The  clearance  is  less  when  the  vessel  clears  for  another  port  in  the  island, 
as  also  when  a  vessel  leaves,  having  landed  but  a  portion  of  her  cargo. 
Every  time  that  a  vessel  moves  from  one  part  of  the  port  of  St.  Johns  to 
another,  she  incurs  a  charije  of  two  dollars.

A  vessel  in  ballast  pays  an  amoriizacion  duty  of  twelve  dollars. 

Note. — The  foreign  duty  of  the  tariff  is  now  imposed  on  Spainish  vessels,  arriving  at  Porto 
Rico  from  the  Danisli  island  of  St.  Thomas,  or  other  adjacent  islands,  with  American  produce 
on  board,  and  they  are  subjected  to  the  same  tonnage  duty  thai  is  paid  by  foreign  vessels,  not 
of  the  United  States.  This  is  a  new  regulation,  which  must  tend  to  the  advantage  of  our 
shipping.     The  following  is  a  translation  of  it : 

All  vessels,  bearing  the  flag  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  pay  8  reals  per  ton ;  those 
of  other  nations  5i  reals  per  Ion  ;  Spanish  vessels,  from  Spanish  ports,  1  real  per  ton,  or  2  reals 
if  from  foreign  ports,  and  5^  reals  if  from  the  adjacent  islands,  if  their  cargoes  do  not  consist 
wholly  of  the  agricultural  produce  of  said  islands.  And  all  productions,  except  those  of  the 
soil  of  said  islands,  imported  into  Porto  Rico,  even  in  Spanish  vessels,  shall  pay  the  foreign 
duty  of  the  tariff. 

Spanish  vessels,  carrying  to  said  islands  the  usual  supplies  of  cattle,  fruit,  plantains,  Jind 
other  vegetables,  will  pay  only  two  reals  per  ton;  but  if,  in  their  return  cargoes,  they  have  any 
other  articles  than  those  expressed  above,  they  shall  pay  the  said  5|  reals,  to  be  exacted  at  the 
first  port  of  Porto  Rico  when  they  arrive ;  and  the  said  articles,  last  mentioned,  shall  pay  the 
foreign  duty  of  the  tariff.

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CANARY  ISLANDS. 


In  1832  the  Intendant  General  executed  a  royal  order,  which  places  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States,  in  regard  to  duties  of  tonnage,  on  a  footing  of 
equality  with  the  vessels  of  other  nations  in  amity  with  Spain ;  and  no 
tonnage  is  levied  on  vessels,  loaded  or  in  ballast,  if  the  trifling  anchorage 
duty  be  paid. 

In  .Tuly,  1832,  the  duties  payable  in  these  islands  were  reduced  somewhat 
below  the  general  tariff  of  Spain.  Upon  several  American  productions  the 
reduction  is  still  greater,  and  it  imported  in  Spanish  vessels,  they  are  but 
one-half. 

By  a  law  published  in  1833,  all  foreign  merchandise  imported  into  the 
Canaries,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  Spanish  consul  re- 
siding at  the  place  of  export ;  or  if  nane,  by  the  local  authorities,  setting 
forth,  clearly,  the  number  and  mark  of  each  package,  as  also  the  weight  or 
measure,  Spanish. 


DECREE. 

Translation  made  hy  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  a  decree  issued  by 
the  Goveriiment  of  Spain. 

By  it.  every  vessel  arriving  from  America,  at  a  port  of  the  peninsula, 
after  the  28th  of  March  next,  with  a  cargo  taken  in,  either  wholly  or 
in  part,  at  an  American  or  a  foreign  port,  must  be  provided  with  manifests 
showing  the  name  and  mark  of  each  package,  with  the  quality,  quantity, 
or  weight  of  the  goods  contained,  expressed  in  letters,  and  not  in  figures  ; 
each  of  which  manifests  must  be  certified  by  the  Spanish  consul  or  vice 
consul,  at  the  place  where  the  goods  were  put  on  board  ;  for  which  certifi- 
cate one  dollar  is  to  be  paid.  The  consul  or  vice  consul  is  also  to  deliver 
to  the  captain  of  the  vessel,  a  sealed  statement  of  the  whole  cargo,  which  is 
to  be  presented  to  the  administrator  of  the  custom-house  at  the  Spanish 
port,  on  the  arrival  of  the  vessel.  All  goods  found  on  board  the  vessel  after 
her  entry,  which  are  not  expressed  in  the  said  consular  statement,  are  to  be 
confiscated  ;  and  penalties  are  to  be  inflicted  in  all  cases  where  the  goods, 
expressed  on  the  statement,  are  not  produced.

ROYAL  DECREE. 

Convinced,  by  the  reasons  which  you  have  submitted  to  me,  that  it  is 
impossible  to  arrest  the  progress  of  smuggling  on  the  seaboard,  v/ithout  in- 
creasing the  impediments  to  commerce,  which  it  is  my  desire  to  protect,  \>f^ 
subjecting  to  proper  regulations  the  forms  of  the  evidence  given  by  the 
consuls  of  Spain  in  foreign  countries,  respecting  the  place  from  which 
foreign  goods  are  brought,  {procedencla,)  to  the  peninsula:  and  conforma- 
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bly  to  what  you  hnve  proposed  to  me  on  the  subject,  I  have  resolved,  in  the 
name  of  my  iUustrious  daughter,  Queen  Donna  Isabel  the  Second,  to 
ordain  as  fbllovv's : 

Article  1.  All  foreign  goods  and  merchandise  appearing  at  the  custom- 
houses on  the  sea-coast  of  the  peninsula,  and  the  adjacent  islands,  must  be 
accompanied  by  manifests. 

Art.  2.  In  these  manifests  must  be  expressed  the  mark  and  number  of 
each  package,  together  with  the  quantity,  quality,  or  we'ght,  of  the  goods 
or  articles  contained  in  each,  specified  in  letters,  and  not  in  figures. 

Art.  3.  The  consignees,  commissioners,  merchants,  or  shippers,  shall 
present  the  said  manifests  to  the  consuls  or  vice  consuls  of  her  Majesty  in 
foreign  couHtries,  who  will  register  them,  and  place  at  the  bottom  of  each 
his  certificate  of  having  done  so. 

Art.  4.  The  consuls  or  vice  consuls  will  form  a  general  statement  of  the 
several  manifests  which  they  may  have  certified  relating  to  the  cargo  of 
each  vessel,  and  will  despatch  it,  closed  and  sealed,  by  the  captam  of  the 
vessel  to  the  administrator  of  the  custom-house  of  the  port  for  which  the 
said  vessel  is  bound. 

Art.  5.  If  the  captain  of  the  vessel  which  had  cleared  for  a  Spanish  port, 
should,  from  choice  or  from  necessity,  go  to  a  foreign  port,  and  there  sell  a 
part  of  his  cargo,  he  must  present  to  the  consul  a  manifest  or  declaration 
of  the  part  he  had  disposed  of,  and  the  consul  will  give  him  a  certificate  of 
the  same.  In  like  manner,  when  a  vessel  is  about  to  complete  her  cargo 
in  a  foreign  port,  the  shipper  or  captain  will  present  the  same  manifest  to 
the  consul  in  that  foreign  port,  and  receive  from  him  the  same  certificates, 
which  he  would  have  presented  and  recei^'ed  at  tfie  port  whence  he  origin- 
ally sailed. 

Art.  6.  When  a  vessel  shall  have  discharged  a  part  of  her  cargo  in 
a  Spanisli  port,  in  order  to  carry  the  remainder  to  tmother  Spanish  port,  the 
administrator  of  the  custom-house  will  furnisli  the  documents  in  proof  of 
such  discharge. 

Art.  7.  All  packages,  cases,  or  other  articles,  found  in  a  vessel,  which 
are  not  compreliended  in  the  stateaient  made  by  the  consul,  will  be  con- 
fiscated. 

Art.  S.  Whenever  any  packages,  or  parts  of  j  ackages.  comprehended 
in  the  statement  of  the  consul,  shall  be  wanting,  tiic  penalty  exacted  by  the 
existing  laws  shall  be  enforced  until  thep(3nal  lavr  shall  have  been  reformed, 
for  which  purpose  a  special  commission  is  to  be  insiituted. 

Art.  9.  Tiie  consuls  or  vice  consuls  shall  transmit  every  month  to  their 
respective  consuls  general,  and  where  there  is  no  such  officer,  directly  to 
the  ministry,  a  statement  of  the  manifests  certified  by  them  during  that 
period.  In  order  to  be  certain  that  the  vessels  do  not  carry  a  greater  cargo 
than  has  been  declared  belore  them,  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls  shall  as- 
sure themselves  by  consulting  the  commercial  statements  or  journals 
published  in  the  ports  where  they  reside,  making  the  proper  observations 
upon,  and  quotations  from  them,  and  transmitting  the  same  to  the  Go- 
vernment. 

^Art.  10.  The  consuls  general  shall  form  a  general  statement  of  all  the 
particular  statements  transmitted  to  them  by  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls 
under  their  direction,  and  shall  send  the  whole  to  the  Government  as  soon 
as  possible. 
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AiiT.  11.  The  consuls  s^cneral  shall  form  every  six  months  a  comj^en- 
diiim  of  the  montlily  statements  ;  the  compendium  oi'  the  last  six  months 
shall  comprehend  that  of  the  half  year  preceding. 

Art.  12.  In  their  monthly  statements  of  the  entry  and  departure  of  ves- 
sels engaged  in  commerce  witli  Spain,  the  consuls  will  not  omit  noticing 
those  whicli  sail  in  ballast  for  the  peninsula. 

Art.  13.  The  consuls  or  vice  consuls  will  receive  one  dollar  for  each 
certificate  given  by  them. 

Art.  14.  At  the  end  of  each  year  the  consuls  will  send  a  memorial  to 
Gox'^ernment,  containing  not  only  a  statement  of  the  active  commerce  be- 
tween the  ports  in  their  several  dt.'pendencies  and  Spain,  but  also  all  obser- 
vations which  may  appear  conducive  to  the  advancement  of  that  commerce. 

Art.  15.  The  rules  sfiall  be  carried  nuo  entire  fulfilment  by  vessels 
arriving  from  foreign  ports  m  the  p«ninsuia  and  the  adjacent  countries, 
from  Bayonne  to  Marseilles  iiiclusi\e.  and  from  Poil  Vendre  to  Marseilles 
inclusive,  after  one  month  Irom  the  date  of  publication  of  this  decree  ;  by 
those  arriving  from  the  other  ports'  of  France  and  Italy,  after  a  month  and 
a  half  from  the  said  date  ;  by  those  from  England,  after  two  months  ;  by 
those  from  the  other  ports  of  Europe,  after  two  months  and  a  half;  and 
those  from  America,  after  four  month.'.;. 

You  will  consider  this  as  ordered,  and  make  ev«ry  disposition  for  its 
execution.

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(The  following  remarks  were  prepared  to  precede  the  appendix  to  Venezuela,  but  by  an 
oversight  of  the  printer  were  omitted.] 

Since  the  article  in  the  body  of  the  Digest  was  printed,  the  new  tariff  of 
Venezuela  has  been  received.  It  now  takes  the  place  of  the  old  system  as 
adopted  by  confederated  Colombia,  and  which  was  in  use  in  Venezuela 
until  October,  1834,  when  the  present  tariff  went  into  operation,  for  Europe 
and  the  United  States.  The  transaction  of  business  at  the  custom-houses  is 
much  simplified  by  this  change,  and  mote  justice  is  extended  to  the  im- 
porter by  the  substitution  of  a  fair  valuation  of  merchandise,  in  the  place 
of  the  old  arbitrary  rule  of  a  fixed  value. 

The  tariff  now  offered,  with  the  new  regulations  inserted  in  the  article 
Venezuela,  are  all  that  was  required  to  give  full  information  on  the  com- 
mercial regulations  of  this  State.
